Sib:  I  haye  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  the  consideration 
of  Congress  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  sundry  ciyil 
bill  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  the  following  paragraph 
covering  an  estimate  of  fun(&  needed  for  the  new  Federafbuilding  at 
Denver,  Colo.: 

Denver  (  Colo. )  pott  office.— For  continuation  of  building  under  present  limit,  $200,000. 

The  foregoing  estimate  has  relfition  to  the  service  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1914,  and  arises  as  a  result  of  recent  legislation  by 
Congress  increasing  the  originfd  cost  of  the  building  in  the  sum  of 
$400,000.     (Public  act  No.  343^  approved  Dec.  19,  1912.) 

The  plans  for  the  interior  fimsh  of  the  Denver  building,  embraced 
within  the  increased  limit  of  cost  above  referred  to,  will  be  completed 
about  July  1, 1913,  and  bids  asked  for  shortly  thereafter.  It  is  neces- 
sary, therefore^  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  carrying  on 
the  work,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  sum  of  $200,000  will  be  sufficient 
for  this  purpose  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914.

STATEMENT  OF  CA8B. 

The  following  bill  was  referred  to  the  court  by  resolution  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives on  the  22d  of  June,  1912  (H.  Res.  528,  62d  Cong.,  2d  sess.),  under  section  151 
of  the  judicial  code  approved  March  3, 1911:

the  sum  due  said  ofucer,  taking  into  account  his  entire  time  of  service  in  the  Army, 
in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case 
of  United  States  against  Watson  (One  hundred  and  thirtieth  United  States  Reports, 
page  eighty),  and  to  pay  to  said  General  Kress  whatever  shall  be  found  to  be  due  there- 
under, out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated."

That  he  entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy  as  a  cadet  July  1.  1858,  and 
served  as  such  until  October  28,  1861.  He  was  appointed  major,  Ninety-fourth  New 
York  In^try,  July  10, 1862;  lieutenant  colonel,  November  1, 1862;  resigned,  Decem-

That  he  entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy  as  a  cadet,  July  1,  1862;  was 
appointed  second  lieutenant  of  Engineers,  June  18,  1866;  first  lieutenant,  March  7, 
1867;  captain,  September  12,  1877;  major,  April  7,  1888;  lieutenant  colonel,  May  3. 
1901;  colonel,  October  15,  1905;  brigaaier  general,  January  29,  1908,  and  accepted 
February  14,  1908;  and  was  retired  after  over  45  years*  active  service,  February  16, 
1908. 

That  during  the  period  of  said  petitioner's  service  as  a  commissioned  officer  of  the 
Army  of  the  united  States  the  following  statutory  provisions  in  regard  to  longevity 
pav  were,  respectivel>;,  in  force: 

"That  every  commissioned  officer  of  the  line  or  staff  exclusive  of  general  officers 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  additional  ration  per  diem  for  everv  five  years  he  may 
have  served  or  shall  serve  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States. ''  (Act  of  July  5,  1838; 
5  Stat.  L.,  p.  258.) 

'*  There  snail  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each  conmiissioned  officer  below  the  rank  of 
brigadier  general,  including  chaplains  and  others  having  assimilated  rank  or  pay, 
ten  per  centum  of  their  current  yearly  pay  for  each  term  of  five  years'  service. "  (Act 
of  July  15,  1870,  now  sec.  1262.  Kev.  Stats.)

That  under  the  decision  of  me  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  July  24, 1838, 
that  only  service  as  a  commissioned  officer  could  be  considered  in  fixing  tlie  basis 
for  longevity  pay,  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  in  the  settlement  of  the 
petitioner's  accounts,  did  not  count  his  service  at  the  Military  Academy  in  com- 
puting his  longevity  pay  for  service  prior  to  February  24,  1881. 

That  upon  tne  construction  of  the  act  of  July  5, 1838,  by  the  Supreme  Oourt,  in  the 
case  of  United  States  v.  Watson  Q30  U.  S.,  80),  petitioner  applied  for  a  proper  settle- 
ment of  his  longevity  pay,  and,  November  15.  1890,  his  claim  was  disallowed,  under 
the  then  existing  ruling  of  the  accounting  officers  that  service  as  a  cadet  could  not 
be  counted  in  computing  longevity  pay  and  allowances  for  service  prior  to  February 
24J881. 

That,  November  8,  1909,  upon  his  application  for  longevity  pay  due  on  account  of 
his  cadet  service,  petitioner  was  informed  that  the  same  could  not  be  allowed,  as  a 
similar  claim  had  been  disallowed  November  15^  1890,  on  the  p;round  that  there  was 
no  law  authorizing  the  counting  of  cadet  service  in  computing  longevity  pay  f(^ 
service  prior  to  February  24, 1881. 

That  by  this  action  of  the  accoimting  oflScers  there  has  been  withheld  from  petitioner 
the  sum  of  $2,200,  the  amount  he  would  have  received  had  he  been  dealt  with 
according  to  law; 

That  no  other  action  than  as  aforesaid  has  been  had  on  this  claim,  in  Oongrees  or  any 
of  the  departments;  petitioner  is  the  sole  owner  of  this  claim  and  the  only  person 
interested  therein;  and  no  assignment  or  transfer  has  been  made  of  this  cltdm. 

The  case  was  brought  to  a  hearing  on  its  merits  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1913. 

Richard  R.  McMahon,  Esq..  appec^ed  for  the  claimant,  and  the  Attorney  General,  by 
C^rge  M.  Anderson,  Esq.,  his  assistant  and  under  his  direction,  appeared  for  the 
defense  and  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  United  States. 

The  court,  upon  the  evidence  and  after  considering  the  briefs  and  aiguments  of 
counsel  on  both  sides,  makes  the  following 

FINDIN06  OF  FACT, 

I.  The  claimant,  CJharles  E.  L.  B.  Davis,  is  an  officer  in  the  United  States  Army, 
having  been  appointed  a  cadet  at  the  Military  Academy  July  1,  1862.  He  graduated 
therefrom  and  was  appointed  second  lieutenant  of  engineers  June  18,  1866;  was  pro- 
moted to  be  first  lieutenant  March  7, 1867;  captain  September  12, 1877;  major  Apru  7, 
1888;  lieutenant  colonel  May  3, 1901;  colonel  October  15,  1905;  and  accepted  appoint- 
ment as  brigadier  general  February  14,  1908;  and  was  retired  February  16,  19(W. 

II.  Claimant  was  paid  his  first  10  per  cent  longevity  increase  from  June  18.  1871, 
and  10  per  cent  additional  increase  for  each  five  years  subsequent  thereto.  Unaer  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Watson  (130  U.  S.,  80) 
claimant  would  be  entitled  to  additional  longevity  allowances  amounting  to  two 
thousand  and  forty-one  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents  ($2,041.29),  as  repcMrt^  by  the 
Auditor  for  the  War  Department. 

III.  Claim  for  increase  under  the  Watson  decision  was  presented  to  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treapurv  and  was  disallowed  November  16,  1890.  It  was  again  pre- 
sented and  disallowetf  November  8,  1909.  Except  as  above  stated,  the  claim  was 
never  presented  to  any  department  or  officer  of  the  Government  prior  to  its  presenta- 
tion thereof  to  Congress  and  reference  to  this  court  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  the  state- 
ment of  the  case. 
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He  served  as  first  lieutenant,  Twenty-fifth  New  York  In&mtry,  from  October  29, 
1861,  to  June  30.  1862,  as  major.  Ninety-fourth  New  York  Infantry,  from  July  9, 1862, 
as  lieutenant  colonel  from  November  1,  1862,  and  resigned  December  11,  1863.  He 
also  served  as  lieutenant  colonel  One  hundred  and  seventeenth  United  States  Colored 
Troops  from  March  21,  1865,  to  Jime  1,  1865,  and  as  lieutenant  colonel  and  Chief 
of  Ordnance  from  July  27, 1898,  to  May  12, 1899. 

II.  Claimant  was  paid  his  first  longevity  ration  from  November  1,  1866,  and  10 
per  cent  additional  increase  for  each  five  years  subsequent  thereto. 

III.  Under  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  United 
States  V.  Watson  (130  U.  S.,  80)  claimant  would  be  entitled  to  additional  longevity 
allowances  amounting  to  seventeen  hundred  and  seventv-eight  dollars  and  mirty- 
two  cents  ($1,778.32),  as  reported  by  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department. 

IV.  The  claim  was  presented  to  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  and  was 
disallowed  December  4, 1890.  It  was  again  filed  with  the  Auditoi  for  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  disallowed  October  20, 1909.    Except  as  above  stated,  the  claim  was  never 

S resented  to' any  department  or  officer  of  the  Government  prior  to  its  presentation  to 
ongresB  and  reference  to  this  court  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  the  statement  of  the 
case. 

CONCLUSION. 

Upon  the  foregoing  findings  of  fact  the  court  concludes  that  the  claim  herein,  not 
having  been  filed  for  prosecution  before  any  court  within  six  years  from  the  time  it 
accrued,  is  barred. 

The  claim  is  an  equitable  one  against  the  United  States  in  so  far  as  it  received  the 
benefit  of  the  services  of  said  claimant  while  a  cadet  at  the  Military  Academy,  which 
service  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Watson  (130  U.  S.,  80) 
decided  was  service  in  the  Army.

•  Sir:  On  June  28,  1912^  the  President  approved  a  jomt  resolution 
of  Congress  authorizing  hun  to  convey  to  maritime  nations  the  desire 
of  Congress  that  an  international  maritime  conference,  to  consider 
certain  subjects  mentioned  in  the  joint  resolution,  be  held.  A  copy  of 
the  joint  resolution  is  herewith  inclosed. 

The  object  of  the  resolution  was  anticipated  by  the  Governments  of 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  and  it  has  been  agreed  to  hold  the  confer- 
ence at  London. 

It  has  been  thought  by  the  British  Government  that  it  would  be  of 
advantage  if  a'preliminary  informal  discussion  could  be  arranged  at  an 
early  date  between  representatives  of  the  United  States^  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  Germany  with  regard  to  matters  aflfectmg  the  safety 
of  life  on  ocean-going  passenger  steamers. 

With  respect  to  tms  preliminary  discussion  which  is  to  be  held  at 
London,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  Conmierce  and  Labor,  inclosing  a  copy  of  one  ad- 
dressed to  him  by  the  chairman  of  the  Conunittee  on  Commerce  of  the 
Senate  and  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and 
Fisheries  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  an  item  of  appropriation 
of  $10,*000  *'For  compensation  and  necessary  traveling  and  other  ex- 
penses of  officers  of  the  Government  and  other  persons  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  President  to  consider  subjects  relating  to  greater  security 
at  sea,  as  recited  in  the  joint  resolution  proposing  an  international 
maritime  conference,  approved  June  28,  1912  (37  Stat..  637),  for 
necessary  clerk  hire  in  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and  for  the  ex- 
penses of  informal  consultation  with  representatives  of  foreign  Gov- 
ernments preliminary  to  the  proposed  mtemational  conference."

Sir:  On  the  28th  of  June,  last.  Congress  passed  a  joint  resolution, 
proposing  an  international  maritime  conference,  of  which  resolution  a 
copy  is  hereto  attached.  On  the  28th  of  December,  last,  an  informal 
conference  was  held  before  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor 
between  the  Secretary  and  Senators  Nelson,  Smith,  and  Fletcher, 
of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Mr.  Alexander,  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  the  Conmiissioner  of  Navigation,  and  the  Super- 
vismg  Inspector  General  of  the  Steamboat-Lispection  Service,  on  the 
one  side,  and  three  representatives  of  the  British  Government,  to 
wit:  George  E.  Baker,  Esq.,  of  tiie  British  Board  of  Trade,  and  A. 
Mitchell  Innes  and  A.  C.  Kerr,  of  the  British  Embassy,  of  Washington, 
on  the  other  side. 

The  subject  of  the  conference  related  especially  to  the  suggestion 
of  the  British  Government,  contained  in  the  letter  of  Hon.  James 
Bryce,  British  Ambassador,  of  September  24,  last,  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  that  an  informal  preliminarjr  conference  or  discussion  be 
had  between  representatives  of  the  British  Government  and  of  the 
United  States  m  reference  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  foregoing 
joint  resolution,  before  holding  the  international  maritime  conference 
therein  referred  to. 

The  above-named  representatives  of  the  British  Government 
attending  the  conference  before  the  Secretary,  as  aforesaid,  indicated 
that  they  were  desirous  that  the  Grovemment  of  the  United  States 
should  comply  with  the  suggestion  referred  to  in  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Bryce  in  respect  to  an  informal  preliminary  conference  or  discussion; 
and  while  Mr.  Alexander  and  the  Senators  above  referred  to  were 
favorably  impressed  with  the  above  suggestion  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment, they  concluded  that  before  making  any  suggestion  to  the 
department  in  the  matter  that  they  would  mst  confer  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  Commerce  in  tiie  Senate  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  in  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

And,  now,  having  had  informal  conference  with  the  members  of  said 
committees,  we  b^  leave  to  state  to  the  department  that  it  is  the  con- 
census of  the  members  of  said  committees  that  it  would  be  advisable 
for  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  appoint  representatives  to 
discuss  and  confer  informally  with  representatives  of  tne  British  Gov- 
ernment in  respect  to  the  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  international 
marine  conference  contemplated  in  the  said  joint  resolution;  and  inas- 
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much  as  one  of  tiie  important  subjects  to  be  considered  would  relate 
to  tiie  proper  construction  of  ships,  it  would  seem  to  be  desirable  that 
experts  in  the  matter  of  ship  construction  ought  to  be  among  those 
representing  the  United  States  at  such  informal  discussion  or  con- 
ference.

waters  between  Canada  and  the  United  States,  are  polluted  on  either 
side  to  the  injury  of  health  or  property  on  the  other  side,  and  if  so, 
how  such  pollution  may  be  prevented,  which  has  been  referred  to  the 
commission  for  investigation  imder  Article  IX  of  the  treaty  men- 
tioned.

Sir:  In  the  estimates  for  foreign  intercourse  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1914,  an  appropriation  of  $75,000  was  requested  to 
meet  the  expenses  connected  with  the  international  joint  commis- 
sion under  the  waterways  treaty  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  of  January  11,  1909. 

Since  the  preparation  of  these  estimates  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  the  boundary  waters,  or  any  part  of  the  boundary  waters, 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States  are  polluted  on  either  side, 
to  the  injury  of  health  or  property  on  the  otner  side,  and  if  so,  how 
such  pollution  may  be  prevented,  has  been  taken  up  by  the  interna- 
tional joint  commission  for  investigation  under  Article  IX  of  the 
treaty  mentioned. 

This  question  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  inhabitants  of  both 
countries  residing  along  these  boundary  waters.  The  extent  and 
character  of  the  investigation  will  necessarily  involve  considerable 
expense.  Sanitary  experts  on  both  sides  of  the  line  estimate  the  ex- 
pense of  this  investigation  at  $50,000.  Under  the  treaty  this  expense 
would  constitute  a  joint  expense,  to  be  paid  in  equal  moieties  by  each 
country. 

Inasmuch  as  the  investigation  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  the 
boundary  waters  between  the  United  States  and  Canada  can  not 
be  completed  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  the  greater  part  of 
that  expense  will  have  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  tor  the 
commission  for  the  fiscal  year  1914,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase 
for  that  purpose  the  estimate  of  the  appropriation  for  the  commis- 
sion for  the  next  fiscal  year  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one-half  of  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  investigation,  viz,  $25,000. 

I  have  the  honor  to  reauest,  therefore,  tnat  you  will  submit  the 
matter  to  the  Speaker  of  tne  House  of  Representatives  and  ask  that 
the  item  of  $75,000  requested  in  the  estimates  of  appropriation  for 
foreign  intercourse  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  for  the 
general  object  *' Waterways  treaty.  United  States  and  Great  Britain; 
mternational  joint  commission.  United  States  and  Great  Britain,"  be 
increased  to  $100,000. 

For  the  further  information  of  Congress  I  beg  to  inclose  a  copy  of 
a  letter  on  the  subject  from  the  chairman  of  the  United  States  section 
of  the  international  joint  commission.

Dear  Sir:  On  November  19,  1912,  and  since  the  preparation  and 
submission  of  the  estimate  for  the  appropriation  for  tne  mternational 
joint  commission,  the  United  States  and  Canada  have  referred  to 
the  commission  for  investigation,  under  Article  IX  of  the  treaty  of 
May  13,  1910.  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  boundary  waters, 
or  any  part  01  the  boimdary  waters  between  Canada  and  the  United 
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States  are  polluted  on  either  side  to  the  injury  of  health  or  property 
on  the  other  side,  and,  if  so,  how  such  pollution  may  be  prevented. 

These  questions  are  of  vital  importance  to  the  innabitants  of  both 
countries  residing  along  these  boimdary  waters.  The  extent  and  char- 
acter of  the  investigation  will  necessarily  involve  considerable  expense. 
Sanitary  experts  on  both  sides  of  the  line  estimate  the  expense  of 
this  investigation  at  $50;000.  Under  the  treaty  the  expense  of  this 
investigation  would  constitute  a  joint  expense  to  be  paid  in  equal 
moieties  from  the  treasury  of  each  country. 

In  addition  to  this  reference  the  two  countries  have  also  referred  to 
the  commission  for  investigation  two  otlier  important  Questions — one 
in  relation  to  the  level  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  its  tributary 
waters,  affecting  the  power,  navigation,  agricultural,  and  fishing  inter- 
ests of  the  inhaoitants  on  both  sides  of  the  line,  and  the  other  m  rela- 
tion to  the  construction  of  a  dam  at  the  upper  entrance  of  the 
Livingstone  Channel  in  the  Detroit  River. 

Not  knowing  that  the  question  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  bound- 
ary waters  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  was  to  be  referred 
when  the  estimate  for  the  commission  was  prepared  for  the  fiscal 
year  1914,  that  item  of  expense  was  not  included;  and  inasmuch  as 
the  investigation  of  this  question  can  not  be  completed  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  and  the  greater  part  of  that  expense  will  have  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  commission  for  the  fiscal 
year  1914,  it  wiU  be  necessary  to  increase  for  that  purpose  the  esti- 
mate for  tiie  appropriation  for  the  commission  for  the  next  fiscal  year 
to  the  extent  of  at  least  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  investi- 
gation, or  $25,000. 

If  this  meets  with  your  approval,  will  you  kindly  have  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  transmission  to  Con- 
gress a  supplemental  estimate  for  that  purpose,  and  greatly  oblige.

Note. — ^This  item  is  .submitted  to  enable  the  department  to  purchase  a  tract  of 
land  on  the  water  front  and  to  the  northward  of  the  present  Crovemment  landing  in 
Newport,  R.  I.,  comprising  about  33,171  square  feet,  in  order  that  the  department 
may  ultimately  be  able  to  provide  sumcient  and  proper  landing  facilities  for  accom- 
modating the  constantly  increasing  number  of  men  wno  are  put  ashore  at  this  station 
from  the  fleet,  other  Government  boats,  and  visiting  foreign  men-of-war. 

This  is  the  only  available  land  adjoining  or  near  the  Grovemment  landing  in  Newport 
which  can  now  be  purchased,  as  the  property  on  the  south  side,  it  is  understooa,  is 
being  reserved  as  a  probable  site  for  a  new  police  station,  which  the  city  of  Newport 
is  contemplating  erecting  in  the  near  future,  and,  as  the  department  is  reliably 
informed  mat  private  parties  are  at  present  n^tiating  for  the  purcliase  of  the  tract 
the  department  has  in  view,  the  necessity  for  its  immolate  acquisition  by  Uie  Gov- 
ernment seems  obvious.  Its  purdiase  would  ausment  the  water  frontage  of  the  Gov- 
ernment landing  about  33)  per  cent,  which  should  be  ample  to  relieve  me  congestion 
which  has  in  the  past  been  a  source  of  great  annoyance. 

The  lack  of  proper  landine  facilities  has  been  especially  felt  during  the  summer 
months,  when  wis  station  is  the  base  of  operations  of  the  fleet,  but  even  in  its  absence, 
with  the  War  College,  training  station,  and  t(»7>edo  station  at  Newport,  there  will 
always  be  a  necessity  for  ample  wharf  space  with  floats  near  the  city. 

Dining  the  past  summer  the  landing  facilities  for  the  fleet  were  entirely  inadequate, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  commercial  wharf,  the  long  wharf  of  uie  New  Eng- 
land Navigation  Co.,  and  the  small  wharf  of  the  city  were  xwed.  Theee  wharves  are 
not  supplied  with  floats  or  landing  facilities  for  small  boats,  except  the  city  landing, 
which  nas  one  small  float,  so  that  landings  at  these  wharves  were  very  inconvenient 
and  at  times  much  restricted.  These  conditions  can  not  be  overcome,  ss  the  wharves 
in  question  are  not  intended  for  such  traffic.  The  commercial  wharf  has  very  recently 
been  sold  to  the  Providence,  Fall  River  &  Newport  Steamboat  Co.,  and  it  is  understood 
that  this  wharf  will  not  be  available  in  the  future  for  the  use  of  the  fleet  or  other  Gov- 
ernment boats.  It  is,  therefore,  obviously  imperative  that  some  measures  be  taken 
which  will  permit  of  providing  in  the  near  future  accommodations  commensurate 
with  the  lar^  and  ever  increasing  demands,  and  this  can  only  be  accompliflhed  throng 
the  acquisition  of  additional  land.

The  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sir:  1.  Herewith  is  forwarded,  for  transmission  to  Congress,  sup- 
plemental estimates  under  appropriations,  "Barracks  and  quarters," 
m  the  sum  of  $306,180;  regular  supplies,  $25,600;  water  and  sewers, 
military  posts,  $20,620;  total,  $352,400,  required  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  1914  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary 
barracks,  officers'  quarters,  and  other  buildings,  including  heating, 
lighting,  and  water  and  sewers  required  at  Fort  Bliss,  Tex.,  for  the 
accommodation  of  one  regiment  of  Cavalry. 

2.  The  submission  of  these  estimates  at  the  present  time  is  made 
necessary  in  order  U)  provide  for  two  additional  squadrons  of  Cavalry 
now  in  camp  and  temporary  shelter  at  that  post. 

3.  The  conditions  existing  at  Fort  Bliss  m  the  matter  of  quarters 
and  necessary  shelter  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  memo- 
randum of  the  chief  of  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  United  States  Army, 
which  is  made  a  part  of  this  estimate. 

4.  The  estimates  were  not  included  in  the  regidar  estimates  for  the 
fiscal  year  1914  for  the  reason  that  the  establishment  of  a  regimental 
post  at  Fort  Bliss  had  not  at  that  time  been  defijiitely  determined 
upon  by  the  department.

1.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  decided  to  sation  a  re^ment 
of  Cavalry  at  Fort  BUss,  Tex.,  the  foUowing  supplemental  estimates 
are  submitted  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  shelter  for  tiie 
troops  at  that  post. 

2.  The  following  statement  relative  to  the  status  of  barracks  and 
quarters,  and  the  necessary  buildings  at  Fort  Bliss,  is  submitted  in 
connection  therewith:

All  of  the  permanent  structures  are  in  good  condition  and  are 
satisfactory  for  their  purposes.  This  office  has  no  information  as 
to  what  the  temporary  structures  are. 

There  is  an  amount  of  $48,000,  "Barracks  and  quarters,''  for  this 
post  in  the  1914  estimate.  This  will  provide  eight  sets  of  officers' 
quarters,  making  accommodations  for  29  officers. 

It  will  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  officers'  quarters,  a  regi- 
ment of  cavalry  can  be  cared  for  at  Fort  Bliss,  but  many  of  the 
structures  are  temporary.    In  order  to  provide  permanent  buildii^, 
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the  following  will  be  necessary,  assuming  that  the  mess  hall  will  ac- 
commodate the  regiment  in  two  shifts:

This  estimate  contemplates  the  use  of  wood  frames  and  metal 
laths  and  cement  plaster  by  the  cement-gun  process  for  all  except 
the  guardhouse  and  ordnance  storehouse,  whicn  will  be  of  concrete, 
and  the  haj  sheds,  which  will  be  of  galvanized  iron. 

In  addition  to  the  above  buildings,  provided  the  construction  work 
referred  to  is  carried  out,  it  will  be  necesdary  to  construct  at  a  later 
date  an  addition  to  the  hospital  at  that  post.  This  is  not  included 
in  the  supplemental  estimates  submitted,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
such  construction  work  will  have  to  be  done  from  the  appropriation 
"Construction  and  repair  of  hospitals,''  and  the  addition  is  not 
absolutely  necessary  at  the  present  time.

electric  plants  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established  in  pur- 
suance of  law,  surplus  ice  may  be  disposed  of,  laundry  work  may  be 
done  for  other  branches  of  the  Government,  and  surplus  electric  light 
and  power  may  be  sold  on  such  terms  and  in  accordance  with  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War:  Providedy 
That  the  funds  received  from  sucn  sales  and  in  payment  for  such

The  necessity  for  this  additional  appropriation  is  caused  by  an 
unforeseen  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel  oil  of  $0.0075  per  gallon.

NoTB.—Section  4  of  the  act  of  June  17,  1910  (36  Stat.,  468,  531),  requires  that  all 
supplies  for  the  executive  departments  in  Washington  which  are  m  common  use  by 
or  suitable  to  the  ordinary  nesds  of  two  or  more  departments  shall  be  contracted  for 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasiury .  The  contract  thus  made  is  spoken  of  as  the  general- 
supply  contract.  The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has  decided  (XVIII  Compt.  Dec., 
p.  642)  that  purchase  by  any  executive  department  in  Washington  otheiwise  than 
under  the  general-supply  contract  of  any  article  listed  thereon  or  of  any  article  of  the 
same  class  or  type  as  tnose  therein  scheduled  is  illegal  and  that  payment  therefore  can 
not  be  made  from  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress.  The  comptroller  has  further 
decided  (decision  of  Apr.  22,  1912,  to  the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Labor)  that  where  doubt  arises  whether  a  given  article  is  of  the  same  type 
or  class  as  an  article  on  the  general-supply  schedule  determination  of  this  question 
lies  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  whose  decision  thereon  is  conclusive.    The 

Surchases  in  question  were  all  open-market  purchases  made  in  good  ^th  by  the 
department  of  Agriculture,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  of  the  cases,  the  orders  were 
given  prior  to  the  date  of  the  comptroller's  decision  that  the  determination  of  doubtful 
cases  rested  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  in  the  belief  that  the  articles  so 
purchased  were  not  the  same  m  class  or  type  as  any  articles  appearing  in  tlie  genend- 
supply  schedule  the  purchase  of  which  in  open  market  was  mterdicted  by  section  4 
of  tne  act  of  June  17,  1910,  as  interpreted  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  in  the 
decision  (Vol.  XVIII,  p.  642)  already  referred  to.  In  equally  good  faith  the  dealers 
furnished  the  supplies,  and  the  supplies  were  actually  used  by  the  department. 
Before  vouchers  for  the  supplies  furnished  were  received  for  payment  by  the  depart- 
ment, except  in  the  two  cases  previously  mentioned,  the  decision  of  April  22,  1912, 
was  rendered  by  the  comptroller,  and  it  being  apparent  therefrom  that  final  decision 
as  to  the  legality  of  open-market  purchases  resteJi  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
and  not  witn  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  vouchers,  when  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  were  not  paid  by  the  disbursing  officer  but  were  transmitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  decided  that  the  purchases  were  prohibited  by 
section  4  of  the  act  of  June  17,  1910,  as  interpreted  by  the  comptroller.  The  claims 
were  then  sent  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement,  with  all  papers  beftring 
thereon,  and  were  disallowed  by  him.  Two  or  three  of  the  dealers  then  app^ed  to 
the  comptroller  with  the  same  result.  In  view  of  the  facts  as  set  forth  herein,  the 
articles  having  been  purchased,  furnished,  and  used  in  good  faith,  it  is  believed  that 
the  claims  now  submitted  should  be  allowed  by  Congress  and  the  relief  sought  granted 
to  the  dealers  furnishing  the  supplies. 

The  claims  in  favor  of  John  B.  £^ey  and  the  Arthur  H.  Thomas  Co.,  submitted 
herein,  are  based  upon  requisitions  drawn  by  the  department  on  these  dealers  sub- 
sequent to  April  22,  1912.  The  articles  in  (|uestion  were  not  on  contract  with  the 
General  Supply  Committee  nor  were  tiiey  believed  to  be  of  the  same  class  or  type.  As 
the  Secretary  of  the  Tr^tsury  has  now  held  otherwise,  however,  the  dealers,  although 
fumi^ing  the  supplies  in  good  faith,  will  be  subjected  to  a  loss  unless  the  relief  pro- 
vided in  these  estimates  is  granted  by  Congress.

STATEMENT  OF  CASE. 

On  or  about  February  23, 1905,  there  was  pending  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Land  Claims  of  the  House  of  Representatives  a  claim  or  matter  in  favor  of  Emmetta 
Humphreys,  for  and  on  behalf  of  herself  and  other  heirs  of  Gen.  John  Sevier,  for  the 
value  of  certain  lands  taken  from  said  Sevier  by  the  United  States  and  ceded  to  any 
tribe  or  tribes  of  Indians,  and  for  the  value  of  the  lands  taken  from  said  Sevier  that 
come  within  the  provisions  of  the  saving  clause  of  the  cessions  of  the  States  of  North 
Cux)lina  and  Georgia  ceding  their  western  territory  to  the  United  States,  which  was 
by  said  committee  on  said  date  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Claims  imder  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  known  as  the  Bowman  Act. 

Said  claimant  appeared  as  administratrix  and  filed  her  petition  herein  and  subse- 
quently an  amended  petition,  and  Belva  A.  Lock  wood  appeared  as  attorney  of  record 
in  the  case  with  power  of  attorney  from  said  admimstratnx.  Said  claim  was  docketed 
as  No.  11761,  Congressional,  in  this  court. 

Afterwards,  on  February  24, 1908,  there  was  pending  before  said  Committee  on 
Private  Lana  Claims  a  claim  or  matter  in  &vor  of  Emmetta  Humphreys,  adminis- 
tratrix of  Gen.  John  Sevier  and  John  Sevier,  jr.,  in  the  form  of  House  bill  No. 
17355,  first  session  Sixtieth  Congress,  which  said  committee,  on  February  24,  1908, 
referred  to  the  Court  of  Claims  under  section  1  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  known  aa 
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the  Bowman  Act,  directing  that  said  claims  should  supersede  the  claim  tian£mitted 
to  the  court  February  23,  1905,  and  that  all  records  and  exhibits  filed  therein  should 
be  transferred  to  and  considered  in  connection  therewith. 

Said  last-mentioned  claim  was  docketed  as  Congressional  case  No.  13325,  and  sftid 
claimant  appeared  as  administratrix  and  filed  her  petition  herein,  in  which  it  is  sub- 
stantially averred: 

AVBBMBNTS  OF  THE  PBTITION. 

That  she  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  one  of  the  heirs  of  said  Gen.  John 
Sevier  and  is  the  duly  appointed  and  qualified  administratrix  de  bonis  non  of  the 
estates  of  Gen.  John  Sevier  and  of  John  Sevier,  jr. 

Claim  1. 

That  in  1783,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  North  Garotina  providing  for 
the  redemption  of  specie  and  other'certificates,  the  claimant's  decedents  purcha«ed  225, 
more  or  less,  land  warrants,  representing  174,474  acres  of  land,  more  or  lesB,  for  which 
they  paid  £10  in  specie  per  100  acres  of  said  lands;  that  under  said  act  the  State 
appropriated  a  liberal  reservation  of  her  western  lands  for  the  Cherokee  Indians. 

That  in  1785  the  United  States  entered  into  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokee  Indians  and 
the  tribes  southward,  called  the  treat^r  of  Hopewell,  by  which  the  United  States  ceded 
to  the  Cherokee  Indians  lands  to  wmch  Gen.  John  Sevier  and  John  Sevier,  jr.,  were 
entitled  hy  warrants  purchased  under  said  act  of  1783  of  North  Carolina;  that  previous 
to  the  signing  of  the  treaty  of  Hopewell  the  agent  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  (jeorgia  protested  aeainst  same,  setting  forth  the  boundaries  fixed  by  the 
State  under  the  act  of  1783,  and  protesting  that  should  the  treaty  fix  any  other  boimd- 
aries  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  that  State  would  consider  such  a  treaty  a 
violation  and  infringement  iipon  her  le^slative  rights. 

That  in  February,  1790,  North  Carolina  ceded  her  western  territory  to  the  United 
States  with  certain  express  conditions,  which  cession  was  accepted  with  all  its  con- 
ditions, one  of  which  was  that  all  entries  made  by  or  grants  loade  to  all  and  every 
person  within  the  limits  of  the  territorv  thereby  intended  to  be  ceded  to  the  United 
States  should  have  the  same  force  ana  effect  as  if  such  cession  had  not  been  made, 
and  that  all  other  rights  reserved  by  any  act  or  acts  to  persons  settled  on  or  occupying 
lands  within  the  limits  therebv  intended  to  be  ceded  should  continue  to  be  in  fuU 
force  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  cession  had  not  been  made. 

That  in  August,  1790  Congress  contracted  to  fimd  the  whole  debt  of  the  United 
States  at  its  specie  value,  with  interest,  and  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  pa3rment 
of  the  debts,  appropriating  the  resources  of  revenue  which  had  been  ceded  to  the 
United  States  for  the  payment  of  its  debts,  as  required  by  the  cession  act  of  NorUi 
Carolina,  and  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sales  which  should  be  made  of  the  lands  in 
the  western  coimtry,  then  belonging  to  the  United  States,  were  thereby  appropriated 
toward  discharging  the  debts  and  tor  that  purpose  only  until  said  debt  should  be 
fully  satisfied. 

That  in  1791  the  United  States  entered  into  the  treaty  of  Holston,  thereby  ceding 
to  the  Cherokee  Nation  certain  territory  reserved  by  North  Carolina  to  pay  off  her 
claims,  which  territory  included  lands  purchased  by  Gen.  John  Sevier  and  John 
Sevier,  jr.,  under  the  act  of  1783  of  North  Carolina. 

That  in  1796  the  territory  ceded  by  North  Carolina  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  ana  said  Gen.  John  Sevier  was  elected  first  ^vemor  thereof; 
that  the  Cherokee  Nation  was  within  the  State  of  Tennessee  according  to  the  treaty 
of  Holston;  that  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  19,  1796,  certain  fines,  forfeitures,  and 
imprisonments  were  imposed  on  Tennessee  residents  for  doing  any  act  of  ownemip 
on  lands  within  the  Indian  boimdary;  that  the  lands  represented  in  this  clidm  were 
within  the  Indian  boundary;  that  the  Legislature  of  North  GBtfolina  remonstrated 
with  Congress  for  passing  said  act,  declaring  it  to  be  a  violation  of  private  rights. 

That  by  the  act  of  Congress  passed  April  18,  1806,  to  ratify  and  confirm  a  compact 
between  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  the  United  States  acknowledged  its  duty 
under  the  cession  act  of  North  Carolina. 

That  the  174.474  acres  of  land  represented  herein  are  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and 
in  rich  mineral  and  timber  section,  and  portions  thereof  are  occupied  by  cities  and 
towns  and  railroads  and  mineral  companies. 

That  neither  said  Gen.  John  Sevier  nor  his  administrators,  nor  John  Sevier,  jr., 
ever  obtained  possession  of  or  transferred  said  174,474  acres  of  land. 

That  the  proceeds  of  the  western  land  belcmging  to  the  United  States  at  the  date  of 
the  refunding  act  have  been  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  the  legal  claims  of  the  decedents  herein  against  said  western  lands  have  not 
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been  eatiafied,  neither  in  accordance  with  the  cession  act  of  North  Carolina,  nor  from 
the  proceeds  of  die  western  lands  of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  section  22 
of  the  refunding  act. 

That  no  payment  has  been  made  to  the  decedents  or  their  administrators  for  loss 
of  mineral  or  timber  or  for  other  damf^s  to  either  of  their  estates. 

That  the  United  States  possessed  the  lands  and  have  received  all  benefits  of  the 
specie  paid  into  the  treasury  of  North  Carolina;  that  the  United  States  are  due  to 
fund  the  specie  paid  for  these  lands  at  the  rate  of  |100  for  |1  of  specie,  with  6  per  cent 
interest  until  paid,  as  follows: 

Gen.  John  Sevier,  174,474  acres,  more  or  less,  in  Tennessee,  |50  per  acre  . . .  |6, 827, 060 
John  Sevier,  jr 1,603,600 

8,330,660 
with  accrued  interest  thereon  at  6  per  cent  per  annum  from  August  4, 1790,  until  paid. 

Claim  t. 

That  in  1789  theL^islature  of  Geoigia  passed  an  act  reserving  several  tracts  of  land 
in  the  Mississippi  Vafley  for  issuing  grants  out  of  them  to  several  companies,  oue  of 
which  was  the  Tennessee  Co..  and  on  January  7, 1796,  said  lec:islature  passed  an  act 
appropriating  a  part  of  the  unlocated  territory  of  the  State  for  the  payment  of  the  late 
State  troops. 

That  under  this  act  lands  were  sold  to  several  companies,  one  of  which  was  the 
Tennessee  Co.;  that  Gen.  John  Sevier  purchased  from  said  Tennessee  Co.,  through 
its  agent,  on  September  2, 1797,  20,000  acres;  on  September  4, 1797,  20,000  acres;  and 
on  April  27,  1797,  said  agent  executed  to  him  a  deed  for  10,000,  his  portion  of  60,000 
acres  due  the  commissioners  of  Greoigia,  making  in  all  60,000  from  said  company. 

That  on  April  7,  1798,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  ^  An  act  for  an  amicable  set- 
tlement of  limits  with  the  State  of  Georna  and  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a 
government  in  the  Mississippi  territory,'^  and  said  act  provided  that  the  establidl- 
ment  of  such  government  should  in  no  respect  impair  the  right  of  the  State  of  Georgia, 
or  of  any  other  persons,  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  soil  of  said  territory,  and  that  the 
right  and  claims  of  tiiie  State  and  of  all  persons  interested  are  thereby  declared  to  be 
as  firm  as  if  the  act  had  never  been  made. 

That  on  April  24,  1802,  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  were  made  between  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  (reorgia,  one  of  the  conditions  of  which  was  that  the 
United  States  should  for  one  year  after  the  assent  of  Geoigia  to  the  boundary  therein 
established  shall  be  declared,  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  or  appropriate  a  portion  of 
said  lands  not  exceeding  6,000,000  acres,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying,  quieting,  or 
compensating  for  any  claims  other  than  those  thereinbefore  recognizea,  which  may 
be  made  to  said  lands;  and  it  was  further  provided  that  if  an  act  of  Congress  making 
sach  disposition  or  appropriation  was  not  passed  within  one  year  the  United  States 
should  not  be  at  liberty  thereafter  to  cede  any  part  of  said  lands  on  account  of  claims 
which  may  be  laid  to  the  same  other  than  those  recognized  by  the  preceding  condition. 

That  on  March  3, 1803,  Congress  passed  an  act  declaring  that  so  much  of  the  residue 
of  said  6,000,000  acres,  or  the  net  proceeds  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, was  approxniated  for  the  purpK)Be  of  satisfyW,  quieting,  or  compensating  for 
such  other  claims  to  lands  of  the  United  States  south  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  not 
recognized  therein,  and  "which  are  derived  from  any  act  or  pretended  act  of  the 
State  of  Geoipia,"  which  Congress  may  hereafter  think  fit  to  provide  for. 

Tliat  the  claim  of  Gen.  John  Sevier  came  within  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of 
cession  by  the  State  of  Georgia;  that  the  title  and  right  to  his  purchased  lands  were 
clearly  proven;  that  his  claim  is  a  legal  and  just  one,  and  that  the  United  States  did 
not  pay  the  claim  from  the  5,000,000  acres  or  from  the  proceeds  thereof  as  agreed  to  in 
the  cession  act  of  the  State  of  Georgia. 

That  on  March  31,  1814,  Congress  passed  an  act  (3  Stats.  116)  providing  for  the 
indemnification  of  certain  claimants  of  public  lands  in  the  Mississippi  territory^  who 
have  exhibited  the  evidence  of  their  claims  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  same  recorded  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  the 
following  January;  that  accoraing  to  said  act  such  claimants  should  also  deposit  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  a  sufficient  legal  release  of  all  such  claims  to  the  United  States 
and  an  aBsignment  and  transfer  to  the  United  States  of  their  right  and  claim  to  any 
sums  of  money  which  they  bad  deposited  or  paid  into  the  treasury  of  Geonria  as  con- 
sideration for  the  purchaBe  of  the  lands  for  which  their  release  is  deposited. 

That  Gen.  John  Sevier  on  December  31,  1814,  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  two  deeds  of  release,  one  for  40,000  acres 
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in  the  bend  of  the  Tennessee,  and  the  other  for  10,000  acres  on  the  Tennessee  River  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Blew  Water  and  his  own  jjower  of  attorney  to  the  United  States, 
reserving  two  years  from  that  date  to  make  his  election  to  receive  certificate  of  stocK 
or  the  umd;  that  he  also  at  the  same  time  as  attorney  for  James  Sevier^depoeited  a 
release  for  1,000  acres  on  the  Tennessee  River  at  the  mouth  of  the  Blew  Water. 

That  said  Gen.  John  Sevier  died  about  8  months  after  the  last-mentioned  date. 

That  in  1819  the  United  States  made  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokee  Indians  setting 
aside  a  12  mile  square  in  the  Big  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  River  for  the  education  (3 
said  Indians;  tliat  in  this  Big  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  River  were  located  the  lands  of 
the  said  Gen.  John  Sevier;  mat  Gen.  John  Sevier  nor  his  administrator  were  holdera 
of  Mississippi  stock;  that  in  a  report  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  April,  1822, 
is  a  list  of  persons  who  complied  with  the  act  of  January  23,  1815,  and  Gen.  John 
Sevier's  name  is  among  them,  also  that  of  James  Sevier,  under  the  Yazoo  Co.;  that 
Gen.  John  Sevier  never  claimed  imder  the  Yazoo  Co.;  that  he  deposited  his  claim 
under  the  act  of  March  31,  1814,  and  that  they  were  in  the  Tennessee  Co. 

That  James  Sevier,  a  son  of  Gen.  John  Sevier,  bought  1,000  acres  under  the  act  of 
1795  from  the  Tennessee  Co.;  that  neither  Gen.  John  Sevier  nor  James  Sevier  ever 
received  any  of  these  lands  or  their  value;  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  5.000,000 
acres  appropriated  by  Congress  March  3,  1803,  have  been  covered  into  the  Treasu^ 
of  the  United  States  and  that  the  legal  claims  of  Gen.  John  Sevier  against  the  lanos 
ceded  by  Geoigia  to  the  United  States  have  not  been  satisfied  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  cession  act  of  Geoigia,  or  the  act  of  March  3, 1803;  that  there  is  due 
the  claimant  as  follows: 

For  Gen.  John  Sevier,  50,000  acres  in  Alabama  in  the  Big  Bend  of  the 
Tennessee,  at|2  per  acre $100,000 

For  James  Sevier,  1,000  acres  by  pow^  of  attorney  to  John  Sevier,  jr.,  at  $2 
per  acre 2,000 

Due  to  claimant 102,000 

with  accrued  interest  at  6  per  cent  per  annum,  compound  interest^  from 
March  3,  1803,  imtil  paid. 

Claim  3. 

,t  on  February  20, 1784,  the  Legislature  of  Geoigia  passed  a  resolution  to  appoint 
issioners  to  examine  the  quantity,  quality,  etc.,  of  the  lands  lying  in  what 
was  called  the  ''Bend  of  the  Tennessee;''  tnat  seven  commissioners  were  appointed: 
that  Gen.  John  Sevier  was  one  of  the  seven  so  appointed  and  that  he  Qualified  ana 
served  on  said  commission;  that  on  August  14, 1786,  the  General  Assembly  of  Geoi^gia 
adopted  a  resolution  allowing  each  of  the  commissioners  who  served  5,000  acres  of  laSid 
in  Tennessee  as  a  gratuitv  and  full  compensation  for  their  trouble;  that  of  the  seven 
commissioners  appointed  only  five  served. 

That  on  January  1, 1795,  the  Le^latm-e  of  Georgia  passed  a  supplemental  act  giving 
an  additional  50,000  acres  of  lana  to  the  five  commissioners  for  their  services,  to  be 
divided  share  and  share  alike  between  them. 

That  by  the  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  between  the  United  States  and  Georgia 
of  April  24, 1802,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  tract  of  country  in  which  was  situated 
the  5,000  acres,  and  the  portion  of  50,000  acres  due  to  said  Gen.  Sevier,  was  ceded  to  the 
United  States. 

That  the  5,000  acres  and  the  portion  of  50,000  acres  due  to  said  Gen.  John  Sevier 
were  never  paid  to  him,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  by  the  United  States,  and  he  has  never 
received  the  land,  exceptine;  the  deed  for  his  portion  of  50,000  acres,  as  shown  in  chdm  2. 

That  at  the  date  when  tne  services  were  rendered  to  the  State  of  Georgia  as  com- 
missioner Geoi^a*s  revenue  was  derived  from  her  vacant  lands,  and  the  public  serv- 
ices of  her  officials  were  in  many  cases  paid  for  in  vacant  lands. 

That  on  December  5,  1817,  Geoige  W.  Sevier,  son  and  administrator  of  Gen.  John 
Sevier,  petitioned  Congress  to  confirm  the  grant  of  5,000  acres  to  the  heirs  of  Gen.  John 
Sevier;  that  on  May  24,  1824,  Congress  passed  an  act  confinninjg  said  crant  of  5,000 
acres  to  the  estate  of  John  Sevier,  with  the  proviso  that  the  claim  shoiud  be  satisfied 
out  of  the  5,000,000  acres  of  land  set  apart  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3, 1803,  pur- 
suant to  the  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  between  the  State  of  Georgia  and  the 
United  States  of  April  24,  1802. 

That  on  May  12,  1828,  in  pursuance  of  the  above  last-mentioned  act  of  1824,  about 
20  patents  were  recorded  in  the  Land  Office  at  Washington,  D.  C;  that  these  patents 
were  signed  "J.  Q.  A.'*  and  "G.  G.*';  that  Indians  occupied  the  lands  named  in  said 
patents  in  1828,  and  an  Army  of  the  United  States  was  stationed  in  that  locality  to 
prevent  citizens  of  the  United  States  from  going  on  said  lands,  which  condition  pre- 
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vailed  for  many  years  after  the  death  of  all  the  children  of  Gen.  John  Sevier;  that 
there  is  no  record  in  the  Land  Office  at  Washington,  D.  C,  Huntaville,  Ala.,  or  Jackson, 
Miss.,  to  show  that  any  patents  were  delivered  to  any  of  the  heirs  of  Gen.  John  Sevier 
or  to  nis  administrators. 

That  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  5,000,000  acres  of  land  appropriated  by  Con- 
^rress  March  3,  1802,  have  been  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States:  that 
the  l^al  claims  of  Gen.  John  Sevier  against  the  lands  ceded  by  Georgia  to  the  United 
States  have  not  been  satisfied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  cession  act  of 
Georgia  or  the  act  of  March  3,  1803;  that  no  payment  has  been  made  to  Gen.  John 
Sevier  or  to  his  administrators,  and  no  valid  title  to  said  lands  has  passed  from  the 
United  States  to  said  Sevier  or  his  administrators. 

That  there  ia  due  to  Gen.  John  Sevier  for  5,000  acres  in  Alabama  bend  of  the  Ten- 
nessee, at  |2  per  acre,  $10,000,  with  6  per  cent  per  annum  compound  interest  from 
March  3, 1803,  until  paid. 

Claim  4. 

That  on  February  22,  1791,  the  President  of  the  United  States  appointed  Gen. 
John  Sevier  a  brigadier  general  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  in  the  southwest 
territory;  that  he  was  reappointed  in  July,  1798,  a  brigadier  general  of  the  Provi- 
sional Army  of  the  United  States,  and  was  honorably  dischargea  in  1800. 

That  Congress  passed  the  acts  of  April  30, 1790,  and  March  31.  1791,  authorizing  the 
raising  of  troops  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  against  Indian  invasion;  that  in 
accordance  with  these  acts  the  President  of  the  United  States  authorized  Maj.  Gen. 
St.  Glair  to  raise  troops  and  make  a  campaign  against  the  northwestern  tribes  of 
Indians. 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  on  March  21,  1791,  issued  instructions  from  the  War 
Department  directing  Gen.  Sevier,  through  Maj.  Gen.  St.  Clair,  to  raise  a  levy  to  be 
used  by  Maj.  Gen.  St.  Clair  in  a  campaign  asainst  the  Indians;  that  said  Gen.  John 
Sevier  forthwith  raised  a  levy  for  service  under  said  Maj.  Gen.  St.  Clair. 

That  said  Gen.  John  Sevier  rendered  great  service  by  his  bravery  and  efforts  to 
protect  the  citizens  from  Indian  massacres  and  to  estaolish  peace,  and  performed 
active  military  duty  until  the  frontiers  were  rescued  from  Indian  massacres. 

That  there  was  due  for  said  John  Sevier's  services  on  the  Ettowa  campaign  of  1793 
the  sum  of  $29,426.34;  that  there  was  paid  for  this  military  service  $6,609.34,  leaving 
a  balance  due  of  $22,816.95  on  account  of  said  campaign,  which  sum  has  not  been  paid. 

That  Gen.  John  Sevier  made  several  attempts  to  collect  the  pay  due  to  himself  and 
his  army  for  their  military  services,  and  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  who  made  an  un&vorable  report;  that  the  salary  of  Gen.  John 
Sevier  of  $94  per  month  from  February  22,  1791,  to  Februaiy  22,  1794,  and  the  sum 
due  him  for  raising  the  levies  for  the  northwestern  campaign  have  not  been  paid,  and 
that  there  is  due  for — 

36  months,  1791  to  1794,  at  $94  a  month $3,384 

852  Kentucky  levies,  at  $2  per  levy 1, 660  • 

A  total  of 5,044 

or  in  all,  the  sum  of  $8,447,594  with  accrued  interest  at  6  per  cent  per  annum,  compound 
interest,  from  the  dates  hereinbefore  stated,  respectively,  until  paid.' 

The  case  was  brought  to  a  hearing  on  its  merits  on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1909. 

The  claimant  appeared  in  person,  and  Belva  A.  Lockwood  appeared  for  the  inter- 
venera,  and  the  Attorney  General,  by  Geoige  M.  Anderson,  Esq.,  his  assistant,  and 
under  his  direction,  appeared  for  the  defense  and  protection  of  the  interests  of  the 
United  States. 

The  court,  u]>on  the  evidence  adduced  and  after  considering  the  briefs  and  aigu- 
meats  of  counsel  on  both  sides,  makes  the  following 

undinos  of  rA€C 

I. 

Item  1  of  claim. 

The  CJeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  during  the  session  beginning 
April  18,  1783,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  Congress,  passed  an  act  entitled 
"  iii  act  for  opening  the  land  office  for  the  redemption  of  .specie  and  other  certificates, 
and  discharging  the  arrears  due  the  Army/'  section  9  of  wldch  provided: 

"That  it  uiall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  who  now  is  or  nereafter  may  become 
m  citizen  of  this  State,  according  to  the  constitution  thereof,  to  enter  with  the  entry 
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taker  to  be  appointed  by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  this  general  assembly  to  receive 
entries  for  claims  of  land  ^all  lands  in  this  act  reserved  for  the  Indians  excepted)  a 
claim  for  any  lands,  provided  such  claim  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  acres." 

Section  10  provided: 

"  That  every  person  claiming,  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  any  claim  for  any 
of  the  said  lands,  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  entry  taker  at  the  rate  of  ten  pounds 
in  specie,  or  in  specie  certificates  at  their  nominal  value,  or  certificates  for  currency 
as  rated  by  law,  and  all  other  certificates  at  the  valu6  ascertained  bv  the  scale  of 
depreciation,  for  every  hundred  acres  so  entered,  together  with  the  fees  which  by 
this  act  shall  be  established." 

Section  15  provided: 

**That  the  secretary  shall  make  out  grants  for  aU  surveys  returned  to  his  office, 
which  grants  shall  be  authenticated  by  uie  governor,  countersigned  by  the  secretary, 
and  recorded  in  his  office,  ready  to  be  delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  the  same  shall 
be  made  on  the  first  day  in  April  and  October  in  every  year:  and  every  person  obtain- 
ing a  grant  for  lands  shall,  within  twelve  months  after  sucn  grant  shall  be  perfected 
as  aforesaid,  cause  the  same  to  be  registered  in  the  register  office  of  the  county  where 
the  lands  shall  be. " 

In  1785  the  United  States  entered  into  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokee  Indians,  called 
the  treaty  of  Hopewell  (7  Stats. ,  18),  by  the  fourth  article  of  which  certain  lands  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  were  set  apart  by  natural  boundaries  for 
hunting  grounds  for  the  Gherokees,  as  follows: 

**The  boundary  allotted  to  the  Cherokees  for  their  hunting  grounds,  between  the 
said  Indiims  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  within  tne  limits  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  is,  and  ^all  be.  the  following,  viz:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Duck  River,  on  the  Tennessee;  tnence  running  northeast  to  the  ridge  dividing  the 
waters  running  into  Cumberland  from  those  running  into  the  Tennessee;  thence 
eastwardly  along  the  said  ridge  to  a  northeast  line  to  be  run,  which  shall  strike  the 
river  Cumberland  forty  miles  above  Nashville:  thence  along  the  said  line  to  the  river; 
thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  ford  where  the  Kentucky  road  crosses  the  river:  thence 
to  CamplBeirs  line,  near  Cumberland  Gap;  thence  to  the  mouth  of  Clauds  Creek  on 
Holstein:  thence  to  the  Chimney-top  mountain;  thence  to  Camp  Creek,  near  the 
mouth  of  Big  Limestone,  on  Nolichuckey;  thence  six  southerly  course  six  miles  to  a 
mountain;  thence  south  to  the  North  C^ux)lina  line;  thence  to  the  South  Carolina 
Indian  boundary,  and  alon^  the  same  southwest  over  the  top  of  the  Oconee  Mountaia 
till  it  shall  strike  Tugaloo  River;  thence  a  direct  Une  to  the  top  of  the  Currchee  Moun- 
tain; thence  to  the  head  of  the  south  fork  of  Oconee  River/^ 

The  fifth  article  of  said  treaty  provided  that — 

**  If  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  not  being  an  Indian,  shall 
attempt  to  settle  on  any  of  the  lands  westward  or  southward  of  the  said  boundary 
which  are  hereby  allotted  to  the  Indians  for  their  hunting  grounds,  or  having  already 
settled  and  will  not  remove  from  the  same  within  six  months  after  the  ratificatian  of 
this  treaty,  such  person  shall  forfeit  the  protection  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
« Indians  may  punish  him  or  not  as  they  please:  Provided ^  nevertheless.  That  this 
article  shall  not  extend  to  the  people  settled  beteween  the  fork  of  Frencn  Broad  and 
Holstein  Rivers,  whose  particular  situation  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  United  States 
in  Congress  assembled  for  their  decision  thereon,  which  the  Indians  agree  to  abide  by." 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  in  February,  1790,  ceded  her  western  territory,  which, 
among  other  lands,  embraced  the  lands  allotted  to  the  Cherokee  Indians  for  their 
hunting  grounds,  as  set  forth  in  said  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Hopewell,  to  the 
United  States,  with  certain  expressed  conditions,  one  of  which  was: 

''All  entries  made  by,  or  grants  made  to  all  and  every  person,  or  persons  whatsoev^ 
agreeable  to  law,  and  withm  the  limits  hereby  intenaed  to  be  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  ce^ion  had  not  been  made.  And 
every  other  right  reserved  by  any  act  or  acts  to  persons  settled  on  and  occupying  lands 
withm  the  limits  of  the  lands  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded  as  aforesaid,  ^ali  continue 
to  be  in  full  force,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  cession  had  not  been  made,  and  as  con- 
ditions upon  which  the  lands  are  ceded  to  the  United  States. 

''And  further,  it  shall  be  understood,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  have,  by 
virtue  of  the  act  entitled  'An  act  for  opening  the  land  office  for  the  redemption  of 
specie  and  other  securities  and  discharging  the  arrears  due  to  the  army,'  passed  in  the 
year  1783,  made  his  or  their  entry  in  the  office  usually  called  John  Armstrong's  office, 
and  located  the  same  to  any  spot  or  piece  ol  ground  on  which  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons shall  have  previously  located  any  entry  or  entries,  or  their  assignee  or  assi^ees 
shall  have  leave  and  be  at  full  liberty  to  remove  the  location  of  such  entry  or  entries,  to 
any  lands  on  which  no  entry  has  been  specially  located,  or  on  any  vacant  lands  induaed 
within  the  limits  of  the  lands  hereby  intenaed  to  be  ceded." 
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The  cession  was  accepted  by  Congress  April  2, 1790,  with  all  the  conditions  imposed 
by  the  act  of  the  State  of  North  C^ffolina. 
'  In  1791  the  United  States  entered  into  the  treaty  of  Holston  by  wiuch  the  boundary 
between  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  the  Cherokee  Indians  was  established. 

John  Sevier  and  John  Sevier,  jr.,  had  become  the  holdera  of  a  large  number  of  war- 
rants under  the  act  of  North  Carolina  passed  dining  the  session  of  the  general  assembly 
beginning  April  18, 1783,  and  under  said  act  the  foUowing  grants  were  issued  to  them:

Grant  No.  225,  dated  August  28,  1795,  for  10,500  acres  in  eastern  district,  on  16 

warrants; 
Grant  No.  228,  dated  August  28,  1795,  for  25,060  aaes  in  Sumner  County,  on  40 

warrants; 
Grant  No.  229,  dated  August  27,  1795,  for  6,040  acres  in  Sumner  County,  on  10 

wairants; 
Grant  No.  300,  dated  November  27,  1795,  for  32,000  acres  in  middle  district,  on 

36  warrants; 
Grant  No.  1365,  dated  November  27,  1795,  for  3,000  acres  in  Green  County,  on 

4  warrants; 
Grant  No.  1366,  dated  November  27,  1795,  for  640  acres  in  Green  County,  on  1 

warrant; 

making  a  total  of  77,240  acres.  The  surveys  and  grants  of  said  lands  were  made  in 
the  years  1794  and  1795  after  said  treaties  of  Hopewell  and  Holston,  and  after  the 
cession  of  North  Carolina  to  the  United  States,  daid  grants  Nos.  228,  229,  300,  and 
1365  appear  to  have  been  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  for  the  land  office  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  but  the  date  they  were  so  recorded  is  not  shown. 

To  John  Sevier,  jr.: 

Grant  No.  1141,  for  5,660  acres  in  Washington  County,  on  13  warrants  dated  in 
1778  and  1779; 

Grant  No.  1142,  for  8,590  acres  in  Washington  County,  on  27  supernumerary  war- 
rants dated  1778  and  1779; 

Grant  No.  1143,  for  5,660  acres  in  Washington  County,  on  13  supernumerary  war- 
rants dated  1778  and  1780; 

Grant  No.  1144,  for  6,090  acres  in  Washington  County,  on  24  warrants  dated  1778 
to  1790; 

Grant  No.  1145,  for  7,750  acres  in  Washington  Coimty,  on  18  supernumerary  war- 
rants dated  1778  and  1779; 

Grant  No.  1146,  for  7,880  acres  in  Washington  County,  on  15  supernumerary  war- 
rants dated  1778  and  1779; 

TOAlring  a  total  of  41,630  acres,  all  of  whichgrants  were  dated  September  10,  1794, 
subsequent  to  the  treaties  of  Hopewell  and  ELolston  and  subsequent  to  the  cession  of 
North  Carolina  to  the  United  States.  The  lands  granted  to  said  decedents  by  the 
8tate  of  North. Carolina  as  aforesaid  were  included  within  the  boundaries  of  the  terri- 
tory theretofore  set  apart  for  the  Cherokee  Indians  by  the  treaties  of  Hopewell  and 
Holston.  The  price  ^id  by  the  decedents  for  the  lands  contaiued  in  the  grants 
hereinbefore  set  forth  is  not  shown.  In  a  grant  to  John  Sevier  and  Richard  Caswell, 
dated  November  1,  1796,  the  price  is  stated  at  50  shillings  for  each  100  acres  of  land, 
and  the  act  of  Congress  of  February  18,  1841  (5  Stats.,  412,  413),  fixed  the  price  for 
other  lands  south  of  the  Congjressional  Reservation  Line  at  12)  cents  per  acre.  Grants 
of  other  lands  not  included  in  this  claim  were  made  to  said  decedents  by  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  under  the  said  act  of  1783. 

Out  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  the 
State  of  Tennessee  was  created  and  admitted  into  the  Union  by  the  act  of  June  1, 
1796  (1  Stats.,  491). 

The  lands  set  apart  for  hunting  grounds  for  the  Cherokee  Indians  by  the  treaties  of 
Hopewell  and  Boiston  were  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.  The 
Inoian  title  to  said  lands  had  not  been  extinguished  prior  to  the  said  grant  to  said 
decedents.  The  lands  so  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  North  Carolina,  or  any  part 
of  them,  were  not  disposed  of  under  the  public  land  laws  of  the  United  States,  out 
were  ceded  to  the  State  of  Tennessee  on  the  conditions  hereinafter  stated:  nor  did 
the  United  States  receive  anv  benefit  whatever  from  the  cession  of  said  lands  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  from  the  lancb  granted  to  John  Sevier  and  John  Sevier,  jr.,  as  herein- 
oefore  set  forth. 

In  1803  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  passed  an  act  entitled 
''An  act  to  authorize  the  State  of  Tennessee  to  perfect  titles  to  lands  reserved  to  this 
State  by  the  cession  act."    (Martin's  N.  C.  Laws,  vol.  2,  p.  208.)    This  act  was 
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ratified  by  the  Qeneial  Assembly  at  the  State  of  Tennessee  in  1804  ''as  an  agreranent 
between  this  State  and  the  State  of  North  Oarolina,  vesting  this  State  with  nul  power 
and  authority  to  issue  giants  and  perfect  titles  to  all  claims  of  lands  lying  in  this 
State  in  as  full  and  ample  manner  as  the  said  State  of  North  Carolina  poesmed  the 
same,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  anything  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing/'   (Whitney's  Land  Laws  of  Tennessee,  pp.  55-58.) 

On  April  18,  1806,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  *' An  act  to  authorize  the  State 
of  Tennessee  to  issue  grants  ana  perfect  titles  to  certain  lands  therein  described,  and 
to  setde  tiie  claims  to  the  vacant  and  unappropriated  lands  within  the  same"  (2 
Stats.,  382).  By  section  2  of  this  act  the  lands  lymg  east  and  north  of  the  line  estab- 
li^ed  by  section  1,  a  part  of  the  lands  ceded  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1789 
were  ceaed  to  Tennessee,  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the  act  of  cession 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  to  the  United  States.  This  cession  was 
accepted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  during  the  same  year, 
upon  the  conditions  imposed  by  Congress.  (Whitney's  Land  Laws  of  Tennessee,  pp. 
68^1.) 

By  the  act  of  February  18,  1841  (6  Stats.,  412,413),  amending  the  act  of  April  18, 
1806,  the  State  of  Tennessee  was  constituted  the  agent  of  the  United  States  to  sell  the 
remainder  of  the  land  ceded  by  North  Carolina  to  the  United  States,  and  lying  south 
and  west  of  the  line  ''commonly  called  the  congressional  reservation  line,"  described 
in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  upon  condition,  first,  that  ''the  State  of 
Tennessee  shall  satisfy  all  legal  and  bona  fide  claims  of  North  Carolina  upon  said  lands 
bv  making  provision  by  law  that  the  holders  of  land  warrants  under  the  authority 
01  the  State  of  North  (Carolina  may  locate  the  same  upon  the  lands  not  previously 
located  upon,  or  claimed  as  occupant  preemptions,  within  one  year  from  die  time 
that  the  State  of  Tennessee  shall  make  provision  for  carrying  this  act  into  effect;  and 
in  default  of  such  location  within  the  said  term  of  one  year  the  said  warrants  may  be 
satisfied  by  the  payment  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  acre  for  the  number  of  acres 
contained  in  each  warrant,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands: 
Providedj  The  holders  shall  present  such  warrant  to  the  proper  authorities  for  pay- 
ment of  the  same  within  two  years  from  the  action  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  hereon:  And  provided^  furthermore^  That  if  the  said  warrants  shall  not 
be  satisfied,  either  by  the  location  of  land  within  one  year  or  their  presentation  for 
payment  within  two  years  as  aforesaid,  the  holders  shidl  be  forever  barred  of  all  further 
claim  or  right  to  demand  the  same. " 

The  second  condition  provided  that  persons  entitled  to  occupancy  and  preemption 
by  the  laws  of  Tennessee  should  have  preference  in  the  entry  or  purchase  of  their 
occupant  and  preemption  rights. 

The  third  condition  proviaed  that  after  satisfying  the  claims  and  rights  as  set  out  in 
the  first  condition,  the  State  of  Tennessee  should  sell  the  residue  of  the  lands  at  a 
price  not  less  than  12}  cents  an  acre,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  sale, 
after  satisfying  said  claims,  should  be  accounted  for  and  paid  over  by  the  State  of 
Tennessee  to  me  United  States  in  the  month  of  January  annually. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  whether  the  claimant's  decedents,  or  their  heirs  or 
le^l  representatives,  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  above  act;  presumably  they  did. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  certificates  of  conveyances  from  John  Sevier  and  John 
Sevier,  jr.,  to  different  persons  for  portions  of  the  lands  embraced  in  the  grants  from  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  and  one  of  the  grants,  dated  July  10, 1788,  to  John  Sevier,  sr., 
for  2,115  acres  of  land  was  conveyed  in  its  entirety  as  late  as  May  15, 1803,  for  $2,100. 
Prior  thereto,  to  wit,  February  10,  1797,  John  Sevier  had  sold  one-half  of  said  ^rant 
No.  300  for  32,000  acres  of  land  to  George  Gordon,  jr.  What  became  of  the  remaining 
one-half  of  said  32,000  acres  of  land  does  not  appear.  During  the  general  term  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  a  suit  was  tried  involving  the  lines  of  said 
grant  No.  300  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  John  Sevier,  sr.,  dated  November  27, 
1795,  for  32,000  acres  of  land,  which  was  decided  in  his  ^vor,  settling  the  Question  of 
ownership  of  a  disputed  part  of  said  tract.  This  suit  was  brought  by  George  W.  Sevier, 
son  and  administrator  of  John  Sevier,  sr.,  in  1823.  (Am.  An.  Dec,  vol.  14,  pp. 
741-743.) 

John  Sevier,  sr.,  died  intestate  September  24,  1815,  leaving  16  children  surviving 
him,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  show  how  much  of  his  lands  had  been 
inherited  by  them. 

John  Sevier,  jr.,  died  intestate  in  1845,  leaving  11  children  surviving  him,  and  there 
18  no  evidence  showing  how  much  of  his  lands  were  inherited  by  them,  nor  is  there 
any  evidence  to  show  that  John  Sevier,  sr.,  and  John  Sevier,  jr.,  did  not  receive  the 
benefit  of  said  lands  or  the  value  thereor,  as  provided  by  said  act  of  February  18, 1841, 
supra,  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  United  States  ever  received  any  ben^t  therefrom. 
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II. 

Item  t  of  the  daim. 

The  LegiBlatare  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  which  convened  on  December  24, 1789,  sold 
the  riffht  of  preemption  to  certain  described  lands  beyond  the  Chattahoochee  River  to 
three  land  companies — ^to  the  Virginia  Yazoo  Co.,  5.000.000  acres  for  the  sum  of  $93,741; 
to  the  South  Carolina  Yazoo  Co.,  5,000,000  acres  for  the  sum  of  $66,964;  to  the  Ten- 
nessee Co.,  3.500,000  acres  for  the  sum  of  $46^5;  the  consideration  to  be  paid  within 
two  yeaiB.    (Aitken's  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  Geozgia,  pp.  387-389.) 

The  companies  tendered  payment  for  the  said  amounts  to  the  State  of  Georgia  in 
depreciated  State  paper  which  the  State  refused  to  accept^ancl  a  succeeding  l^:i8lature 
pasNBd  an  act  deciarmg  the  contract  of  sale  at  an  end.  The  three  above-named  com-> 
panies  had  disposed  of  a  large  portion  of  their  claims  to  persons  in  the  Middle  and  New 
Copland  States,  and  various  companies  were  formed  imder  said  sales  and  many  influ- 
ential men  became  interested  in  the  lands.    (The  Public  Domain,  1883,  p.  84.) 

On  January  7,  1795,  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  passed  an  act  by  which  about 
35,000,000  acres  of  land  were  sold  to  certain  companies  and  individuals,  among  others 
by  natural  boundaries  3,500,000  acres  to  ''Zachariah  Cox,  Matthias  Naihar,  and  their 
associates  called  the  Tennessee  Co..  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  forever,  in  fee 
simple,  as  tenants  in  common,  ana  not  as  joint  tenants,  for  the  sum  of  $60,000, '' 
$12,000  to^  paid  before  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  the  remaining  $48,000  on  or  oefore 
November  1,  1795. 

Out  of  this  ^rant  the  Tennessee  Co.  was  required  to  reserve  50,000  acres  to  be  gra- 
tuitously divided,  share  and  ehare  alike,  between  certain  commissioners  who  had 
been  appointed  by  the  State  of  Georgia  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  quantity, 
Quality,  and  circumstances  of  the  Great  Bend  of  Tennessee  River,  to  be  held  by 
mem  as  tenants  in  common,  and  not  as  joint  tenants,  as  a  compensation  for  their 
services  rendered  to  the  State.  (American  State  Papers,  Public  Lands,  vol.  1, 
pp.  139-142.) 

On  February  13,  1796,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  (jeoigia  passed  an  act  repeal- 
ing the  act  of  January  7,  1795,  upon  the  ground  that  its  passage  had  been  procured 
by  fraud,  and  declanng  all  grants  made  thereunder  to  oe  void  and  the  territory 
disposed  of  to  be  the  sote  property  of  the  State.  The  repealing  act  further  provided 
that  within  three  days  after  its  passage  the  enrolled  law,  the  several  records,  docu- 
ments, and  deeds  in  the  secretary's,  surveyor  general's,  and  other  public  offices 
should  be  publicly  burned  and  all  record  thereof  should  be  expunged,  "in  order  that 
no  trace  of  so  unconstitutional,  vile,  and  fraudulent  a  transaction,  other  than  the 
inlamy  attached  to  it  by  this  law,  ehidl  remain  in  the  public  offices  thereof.''  (Ameri- 
can State  Papers,  Pubhc  Lands,  vol.  1,  pp.  142-144.) 

In  the  case  of  Fletcher  v.  Peck  (6  Cranoi,  87)  the  Supreme  Court  held  in  February, 
1810,  that  the  act  of  the  Georgia  Legislature  repealing  the  act  of  January  7,  1795, 
was  unconstitutional  and  void,  on  uie  ground  that  it  impaired  the  obligation  of 
contracts. 

By  deed,  dated  September  2, 1797,  between  Zachariah  Cox,  of  the  State  of  Greorgia. 
and  John  Sevier,  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  signed  by  "Zachariah  Cox  for  self  and 
Matthias  Maher,"  20,000  acres  of  the  lands  granted  by  the  State  of  Georeia  to  the 
"Tennessee  Company"  under  the  act  of  1795,  were  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Sevier 
in  consideration  of  tie  sum  of  $2,500.  On  September  4,  1797,  by  deed  also  signed  by 
"Zachariah  Cox  for  self  and  Matthias  Maher,"  another  tract  of  20,000  acres  of  the 
same  lands  was  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Sevier  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $2,500, 
both  conveyances  being  by  metes  and  boimds. 

On  April  27,  1797,  "Zachariah  Cox  for  self  and  Matthias  Maher"  conveyed  to  John 
Sevier  as  compensation  to  him  as  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  State  of 
Georgia  "for  me  purpose  of  examining  the  quantity,  quality,  and  circumstances  of 
the  Great  Bend  of  Tennessee  River, '^  10,000  acres  of  land  out  of  the  50,000  acres 
reserved  by  the  State  of  Georgia  for  the  payment  of  said  commissioners  by  the  Act 
of  1795. 

On  April  7,  1798,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  for  an  syodcable  settle- 
ment oflimits  with  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  gov- 
ernment in  the  Mississippi  territory"  (1  Stats.,  549),  by  section  1  of  which  the  Presi- 
dent was  authorized  to  appoint  thiree  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  should  have 
power  to  adjust  and  determine  with  such  commissioners  as  might  be  appointed  by 
the  legislative  authority  of  the  State  of  Georgia  all  interfering  claims  of  the  United 
States  and  Georgia  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Chattahoochee  River. 

Section  3  of  said  act  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a  territorial  government  in 
said  cesdon  to  be  callea  "MississipiH  Territory,"  out  of  which  the  State  of  Alabama 
and  MisBissippi  were  afterwards  created. 
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Section  5  of  said  act  provided  "that  the  establishment  of  this  Government  shall  in 
no  respect  impair  the  right  of  the  State  of  Geoi«a,  or  of  anv  person  or  persons  eiUier. 
to  the  jurisdiction  or  the  soil  of  said  territory,  out  the  rigtits  and  claims  of  the  said 
State  and  of  idl  persons  interested  are  hereby  declared  to  oe  as  firm  and  available  as 
if  this  act  had  never  been  made." 

Under  this  act  James  Madison,  Albert  Gallatin,  and  Levi  Lincoln  were  appointed 
by  President  Adams  as  commissioners  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  James  Jade- 
son,  Abraham  Baldwin,  and  John  Milledge  were  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  State  ol 
Geoigia  by  the  authority  of  the  legislature  of  that  State. 

After  testimony  had  been  taken  before  said  commission  relative  to  the  claims  pro- 
vided for  in  said  act,  Congress  on  May  10,  1800  (2  Stats.,  69),  passed  an  act  supple- 
mental to  the  act  of  April  7,  1798.  By  section  10  of  said  supplemental  act  the  com- 
missioners appointed  thereunder  were  authorized  to  finally  settle,  by  compromise 
with  the  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  any  claims  and  to  receive  on  behalf 
of  the  United  States  a  cession  of  any  lands  mentioned  therein,  on  such  terms  as  to  said 
commissioners  should  appear  reasonable;  and  the  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  were  authorized  to  inquire  into  claims  made  by  settlers  or  otners  to  any 
part  of  said  lands,  and  to  receive  from  such  claimants  any  propositions  or  compromise 
which  might  be  inade  by  them,  and  to  lay  a  full  statement  of  the  claims  and  the  propo- 
sitions made  by  the  claimants,  together  with  the  commiasionerB'  opinion  tiiereon, 
before  Congress  for  their  decision;  and  said  act  contained  a  proviso  that  t^e  settiement 
shall  be  made  and  completed  before  March  4, 1803. 

On  April  24,  1802  (Smith's  Laws  of  Georgia,  117-122),  the  State  of  Georgia  ceded  to 
the  Umted  States  the  territory  west  of  the  Chattahoochie  River,  known  as  the  "Mis- 
sissippi Territory,"  and  by  the  third  clause  of  the  first  section  of  the  "Articles  of 
agreement  and  cession,"  after  providing  for  pavment  of  the  sum  of  11,250,000  to  the 
State  of  Geoi^gia  out  of  the  first  sales  of  the  Uuias  thus  ceded  as  a  consideration  for  the 
expenses  incurred  by  said  State  in  relation  thereto,  and  the  settiement  of  other  claims, 
a  reservation  of  not  exceeding  5,000,000  acres  of  said  cession,  or  the  proceeds  thereof 
or  anv  part  thereof,  was  set  apEirt  "for  the  purpose  of  satisfying,  quieting  or  compensat- 
ing, for  any  claims  other  thtm  those  hereinbefore  recognized^  wnich  may  be  made  to 
the  said  lands  or  any  part  thereof. "  It  was  further  provided  m  said  clause  that  unless 
Congress  should  pass  an  act  canying  out  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  within  one 
year  from  the  date  thereof  the  same  ^ould  become  null  and  void  and  the  lands  should 
revert  to  the  State  of  Georgia. 

The  third  article  of  the  agreement  provided  that  the  act  of  cession  and  agreement 
should  be  in  full  force  as  soon  as  the  Le^slature  of  Georna  should  have  given  its  assent 
to  the  boundaries  of  the  cession,  provided  that  it  should  be  done  within  six  months 
after  the  date  of  the  agreement;  and  also  provided  that  Congress  should  not  during 
the  same  period  repeal  so  much  of  any  former  law  as  authorized  said  agreement.  In 
either  case  the  agreement  should  become  null  and  void. 

The  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  were  ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Georgia  on  June  16,  1802.  (The  Public  Domain,  1883,  pp.  80,  81;  Smith's  Laws  of 
Georgia,  pp.  117-122.) 

On  February  16,  1803,  the  commissioners  appointed  under  said  i^  of  Congress  of 
1798  and  1800,  made  a  report  in  pursuance  of  same,  and  among  other  matters  reported 
fully  upon  the  claims  arising  out  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  of  January  7, 
1795,  among  which  were  the  claims  of  the  Tennessee  Co.,  from  which  said  John  Sevier, 
sr.,  had  obtained  50,000  acres  of  land  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

On  March  3, 1803,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  "An  act  r^ulating  the  erants  of 
land,  and  providing  for  the  di^osal  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  south  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee'^  (2  Stats.,  229). 

Section  5  of  said  act  provides: 

^'That  every  person  claiming  lands  by  virtue  of  any  British  grant,  ot  of  the  three 
first  sections  of  this  act,  or  of  the  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  between  the  United 
States  and  the  State  of  Geoigia,  shall,  before  last  dav  of  March  in  the  vear  one  tiiousand 
eight  hundred  and  four,  deliver  to  the  register  of  the  land  office  within  whose  district 
the  ]and  may  be,  a  notice  in  writing  stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  his  claims, 
together  witli  a  plot  of  the  tract  or  tracts  claimed,  and  shall  also,  on  or  before  that  day, 
deliver  to  the  said  register,  for  the  purpose  of  being  recorded,  every  grant,  order  of 
survey,  deed,  conversance,  or  other  written  evidence  of  his  claim,  and  the  same  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  said  register,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  on  receiving  horn 
the  x>artie8  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  every  hundred  words  contained  in 
such  written  evidence  of  their  claim;  and  if  such  person  shall  n^lect  to  deliver  such 
notice  in  writing  of  his  claim,  together  with  a  plot  as  aforesaid,  or  cause  to  b^  recorded 
such  written  evidence  of  the  same,  all  his  right,  so  far  as  the  same  is  derived  from  the 
above  mentioned  articles  of  agreement,  or  from  the  three  first  sections  of  this  act,  ahall 
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become  void  and  forever  thereafter  be  barred;  nor  shall  any  grant,  order  of  survey, 
deed,  conveyance,  or  other  written  evidence,  which  shall  not  be  recorded  as  above 
directed,  ever  after  be  considered  or  admitted  as  evidence  in  any  court  in  the  United 
States  against  any  grant  derived  from  the  United  States." 

Section  8  provided,  among  other  things: 

*****  That  so  much  of  the  residue  of  the  said  five  millions  of  acres  or  of  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  as  may  be  necessay  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated, for  the  purpose  of  satisfying,  quieting,  and  compensating,  for  such  other  clamis 
to  the  lands  of  the  United  States  south  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  not  recognized  in  the 
above-mentioned  articles  of  a^eement,  and  which  are  derived  from  any  act  or  pre- 
tended act  of  the  State  of  Geoisia,  which  Coneress  may  hereafter  think  fit  to  provide  for: 
Provided,  however,  That  no  other  claims  shall  be  embraced  by  this  appropriation  but 
those,  the  evidence  of  which  shall  have,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ol  January  next,  been 
exhibited  by  the  claimants  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  recorded  in  book  to  be  kept 
in  his  office  for  that  purpose.'' 

Whether  the  clainujirs  decedent  ever  complied  with  the  proviaions  of  said  act  does 
not  appear. 

On  March  31,  1814,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled,  **An  act  providing  for  the 
indemnification  of  certain  claimants  of  public  lands  in  the  Mississippi  Territory" 
(3  Stats. y  116),  the  second  section  of  which  provided  for  a  commission,  consiflting  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  Attorney  Gencanu  of 
the  United  States,  to  adjudge  and  finally  determine  upon  all  claims  under  the  act  of 
the  State  of  Georgia  passed  January  7,  1795,  supra,  to  lands  in  the  Missiflsippi  Terri- 
tory. The  third  section  of  said  act  of  March  31,  1814,  among  other  things,  restricted 
the  claims  of  persons  claiming  in  the  name  of  or  under  the  Tennessee  Co.  to  $600,000. 

By  the  supplemental  act  of  January  23,  1816  (3  Stats.,  192),  another  board  of  com- 
miflsionerB  was  substituted  with  all  the  powers  of  Uie  original  board,  and  with  power 
to  appoint  a  secretary  to  receive,  file,  and  preserve  papers,  documents,  and  claims 
presented  to  and  received  by  said  board,  and  to  enter  and  record  all  proceedings, 
orders,  judgments,  and  determinations. 

By  section  6  of  the  supplemental  act  aforesaid,  it  was  provided  that  releases,  as- 
signments, and  powers  required  by  the  act  of  March  31,  1814,  should  be  recorded  by 
the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  the  said  records  returned  with  all  other  papers  and 
documents  relating  to  the.  claims,  when  the  business  of  said  commissionerB  should  be 
dosed,  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  March  31,  1814,  and  supplements 
Uiereto,  John  Sevier,  jr.,  filed  with  the  board  of  commissioners  appointed  tnereunder 
the  three  deeds  hereinbefore  mentioned,  dated  respectively,  September  2.  1797,  for 
20,000  acres  of  land,  September  4,  1797,  for  20,000  acres  of  land,  and  April  27,  1797, 
for  10,000  acres  of  land,  signed  by  *'Zachariah  Cox  for  self  and  Mathias  Maher,"  pro- 
fessing to  represent  the  Tennessee  Co.,  and  he  also  filed  with  the  Secretary  oif  State 
on  December  30, 1814^  the  release  s  to  the  United  States  as  required  by  said  act  for  their 
consideration  and  action. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  board  of  commissioners  in  the  following  language: 

"The  board  of  commissioners  having  taken  into  consideration  the  claims  under 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Tennessee  Co.,  has  finally  adjudged  and  determined  thereon: 
Abundant  time  has  been  allowed  to  all  interested  parties  to  produce  competent  evi- 
dence and  no  benefit  can  be  expected  to  result  from  any  further  delay  in  pronouncing 
its  decisions. 

"The  claims  unda  this  company  consist  of  two  classes.  The  first  class  comprises 
those  claims  that  are  founded  on  the  scrip  originally  issued  by  the  grantees  from 
Ge<Hgia,  L.  (Z.)  Cox  and  M.  Maher  and  under  the  deeds  which  were  substituted  for 
ihe  scrip  on  the  payment  of  the  consideration  money. 

"Secondly.  The  second  class  consista  of  those  claimants  who  claim  imder  certain 
deeds  executed  by  L.  Cox  of  portions  of  the  territory  designated  by  miles  and  bound- 
aries. 

'*It  is  the  judgment  of  the  board  that  the  right  of  the  first  class  of  claimants  to 
indemnification  has  been  fuUy  established.  The  grant  of  the  State  of  Georgia  to 
L.  Cox  and  M.  Maher  and  their  associates  in  fee  simple  as  tenants  in  common  and 
not  as  joint  tenants,  the  division  of  the  property  of  the  company  into  420  shares, 
the  issue  of  scrip  to  that  amount  to  their  several  associates,  whereby  the  members 
of  the  compuiy  were  identified,  and  the  execution  of  deeds  to  those  scrip  holders 
who  had  paid  up  the  consideration  money,  entitling  each  of  the  grantees  to  one  four- 
hundred-and-twentieth  part  of  the  territory  fully  substantiate  the  right  of  this  class 
ol  claimants  to  indemnification,  and  the  board  would  have  decided  at  an  earlier  period 
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on  their  case  if  it  had  not  wished  to  allow  every  opportunity  to  the  seccmd  claas  of 
claimants  to  collect  all  possible  evidence  in  their  behalf. 

''It  is,  however,  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  the  second  class  of  claimants  under 
deeds  executed  by  L.  Cox  is  not  entitled  to  indemnification.  No  evidence  has  been 
exhibited  that  L.  Cox  was  ever  authorized  as  original  or  special  agent  of  the  company 
to  execute  such  conveyances,  even  if  Cox  and  Mayher,  the  grantees  named,  had  been 
authorized  to  execute  such  conveyances,  it  has  not  appeared  that  L.  Cox  was  ever 
authorized  alone.  The  only  authority  that  has  been  produced  in  his  justification  is 
a  power  of  attorney  from  M.  Mayher  to  L.  Cox,  A.  Barper,  and  A.  Jackson,  whereby 
two  of  the  attorney  were  lequired  to  join  in  all  acts  performed  on  his  behalf.  Theee 
attorneys  never  united  with  Cox  in  the  execution  of  these  deeds  and  never  sanctioned 
^em  by  any  acts,  even  if  the  power  from  M.  Mayher  had  been  strictly  pursued.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  board  the  claim  of  the  grantees  by  miles  and  bounds  would  not  have 
been  supported  unless  evidence  had  been  produced  that  L.  Cox  and  M.  Mayher  were 
duly  authorized  by  the  company  to  make  such  conveyances.  The  mere  drctun- 
stance  of  their  names  being  mentioned  in  the  act  of  Georgia  and  in  the  State  can  not 
be  construed  to  be  such  a  trust  as  would  have  authorized  mem,  after  the  (conve^^ce) 
made  to  their  associates,  which  was  the  performance  of  their  trusts,  to  annul  or  invali- 
date their  own  conveyances  by  subsequent  grants  to  others." 

''The  board  does  not  think  there  is  any  foundation  for  the  argimient  of  the  counsel 
of  these  claimants  that  the  members  of  me  Tennessee  Co.  are  to  be  regarded  as  part- 
ners according  to  the  Law  Merchant  and  the  territory  granted  as  the  stock  and  enects 
of  their  trade — that  therefore  the  act  of  L.  Cox,  one  of  the  partners  in  conveying  por- 
tions of  the  territory,  must  bind  his  copartners,  it  is  the  misfortune  of  this  argument, 
even  if  it  were  sound,  that  there  is  no  evidence  that  Cox  was  a  partner  or  held  a  single 
share  in  the  companv  at  the  time  he  made  these  conveyances,  but  on  the  contrary 
his  conduct  afforas  the  strongest  presumption  that  he  had  parted  with  all  his  legal 
claims  before  he  executed  these  deeds:  ^ut  the  board  is  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
the  position  of  the  counsel  is  intrinsically  unsoimd.^  No  authority  or  precedent  can 
be  produced  that  real  property  was  ever  considered  in  law  or  equity,  so  far  as  chattel 
or  stock  in  trade  that  one  shareholder,  whether  a  joint  tenant  or  tenant  in  common, 
could  convey  the  whole.  Such  a  position  directljr  conflict»with  every  principle  of  law 
on  which  the  titles  to  real  estate  m  this  country  is  founded. 

"The  fair  obvious  construction  of  the  grants  from  Georgia  and  the  deed  between 
the  parties  also  invalidate  the  position  taken  by  the  counsel  and  fully  prove  that  the 
members  of  this  company  Uiemselves  never  considered  their  property  in  the  territory 
as  subject  to  this  principle  of  the  Commercial  Law.  All  tho  title  papers  make  them 
tenants  in  common  and  provision  is  made  in  the  deeds  (which  were  issued  in  lieu  of 
the  certificates)  for  a  division  of  the  territory  into  420  parts  in  order  that  it  might  be 
distributed  by  ballot  among  the  members.  The  argument  of  the  counsel  would  go 
to  show  that  any  one  member  of  the  company  who  neld  a  420th  part  could  convey 
the  whole  of  the  territory  as  well  as  his  own  share,  the  same  argument  would  make  the 
deed  of  any  one  member  equally  binding  with  the  deed  of  L.  Cox. 

"In  consideration,  however,  of  the  respectability  of  the  claimants,  under  the 
deeds  from  L.  Cox  and  the  apparent  inadequacy  of  me  consideration  and  honesty  of 
the  views  of  the  grantees,  time  was  given  by  the  board  to  enable  these  claimants  by 
metes  and  bounds  to  raise  an  eouity  in  their  favor  which  would  be  binding  on  the  claims 
of  the  other  class  of  claimants;  but  the  board  is  of  opinion  that  no  such  equity  has  been 
established  in  their  ^vor. 

"  It  is  presumed  that  proof  mieht  be  exhibited  that  Cox  or  Cox  &  Mayher  had  been 
fully  authorized  as  a^nts  of  the  company  to  make  such  particular  conve^rancee; 
but  no  such  evidence  has  been  or  can  be  exnibited,  aud  even  if  they  had  been  jointly 
authorized  to  do  so  by  the  company  it  does  not  appear  that  M.  Mayher  ever  constituted 
L.  Cox  an  attorney  to  make  such  conveyances  alone. 

"It  was  also  presumed  that  it  would  appear  that  L.  Cox  had  not  disposed  of  all  the 
certificates  he  originally  held  in  the  company  at  the  time  he  fraudulently  exe- 
cuted these.  No  evidence,  however,  has  oeen  produced  that  he  held  these  certi- 
ficates at  the  dates  of  these  conveyances;  on  the  contrary,  it  may  be  justly  presumed 
that  as  Cox's  sole  view  in  making  such  sales  was  to  raise  money,  he  would  not  have 
resorted  to  these  sales  for  that  purpose  (while  he  could  by  fair  means  have  obtained 
his  end)  that  he  would  not  have  executed  such  defective  conveyances,  while  he  had 
lecal  titles  to  dispose  of. 

"It  was  also  expected  that  it  might  appear  that  these  sales  were  made  for  the  purpose 
of  dischar^g  debts  and  expenses  which  Cox  had  contracted  on  good  grounds  for  the 
interest  of  the  company,  and  with  this  view  the  board  heard  all  the  allegations  of  Cox 
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(not  as  eyidence,  but  as  means  ol  obtainmg  further  iiif(»rmation  by  inquiry)  in  behalf 
of  these  claimants  by  metes  and  bounds.  But  he  has  exhibted  no  accounts  to  the 
board  to  show  that  such  necessary  disbursements  were  made  by  him  for  the  concern, 
or  that  ihe  proceeds  of  these  sales  were  appropriated  to  the  service  of  the  company; 
therefore,  on  a  full  view  of  the  subject,  the  Doard  is  compeUed  to  regard  the  act  of  Cox 
in  executing  these  conveyances  in  the  same  light  in  which  they  re^urd  his  withdrawal 

of dollars  from  the  treasiury  of  Geor^,  after  he  had  parted  with  all  his  title 

in  the  compan]^,  and  they  lament  me  necessity  which  ccxnpels  them  to  decide  against 
the  many  meritorious  cLumants  under  such  defective  titles. 

"On  &e  subject  of  the  amount  of  the  indemnification  to  be  allowed  to  the  claimants. 
a  question  arose  whether  a  deduction  ought  not  to  be  made  for  the  50,000  acres  reserved 
by  the  section  of  the  act  of  Geoigia  as  a  compensation  to  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  State  of  Georgia  for  the  purpose  of  examining  tiie  quantity  and  quahty  of  the 
land  on  the  great  bend  of  the  Tennessee  River.  But  the  board  is  of  opmion',  after  a 
full  investigation  of  the  question,  that  such  a  deduction  ought  not  to  be  made.  The 
terms  of  the  act  of  March  31,  1815,  give  the  indenmification  ^to  the  persons  claiming' 
in  the  name  and  under  the  Tennessee  Co.  But  the  claim  of  the  commissioners  to  the 
reserved  land  is  not  derived  from  the  Tennessee  Co.  but  is  founded  on  the  section  ol  the 
act  of  Geoigia.  The  patent  from  Geoigia  also  reserves  this  land  from  die  grant  made 
to  the  Tennessee  Co.  The  settlement  of  this  claim  must  therefore  be  provided  for 
by  subseouent  act  of  legislation.  , 

"It  is  tnerefore  adjudged  by  the  board  that  each  of  the  claimants  of  the  first  class 
is  entitled  for  each  scrip  or  each  deed  substituted  for  scrip  that  has  been  released  to 
the  United  States  to  one  four-hundred-and-twentieth  part  of  the  indemnification. 

"Thob.  Swan. 
"F.  S.  Kbt. 
"John  Law." 

For  the  lands  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  cession  act  of  1802  hereinbefore 
referred  to,  the  United  States  paid  to  the  State  of  Geoigia  on  or  before  February  6, 
1818,  the  sum  of  $1,250,000.  By  said  cession  act  and  the  act  of  Congress  of  Marcn  3, 
1803,  there  was  reserved  out  of  the  lands  so  ceded  to  the  United  States  5,000,000  acres 
to  be  used  in  satisfjrin^,  (quieting,  and  compensating  for  claims  provided  for  in  said 
cession  act.  After  satisfying,  <iuieting,  ana  compensatinje;  for  said  claim,  including 
the  class  of  claims  of  John  Sevier,  sr.,  for  which  he  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  sec- 
retary of  state  the  releases  required  by  the  act  of  March  31,  1814,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  the  residue  of  said  5,000,000  acres  of  land  was  sold  and  the  proceeds  covered  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  Government. 

The  deeds  of  the  50,000  acres  hereinbefore  referred  to  were  made  to  Jdm  Sevi«r 
subsequent  to  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  1795  by  which  the  3,500,000  were  sold  to  Zacha- 
riah  Cox,  Matthias  Maher,  and  their  associates,  called  the  Tennessee  Co.,  as  tenants 
in  common.  Said  deeds  were  considered  by  the  board  of  commissioners  appointde 
under  the  act  of  1814  and  supplementary  acts,  and  although  ample  time  was  given  to 
all  claimants  to  prove  that  such  deeds  were  made  by  said  Cox  and  Maher  with  proper 
authority  from  the  Tennessee  Co.,  such  proof  was  not  made  and  the  commissioners 
decided  against  such  claims  in  the  year  1822. 

No  further  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  respecting  said  claims  until  its  reference 
to  the  Court  of  Claims  by  Congress  on  February  23,  1905,  and  again  on  February  24, 
1908,  under  the  provbions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1883.  nor  does  it  appear  that  the 
United  States  received  any  benefit  whatever  from  the  land  so  claimea  oy  said  Jolm 
Sevier  otherwise  than  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

III. 
Item  3  of  the  daim. 

On  February  20, 1784,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Geoigia,  for  the  purpose  of  set- 
tling the  country  known  as  the  Great  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  River, ''passed  a  resolu- 
tion determining  that  seven  commissioners  should  be  appointed  who  should  be  vested 
with  the  powers  necessary  to  ascertain  the  quantity,  qiulity,  and  circumstances  of  the 
lands  in  tnat  tract  of  country,  and  who  should  report  their  proceedings  to  the  legislature 
for  their  consideration,  and  that  said  commissioners  should  have  made  to  them  ''such 
compensation  as  should  be  deemed  adequate  and  satisfactory.'' 

On  the  following  day  the  Legislature  of  Georgia,  in  pursuance  of  the  above  reeolu- 
tions»  appointed  seven  commissionerB,  among  whom  was  John  Sevier,  sr.    On  Febru-

try  10, 1785,  the  commiBsioners  exhibited  an  account  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Georgia,  and  on  the  14th  of  the  same  month  a  report  was  made  b^  them. 

On  August  14, 1786,  the  Le^ature  of  Georgia  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

'*That  each  of  the  commissioners  appointed  on  the  Tennessee  business,  who  have 
actually  attended  to  their  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  5,000  acres  of  land  in  the  district, 
ts  a  gratuity  and  full  compensation  for  their  trouble  therein,  and  shall  and  may  have  a 
warrant  and  survey  for  them,  respectively;  »  »  »  And  it  is  further  re9olved. 
That  the  district  surveyor  shall  not  proceed  to  loake,  or  suffer  to  be  made,  anv  surveys 
in  the  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  until  the  further  order  of  the  legislature.*'  (American 
State  Papers,  Public  Lands,  vol.  3,  pp.  416,  417.) 

The  act  of  the  Georgia  Legislature  of  January  7, 1795  (American  State  Papers,  Pub- 
lic Lands,  vol.  1,  p.  141),  referred  to  in  the  preceding  finding,  contained  a  clause 
reqiiiring  the  Tennessee  Co.  to  reserve  a  further  Quantity  of  50,000  acres  of  land  from 
its  grant,  ''to  be  gratuitously  divided,  share  ana  share  alike,  between  tlie  commis- 
sioners  appointed  by  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  quantity,  quality 
and  circumstances  of  the  Great  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  River,  to  be  neld  by  them  as 
tenants  in  common,  and  not  as  joint  tenants,  as  a  compensation  to  said  commissioners, 
for  their  services  rendered  the  State  in  that  capacity.  ' 

The  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  to  whom  the 
claim  of  the  commissionerB  for  compensation  from  the  United  States  was  referred, 
reported  on  December  14, 1819,  that  me  commissioners  were  entitled  to  the  compensa- 
tion of  6,000  acres  of  land  each,  provided  by  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  Gieorgia 
of  August  14, 1786,  out  of  the  5,000,000  acres  reserved  in  the  articles  of  agreement  and 
cession  between  the  United  States  and  Greorgia,  referred  to  in  the  preceding  finding, 
and  that  six  commissioners  "actually  attended  to  their  duty.  '*  among  whom  was  John 
Sevier.    (American  State  Papers,  Public  Lands,  vol  3,  pp.  416,  418.) 

On  May  24, 1824,  Congress  passed  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  John  Donnelson,  Stephen  Heard,  and  others,"  by  which  the  heirs  and 
representatives  of  John  Donnelson,  Stephen  Heard,  William  Downs,  Joseph  Martin, 
Jonn  Sevier^  and  Thomas  Can*  were  authorized  and  empowered  to  severally  enter, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  5,000  acres  of  land  witnin  two 
years  after  the  passage  of  the  act  in  anv  land  office  in  either  of  the  States  of  Mississippi 
or  Alabama,  being  the  amoimt  granted,  to  them  by  the  Legislature  of  Greorgia  in  1786,  to 
be  satisfied  out  of  the  5,000.000  acres  of  land  set  apart  by  tne  act  of  (Congress  of  Mardi  3, 
1803,  supra,  pursuant  to  tne  articles  of  agreement  and  cession  between  the  State  oi 
Greorgia  and  the  United  States  of  April  24,  1802.  The  acceptance  of  the  grant  to  be 
a  discharge  of  all  further  claims  against  the  United  States  by  the  persons  named,  or 
their  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  under  the  said  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Georgia.    (6  Statfl..  313). 

The  date  of  entry  under  the  above  act  was  extended  by  the  acts  of  May  15, 1826  (id., 
p.  340,  and  May  19,  1832,  id.,  p.  486). 

In  accordance  with  the  above  acts  locations  were  made  by  the  heirs  of  John  Sevier, 
throu^  their  duly  authorized  attorney  in  fact  for  the  5,000  acres  for  which  20  patents 
were  issued  to  the  heirs  and  legal  representatives  of  John  Sevier  on  June  12, 1828,  and 
one  on  February  26,  1834,  and  it  is  not  shown  that  the  United  States  at  any  time 
received  any  benefit  therefrom. 

IV. 
Item  4  of  daim. 

Upon  the  ceding  to  the  United  States  by  the  State  of  North  Oarolina  oHts  western 
lands  as  stated  in  Finding  I,  a  territorial  government  was  established,  and  the  lands  so 
ceded  were  afterwards  known  as  the  '* Southwest  Territory"  and  William  Blount  was 
appointed  governor  thereof. 

From  1791  to  1794  there  existed  desultory  hostilities  between  some  of  the  settlers  in 
the  Cumberland  Valley  and  some  of  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians.  Raids  were 
made  by  parties  of  the  Indians  into  the  settlements  of  tihe  whites,  buildings  were 
burned,  settlers  were  killed,  and  stock  driven  off.  On  the  other  hand,  raids  were 
made  by  parties  of  settlers  into  the  reservation  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  Indians  were 
killed,  villages  burned,  and  stock  driven  off.  Accordingly,  under  the  authority  of  Uie 
fifth  section  of  the  act  of  September  29, 1789  (1  Stats.,  95),  the  fifteenth  section  of  the 
act  of  Anril  30,  1790  (1  Stats.,  119),  and  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  of  March  5. 
1792  (1  Stats.,  241),  thegovemor  of  the  Southwestern  Territory  was  empowered  to  call 
out  the  militia  of  the  different  counties  for  the  protection  and  defeuBe  of  the  settlers. 
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Among  the  commands  called  out  was  a  brigade  of  militia  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen. 
John  Sevier.  The  largest  number  in  said  brigade  at  any  time  was  830,  and  they  were 
called  into  service  under  the  militia  law  of  tne  State  of  North  Carolina.  (Report  of 
Gov.  Blount  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  Amer,  State  Papers,  Indian  Affairs,  vol.  1,  p.  433.> 
Although  many  setUers  were  killed  and  much  property  destroyed,  war  never  existed 
between  the  Cherokee  and  Creek  Nations  and  the  United  States.    (Id.,  pp.  431-487.) 

On  January  28, 1793,  the  governor  of  the  Southwestern  Territory  issued  a  proclama- 
tion reciting  the  feet  that  he  had  received  information  that  a  number  of  disorderiy 
and  ill-disposed  persons  were  about  to  coUect  together  with  the  intention  ci  making 
a  raid  on  tne  Cherokee  settlements  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  them  and  killing  the 
inhabitants,  and  commanded  them  to  desist  from  their  intention  and  disperse  and 
retire  peaceably  to  theii  abodes^  and  commanded  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  to 
exercise  and  exert  the  authority  m vested  in  them  by  law  to  prevent  so  daring  a  viola- 
tion of  the  law  and  the  treaty  with  the  Cherokee  Nation.    (Id.,  p.  435.) 

On  May  14, 1793,  the  Secretary  of  War  instructed  the  governor  of  the  Southwestern 
Territory  that  if  actual  war  existed  and  depredations  were  repeated  and  continued 
upon  the  frontier  inhabitants,  protection  was  indispensible,  but  that  that  protection 
must  be  confined  to  defensive  operations,  and  tnat  if  other  and  more  extensive 
measurers  eliould  be  necessary  they  must  probably  result  from  the  authority  exprenly 
given  for  that  purpose  by  Congress.    (Id.,  p.  586.) 

On  June  7,  1793.  WilDam  Blount,  governor  of  the  Southwestern  Territory,  left  his 
poet  on  a  visit  to  Philadelphia,  leaving  in  chaise,  as  acting  governor,  Secretary  Smith. 
While  the  governor  was  absent,  other  depredations  ana  murders  having  occurred, 
Secretary  Smith,  on  September  30, 1793,  wrote  the  following  letter  to  Gen.  Sevier: 

"In  answer  to  yours  of  the  27th  instant,  which  I  acknowledge  to  have  received,  I 
hold  it  would  be  proper  to  follow  the  trail  of  that  large  party  of  Indians  who  massacred 
Caveat's  &mily  on  tne  25th  instant  and,  if  possible,  inflict  due  punishment  on  them. 
The  country  is  to  be  defended  in  the  best  manner  we  can,  comporting  with  my  general 
instructions  to  you  of  the  17th  instant.'' 

In  obedience  to  his  construction  of  the  above  order  Gen.  Sevier,  with  a  force  com- 
posed of  about  400  men,  made  a  raid  into  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  reservations,  killed 
a  number  of  Indians,  destroyed  many  towns  and  much  property,  and  upon  his  return 
reported  the  result  of  his  expedition  on  October  25,  1793.    (Id.,  pp.  621,  622.) 

The  total  expenses  of  the  expedition  amounted  to  $29,426.34,  of  which  the  accountant 
of  the  War  Department  allowed  $6,609.39  as  the  expenses  and  pay  of  the  command 
while  conducting  defensive  operations  in  the  Southwestern  Territory,  but  disallowed 
that  part  of  the  expenses  amounting  to  $22,816.95  incurred  after  the  militia  crossed  the 
border  upon  the  ground  that  Gen.  Sevier  was  restricted  by  orders  of  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  defensive  operations.    (Id., p.  623.) 

No  claim  was  ever  made  by  Gen.  Sevier  lor  raising  levies  at  $2  per  head  or  for  arrears 
of  pay  for  36  months  at  $94  per  month:  *'nor  has  any  evidence  of  contract,  agreement, 
or  transaction  on  the  part  of  the  War  Department  to  support  such  clahn  been  found. " 
(Report  of  War  Department  dated  July  13, 1905.) 

Teimessee  was  aomitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State  by  the  act  of  June  1, 1796,  supra, 
and  Gen.  John  Sevier  was  elected  its  first  governor,  and  in  his  message  to  the  first 
legislature  of  the  new  State  he  requested  leave  to  personally  visit  the  War  Office  and 
if  not  successful  there  to  go  before  the  next  session  of  Congress  and  endeavor  to  secure 
the  pay  of  the  officers  ana  privates  who  had  composed  his  command  during  the  expe- 
dition to  the  Cherokee  country.  His  request  was  declined  by  the  genenu  assembly 
upon  the  ground  that  his  presence  was  necessary  in  the  State,  and  mat  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  from  the  State  in  Congress  should  procure  the  adjustment  and 
payment  of  what  money  may  be  due  on  account  of  that  expedition.  Gen.  Sevier 
afterwards  himself  served  in  me  thirteenth  Congress. 

No  action  other  than  as  above  set  forth  appears  to  have  been  taken  by  Gen.  Sevier 
while  governor  of  Tennessee  or  while  in  Congress  to  secure  payment  or  compensation 
for  the  services  now  claimed  for.

What  action,  if  any,  the  claimant's  decedents,  or  either  of  them,  took  to  secure 
redress  for  the  lands  so  claimed  to  have  been  taken  from  them  by  the  United  States 
does  not  appear  except  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.

Sir:  On  October  28  last  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  with  a 
view  to  its  transmission  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, the  following  item  of  appropriation: 

To  enable  thlB  Government  to  continue  its  efforts  to  mitigate,  if  not  entirely  stamp 
out,  \he  opium,  morphine,  and  other  allied  drug  evils  by  nirther  investigations  -and 
proceedings  and,  through  another  international  conference,  to  make  effective  the 
results  heretofore  accomplished,  125,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

At  the  time  of  the  submission  of  this  item  the  fact  was  overlooked 
that  section  7  of  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  act,  approved  August 
24,  1912,  provides  that: 

No  specific  or  indefinite  appropriation  made  hereafter  in  any  regular  annual  appro> 
priation  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  permanent  or  avai]|ible  continuously  witliout 
reference  to  a  fiscal  year  unless  it  belongs  to  one  of  the  following  five  classes:  "Rivers 
and  harbors,"  "lighthouses  "  "fortifications,"  "public  buildings,"  and  "pay  of  the 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps,"  last  specifically  named  in  and  excepted  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  "covering-in  act "  approved  June  twentieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  or  unless  it  is  made  in  terms  expressly  provid- 
ing that  it  Ediall  continue  available  beyond  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriation 
act  in  which  it  is  contained  makes  provision. 

Inasmuch  as  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  sought  by  the  item 
of  appropriation  mentioned  will  require  the  continuance  of  the  efforts 
of  this  Government  beyond  the  present  fiscal  year,  I  have  the  honor 
to  request,  in  order  that  the  requirement  of  the  said  section  7  of  the 
sundry  civil  act  may  be  met,  that  the  item  of  appropriation  submitted 
in  my  letter  of  October  28  last  be  amended  by  the  insertion  at  the  end 
thereof  of  the  words,  *'and  to  continue  available  until  the  object  appro- 
priated for  is  accomplished,"  and  that  you  will  submit  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  the  following  item  of  appropriation 
in  substitution  of  the  one  previously  transmitted  to  him  (H.  Doc.

Sm:  This  department  is  informed  that  under  a  ruling  of  the  House 
the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads  would  not  have 
jurisdiction  to  place  in  the  postal  service  bill  an  appropriation  for 
parcel  post  to  be  made  immediately  available. 

Section  8  of  the  postal  service  act  of  August  24,  1912,  made  pro- 
vision for  the  establishment  on  January  1,  1913,  of  a  general  parcel- 
post  service  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $750,000  for  that  purpose. 
This  was  an  exceeamgly  small  appropriation  with  which  to  estaolish 
a  service  so  extensive,  and  as  it  is  now  practically  exhausted  the 
department  finds  it  necessary  to  ask  Congress  for  additional  fimds 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  parcel-post  sjrstem  during  the  remainder 
of  the  current  fiscal  year.  It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation 
of  $750,000  be  provided  and  that  it  be  made  immediatelv  available. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  parcel-post  maps 
and  guides  have  been  printed  and  distributed  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  postal  service.  Hundreds  of  orders  for  these  maps 
and  guides  are  received  from  the  public  each  day,  and  therefore  I 
beg  to  request  that  there  be  included  in  the  bill  making  the  above 
appropriation  a  paragraph  reading  as  follows: 

The  Postmaster  General  may  authorize  the  sale  to  the  public  of  parcel-poet  maps 
and  Uie  accompanying  parcel-post  guides  at  the  cost  of  publication  and  distribution, 
tiie  proceeds  oi  such  sales  to  oe  used  as  a  further  impropriation  for  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  parcel-post  maps  and  guides. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  the  authorization  desired 
for  the  sale  of  parcel-post  maps  and  accompanying  guides  is  exactly 
similar  to  the  existing  legislation  on  the  subject  of  post-route  maps 
and  ruraJ-delivery  maps  contained  in  the  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Govern- 
ment, which  reads  as  follows: 

For  miscellaneous  expenses  in  the  Division  of  Topography  in  the  preparation  and 
publication  of  post-route  maps  and  rural-delivery  maps  or  blue  prints,  including 
tracing  for  photolith(^:raphic  reproduction,  126,000.  And  the  Postmaster  Genend 
mav  autiionze  the  SEufe  to  the  public  of  post-route  maps  and  rural-delivery  maps 
or  blue  prints  at  the  cost  of  printing  and  10  per  cent  thereof  added,  the  proceeds  of 
such  sales  to  be  used  as  a  further  appropriatu>n  for  the  preparation  and  publication 
of  poet-route  maps  and  rural-delivery  maps  or  blue  prints .

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  supplemental  esti- 
mate, carrying  an  increase  of  $5,760,  for  incorporation  in  the  Agri- 
cultural bill,  and  ask  that  it  be  transmitted  to  Congress  for  reference 
to  tiie  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

It  is  beUeved  that  there  are  at  present  too  many  classes  of  gardeners 
in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  there  being  10 — $600,  $660,  $720, 
$780,  $840,  $900,  $1,000,  $1,100,  $1,200,  and  $1,440  per  annum.  The 
scale  of  salaries  paid  gardeners  has  never  been  increased,  and  they 
are  now  receiving  smaUer  salaries  than  are  paid  to  competent  garden- 
ers in  commercial  work  and  on  private  estates.  In  fact,  they  have 
long  been  underpaid  and  receive  hardly  enough  to  enable  them  to 
support  their  families.  It  is  thought  that  the  work  performed  by 
the  gardeners  in  this  bureau  is  of  sufficiently  hi^  a  class  to  justify 
the  salaries  proposed  ynder  the  reclassification.  Under  existii^  con- 
ditions gardeners  nearly  always  enter  the  service  of  the  depaitment 
at  laborer's  wages,  and  are  promoted  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies 
occur;  and  it  sometimes  takes  jrears  for  a  competent  gardener  to  reach 
a  rate  of  compensation  approximating  a  living  wage.

Sir:  The  act  of  February  23,  1909,  authorizes  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  to  erect,  upon  any  site  to  be  ceded  to  or  pur- 
chased by  tite  Government,  a  suitable  fireproof  building  or  buildmes, 
at  the  port  of  Boston,  Mass.,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $250,000,  to  be 
paid  from  the  ''immigrant  fund."  It  also  stipulates  that  such  build- 
mg  is  to  be  erected  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
prepared  by  the  Supervising  Architect  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Treasury  Department. 

To  construct  such  a  building  it  is  necessary  to  provide  approaches, 
in  the  nature  of  a  pier  and  sea  wall.  It  is  the  interpretation  of  this 
'department  that  the  cost  of  such  api)roaches  is  not  a  proper  charge 
against  the  appropriation  for  the  building,  and  this  being  the  case 
there  has  been  no  authorization  made  for  the  construction  of  the 
approaches.  Under  such  conditions  it  is  believed  that  neither  the 
Treasury  Department  nor  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 
is  authorizea  under  the  law  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the 
building,  but  even  if  they  were  lustified  in  so  doing  the  limit  of  cost 
is  not  sufficient  to  construct  a  building  that  will  meet  the  needs  of 
the  service,  giving  no  consideration  to  tine  construction  of  the  sea  wall 
and  approacnes. 
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2  COST   OP  PUBLIC   BUILDING   AT  BOSTON. 

Under  existing  legislation  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  would  reimburse  the  Treasury  Department  for  the  cost  of  pre- 
paring the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  building. 

The  comptroller  has  ruled  that  the  reimbursement  of  appropria- 
tions made  for  the  support  of  the  Office  of  the  Supervising  Axchitect 
does  not  constitute  an  augumentation  of  such  appropriations.  The 
cost  of  preparing  the  drawmgp  and  specifications  and  superintending 
the  construction  of  such  a  building  would  be  one  which  has  not  been 
taken  into  consideration  in  preparmg  the  estimate  for  the  support  of 
the  Office  of  the  Supervising  Architect,  and  some  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  additional  expense. 

The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  has  suggested  that  this 
department  lay  the  facts  before  Congress  with  the  suggestion  that 
the  limit  of  cost  be  extended  and  that  the  legislation  be  so  modified 
as  to  place  the  construction  of  the  building  entirely  under  the  control 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  there  is  mclosed  herewith  a  draft  of 
a  bill  which  it  is  believed  will  be  satisfactory.

1.  PoLARiflcoPB  Test  of  Sugar — Force  of  Treasury  Regulations. — ^The  Treasunr 

Department  having  promulgated  detailed  and  comprehensive  regulations  respect- 
ing the  use  of  the  polariscope  in  testing  sugar  on  importation,  these  regulations 
are  to  be  taken  not  as  instructions  or  orders  to  be  followed  at  discretion,  but  on 
the  contrary  have  the  force  of  law,  are  uniform  in  their  operation,  general  in 
application  to  all  importations  of  sugar,  binding  alike  on  importers  and  on  the 
(^cials  of  the  Treasiury. 

2.  Invalid  Contract. — ^By  a  familiar  rule  where  one  party  to  an  allied  agreement 

has  concealed  from  the  other  facts  it  was  the  duty  of  the  first  party  in  ftdmesB 
to  disclose,  the  contract  so  entered  into  is  not  a  valid  one.

Barber,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  coiurt: 

The  appellants  made  the  following  importations  of  sujgar  at  the  port  of  New  York, 
upon  wnich  duty  should  be  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897: 
By  the  ship  Stralhdon,  March  20,  1898,  23,700  packages;  by  the  Arecuruiy  September 
20,  1898,  8,847  packages,  and  by  the  Asphodel,  January  23^  1899,  101,626  packaffes. 

At  the  time  of  these  importations  paragraph  209  of  said  tariff  act  provideof  that 
such  sugars  should  be  tested  by  the  polariscope  and  that  the  results  of  sucn  polariscopie 
tests  should  determine  the  classification  of  the  sugars  upon  which  duty  at  the  rates 
provided  in  the  act  should  be  assessed. 

At  the  same  time  there  were  in  force  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  on  the  27th  day  of  October^  1897,  under  the  authority  of  section  251 
of  Revised  Statutes  which  contained  detailed  provisions  for  the  application  of  the 
polariscopie  test  to  such  sugars.  It  is  unnecessanr  to  recite  these  re^[ulations  at 
length.  They  may  be  found  at  page  974  et  seq.  of  the  Treasury  Decisions  for  the 
year  1897,  and  are  in  T.  D.  18508.  Amongst  other  things,  thev  provide  that  suitable 
samples  shall  be  taken  of  each  importation  desired  to  fairly  represent  the  same: 
that  at  least  two  tests  shall  be  made  of  each  sample,  and  that  tne  test  to  be  accepted 
for  classifying  the  sugars  shall  be  the  average  of  such  tests  or  of  such  tests  and  addi- 
tional tests  if  made  as  the  regulations  provide.  It  is  prescribed  that  all  tests  under 
the  regulations  shall  be  made  by  Government  emplovees,  and^  further,  that  the 
importers  diall  be  immediately  notified  by  messenger  when  practicable  of  the  results 
of  the  tests  first  made  to  determine  the  classification,  and  that  he  shall  have  two 
ofiScial  days  in  which  to  claim  error  in  the  reported  tests  and  to  ask  for  a  resampling 
and  retesting,  for  Which  provisions  are  also  made. 

Detailed  provisions  are  made  in  the  regulations  for  the  location^  equipment,  and 
maintenance  of  laboratories  in  which  sugars  are  to  be  tested  and  mmute  instructionfl 

S'ven  for  the  making  of  these  polariscopie  tests.    The  regulations  in  terms  provide 
lat  thev  shall  apply  to  all  sugars  imported  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1897. 
It  is  also  expressly  stated — 

"That  these  regulations  oiiall  take  the  place  of  all  orders  or  regulations  heretofore 
issued  with  reference  to  the  sampling  and  classification  of  imported  sugars  and 
'     es." 
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Samples  of  each  importation  were  taken  and  the  tests  made  pursuant  to  the  regula- 
tions. Portions  of  some  or  all  of  these  cargoes  were  resampled  or  retested,  but  it  is 
unnecessary  to  consider  the  details  thereof.  These  tests  gave  results  which  were 
unsatisfactory  to  ^e  customs  officials,  and  instead  of  using  the  official  tests  as  the  basis 
of  classifying  these  sugars  the  collector  classified  all  the  same  upon  what  is  Jbiown  as 
the  settlement  tests. 

From  the  record  before  us,  as  well  as  information  obtained  from  the  opinions  in  the 
cases  hereinafter  referred  to  in  which  an  adjudication  of  some  of  the  issues  raised  by 
the  appellants'  protests  has  already  been  made^  we  learn  that  the  polariscope  is  an 
instrument  so  aaiusted  that  when  a  ray  of  polarized  light  passes  through  a  tube  filled 
with  a  certain  solution  of  sugar  the  scale  indicates  the  percentage  of  pure  siigar;  that 
under  the  conmiercial  system  of  testing  sugars  which  nad  been  in  use  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  1897,  the  actual  readings  of  the  scale  on  the  eyepiece  of  the  polari- 
scope were  taken  as  showing  the  actual  value  of  the  sugar;  that  is,  the  result  of  the 
polariscopic  test  was  determmed  bv  the  readings  of  the  eye.  This  commercial  method 
was  in  use  between  buyers  and  sellers  of  sugars,  each  party  employing  experts  to  test 
the  sugars^  and  in  case  their  tests  dinigreed  a  compromise  of  the  same  was  arrived  at 
by  averagmg  the  results  of  the  polariscopic  tests  made  by  the  representatives  of  the 
respective  j^rties  or  by  making  a  third  test.  This  method  was  known  as  the  settle- 
ment test,  and  the  words  '' settlement  test"  will  be  hereinafter  used  in  that  sense. 

The  method  prescribed  in  the  Treasury  regulations  before  referred  to  varies  from 
the  settlement  test  in  the  main  by  prescribing  that  certain  changes  or  reductions  in 
the  readings  of  the  polariscope  must  be  made  to  correct  erroneous  results  which  follow 
from  the  polariscopic  tests  of  sugars  taken  at  differing  temperatures,  it  being  estab- 
lished that  the  same  sugars  when  tested  at  different  temperatures  by  the  polariscope 
show  different  results.  The  courts  in  the  cases  involving  these  protests  hereinafter 
referred  to  appear  to  have  been  satisfied  that  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Government 
result  in  a  more  accurate  determination  of  the  amoimt  of  pure  sugar  in  each  sample 
tested  than  the  "settlement  test." 

The  appellants  seasonably  filed  their  p^rotests  against  the  classifications  and  assess- 
ments so  made,  in  each  protest  alleging  in  substance  among  oth^  things  that  under 
the  law  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  no  authority  to  insist  upon  the  tests  provided 
for  by  the  general  regulations  referred  to  as  a  test  of  sugars,  but  that  the  only  lawful 
test  was  the  usual  commercial  polariscopic  test  recognized  and  accepted  in  trade  by 
buyer  and  seller  as  ascertained  by  meth(xis  and  instruments  used  bv  chemists  engxkjged 
in  the  business  of  testing  sugais,  being  methods  in  general  use  oy  sugar  chemists, 
manufacturers,  and  refiners  at  the  time  of  the  existing  tariff  act,  and  claiming  that 
the  tests  and  returns  were  erroneous  and  excessive  owmg  to  erroneous  and  incorrect 
methods  of  testing  the  sugars  by  the  polariscope  as  prescribed  by  the  r^ulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treaffury. 

Upon  this  phase  of  the  protests  appeal  was  taken  by  the  appellants  here  from  the 
judgment  of  me  Board  of  General  Appraisers  overruling  the  same  to  the  circuit  court 
and  then  by  the  United  States  to  the  circuit  court  of  appeals,  in  which  last-mentioned 
court  the  judgment  of  the  board  was  affirmed.  A  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a 
writ  of  certiorari  in  the  case  was  later  denied. 

The  issue  which  was  determined  in  this  litigation  appears  to  have  been  as  stated  by 
the  circuit  court  of  appeals — 

"Whether  Congress  used  the  words  'testing  by  the  polariscope'  and  'shown  by  the 
polariscopic  test'  with  some  special  trade  meaning  which  would  confine  them  to  a 
particular  method  of  conducting  such  test." 

The  court  held  that  the  words  were  not  so  used  and  that  all  the  matters  of  detail 
relating  to  the  polariscopic  tests  came  naturally  within  the  province  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  under  the  general  power  given  him  to  make  regulations  not  inconsis- 
tent with  law  imder  section  251  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  concluded  by  saying  that — 

"It  seems  a  reasonable  conclusion  that  Congress  when  it  passed  the  act  of  1897  con- 
taining merely  the  phrase  'testing  by  the  polariscope'  without  any  further  directions 
as  to  such  test,  witnout  approval  or  condemnation  of  either  of  the  variant  methods 
of  conducting  it  which  the  Treasury  Department  had  theretofore  prescribed  for 
imported  as  well  as  domestic  sugars  intenaed  to  leave  all  details  as  to  selection  of 
instruments,  employment  of  experts,  and  instruction  as  to  the  method,  to  the  sound 
discretion  of  the  secretary." 

And  for  the  purpc^es  of  this  case  we  conclude  that  such  decision  is  an  adiudication 
that  the  relations  in  Question  are  a  proper  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  statute 
upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Reference  for  the  history  of  this  litigation  is  here  made  to  Bartram  Bros.  v.  United 
States  (123  Fed.  Rep.,  327);  United  States  v.  Bartram  Bros.  (131  Fed.  Rep.,  833); 
McCahan  Sugar  Refining  Co.  v.  Steamship  Wildcroft,  etc.  (195  U.  S.,  635),  and  Amer- 
.can  Sugar  Refining  Co.  v.  United  States  (211 U.  S.,  155).

The  case  before  this  court  is  upon  further  claims  embodied  in  the  original  protests 
and  not  considered  in  previous  litigation. 

For  convenience  we  insert  here  the  protest  in  the  case  of  the  Arecunay  which  is 
typical  of  the  protests  upon  this  phase  of  the  case  with  reference  to  the  three  diipments: 

^'That  the  tests  upon  which  said  sugar  is  classified  are  not  the  tests  of  the  samples 
or  the  resamples  taken  by  the  appraisers,  and  are  not  the  tests  contemplated  by  the 
law  or  directed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department." 

The  same  considerations  apply  to  the  three  protests,  and  they  are  disposed  of  in  the 
same  manner  except  as  may  be  hereinafter  stated  with  reference  to  the  importation 
upon  the  Straihdony  concerning  which  it  is  claimed  by  the  Government  there  was  a 
valid  and  express  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  appellants  that  the  settlement  tests 
shoidd  be  used  as  the  basis  of  clasaifym^  the  same. 

The  appellants  contend  that  the  official  Treasury  R^^tions  of  1897,  which  pre- 
scribe the  methods  to  be  adopted  in  making  polariscopic  tests,  have  the  force  of  statu- 
tory law  and  that  the  collector  was  bound  to  obey  the  same;  tibat,  therefore,  the  classi- 
fication of  the  sugars  upon  the  settlement  tests  was  ill^;al  and  that  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment was  without  authority  so  far  as  this  case  is  concerned  to  authorize  the  collector 
by  roedal  instructions  embodied  in  the  department's  letter  imder  date  of  November 
3,  1898,  hereinafter  referred  to,  to  classify  the  sugars  upon  any  basis  other  than  the 
official  tests  which  were  made  pursuant  to  the  regulations. 

The  counsel  for  the  Government  concedes  that  a  regulation  of  an  executive  depart- 
ment when  authorized  by  law  has  the  force  of  a  statutory  enactment,  but  contends 
that  the  said  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Department  are  not  of  that  character,  but 
that  they  are,  rather,  rules  and  directions  to  the  subordinate  officials  of  that  depart- 
ment designed  as  a  guide  not  only  to  collectors  but  other  officers  in  testing  and  claaai- 
fying  sugars,  and  are  not,  on  the  whole,  of  a  character  that  prevents  the  Secretary 
from  varying  or  disregarding  them  in  any  particular  case  or  in  this  case.  The  Grov- 
emment  further  contends  mat  upon  the  record  it  appears  that  the  appellants  are 
gainers  from  the  adoption  of  the  settlement  tests,  because  it  claims  a  less  amoimt  of 
duty  on  the  whole  of  these  importations  was  paid  than  would  have  been  paid  had 
the  official  tests  been  accepted  as  the  basis  of  classifying  these  sugars. 

For  convenience  in  discussion,  we  dispose  of  the  second  claim  first  by  saying  that 
we  do  not  understand  that  the  ^cts  relating  thereto  are  as  claimed  by  the  Grovem- 
ment.  There  is  no  evidence  which  tends  to  support  the  same  except  a  statement  in 
a  letter  from  the  assistant  appraiser  to  his  superior  imder  date  of  March  31,  1899, 
relating  wholly  to  the  importation  of  the  Asphodel.  In  this  letter  he  states  that  in  his 
opinion  the  appellants  were  the  gainers  by  the  adoption  of  the  settlement  tests  as  a 
basis  of  classification  to  the  amount  of  over  $2,000  as  fur  as  that  cargo  was  concerned. 
We  do  not  think  this  statement  is  competent  evidence  of  the  fact,  and,  in  addition, 
are  unable  to  understand  how  in  view  of  the  contents  of  the  letter  he  could  himself 
coine  to  that  conclusion.  Whether  we  are  right  in  this  imderstanding  or  nofris  imma- 
terial, because  there  is  nothing  in  the  recofd  from  which  it  may  be  claimed  that  the 
dut}r  exacted  was  not  greater  on  the  other  cargoes  than  it  would  have  been  had  the 
official  tests  been  taken  as  Uie  basis  of  their  classifications. 

The  only  express  authority  shown  for  the  collector  to  classify  these  sugars  upon  the 
basis  of  the  settlement  tests  may  be  found  in  a  letter  from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  under  date  of  November  3,  1898,  in  which  this  language  is  used: 

"  In  the  case  of  the  importations  ex  Arecuna,  referred  to,  the  so-called  setttement  tests 
should  be  returned  by  you  on  the  invoices  as  the  tests  of  the  importations  covered 
thereby,  and  that  when  such  importers  refuse  to  comply  with  your  reouest  for  such 
settlement  tests  you  should  exercise  the  authority  comerred  upon  you  oy  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  16  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1890. ''^ 

The  record  in  places  refers  to  the  fact  that  special  instructions  presimiably  of  like 
tenor  were  given  by  the  Treasury  Department  with  reference  to  the  other  importations, 
but  they  were  not  produced  in  evidence. 

The  paragraph  of  the  act  of  Jime  10,  1890,  referred  to  in  the  above  letter,  provides 
in  substance  that  the  appraisers  and  collectors  may  cite  any  importer  to  appear  before 
thein  and  to  testify  under  oath  as  to  any  matter  or  thing  deemed  material  respecting 
any  imported  merchandise  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  dutiable  value  or  classi- 
fication thereof,  and  that  such  appraisers  or  collectors  in  such  proceeding  may  require 
the  production  of  any  letters,  accoimts,  or  invoices  relating  to  said  merchandise,  and 
from  the  record  we  understand  it  was  contemplated  by  the  Treasury  Department  to 
invoke  the  provisions  of  this  section,  if  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  the 
importers  to  produce,  amongst  other  things,  their  settlement  tests,  and  that  the  same 
were  furnished  by  the  importers  by  reason  thereof. 

The  record  appears  to  disclose  tliat  the  examiner  having  the  Arecuria  importation  in 
charge  thought  me  original  tests  were  not  fsdily  representative  of  the  shipment.    Just 
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why  he  came  to  that  amclucdon  the  record  does  not  state,  but  we  assume  that  it 
resulted  from  discrepancies  in  the  official  tests  or  from  the  ^t  that  the  results  of  such 
tests  and  the  settlement  tests  were  considerably  at  variance. 

As  we  have  seen,  under  the  commercial  system  which  hid  been  in  use  for  20  yean 
before  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1897  the  actiud  readings  of  the  scale  on  the  eyepiece  of 
the  polariscope  were  taken  as  showing  the  actual  value  of  the  sugar — that  is,  the  test 
was  one  made  by  the  readings  of  the  eye.  In  the  case  of  a  disagreement  in  the  tests 
between  the  parties  interested  a  settlement  was  reached  either  by  other  tests  or  by 
equalization  of  those  already  made. 

Under  the  later  Treasurv  method  the  test  is  not  absolutely  determined  by  the  eye, 
but  the  r^xdations  provide  that  the  readings  must  be  corrected  in  the  manner  there 
provided,  and,  as  we  understand,  these  changes  or  corrections  were  directed  to  be 
made  because  of  the  ^t  that  the  same  sugars  when  tested  at  different  temperatures 
showed  different  results. 

We  are,  therefore,  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  real  question  in  issue,  which 
is,  Are  the  Treasury  regulations  referred  to  such  general  r^;ulations  made  bv  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  the  authority  of  law  as  to  have  the  force  of  law?  As 
before  stated,  the  adjudication  already  had  in  this  case  goes  no  further  than  to  say 
that  such  regulations  are  warranted  by  law.  It  is  material,  therefore,  to  consider  in 
a  general  way  a  little  further  than  has  already  been  done  their  scope  and  effect. 
They  relate  to  all  suraurs  imported  under  the  tariff  act  of  1897  and  dutiable  thereunder, 
and  consequently  relate  to  all  importers  of  such  sugars.  Although  they  are  directed 
to  the  customs  omcials,  they  were  published  in  the  authorized  Treasury  Department 
publications,  thereby  becoming  matters  of  public  knowledge,  and,  we  think,  of  such 
character  that  importers  were  bound  to  take  notice  thereof.  They  prescribe  pre- 
cisely and  with  great  detail  how  imported  sugars  shall  be  tested.  No  provisions  are 
found  therein  for  the  acceptance  of  any  other  than  the  official  teste  for  the  pilrpose  of 
classifying  sugars.  At  least  two,  and  in  certain  cases  more  than  that  number,  of 
separate  tests  of  the  su^rs  are  provided  for,  all  to  be  made  by  the  Government's 
experts;  and  the  regulations  furtner  provide,  if  upon  notice  of  the  results  of  the  tests 
the  importer  claims  error  therein  ana  seasonably  requests  a  resampling  of  the  sugars, 
such  resampling  and  retesting  thereof  may  be  granted,  provided  that  '*on  evidence 
furnished  such  claim  shall  appear  to  the  appraiser  to  be  well  founded.'' 

Upon  the  subject  of  classification  these  regulations  contain  over  30  separately 
enumerated  paragraphs,  and  conclude  with  the  one  already  cited,  to  the  effect  that 
the  regulations  shall  take  the  place  of  all  orders  and  regulations  heretofore  issued  with 
reference  to  the  sampling  and  classification  of  sugars. 

What  would  be  the  natural  inference  of  any  person  of  intelligence  upon  reading  these 
regulations?  Would  it  be  that  the  tests  therem  prescribed  were  to  govern  in  afi  cases 
or  that  thev  should  be  adopted  only  if  and  whenever  the  results  Uiereof  were  satis- 
factory to  the  department  itself?  Do  they  contain  fair  notice  to  the  reader  that  at  the 
option  of  the  department  the  result  of  ns  own  tests  may  be  disre^ded  and  other 
tests  substituted  therefor  as  the  basis  of  classification  and  the  resulting  assessment  of 
duties?  Of  course,  if  b v  a  fair  interpretation  they  may  be  held  to  be  rules  designed 
only  for  the  guidance  of  collectors  and  other  officers,  and  of  such  a  character  that  the 
Tr^tfury  Department  may  at  any  time  abrogate  or  change  the  same,  they  may  be 
disregarded,  as  was  done  m  this  case. 

We  think  upon  a  careful  examination  of  these  regulations  that  it  must  be  held  that 
they  are  general  as  applying  to  all  siig;ars  and  general  as  applying  to  all  importers,  and 
that  they  convey  fair  notice  to  the  importers  that  all  sugars  subject  to  duty  wUl  be 
classified  as  a  result  of  the  tests  made  by  die  experts  in  the  collector's  office  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  and  that  no  tests  for  classification  will  be  accepted  by  the  department 
other  than  such  official  tests. 

We  do  not  think  after  the  tests  had  been  made  by  the  department  and  the  classifica- 
tion made  as  a  result  thereof  that  an  importer  could  be  heard  to  claim  that  other  and 
private  tests  should  be  used  in  classifying  the  sugars.  The  converse  should  be  true, 
and  he  diould  have  a  right  to  understand  that  the  sugars  would  be  classified  as  the 
result  of  the  official  tests  and  not  otherwise. 

We  are  strengthened  in  this  conclusion  because  of  the  fact  that  the  regulations  so 
fully  provide  for  mistakes  and  accidents  in  the  testing  of  the  sugars,  and  show  in  no 
uncertain  language  that  the  classification  for  duty  must  be  made  upon  the  result  of  the 
official  tests,  either  the  original  or  the  original  and  resampling  tests,  as  the  case  may 
be.  In  the  case  of  a  resampling  it  is  provided  that  the  appraiser  may  classify  the 
sugars  upon  the  test  either  of  the  orijrinal  or  the  resample,  as  seems  to  him  most  just. 
We  can  not  escape  the  conclusion  that  these  regulations  in  name  are  regulations  in 
fact  and  not  merely  instructions  or  orders. 
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It  was  held  by  the  Court  of  ClaiiiLB  in  the  case  of  Landram  v.  United  States  (16 
C.  Cls.  Rpts.,  74,  86)  that— 

"A  distinction  between  *  instructions 'and  're^ilations' is  inherent  in  the  nature 
of  the  two  things  and  that  an  instruction  is  a  direction  to  govern  the  conduct  of  a 
particular  ofScer  to  whom  it  is  addressed  and  that  a  regulation  affects  a  class  of  officers." 

Applying  that  definition  here,  it  seems  that  the  reflations  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
TrduBury  in  question  are  clearly  general  regulations,  in  that  they  affect  classes  of  per- 
sons—namely, importers  of  sugars  and  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  classify  the  same — 
and  that  they  also  affect  a  class  of  importations — namely,  sugars. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  there  is  no  evidence  upon  the  record  tending  to  ahow  any 
fraud  or  misrepresentations  with  reference  to  these  importations  upon  (he  part  of  the 
appellants.  Tlie  samples  for  testing  were  taken  bjr  the  Government  as  provided  in 
toe  r^ulations,  and  no  claim  of  fraud  is  made  in  this  court. 

We  think,  on  the  whole,  that  these  res;ulations  for  the  classification  of  sugars,  which, 
as  we  have  already  seen,  nave  been  adjudicated  as  a  proper  exercise  of  the  authority 
of  the  Treasury,  are  general  regulations  having  the  force  of  law,  and  must  govern  the 
classification  of  the  sugars  involved  in  this  case,  and  that  it  was  not  competent  for 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  vary  the  same,  as  was  attempted  by  the  special 
directions  contained  in  the  letter  of  November  3,  1898. 

The  record  is  entirely  silent  as  to  when,  where,  by  whom,  under  what  circumstances, 
or  with  what  degree  of  accuracy  these  settlement  tests  were  made;  but  it  is  reasonable 
to  presume  that  they  were  made  either  at  the  port  of  exportation  or  of  importation 
during  the  time,  whatever  it  was.  and  as  to  that  the  recora  does  not  show,  covered  by 
the  transaction  of  sale  and  purchase  and  that  they  were  made  by  the  agents  of  the 
appellants  and  their  vendors. 

The  contention  of  the  Grovemment  that  its  prescribed  tests  are  more  accurate  than 
the  settlement  tests,  which  was  upheld  in  the  other  branch  of  this  case,  and  the  fact 
that  so  much  care  has  been  taken  in  prescribing  these  regulations  for  the  testing  of 
sugars,  to  the  end  that  accurate  results  shall  be  obtained,  all  lead  to  the  conclusion 
that  in  this  case  the  official  tests  more  nearly  represent  the  true  quality  of  the  sugars 
for  classification  purposes  than  the  settlement  tests;  but  whether  this  be  so  or  not  we 
see  no  reason  for  holding  that,  at  their  option  alone,  the  officers  connected  with  the 
collection  of  the  customs  duties  shall  be  permitted  to  go  contrary  to  the  general  regu- 
lations they  have  themselves  prescribed.  To  hold  otherwise,  we  think,  would  have  a 
tendency  to  produce  great  confusion  and  uncertainty  in  the  classification  of  sugars, 
because,  if  not  limited  to  its  own  tests,  the  Grovemment  may  accept  or  compel  the 
acceptance  of  any  private  tests,  settlement  or  otherwise.  If  it  is  found  that  tne  pre- 
scribed regulations  are  not  adequate  to  protect  either  the  Gbvemment  or  the  importers, 
it  would  seem  that  the  same  power  still  resides  in  the  Secretary  of  the  TreMury  to 
make  general  r^ulations  for  the  protection  of  both  that  was  vested  in  him  when  the 
regulations  in  question  were  promul^ted. 

As  to  the  Strathdon  importation,  it  appears  that  the  examiner  at  the  port  of  New 
York  was  dissatisfied  with  the  results  of  the  official  polariscopic  tests  thereof,  and  so 
reported  to  his  superior;  that  thereupon  and  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1898,  the 
supervising  examiner  sent  to  the  appellants  a  notice  in  effect  that  a  resample  and  a 
retest  of  the  Strathdon  cargo  had  been  made  which  showed  a  much  higher  grade  of  sugar 
than  any  test  the  Government  had  in  fact  made. 

We  are  not  clear  whether  or  not  a  resampling  test  had  been  made,  but  are  clear  that 
if  it  had  been  made  the  results  thereof  were  not  correctly  stated  in  such  notice. 

An  authorized  representative  of  the  appellants  then  had  a  conference  with  the 
examiner  having  this  matter  in  charge.  At  the  examiner's  request  the  settlement 
test  of  the  shipment  was  then  given  to  him,  and  thereupon  he  said: 

"I  guess  I  will  classify  this  sugar  on  this  settlement  test;  if  you  are  satisfied,  we  will 
be  satisfied." 

The  representative  of  the  appellants  replied,  ''Yes;  rather  than  take  the  tests  just 
Bent  to  me,"  referring  to  the  alleged  resample  test. 

And  it  is  upon  this  agreement  that  the  Government  relies  in  support  of  its  claim 
that  the  Strathdon  importation  was  lawfully  classified  upon  the  basis  of  the  settlement 
test. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  representative  of  the  appellants  at  the  time  was  given  to 
understand  that  the  alleged  resample  tests  had  in  fact  been  made;  that  they  showed  a 
much  higher  grade  of  sugars  than  tne  original  tests  made  by  the  Government,  and  that 
the  examiner  was  disposed  to  insist  upon  the  same  as  a  basis  of  erading  the  sugars  unless 
the  settlement  tests  were  agreed  to.  It  is  also  apparent  that  the  examiner  then  knew, 
or  ought  to  have  known,  either  that  the  resample  tests  had  not  been  made  of  the  Strath- 
don cargo  or  that  the  results  thereof  had  not  been  correctly  reported  to  the  appellants. 
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We  think,  under  the  circumfltances,  the  representative  of  the  Government  waa  either 
making  misrepresentations  relating  to  a  material  fact  or  was  concealing  something 
which  was  known  to  him,  and  which  was  not  known  to  the  other  party,  and  which  it 
was  his  duty  at  the  time  to  impart  to  the  representative  of  the  appellants.  It  follows 
that  an  agreement  so  obtained  can  not  and  ought  not  to  be  enforced.  The  principles 
of  law  applicable  to  such  a  state  of  facts  are  too  familiar  to  require  discussion  or  citation 
of  authorities.  One  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  advantage  of  an  agreement  so 
obtained. 

We  note  this  conclusion  is  reached  upon  the  evidence  of  the  appellante'  representa- 
tive and  that,  although  no  reason  appears  why  he  could  not  live  been  called  as  a 
witness,  the  examiner  who  procured  tnis  agreement  did  not  testify. 

It  may  be  further  observed  that  in  due  course  the  appellants  protested,  as  already 
appears,  to  the  classification  of  the  sugars  of  this  importation  upon  the  basis  of  the  set- 
tlement tests. 

The  Government  does  not  claim  that  any  agreement  of  sinular  import  as  to  the 
cargoes  of  the  Arecuna  or  the  Asphodel  was  in  fact  made,  except  it  urges  that  the  court 
should  presume  the  eJcistence  of  an  a^ement,  as  to  these  two  cargoes,  like  the  one 
relating  to  the  Strathdon,  Our  conclusion  as  to  the  StroMon  case,  however,  disposes 
of  any  such  claim  as  to  the  cargoes  of  the  Arecuna  and  the  Asphodel. 

We  hold  that  the  sugars  in  all  these  importations  should  be  classified  for  duty  upon 
the  basis  of  ^e  official  polariscopic  tests  already  made;  that'reliquidation  should  be 
made  accordingly^  and,  therefore,  the  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  and  the  board  ia 
reversed.

1.  "Willow"  Defined. — "Willow"  is  used  botanically,  colloquially,   and  com!' 

mercially  to  describe  a  kind  of  wood. 

2.  Articles  MADE  op  Wood,  Paragraph  214,  Taripp  Act  op  1909. — It  would  seem  to 

have  been  the  purpose  of  the  Congress  in  enacting  parajB^raph  214,  tariff  act  of  1909, 
to  constitute  a  new  class  for  all  baskets  made  of  any  kind  of  wood,  and  instead  of 
continuing  a  former  provision  whereby  different  kmds  of  wooden  baskets  diould 
be  classified  differently  and  with  differing  rates  of  duty,  to  make  all  wooden  bas- 
kets dutiable  at  the  same  rate;  and  market  baskets  and  hampers  made  of  willow 
are  dutiable  not  as  manufactures  of  willow,  but  according  to  the  more  specific  of  two 
two  possible  designations,  as  baskets  of  wood  and  under  said  paragrapn  214. — Zinn 
case  (T.  D.  24811)  and  others  distingiiished.

Martin,  Judge,  delivered  the  opiaion  of  the  court. 

On  August  25, 1909,  the  appellants  imported  into  this  country  a  consignment  of  wil- 
low baskets  of  two  kinds,  namely,  market  baskets  and  hampers. 

The  market  baskets  were  such  as  are  well  known  by  that  name  and  hardly  require 
any  further  description;  the  hampers  were  upright  four-cornered  baskets  standing 
upon  board  bottoms,  having  also  willow  lids,  and  commonly  used  as  shipping  baskets 
or  to  hold  soiled  clothes  for  the  laundry.  The  willow  twigs  or  wands  composing  the 
baskets  had  been  peeled  but  not  split. 

There  was  no  other  kind  of  baskets  in  the  shipment. 

The  collector  held  the  importation  to  be  dutiable  at  45  per  cent  ad  valorem  as  manu- 
factures of  willow,  imder  paragraph  212,  act  of  1909,  which  reads  as  follows: 

**212.  Chair  cane  or  reeds  wrought  or  manufactured  from  rattans  or  reeds,  ten  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  osier  or  willow,  including  chip  of  and  split  willow,  prepared  f6r 
basket  makers'  use,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  manufactures  of  osier  or 
willow  and  willow  furniture,  forty-five  per  centum  ad  '^orem." 
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The  appellants  duly  filed  their  protest  to  this  assessment,  and  contended  that  the 
baskets  were  dutiable  at  35  per  cent  ad  valorem  as  baskets  of  wood,  under  paragraph 
214,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"214.  Porch  and  window  blinds,  baskets,  curtains,  shades,  or  screens  of  bamboo, 
wood,  straw,  or  compositions  of  wood,  not  specially  provided  for  in  thfe  section, 
thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  il  stained,  dyed,  painted,  printed,  policed, 
grained,  or  creosoted,  forty  per  centum  ad  valorem.** 

The  appellants  included  also  some  other  claims  within  their  protest,  but  all  such 
have  been  withdrawn  and  the  contention  above  stated  is  the  only  one  upon  which 
they  rely. 

The  board  duly  heard  the  protest  on  evidence  and  overruled  the  same  as  to  the 
market  baskets,  but  sustained  the  same  as  to  the  hampers  on  the  ffroimd  that  they  were 
house  furniture  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  wood,  and  were  therefore  dutiable  at  35  per 
cent  ad  valorem  under  paragraph  215,  which  reads  as  follows: 

**215.  House  or  cabinet  furniture  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  wood,  wholly  or  partly 
finished,  and  manufactures  of  wood  or  bark,  or  of  which  wood  or  bark  is  the  component 
material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  thirty-five  per  centiun 
ad  valorem." 

A  petition  for  rehearing  was  filed  by  the  Government,  and  the  board  thereupon 
held,  in  effect,  that  their  decision  concerning  both  baskets  was  incorrect,  and  that  both 
should  be  classified  as  willow  fumitiure,  under  paragraph  212,  supra,  and  were  therefore 
dutiable  at  45  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

The  appellants  complain  that  this  action  of  the  board  was  taken  without  first  giving 
them  any  kind  of  notice,  and  actually  without  knowledge  on  their  part,  and  tJiat  the 
decision  was  ti^erefore  void  for  want  of  jurisdiction. 

However,  as  the  nominal  result  of  the  proceedings,  the  board  held  the  entire  importa- 
tion to  be  willow  furniture,  dutiable  at  45  per  cent  ad  valorem,  and  the  appellants 
contended  that  the  articles  were  baskets  of  wood  dutiable  at  35  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

It  seems  clear  that  the  board  erred  in  classifying  these  baskets  as  willow  furniture. 
The  record  contains  all  the  evidence  taken  in  the  case,  and  the  uncontradicted  testi- 
mony is  that  the  baskets  were  not  known  in  trade  as  furniture,  or  as  willow  furniture,  but 
only  as  baskets,  and  that  they  were  not  handled  by  furniture  dealers,  but  only  by  mer- 
chants who  dealt  distinctively  in  baskets.  The  exhibits  also  fully  sustain  this  testi- 
mony. 

This,  therefore,  negatives  the  second  finding  of  the  board.  However,  it  is  not  con- 
clusive of  the  case,  because  the  same  paragraph  which  provides  for  willow  furniture 
also  provides  for  manufactures  of  willow  and  fixes  the  same  rate  of  duty  for  both. 
The  Government  contends  that  the  baskets  are  manufactures  of  willow,  if  not  also 
willow  furniture,  and  therefore  that  the  decision  of  the  board  reaches  the  right  result 
and  should  not  be  disturbed. 

The  case,  therefore,  thus  assumes  a  new  aspect  and  presents  this  secondary  question: 
Are  the  baskets  to  be  classified  as  baskets  of  wood  or  as  manufactures  of  willow? 

The  articles  may  certainly  be  described  as  manufactures  of  willow;  but  if  they  are 
also  baskets  of  wood,  then  and  in  such  case  that  designation  would  prevail,  since  the 
description  "baskets  of  wood"  is  obviously  more  specific  than  "manufactures  of  wil- 
low.** The  question  therefore  really  is  whether  tne  articles  are  baskets  of  wood  as 
well  as  manuiactures  of  willow. 

It  is  concedeSi  that  the  articles  are  baskets,  and  that  they  are  manufactured  from 
-whole  willow  twigs  or  sprouts,  the  hampers  having  board  bottoms. 

It  can  hardly  be  denied  that  willow  is  a  kind  of  wood,  as  the  two  words  are  used 
colloquially,  botanically,  and  commercially.  This  statement  is  sustained  by  the  fact 
that  all  of  these  provisions  app^  in  "Schedule  D — ^Wood  and  manufactures  of.** 
The  board  also  adopted  this  meaning  of  the  words  in  its  first  decision,  wherein  it  held 
that  the  baskets  were  house  furniture  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  wood.  But  the 
Government  contends  that  whatever  may  be  the  meaning  of  the  words  wood  and  willow 
in  other  constructions,  in  tariff  l^slation  the  purpose  is  made  clear  that  willow  shall 
not  be  classed  as  a  kind  of  wood,  and  that  whenever  the  word  wood  alone  Is  used  it  shall 
not  be  understood  to  Include  willow.  Therefore  it  is  argued  that  these  baskets, 
although  made  of  willow,  are  not  baskets  of  wood  within  the  meaning  of  the  act. 
This  conclusion  is  said  to  follow  from  certain  former  decisions  of  the  board  and  of  the 
courts,  and  from  a  study  of  the  changes  in  the  tariff  laws  fpllowlne  the  decisions,  and 
from  a  comparison  of  me  different  parts  of  the  act  treating  of  tnis  subject  matter. 
The  decisions  which  are  thus  referred  to  were  made  upon  the  act  of  1897,  before  the 
passage  of  the  present  law.  They  will  be  briefly  examined  in  their  relation  to  this 
question. 

In  the  first  Zinn  case  (T.  D.  24811,  Nov.  27,  1903)  the  board  held  that  where 
willow  had  been  split  by  a  certain  process  it  became  commercially  known  as  chip, 
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and  ceased  tx>  be  known  aa  willow,  and  therefore  that  baskets  made  of  such  matmal 
riiould  be  classified  as  baskets  of  chip  rather  than  as  mannfactur  3s  of  willow. 

In  the  second  Zinn  case  (T.  D.  27208,  Mar.  13, 1906)  it  was  stated  by  the  board  that 
the  foregoing  decision  was  based  upon  partial  and  incomplete  ^ddence,  and  upon  the 
evidence  submitted  in  the  case  at  bar  it  was  held  that  baskets  made  from  such  split 
willow  were  not  manufactures  of  chip,  but  were  manufactures  of  willow,  the  nrst 
decision  being  thus  overruled. 

In  the  Ollesheimer  case,  Abstract  2453  (T.  D.  25499,  July  27, 1904),  the  same  question 
was  a^ain  made,  and  the  board  adhered  to  its  second  decision.  This  was  affirmed  by 
the  circuit  court  (154  Fed.  Rep.,  167),  the  court  saying  that  the  case  seemed  to  be 
merely  an  effort  to  relitigate  the  2inn  cases,  and  that  no  reason  appeared  for  departing 
from  the  second  decision .  This  case  was  further  affirmed  by  the  circuit  court  of  appeals 
(158  Fed.  Rep.,  977)  upon  substantially  similar  groimds. 

In  all  of  these  cases  there  was  but  a  single  question  made  and  it  was  lai^gelv  one  of 
fact.  The  act  had  provided  separate  rates  ot  duty  for  manufactures  of  willow  and 
manufactures  of  chip;  and  the  question  was  which  designation  more  properly  included 
baskets  made  of  split  willow.  The  testimony  related  most  largely  to  trade  usage  of 
the  word  '*chip."  There  was  no  mention  in  the  act  of  baskets  eo  nomine,  whether 
of  wood  or  willow;  nor  was  the  question  made  whether  willow  was  or  was  not  a  kind 
of  wood. 

The  cases,  therefore,  do  not  seem  to  go  very  far  in  the  direction  claimed  for  them. 

It  appears  that  the  sections  relating  to  these  and  like  manufactures  were  modified 
when  transferred  from  the  act  of  1897  to  that  of  1909;  and  it  is  contended  that  these 
dumges  show  a  legislative  recognition  of  the  principles  of  the  above  cases  and  a  pur- 
pose to  enact  tiiem  lato  statute  law. 

lliis  contention  does  not  require  very  extended  discussion^  because  the  cases 
themselves  do  not  touch  upon  the  question  at  issue,  and  the  imphed  approval  of  them 


by  Congress  is,  therefore^  no  authority  in  relation  to  the  present  question. 
It  is  fuso  clsdmaed  that  if  willow  baskets  were  held  to  be  baskets  of  wood  the 


meaning 


of  paragraph  212  would  be  largely  destroyed,  especially  that  part  providing  for  "manu- 
factures of  osier  or  willow.'*  Tina  hardly  seems  to  follow,  for  manufactures  of  osier 
or  willow  is  a  general  description  covering  many  other  articles  besides  baskets,  and 
to  withdraw  iS&t  one  class  of  articles  from  its  operation  can  not  be  said  to  destroy 
the  meaning  of  the  entire  paragraph. 

In  paragraph  215  Congress  nutde  "furniture  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  wood"  a 
class  with  35  per  cent  ad  valorem  duty;  and  in  paragraph  212  "willow  furniture  "  was 
made  a  class  with  45  per  cent  ad  valorem  duty.  In  respect  to  furniture,  therefore, 
willow  furniture  and  nimiture  of  wood  were  treated  separately;  but  this  fact  does 
not  lend  very  substantial  support  to  the  broad  claim  that  Congress  had  adopted  a 
nomenclature  for  the  entire  act  whereby  willow  should  be  wholly  taken  from  its 
genus  wood. 

It  is  rather  a  bold  claim  to  make  in  any  case  that  a  word  used  in  a  statute  has  been 
deprived  of  the  meaning  which  is  at  once  its  common,  scientific,  and  trade  meaning 
and  gjiven  an  arbitrary  one,  such  as  can  be  determined  only  by  a  technical  study  of 
judicisJ  decisions  and  of  comparative  legislative  enactments.  Such  action  is  of  course 
within  legislative  authority  and  such  authority  is  doubtless  sometimes  exercised, 
but  in  this  case  such  a  conclusion  does  not  seem  to  follow  from  the  actual  premises. 

In  the  act  of  1897  baskets  did  not  appear  eo  nomine.  Therefore  willow  baskets  were 
held  to  be  included  within  the  provision  for  manufactures  of  willow,  and  baskets  of 
otiier  woods  were  included  witnin  the  provision  for  manufactures  of  wood.  It  is 
therefore  true  that  they  were  given  separate  classifications  and  different  duties  by 
that  act.  But  this  result  did  not  follow  from  any  langu^  which  could  carry  the 
meaning  that  willow  was  not  regarded  at  all  as  wood.  For  it  frecjuently  happens 
that  a  class  of  articles  made  from  a  given  material  ib  made  an  exception  to  the  general 
rule  adopted  for  such  material  when  admittedly  the  class  would  be  governed  by  the 
general  rule  in  the  absence  of  such  a  provision. 

Now,  if  Con^ss  had  intended  that  the  former  differ^ce  should  continue  in  the 
law  of  1909,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  same  language  would  be  used.  But 
instead  of  that  the  word  "baskets  is  injected  into  the  act,  in  the  "wood  manufactures" 
paragraph^  and  not  in  the  "willow,"  when  plainly  a  large  percentage  of  willow  would 
De  used  in  baskets,  and  a  large  percentage  of  baskets  would  be  made  of  willow;  and 
when  the  word  "baskets"  as  used  would  add  nothing  to  the  law  as  it  stood  unless  it 
applied  to  willow  baskets,  as  well  as  to  those  made  from  other  kinds  of  wood,  and 
wben  the  common  understanding  would  be  that  baskets  of  wood  should  include 
baskets  of  willow.  This  action  of  Congress  seems  to  imply  a  purpose  to  establish  all 
baskets  as  a  new  class,  if  made  of  any  kind  of  wood,  and  to  make  them  idl  dutiable 
at  the  same  rate,  instead  of  continuing  the  former  provision  whereby  different  kinds  of 
wooden  baskets  should  be  classified  differently. 
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Accordiiig  to  this  view  the  iinportation  is  m(»re  specifically  described  as  baskets  of 
wood  J  and  the  protest  should  have  been  sustained. 

This  conclusion  makes  it  unnecessarv  to  consider  the  question  of  practice  raised 
in  relation  to  the  rehearing  had  by  the  board  without  notice  to  the  appelhuits. 

The  decision  of  the  boara  is  therefore  reversed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Smi^  Barbw,  and  Do  Viies,  judges,  concur.

Hunt,  Judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  merchandise  involved  in  this  case  consists  of  dried  fish.  i>acked  in  1-pound 
paper  packages,  sealed,  and  ready  for  aole,  such  sealed  packages  being  in  turn  packed 
in  wooden  packing  boxes  or  cases,  and  thus  imported  mto  the  United  States. 

The  merchandise  was  classified  and  assessed  for  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  for 
the  collection  district  of  Puset  Sound,  Wash.,  at  30  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  268  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  as  fish  in  packages  containing  less  tnan 
one-half  barrel,  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  said  act.  The  importers,  claiming 
that  the  merchandise  was  liable  to  duty  under  paragraph  261  of  said  act  at  the  rate  of 
three-foinrths  of  1  cent  per  pound,  appealed  to  the  United  States  Board  of  General 
Appraisers.  The  board  reversed  tne  collector's  decision.  The  Government  then  ap- 
pealed to  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  the  northern  division  of  the  west^n  dis- 
trict of  the  State  of  Wadiiington,  where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers 
was  sustained.    From  the  decision  of  the  circuit  court  the  Government  has  aj>pealed. 

Paragraph  268  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  imder  which  the  Government  claims  duty 
should  DO  levied,  reads  as  follows: 

*^  Fish  known  or  labeled  as  anchovies,  sardines,  sprats,  brislines,  sardels,'  or  sardellen, 
packed  in  oil  or  otherwise,  in  bottles,  jars,  tin  boxes  or  cans^  jiall  be  dutiable  as  fol- 
lows: When  in  packages  containing  seven  and  one-half  cubic  inches  or  less,  one  and 
one-half  cents  per  bottle,  jar,  box,  or  can*  containing  more  than  seven  ana  one-half 
and  not  more  than  twenty-one  cubic  inches,  two  and  one-half  cents  per  bottle,  iar, 
box,  or  can;  containing  more  than  twenty-one  and  not  more  than  thirty-three  cubic 
inches,  five  cents  per  tattle,  jar,  box,  or  can;  containing  more  than  thirty-three  and 
not  more  than  seventy  cubic  mches,  ten  cents  per  bottle,  jar,  box,  or  can;  if  in  other 
packages,  forty  per  centum  ad  valorem.  All  other  fish  (except  shellfish)  in  tin  pack- 
ages, thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem;  fish  in  packa^  containing  less  than  one-half 
barrel  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

Paramiph  261,  which  is  that  applied  by  the  circuit  court,  is  also  quoted: 

"Fisn,  nesh,  smoked,  dried,  salted,  pickled,  frozen,  packed  in  ice  or  otherwise  pre- 
pared for  preservation,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  three-fourths  of  one 
cent  per  pound;  fish,  skinned  or  boned,  one  and  one-fourth  cents  per  pound;  mack- 
erel, halibut,  or  salmon,  fresh,  pickled,  or  salted,  one  cent  per  pound." 
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We  must  inquire  wliether  for  the  purposes  of  levying  duty  upon  the  importation 
the  '^package'^^upon  which  duty  is  levied  is  the  wooden  box  containing  the  1-pound 
packages  of  fidi,  which  is  more  than  one-half  barrel  capacity,  or  whether  it  is  the 
1-pound  paper  package,  a  number  of  which  XMkckages  are  packed  together  in  the  box 
or  case. 

We  wiU  first  refer  to  the  contention  of  the  (Government  tbat  *' neither  the  board  nor 
the  court  below  made  a  finding  of  fact  that  the  fish  were  in  original  packaj^es  containing 
more  than  one-half  barrel,  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  sustain  such  a  finding." 

The  deputy  collector  of  customs  at  Port  Townsend  testified  that  Uie  merchandise  ia 
a  small  fisn,  the  product  of  Japan,  known  as  "iriko, "  and  that  it  is  imported  in  packages 
such  as  the  exhibit  which  he  produced  in  court,  containing  practically  1  pound  each. 
The  witness  said: 

"The  collector  classified  iJne  goods  as  fish  in  packages  of  less  than  one-half  barrel 
under  paragraph  258,  and  the  board's  decision  held  them  dutiable  as  fish  in  com- 
partment packages.  An  appeal  was  taken  by  the  department,  contending  that  the 
fish  are  in  packages  of  less  than  one-half  barrel,  from  the  fact  that  they  are  packed 
in  1-pound  paper  packages,  sealed,  and  are  sold  from  shelves  by  retailers  in  the  con- 
dition as  imported;  «  «  «;  that  the  paper  packages  are  packed  from  100  to  110 
packages  to  a  case — ^in  a  wooden  box;    *    *    *." 

It  would  seem  from  this  testimony  that  the  circuit  court  had  before  it  sufficient 
evidence  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  100  to  110  pound  i>aper  packages  of  fish  required 
a  box  or  case  to  contain  them  of  a  capacity  more  than  one-half  barrel. 

We  now  pass  to  the  ai]B^ument  of  counsel  for  the  United  States,  that  ''the  package 
the  size  of  which  determines  the  classification  is  the  immediate  container,  ana  not  the 
outside  packing  case."  This  aigument  is  undoubtedly  sound,  where  the  focts  are 
that  the  merchandise  is  packed  in  separate  and  substantial  packages  or  tin  cans,  which 
in  themselves  become  outside  containers,  and  where  such  containers  are  merely 
fastened  together  in  an  outside  box  or  container  in  such  a  way  that  when  the  principu 
outside  container  is  broken  the  smaller  inside  packages  are  detached  from  one  another. 
Such  a  case  was  that  of  the  protest  of  R.  M.  Kelley,  G.  A.  6166  (T.  D.  26769). 

There,  four  boxes,  each  containing  25  pounds  of  smelts,  were  placed  end  to  end  and 
secured  together  by  nailing  a  board  along  the  tops  and  another  board  along  the  bottoms 
of  the  boxes,  so  that  by  merely  sawing  througn  the  top  and  bottom  IxMirds  in  three 
places  the  four  boxes  would  be  detached.  It  was  said  tnat ''  the  fish  in  Question  were 
packed  in  packages  containing  less  than  one-half  barrel,  and  that  they  aid  not  cease 
to  be  so  packed  when  these  packages  were  fastened  together  by  boards  running  along 
their  tops  and  bottoms. ' '  It  was  also  held  that  the  method  of  paclonj^  was  to  eecapehigfaer 
duty.  The  merchandise  was  therefore  classified  under  the  provision  in  pan^raph  258« 
tariff  act  of  1897^  for  ''fish  in  packages  containing  lees  than  one-half  barrel." 

We  find  no  senous  claim  in  the  present  instance  that  the  pound  packages  of  fish  were 
packed  in  the  wooden  box  or  case  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  payment  of  a  higher 
duty,  or  that  the  manner  of  packing  showed  a  clever  subterfuge  on  the  part  of  the 
importers  to  escape  the  payment  of  a  higher  duty. 

Another  case  to  be  distin^ished  is  that  of  the  protest  of  John  R.  Fulton  &  Co., 
G.  A.  4743  (T.  D.  22414).  The  merchandise  involved  in  that  case  was  dried  fish, 
imported  in  tin  boxes  packed  in  turn  in  a  wooden  box,  the  object  of  the  tin  package 
bemg  hermetically  to  seal  the  contents  against  atmospheric  influences,  the  object  of  the 
wooden  covering  being  to  mske  the  whole  safely  transportable.  The  United  States 
Board  of  General  Appraisers  held  that — 

"The  merchandise  is  undoubtedly  packed  in  tin  packages  within  the  meaning  of 
the  provision;  otherwise  it  would  be  possible  to  absolutely  avoid  it  by  placing  &ich 
tinpackage  inside  of  a  wooden  or  other  covering." 

Tne  board  also  stated  as  follows: 

"Congress,  as  was  said  by  Lacombe,  J.,  in  the  case  of  In  re  Johnson  (56  Fed.  Rep., 
822),  apparently  intended  'not  so  much  to  lay  the  duty  on  fish,  but  to  lay  the  duty 
upon  the  tin  cans  that  brought  the  fish  in,'  and  it  follows  that  tnis  merchandise  must 
be  classified  as  fish  in  tin  packages." 

Duty  was  assessed  in  the  Fulton  case,  therefore,  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
258  of  the  act  of  1897.  This  case  is  not  directlv  in  point,  for  the  fish  in  the  Fuhon  case 
were  packed  in  tins  as  an  inside  covering,  while  in  the  present  case  the  initial  covering 
is  paper.  And  it  hardly  seems  possible  that  Congress  intended  to  lay  a  duty  on  the 
paper  in  which  the  fish  were  wrapped  or  to  regard  it  as  in  itself  a  container  or  package. 

In  the  case  of  In  re  Johnson  (56  red.  Rep.,  822),  cited  in  the  Fulton  case,  supra,  tde 
merchandise  consisted  of  various  kinds  of  herrinjg,  packed  in  hermetically  sealed  tin 
cans.  The  court  held  the  merchandise  dutiable  under  Schedule  G,  paragraph  295, 
of  the  tariff  act  of  October  1,  1890,  as  "fidi  in  cans  or  packages  made  of  tin,"  at  30  p^ 
cent  ad  valorem,  and  not  as  "fidi,  smoked,  dried,  salted,  pickled,  frosen,  packed  in 
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ice,  oroUierwise  prepared  for  preeervation,"  under  paragraph  293  of  said  schedule  and 
tars  act,  or  as  "herrings,  pickled  or  salted,"  or  as  "herrings,  fresh."    The  court  said: 

"♦  ♦  ♦  There  should  be  laid  a  duty  of  30  per  cent  ad  valorem,  ♦  ♦  *  the 
apparent  intent  being  not  so  much  to  lay  the  duty  upon  fish,  but  to  lay  a  duty  upon 
tbe  tin  can  that  brought  the  fish  in,    *    *    *." 

The  Government  also  cites  the  case  of  Kauffmann  Brothers  v.  United  States  (99 
Fed.  Rep.,  430),  in  which  ficdi  in  tins,  pickled  with  vin^ar,  and  known  as  "Bismarck 
herrings, "  were  held  to  be  dutiable  under  para^i>h  258  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  under 
the  provision  for  "all  other  fish  except  shellfish,  in  tin  packages,"  at  30  per  cent  ad 
valorem^  and  not  as  "pickled  herrings,"  at  one-naif  of  1  cent  per  pound.  The  court 
there  said: 

"*  *  *  I  think  Congress  intended,  by  the  provision  for  a  duly  of  30  per  cent  on 
'all  other  fish,  in  tin  packages,'  to  provide  that  any  fish  importea  in  sucn  packaffes 
should  pay  the  duty  of  30  per  cent,  irrespective  of  the  kind  of  fish  therein.  As  Judze 
Lacombe  says  in  the  Johnson  case,  'the  apparent  intention  is  not  so  much  to  lay  the 
dutv  on  fifih,  but  to  lay  the  duty  upon  the  tin  cans  that  brought  the  fish  in.' " 

Tliat  case  may  also  be  distinguisned  from  the  one  under  consideration,  as  has  been 
the  Fulton  case,  supra.  There  being  a  specific  provision  for  "all  other  fish,  in  tin 
packages, "  the  court  properly  held  thuat  fisn  in  tin  packages  were  dutiable  thereunder: 
but  as  already  said,  we  must  not  lose  thought  that  in  the  present  case  the  fish  are  wrapped 
in  paper  packages,  and  that  no  language  of  the  act  of  1897  specifically  covers  fish  so 
contamea. 

Counsel  for  the  Government  assert  that  Congress  by  the  words  "packages  containing 
less  than  one-half  barrel,"  in  paragraph  258,  intended  to  describe  the  immediate  con- 
tainer of  Uie  small  retail  size  because  of  the  language  of  the  other  clauses  of  that  para- 
graph. This  argument  must  be  based  upon  the  ground  that  the  use  of  the  words 
''bottle,  jar,  box  or  can,"  which  occur  in  section  258  (quoted  in  full,  supra),  indicates 
that  the  correct  rule  is  to  construe  a  package  to  be  the  small  paper  parcel  or  container 
which  is  put  into  the  laige  container.  But  the  doctrine  of  noscitur  a  sodis  must  give 
way  to  the  belief  that  in  the  use  of  the  specific  word  "package"  Congress  meant  to 

Siovide  specially  for  fish  in  packages  as  a  "package  "  had  been  regarded  prior  to  the 
ate  of  the  enactment  of  the  taiiff  law  of  1897.  Looking  into  what  constitutes  a  pack- 
age in  commerce,  as  between  foreign  lands  and  ours,  we  find  that  it  is  the  unit  trana- 
X>orted  from  the  coimtry  of  export  to  the  United  States.  In  an  opinion  of  marked 
abili^  (Guckenheimer  et al.  v.  Sellers  et  al.,  81  Fed.  Rep.,  997),  Jud^  Simonton  said: 
"The  Federal  cases  are  few  in  number.  Judge  Hall,  of  the  district  of  Mississippi, 
held.  In  re  Harmon  (43  Fed.  Rep.,  372),  that  when  bottles  of  whisky  were  put  m  a 
wooden  box,  and  so  imported,  the  box,  and  not  the  bottles,  was  the  original  package. 
The  circuit  court  of  appeals  of  the  seventh  circuit,  in  United  States  v.  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-two  Packages  of  Spirituous  Liquors  and  Wines  (22  C.  C.  A.,  228;  76  Fed. 
Kep.,  364),  discuss  the  meaning  of  the  word  'package,'  as  used  in  section  3449,  Re- 
vised Statutes,  United  States:  "The  term  "package"  means  every  box,  barrel,  or  other 
receptacle  into  which  distilled  spirits  have  been  placed  for  shipment  or  removal,  either 
IB  (quantity  or  in  separate  small  packages,  as  bottles  or  ju^.  *  *  *  *  The  importer 
decides  for  himself  the  size  and  form  of  the  package  which  he  seeks  to  import.  He 
puts  it  up  in  the  shape  in  which  he  wishes  to  import  it,  gives  it  the  initial  steps  which 
put  it  in  transit,  and  so  makes  it  the  subject  of  interstate  commerce.  'The  original 
package  was  and  is  the  {mckage  as  it  existed  at  the  time  of  its  transportation  from  one 
State  to  another.'  State  v.  Winters  (Eans.  Sup.)^  25  Pac..  237.  'An  original  package 
IB  a  bundle  put  up  for  transportation  or  commercial  handling,  and  usually  consists  of 
a  number  of^ things  bound  together,  convenient  for  handling  and  conveyance.'  State 
V.  Board  of  Astessors  (La.)  15  South.,  10. 

"Considering  all  these  cases  and  the  others  Quoted  in  aigument,  it  appears  that  the 
original  package  is  the  package  delivered  by  me  importer  to  the  carrier  at  the  initial 
place  of  shipment,  in  the  exact  condition  in  which  it  was  shipped .  If  in  single  bottles, 
shipped  singly,  or  if  in  packages  of  three  or  more  securely  fastened  together  ana 
marked,  or  if  m  a  box,  barrel,  crate,  or  other  receptacle,  the  single  bottle,  in  the  one 
instance,  the  three  or  more  bottles,  in  another  instance,  the  barrel,  box.  crate,  or  other 
receptacle,  respectively,  constitute  the  original  package.  If  sold  or  deliverea,  it  must 
be  sold  or  dehvered  as  shipx>ed  and  received.  If  the  package  be  broken  after  such 
delivery,  it  comes  within  tne  police  regulations  of  the  State,  and  any  sale  or  delivery 
in  such  case  is  unlawful." 

See  also  Leisy  v.  Hardin  (135  U.  S.,  110);  CommcA wealth  v.  Sdiollenbezger  (27  Atl. 
Bep.,  Pa.,  30);  Haley  v.  State  (60  N.  W^  Nebr.,  362). 
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These  decisions  sustain  what  seems  to  us  to  be  the  more  reasonable  view  imder  the 
evidence,  namely,  that  the  box  in  which  the  fish  were  packed  for  transportation  prop- 
erly constituted  the  package  by  which  classification  was  made. 

There  is  also  some  support  for  this  construction  in  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Gen- 
eral Appraisers  in  the  matter  of  William  Rueff  G.  A.  6531  (T.  D.  27871).  The  point 
considered  in  Rueff  *s  case  turned  upon  what  constituted  a  package  imder  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  296  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  which  reads  as  follows: 

<««  «  «  Wines,  cordials,  brandy,  and  other  spirituous  liquors,  including  bitters 
of  all  kinds,  and  bay  rum  or  bay  water,  imported  in  bottles  or  jum,  shall  be  packed 
in  packages  containing  not  less  than  1  dozen  bottles  or  jugs  in  eada  package,  or  duty 
shall  be  paid  as  if  such  package  contained  at  least  1  dozen  bottles  or  ju^    *    *    *." 

The  merchandise  consisted  of  4  cases  of  French  brandy,  each  contaming  6  auart 
bottles,  all  tied  togettier  in  one  package  by  a  strap,  making  24  quart  bottles  inclosed 
in  one  strap.  It  was  held  that  the  merchandise  was  a  single  package,  and  that  the 
brandy  was  dutiable  according  to  the  number  of  gallons  contained  in  the  package. 

Without  extending  the  discussion,  our  conclusion  is  that  it  was  intended  that  fish 
in  packages,  as  included  in  the  statute,  are  fish  put  up  in  separate  containers,  suitable 
in  themselves  as  containers,  and  not,  as  in  the  case  before  us,  fish  in  paper  bundles, 
the  bundles  being  put  into  large  wooden  boxes  or  cases,  which  we  think  are  more  prop- 
erly dutiable  under  the  provisions  of  section  261,  heretofore  quoted. 

The  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  is  afiirmed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Smith,  Barber,  and  De  Vries,  judges,  concur. 


Exhibit  4.— (T.  D.  Slb96y— Cylindrical  iron  drums. 

United  States  v,  Braun  Chemical  Co.  (No.  661). 

Otundrical  Iron  Drums  CoNTAiNma  Chemical  Salts. — ^Where  the  containen  are 
cylindrical  iron  drums  that  it  is  necessary  to  cut  into  two  parts  in  order  to  remove 
tneir  contents,  and  when  so  cut  in  two  appear  to  have  no  value  and  do  not  enter 
into  or  become  a  part  of  the  merchandise  of  this  country  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, they  are  not  dutiable  under  paragraph  151,  tariff  act  of  1909.  as  cylindrical 
or  tubular  tanks  or  vessels  for  containing  purposes  and  separately  from  their  con- 
tents, but  rather  as  usual  containers  possessing  no  value  apart  from  their  contents, 
and  their  value  should  be  assessed  along  witn  the  contamed  merchandise  at  ad 
valorem  rates  under  paragraph  3,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  18, 
section  28,  tariff  act  of  1909.— United  States  v.  Marx  &  Rawolle  (T.  D.  31210) 
distinguished. 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  May  10,  1911. 

Appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers,  Abstract 
24523  (T.  D.  31182). 

[Decision  affirmed.]

Before  Montgomery,  Smith,  Barber,  De  Vries,  and  Martm,  judges. 

Barber,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  merchandise  imported  in  this  case  was  chloride  of  magnesium,  referred  to  as 
chemical  salts,  contained  in  cylindrical  iron  drums,  31}  inches  h%h  and  22  inches  in 
diameter.  These  drums  were  assessed  for  duty  at  30  per  cent  ad  valorem  imder  that 
part  of  pars^ph  151  of  the  tariff  act  of  August  5,  1909,  relating  to  **  cylindrical  or 
tubular  tanks  or  vessels  for  holding  gas,  liquids,  or  other  material,  whether  full  or 
empty." 

The  protest  claimed  them  to  be  usual  containers  and  that  their  value  should  be 
included  in  the  value  of  the  merchandise  contained  therein,  which  it  appears  was 
dutiable  at  ad  valorem  rates  under  paragraph  3  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909.  No  question 
is  made  that  the  contents  of  these  drums  were  not  properly  classified  for  duty. 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  sustained  the  protest  from  which  the  United 
States  appealed,  and  the  only  issue  here  is  wheUier  these  containers  are  dutiable 
under  the  quoted  portion  of  paragraph  151  or  whether  they  are  dutiable  as  usual 
coverings  at  the  same  ad  valorem  rate  as  their  contents,  pursuant  to  ^e  provisions 
of  subsection  18  of  section  28  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909. 
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The  Board  of  General  Appraiaers,  in  sustaining  the  protest,  followed  their  own 
decision  in  the  Marx  &  Rawolle  case  (T.  D.  30644),  whicn  was  reversed  in  this  court 
in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Marx  &  Rawolle.    (1  Ct.  Oust.  Appls.,—;  T.  D.  31210.) 

The  importer  submits  neither  brief  nor  oral  argument  in  this  coiu-t. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence,  and  we  assume  the  facts  tQ  be,  in  addition  to  those 
already  stated,  that  the  value  of  the  contents  of  each  container  is  2.85  marks,  but 
the  monetary  value  of  a  mark  does  not  appear;  that  the  value  of  each  container  is 
about  96  cents;  that  these  dnmis  weigh  less  than  20  pounds  each;  that  they  i^e  cylin- 
drical in  fihape;  that  the  chemical  salts  contained  therein,  which  are  a  natural  product, 
are  heated  and  poured  into  the  drums  through  a  cap  about  6  inches  in  diameter;  that 
thereafter  the  contents  solidify;  that  the  onty  way  of  removing  the  same  from  the 
drum  is  by  cutting  it  in  two,  but  at  what  point  or  in  what  manner  does  not  appear; 
and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  remove  the  contents  by  heating  the  same  aind  the  drum, 
because  the  heat  would  cause  the  drum  to  come  apart. 

The  evidence  does  not  disclose  that  these  drums  i^e  ever  used  for  any  purpose 
after  their  contents  are  removed,  or  in  anywise  become  the  subject  of  sale,  or  enter 
into  the  commerce  of  this  country  in  competition  with  similar  articles  made  here,  or 
with  the  material  from  which  they  are  ms^e. 

By  inference,  at  least,  the  boaid  found  that  they  were  the  usual  coverings  or  con- 
tainers, and  while  the  evidence  is  meager  on  this  point,  it  is  all  one  way,  and  we 
think  on  the  whole  it  warrants  such  a  conclusion. 

The  main  contention  of  the  United  States  is  that  the  decision  of  the  board  in  the 
Marx  &  Rawolle  case,  having  been  reserved  in  this  court,  it  follows  that  reversal 
should  likewise  be  had  in  this  case. 

We  think  it  is  unnecessary,  in  view  of  our  decision  in  the  case  of  United  States  v, 
Garramone  (T.  D.  31577),  in  which  opinion  is  filed  condurently  herewith,  to  enter 
upon  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  principles  involved;  but  that  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  dmms  in  this  case  appear  to  be  the  usual  containers  of  the  imported  mer- 
chandise, the  character  and  use  of  which  as  such  containers  is  ended  when  the  con- 
tents are  removed  therefrom;  that  thereafter  such  drums  do  not  appear  to  be  devoted 
to  any  useful  purpose,  or  to  be  adapted  thereto,  or  to  have  any  value,  or  to  enter  into 
or  become  a  part  of  the  merchandise  of  this  country  for  any  purpose.  From  the  fact 
that  when  subjected  to  heat  they  come  apart  it  would  seem  that  they  were  not  of 
durable  construction.  They  are,  therefore,  clearly  distinguishable  from  the  con- 
tainers involved  in  the  Marx  &  Rawolle  case,  and  although  laiger  iiT  size,  fall  within 
the  classification  of  the  containers  involved  in  the  Grarramone  case. 

The  result  is  that  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  is  affirmed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Smith,  De  Vries,  and  Martin  concur. 


ExHiBrr  6.— (T.  D.  S20d7.}—Tamarind8. 

United  States  v.  John  Duncan's  Sons  et  al.  (No.  733). 

Tamarinds,  Packed  in  Molasses. — It  appears  that  "tamarinds"  as  a  commer- 
cial designation  has  been  accepted  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  administration 
of  our  tariff  laws,  and  having  been  iocorporated  in  the  tariff  act  of  1909,  it  is  to  be 
inferred  the  interpretation  so  established  was  there  adhered  to.  The  addition 
of  the  words  "packed  in  molasses"  will  not  suffice  to  change  the  classification. 
The  importation  was  entitled  to  free  entry.

Mont^mery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

This  importation  consisted  of  tamarind  fruit,  to  which  molasses  had  been  added, 

imported  in  barrels.    It  was  returned  for  duty  at  1  cent  per  pound  and  35  per  cent 

ad  valorem  under  paragraph  274  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909,  the  relevant  part  of  which  is 

as  follows: 

«<«    »    «    OomfitB,  sweetmeats,  and  fruits  of  all  kinds  preserved  or  packed  in 

sugar,  or  having  sugar  added  thereto,  or  preserved  or  packed  in  molasses,  spirits,  or 

their  own  juices    ♦    *    *." 
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On  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Creneral  Appraisers  the  importation  was  admitted  free 
under  the  provision  of  the  free  list,  paragraph  688,  as  tamarinds.  The  Government 
appeals  from  this  decision. 

It  is  contended  that  this  fruit  is  not  tamarinds  in  its  natural  state,  as  it  appears  that 
the  pod  or  shell  has  been  removed.  It  appears,  however,  from  the  testimony  of  the 
importer's  witnesses  that  the  importation  in  question  is  the  tamarinds  known  to 
commerce,  and  has  been  imported  in  the  manner  in  which  this  was  imported  for 
many  years,  one  of  the  importer's  witnesses  having  had  .an  experience  oi  30  yeara, 
and  indeed  none  of  the  witnesses  in  the  case  instances  the  importation  of  tamarinds 
in  any  other  condition,  except  small  importations  in  its  green  state,  which  we  herein- 
after refer  to.  While  the  record  is  not  very  clear,  the  inference  is  strong  that  the 
sugar  contents  of  this  fruit  are  what  give  it  its  value  for  medicinal  and  other  purpoees, 
and  this  is  preserved  in  the  present  importation.  It  is  a  product  sold  mainly  to.  the 
drug  trade. 

A  somewhat  analogous  question  has  arisen  with  reference  to  the  free-list  provision 
for  shrimps  and  other  shellfidi,  and  it  has  been  held  that  the  removal  of  such  shellfish 
from  their  shells,  and  even  cooking  and  preparing  them  for  use,  does  not  take  them 
out  of  the  free  list  and  place  them  under  the  other  provisions  of  the  tariff  law.  (See 
In  re  Wyman  &  Co.,  G.  A.  6503  (T.  D.  27791),  and  In  re  protest  of  Doyen,  G.  A.  6052 
(T.  D.  26387).) 

But  we  think  the  case  need  not  be  rested  on  analogy.  As  before  stated,  the  proof 
discloses  that  importations  of  tamarinds  in  this  form  hjEive  been  made  for  many  years, 
and  that  they  constitute  the  commodity  known  commercially  as  tamarinds. 

The  Government  introduced  witnesses  to  show  the  chemical  anal^rsis  of  green 
tamarinds,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  testimony  as  to  commercial  designation  two 
inspectors  were  examined.  The  first  inspector  called  by  the  importer  testified  that 
the  goods  in  question  here  were  tamarinds.  But  he  also  testified,  on  cross-examina- 
tion, that  he  nad  seen  tamarinds  in  other  condition,  namely,  fresh  in  the  pod,  and 
that  such  tamarinds  had  been  received  at  the  port  of  New  York.  The  question  of 
how  numerous  were  the  importations  was  not  gone  into  by  this  witness,  but  the  Gov- 
ernment later  called  another  examiner  of  merchandise  at  the  port  of  New  York  and 
introduced  evidence  showing  that  tamarinds  in  the  green  state  had  been  imported. 
He  testified  that  they  were  imported  in  baskets  and  that  he  had  had  four  years  expe- 
rience, during  which  time  two  importations  of  green  tamarinds  had  been  passed  on 
by  him.  When  asked  in  what  quantity  green  tamarinds  had  been  imported,  he 
replied,  "Small  quantities — a  couple  of  baskets,"  and  further  testified  tnat  a  small 
percentage  of  the  importation  of  tamarinds  came  green.  This  testimony  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  overcome  tne  testimony,  of  the  import^'s  witnesses  that  the  tamarinds, 
such  as  was  introduced  in  this  importation,  is  the  article  of  commerce,  and  this  view 
is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  tamarinds  in  molasses  is  not  a  new  article  of  com- 
merce. 

Tamarinds  were  mentioned  in  the  free  list  in  1872  and  again  in  1883,  apparently 
omitted  in  1890  and  1894,  but  reintroduced  in  the  free  list  in  1897  and  continued  in 
1909.  As  earl^  as  January,  1883,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  submitted  to 
him  the  question  of  whether  tamarinds,  which  prior  to  being  packed  in  barrels  had 
a  quantity  of  crude  molasses  poured  over  them  to  keep  them  fresh  durmg  the  voyage, 
were  classifiable  under  the  provision  for  fruit  preserved  in  molasses.  Tne  Secretary, 
in  his  statement  of  the  case  (T.  D.  5552),  said: 

"The  appraiser  states,  however,  that  the  tamarinds  underwent  no  process  of  preser- 
vation in  tne  sense  in  which  that  word  is  usually  understood  when  applied  to  pre- 
served fruits,  and  that  95  per  cent  of  the  tamarinds  imported  prior  to  tne  time  wnen 
they  were  placed  on  the  free  list  were  preserved  in  the  same  manner  as  those  embraced 
in  this  appeal,  and  that  they  constituted  then,  as  they  do  now,  the  tamarinds  of 
commerce. 

"Tamarinds  being  exempted  by  law  from  duty,  and  the  merchandise  in  question 
being  tamarinds  in  the  condition  m  which  usually  imported,  they  are  free  imder  the 
statute." 

The  word  "tamarinds"  having  been,  after  this  declaration  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, introduced  in  the  act  of  1883  and  a^ain  in  the  act  of  1897  and  in  1909,  the  pre- 
sumption is  very  strong  that  it  is  this  article  of  tamarinds  which  Congress  sought  to 
exempt.    It  is  the  tamarinds  of  commerce. 

Cases  cited  in  which  a  reduction  of  fruits  to  pulp,  such  as  date  paste  or  cakes  of 
nuts,  had  so  changed  the  identity  of  the  original  articles  as  to  place  them  under  differ- 
ent classifications  are  not  of  much  value  in  determining  the  question  here  presented, 
for  we  have  here  strong  evidence  that  the  tamarinds  of  commerce  are  tamannds 
imported,  as  were  those  in  the  present  case.  The  general  rule  that  an  eo  nomine 
designation  is  controlling  as  against  a  mere  general  provision  is  recognized.    But  it  is 
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claimed  on  the  authority  of  Brennan  v.  United  States  (136  Fed.  Rep.,  743),  United 
States  V.  Reiss  (136  Fed.  Rep.,  741),  and  Rich  v.  United  States  (61  Fed.  Rep.,  601) 
that  this  nile  is  not  unyielding,  but  that  the  real  purpose  should  be  to  gatner  the 
intent  of  Congress  from  the  enactment.  This  is  a  correct  statement  of  the  law;  but 
we  think  it  does  not  militate  against  the  position  of  the  importers  in  the  present  case. 

In  De  Forest  v.  Lawrence  (13  How.,  274)  the  question  involved  was  whether  sheep- 
skins were  dutiable  as  raw  hides  and  skins  of  all  kinds,  whether  dry,  salted,  or 
pickled.    After  reviewing  the  tariff  acts  upon  the  subject  tiie  court  said : 

"The  article  (sheepskins  with  the  wool  on)  has  never  been  classed  in  any  of  the 
tariff  acts  under  the  designation  of  skins;  but  has  been  chaiged  always,  since  it  came 
under  the  notice  of  these  acts,  with  a  specific  duty.  It  has  oeen  thus  chaiged,  siuce 
the  act  of  1828  down  to  the  present  act,  a  period  of  18  years.  And,  although  it  has 
been  invoiced,  and  is  known  m  trade  and  commerce,  by  the  designation  of  sheepskin 
raw,  and  dried,  and  mav,  generally  speaking,  be  properly  ranged  under  the  denom- 
ination of  skins,  as  a  class;  yet,  having  a  known  designation  in  the  revenue  acts, 
distinct  from  the  general  class  to  which  it  might  otherwise  be  assigned,  we  must 
regard  the  article  in  the  light  in  which  it  is  viewed  by  these  acts,  rather  than  in  trade 
and  commerce.  For,  when  Congress,  in  legislating  on  the  subject  of  duties,  has 
described  an  article  so  as  to  identify  it  by  a  given  designation  for  revenue  purposes, 
and  this  has  been  so  long  continued  as  to  impress  on  it  a  particular  designation  as  an 
article  of  import,  then  it  must  be  treated  as  a  distinct  article,  whether  there  be  evi- 
dence that  is  so  known  in  commerce  or  not.  It  must  be  taken  as  thus  known  in  the 
sense  of  the  revenue  laws,  by  reason  of  the  legal  designation  given  to  it,  and  by  which 
it  has  been  known  and  practiced  on  at  the  customhouse." 

If  this  language  be  applied  to  the  present  importation,  there  can  be  but  one  con- 
clusion reached  as  to  the  intent  of  Congress  in  the  employment  of  the  word  "tama- 
rinds" since  1883.  It  has  been  the  rule  of  interpretation  annoxmced  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  and  continued  through  three  different  tariff  acts  that  tamarinds 
included  an  article  other  than  fresh  tamarinds,  and  when  that  word  is  employed  in 
the  free  list  it  refers  to  the  tamarinds  of  commerce.  We  can  not  conceive  that  it  was 
the  purpose  of  Congr^  to  depart  from  this  long-continued  designation  of  tamarinds, 
nor  do  we  think  that  it  should  be  excluded  from  the  free  list  by  any  uncertain  enact- 
ment. Indeed  this  rule  is  conceded  by  Government's  counsel,  and  it  is  admitted 
that  the  rule  is  settled  that  Congress,  in  reenacting  successive  tariff  acts  containing 
the  same  provision,  must  be  understood  to  have  so  legislated  in  the  light  of  depart- 
mental construction  or  construction  given  to  such  language  by  the  courts,  citing 
United  States  v.  Proctor  (145  Fed.  Rep.,  126). 

But  it  is  claimed  that  as  the  words  "packed  in  molasses"  have  been  added  to  the 
preserved-fruit  paramph  of  the  present  act,  phraseology  which  had  not  appeared 
in  any  previous  tariff  law,  the  co\^  is  called  upon  to  determine  which  is  the  proper 
classification,  and  it  is  said  in  this  connection  that  there  is  evidence  in  the  record 
that  tamarinds,  fresh  in  the  pod,  are  now  the  subject  of  importation  and  of  commercial 
transactions.  As  we  have  pointed  out,  the  commercial  transactions  in  fresh  tamarinds 
are  very  limited  indeed,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  case  would  not  fall  in  this 
aspect  within  the  ruling  of  this  court  m  United  States  v.  Rosenstein  (1  Ct.  Cust.  Appls., 
304).  But  whether  it  does  or  not,  the  history  of  the  meaning  which  has  been  given 
in  the  previous  tariff  acts  and  by  departmental  construction  for  many  years  leads  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  word  "tamarinds''  in  the  free  list  is  used  in  a  sense  sufScientiy 
comprehensive  to  cover  the  importation  in  question.  While  it  is  true  that  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  274  are  broadened  by  the  addition  of  the  new  words  "preserved 
or  packed  in  molasses,"  this  fact  does  not  operate  to  bring  within  its  provisions  an 
importation  which  in  terms  is  made  free  in  the  free  list.  It  would  not  be  material 
under  what  provision  of  the  tariff  law  the  claim  of  free  entry  was  asserted.  If  tama- 
rinds such  as  those  involved  were  not  the  tamarinds  of  commerce,  they  would  have 
been  dutiable  under  previous  statutes  under  the  catch-ail  clause .  The  long-continued 
usage  of  the  Treasury  Department  went  further  than  to  exclude  the  importation  from 
the  comfit  and  sweetmeats  section,  but  affirmatively  established  that  they  were 
entiUed  to  entry  under  the  free  list. 

The  Board  of  (General  Appraisers  reached  the  conect  result,  and  the  decisbn  is 
affirmed.

Ambrioan  Smeltino  &  Rbfinino  Co.  v,  Unitbd  Statbs  (No.  590). 

By-Produot  of  Lead  Buluon  Rbfinbd  in  Bonded  Wabehouse.-:- 

Roughly  smelted  lead  bullion,  imported  and  deposited  in  the  bonded  smelting 
warehouse  of  the  importer,  later  refined,  precious  metals  and  a  percentage  of 
refined  lead  being  extracted  and  leaving  a  by-product  of  lead,  antimonv,  and  other 
substances:  this  by-product  is  not  to  be  deemed  bullion,  but  type  metal,  and  when 
this  is  withdrawn  trom  the  bonded  warehouse  for  domestic  consiunption  it  is 
dutiable  under  paragraph  191,  tariff  act  of  1909.

Smith,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

Certain  lead  bullion  was  imported  at  the  port  of  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  and  was 
0ubBe<iuently  smelted  and  refined  under  bond.  A  lead  product  resulting  from  the 
smelting  and  refining  was  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption  and  was  assessed  for 
duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  as  lead  bullion  at  2^  cents  per  pound  under  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  182,  and  as  provided  in  section  24  of  the  tari£f  act  of  August  5, 1909, 
the  material  parts  of  which  paragraph  and  section  are  as  follows: 

'*182.  Lead  dross,  lead  bullion  or  base  bullion,  lead  in  pigs  and  bars,  lead  in  any 
form  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  old  refuse  1««1  run  into  blocks  and 
bars,  and  old  scrap  lead  fit  only  to  be  remanufactured;  all  the  foregoing,  two  and  one- 
eighth  cents  per  pound;    *    *    *." 

^'Sec.  24.  That  the  works  of  manu&u^turers  engaged  in  smelting  or  refining,  or  both, 
of  ores  and  crude  metals,  may  upon  the  giving  of  satisfotctory  bonds  be  desiniated  as 
bonded  smelting  warehouses.  Ores  or  crude  metals  may  be  removed  from  me  vessel 
or  other  vehicle  in  which  imported,  or  from  a  bonded  warehouse,  into  a  bonded  smelt- 
ing warehouse  without  the  payment  of  duties  thereon  and  there  smelted  or  refined, 
or  both,  together  with  other  ores  or  crude  metals  of  home  or  foreign  production:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  several  charges  against  such  bonds  may  be  canceled  upon  the  expNor- 
tation  or  delivery  to  a  bonded  manufetctiuing  warehouse,  established  under  section 
twenty-three  of  mis  act,  of  the  actual  amount  of  lead  produced  from  the  smelting  or 
refining,  or  both,  of  such  ores  or  crude  metals:  And  provided  further.  That  said  lead 
may  be  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption  or  transferred  to  a  oonded  customs 
warehouse  and  withdrawn  therefrom  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties  chargeable 
against  it  in  that  condition:  Provided  further.  That  all  labor  pjerformed  and  services 
rendered  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the 
customs,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
manufacturer:  Provided  further,  That  all  regulations  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

The  American  Smelting  &  Refining  Co.,  which  imported  and  refined  the  lead 
bullion,  protested  that  the  product  resulting  from  the  refining  of  said  bullion  was  not 
lead  bullion,  but  type  metal,  and  that  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  24,  it  was  dutiable  at  1)  cents  per  pound  on  the  lead  contained  therein,  as  pro- 
vided by  paragraph  191,  which  reads  as  follows: 

*'  191.  Type  metal,  one  and  one-half  cents  per  pound  on  the  lead  contained  therein; 
new  types  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  overruled  the  protest,  and  the  importers  appealed. 

From  the  report  of  the  collector  of  customs,  tne  testimony  in  the  case,  and  the 
findings  of  the  board,  it  appears  that  the  importation  was  one  of  crude  metal  in  the 
form  of  lead  bullion,  whicn  had  been  roughly  smelted  at  Monterey,  Mexico,  and 
shipped  from  Tampico,  Mexico,  to  the  United  States.  On  arrival  at  destination  the 
lead  DuUion  was  removed  to  the  bonded  smelting  warehouse  of  the  importers  without 
the  payment  of  duties  and  there  subjected  to  a  refining  process  whicn.  as  foimd  by 
the  Doard,  extracted  therefrom  the  precious  metals  and  a  percentage  of  refined  lead, 
leaving  a  residuum  or  by-product,  of  which,  on  the  average,  81  per  cent  was  lead,  17 
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I>er  cent  antimony,  and  2  per  cent  other  substances,  such  as  arsenic,  copper,  and 
silver.  This  residuum  or  by-product  was  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption,  and 
is  the  article  which  the  collector  classified  as  antimonial  lead  dutiable  at  2^  cents 
per  pound  under  paragraph  182,  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  section  24,  and  which 
the  board  decidea  was  dutiable  as  lead  bullion  at  the  same  rate  under  the  same  par- 
agraph and  section.  On  this  state  of  facts  there  is  but  one  question  presentee!  by 
this  appeal,  and  that  is,  What  construction  should  be  put  upon  section  24,  and  particu- 
larly upon  that  part  of  it  dealing  with  lead  withdrawn  for  domestic  consunijption? 
That  section  provides,  in  effect: 

First.  That  manufacturers  engaged  in  the  smelting  or  refining  of  ores  and  crude 
metals  may  secure  the  designation  of  their  works  as  bonded  smelting  warehouses  by 
giving  satisfactory  bonds. 

Second.  That  miported  ores  and  crude  metals  may  be  transferred  to  such  bonded 
smelting  warehouses  without  the  payment  of  duties  and  there  smelted  or  refined,  or 
both,  t(^ether  with  other  ores  or  crude  metals  of  home  or  forei^  production. 

Third.  That  the  several  charges  against  such  bonds  may  be  canceled  upon  the 
exportation  or  deliverv  to  a  bonaed  manufacturing  warehouse,  established  under  sec- 
tion 23  of  the  act,  of  the  actual  amount  of  lead  produced  from  the  smelting  or  refining, 
or  both,  of  such  ores  or  crude  metals. 

Fourth.  That  said  lead  may  be  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  duties  chargeable  against  it  in  that  condition. 

It  seems  to  us  that  mese  provisions  indicate  a  f&ii  degree  of  clearness  that  lead 
produced  in  bonded  smelting  warehouses  by  the  smelting  or  refining  of  imported  ores 
or  crude  metals  may  be  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption  upon  the  payment  of  the 
duties  chargeable  against  it  in  its  smelted  or  refined  condition.  Instead  of  making 
the  withdrawal  of  such  lead  dependent  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties  which  attached 
to  it  in  its  imported  condition  Congress  explicitly  provided  that  it  mi^ht  be  with- 
drawn on  the  parent  of  the  duties  chargeable  against  it  '*in  that  condition,"  that  is 
to  say,  the  condition  in  which  it  was  found  after  smelting  or  refining  or  both.  Now, 
what  was  the  smelted  or  refined  condition  of  the  lead  product  withdrawn  for  domestic 
consumption?  Was  it  a  lesA  bullion  or  a  base  bullion?  We  think  not — certainly  not  if 
bullion  IS  to  receive  its  definite  and  recognized  meaning.  The  term  "bullion "  means 
a  mixture  of  metals  of  which  gold  or  silver  or  both  are  constituent  parts,  and  if  used 
without  qualifving  words  signifies  in  this  country  a  mixture  of  gold  and  silver  in  the 
form  of  bars,  plates,  or  ingots.  Base  bullion  is  a  combination  of  a  base  metal  with  gold 
or  silver  or  hoih.  Lead  bullion  is  a  base  bullion  and  is  made  up  of  the  base  metal 
lead  and  gold  or  silver  or  both.  (Standard  Dictionary;  Century  Dictionary:  Notes 
on  Tariff  Revision,  par.  182.)  The  board  found  that  the  smelting  of  the  lead  bullion 
imported  resulted  in  the  extraction  from  it  of  the  gold  and  sUver  which  it  contained. 
What  was  left  after  smelting,  namely,  the  product  under  discussion,  could  not  there- 
fore have  contained  gold  or  silver,  certainly  not  in  an  appreciable  amount,  otherwise 
mention  one  or  both  of  these  precious  metals  would  have  been  made  in  the  report  of  the 
official  analysis.  Consequently  it  would  seem  that  the  product  withdrawn  for  domestic 
consumption  was  not  a  bullion  and  that  the  finding  oi  the  board  that  it  was  dutiable 
as  lead  oullion  or  base  bullion  was  not  warranted  by  its  status  at  the  time  of  with- 
drawal^ when  duties  became  chargeable  against  it  not  m  its  imported  but  in  its  smelted 
condition. 

According  to  the  chemical  analysis  the  article  assessed  for  dutjr  contains  on  the 
average  81  per  cent  of  lead  and  17  per  cent  of  antimony,  thus  accounting  for  98  per  cent 
of  the  component  materials,  leaving  2  per  cent  unaccounted  for,  which,  in  all  proba- 
bility, consists  of  negligible  quantities  of  other  metals,  such  as  arsenic,  copper,  and 
silver.  Such  a  mixture  of  lead  and  antimony,  even  if  it  contain  a  small  percentage  of 
arsenic,  copper,  and  silver,  is,  according  to  the  uncontradicted  testimony,  a  type 
metal.  If  it  falls  within  the  definition  of  type  metal  as  announced  by  the  board  m 
T.  D.  28511,  it  is  the  article  which  since  1907  has  been  admitted  by  the  customhouse 
as  type  metal,  it  was  bought  and  sold  in  this  case  as  type  metal,  it  is  admitted  by  the 
Government  to  be  type  metal,  and  in  our  opinion  it  is  a  type  metal.  Type  metal  is 
lead  in  a  form  specially  provided  for  in  paragraph  191,  and  we  think  therefore  that  the 
the  product  in  controversy  is,  by  virtue  of  the  second  proviso  to  section  24,  subject  to 
the  duty  prescribed  by  mat  paragraph.  Section  23  provides  that  by-products  inci- 
dent to  the  processes  of  manu&icture  in  bonded  manufacturing  warehouses  may  be 
withdrawn  for  domectic  consumption  upon  the  payment  of  a  duty  equal  to  the  duty 
which  would  be  assessed  and  collected  by  law  if  such  by-products  were  imported  from 
a  foreign  country.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  second  proviso  of  section  24  had  a  similar 
purpose  in  view,  and  that  it  was  designed  and  intended  by  Congress  to  put  lead  prod- 
ucts resultinj^  from  the  smelting  or  refining  of  ores  or  crude  metals  in  bonded  smelting 
warehouses  in  the  same  position  with  respect  to  duty  as  by-products  of  bonded  man- 
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u&u^tuiing  warehouses  and  in  no  worse  position  than  imported  materials  of  the  same 
kind.    Certainly  it  would  be  anomalous  that  the  by-product  of  a  bonded  smelting 
warehouse  shoiud  be  made  dutiable  on  a  basis  different  trom  that  fixed  for  the  by- 
products of  bonded  manufacturing  warehouses. 
The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appiaisers  is  reversed. 


ExHiBrp  7.— (T.  D.  31576)— flyactrU*  bulbs. 
Breok  a  Son  v.  United  States  (No.  487). 

1.  "Hyacinth**  in  Pabaoraph  ^1,  Tariff  Act  of  1909.— The  only  aasig:nable 

reason  for  the  change  of  "hyacinths"  in  paragraph  251,  tariff  act  of  1897,  to 
"hyacinth"  in  paraj^ph  263,  tariff  act  of  1909,  is  the  word  in  the  last  case  was 
employed  as  an  adjective  and  not  a  noim,  and  "hyacinth"  in  the  connection 
there  used  must  accordingly  take  its  grammatical  construction  as  an  adjective; 
and  this  more  especially  as  there  is  notning  to  indicate  a  contrary  intent  in  fram- 
ing that  paragraph. 

2.  Hyacinth  Clumps. — ^Hyacinth  clumps  are  clusters  of  roots  or  bulbs  joined  together 

and  are  within  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  word  "clumps." 

3.  Hyacinth  Bulbs. — ^A  comparison  between  the  former  law  and  the  later  form 

of  it  seems  to  make  it  clear  the  importation  was  dutiable  not  as  hyacinth,  and 
so  taking  a  higher  duty,  but  as  bulbs  from  which  clumps  are  propagated,  at  a 
lesser  rate  of  duty,  under  paragraph  261,  tariff  act  of  1909. 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  May  1,  1911. 

Appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers,  G.  A.  7085 

(T.  D.  30875). 
[Decision  reversed.]

Before  Montgomery,  Smith,  Barber,  and  De  Vries,  judges. 

De  Vries,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

Hyacinth  bulbs  imported  from  Holland  were  assessed  for  duty  by  the  collector 
of  the  port  at  Boston  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  tiiousand  as  "hyacinth"  under  para- 
graph 263  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909. 

The  paragraph  reads: 

"263.  Orchids,  palms,  azaleas,  and  all  other  decorative  or  greenhouse  plants  and 
cut  flowers,  preserved  or  fresh,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  lily  of  the  valley 
pips,  tulip,  narcissus,  begonia,  and  gloxinia  bulbs,  one  dollar  per  thousand;  hyacinth, 
astilbe,  dielytra,  ana  lilv  of  the  valley  clumps,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  ^ou- 
sand;  lily  bulbs  and  calia  bulbs,  five  dollars  per  thousand;  peony  Iris  Ksempferii  or 
Germanica,  canna,  dahlia,  and  amaryllis  bulos,  ten  dollars  per  thousand:  ul  other 
bulbs,  bulbous  roots  or  conns  which  are  cultivated  for  their  flowers  or  foliage,  fifty 
cents  per  thousand . * ' 

The  importer,  appellant  herc,  maintains  that  they  are  dutiable  at  50  cents  per 
thousand  imder  the  last  provision  of  the  same  paragraph,  "all  other  bulbs.''  'Die 
Board  of  General  Appraisers  overruled  the  protest. 

The  determination  of  this  issue,  which  is  one  essentially  of  construction  of  law, 
will  be  aided  by  an  examination  of  paragraph  251  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  of  which 
the  foregoing  paragraph  was  the  successor. 

Paragraph  251  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897  reads  as  follows: 

"251.  Orchids^  palms,  dracaenas,  crotons  and  azaleas,  tulips,  hyacinths,  narcissi, 
jonquilsj  lilies,  lilies  of  the  valley,  and  all  other  bulbs,  bulbous  roots,  or  conns,  which 
are  cultivated  for  their  flowers,  and  natural  flowers  of  all  kinds,  preserved  or  fresh, 
suitable  for  decorative  purposes,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  conclusion  herein  reached  is  dependent  upon  whether  or  not  the  word  "hya- 
cinth," as  iised  in  paragraph  263,  supra,  is  used  as  an  adjective  modifying  the  word 
"clump&"  in  the  same  paragraph,  or  as  a  noun,  embracing  tiierewith  all  merchandiBe 
covered  oy  its  import. 

The  scheme  of  enactment  adopted  in  the  act  of  1897  obviously  differs  from  that 
adopted  in  the  act  of  1909.    In  the  act  of  1897  plural  nouns  were  used  covering  the 
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various  classes  of  merchandise  intended  to  be  made  dutiable,  followed  by  a  modify- 
ing phrase  defining  the  precise  application  in  which  the  preceding  nouns  were 
employed  by  Congress.  The  plan  of  the  act  of  1909  differs.  The  subjects  of  legis- 
lation were  divided  in  accordance  with  the  rate  to  b.e  applied^  those  assessed  at  the 
same  rate  being  included  in  the  same  brackets,  the  brackets  being  divided  by  a  semi- 
colon. The  first  bracket  followed  the  scheme  of  the  act  of  1897  by  using  nouns  with 
a  general  modying  phrase  and  applying  the  same  ad  valorem  rate.  The  remaining 
brackets  adopted  the  adjectival  plan.  In  the  whole  scheme,  with  reference  to  these 
brackets,  excepting  the  first,  a  change  from  the  plural  in  the  act  of  1897  to  the  sin- 
gular in  the  act  of  1909  was  adopted. 

A  change  of  legislative  method  is  always  deemed  a  change  of  meaning. 

"The  natursJ  presumption  is  that  the  phraseology  of  the  statute  was  changed  in 
order  to  change  its  meaning.  The  very  fact  that  the  prior  act  is  amended  demonstrates 
the  intent  to  change  the  preexisting  law,  and  the  presumption  must  be  that  it  was 
intended  to  change  the  statute  in  all  particulars  touching  which  we  find  a  material 
change  in  the  language  of  the  act.  United  States  v.  Bashaw  (50  Fed.  Rep.,  749)  and 
Rothschild  v.  United  States  (179  U.  S.,  463). " 

The  only  conceivable  reason  for  the  changing  of  the  word  "hyacinths"  from  the 
plural  in  the  act  of  1897  to  the  singular  in  the  act  of  1909  is  to  make  it  an  adjective 
mstead  of  a  noun.  Strength  is  addfed  to  tlus  conclusion  by  the  fact  that  if  the  word 
is  used  in  the  act  of  1909  as  a  noun^  it  is  used  differently  from  the  maimer  in  which 
similar  words  are  customarily  used  m  tariff  acts,  for  when  used  as  a  noun  descriptive 
of  merchandise  eo  nomine  such  words  are  customarily  used  in  the  plural.  If  the 
nounal  rather  than  the  adjectival  sense  is  to  be  given  the  word  "hyacinth."  as  used 
in  paragraph  263,  it  will  differ  from  the  obvious  sense  in  which  all  such  words  are  used 
in  the  framework  of  that  paragraph  and  will  stand  alone  as  the  one  noun  used  in  the 
paragraph  in  the  singjular  rather  than  in  the  plural,  and  the  one  word  used  as  a  noun 
m  several  precisely  similar  texts. 

That  Congress  considered  "hyacinth"  and  the  corresponding  words  in  the  para- 
graph used  m  an  adjectival  sense  modifying  the  words  "clumps  and  "bulbs"  at  the 
ena  of  each  of  the  brackets  is  shown  by  the  insertion  of  the  word  "pips"  after  the 
words  "lily  of  the  valley"  in  the  second  bracket.  It  would  have  been  unnecessary 
if  the  words  "Uly  of  the  valley  "  were  used  in  the  nounal  sense  and  the  word  "bulbs" 
were  modified  by  the  word  "gloxinia"  only.  The  same  inference  is  gathered  from 
the  second  enumeration  of  "lily  of  the  valley  clumps"  in  the  third  bracxet.  If  these 
words  were  used  by  Congress  in  the  nounal  sense,  as  contended  by  the  Government, 


the  single  use  of  the  words  "lily  of  the  valley"  in  the  second  bracket,  without  being 
followed  by  the  word  "pips, "  would  have  been  sufficient  to  embrace  lily  of  the  valley 
clumps,  pips,  or  bulbs,  if  the  contention  of  the  Government  is  true. 


The  grammatical  construction  of  the  phrase  concedes  to  the  word  "hyacinth"  an 
adjectival  sense  modifying  the  word  "clumps." 

It  is  a  well-settled  rule  of  construction  that  the  grammatical  sense  must  be  adopted  ^ 
unless  there  are  within  the  statute  cogent  reasons  indicating  a  contrary  intent  upon  ' 
the  part  of  the  lawmakers. 

In  Endlich  on  the  Interpretation  of  the  Statutes,  section  2,  it  is  stated: 

"The  first  and  most  elementary  rule  of  construction  is,  *  *  *  and  that  the 
phrases  and  sentences  are  to  be  construed  according  to  the  rules  of  grammar;  and 
from  this  presumption  it  is  not  allowable  to  depart,  unless  adequate  grounas  are  found, 
either  in  the  context  or  in  the  consequences  which  would  result  from  the  literal  inter- 

Eretation,  for  concluding  that  the  interpretation  does  not  give  the  real  intention  of  the 
igislature." 

More  definitely  applied,  the  same  authority  in  section  414,  after  citing  and  reviewing 
many  adjudged  cases  in  point,  states: 

"Indeed,  m  most  cases,  it  will  be  foimd^  on  some  ground  of  this  sort,  that,  where 
several  words  are  followed  by  a  general  qualifying  expression  which  is  as  much  applica- 
ble to  the  first  as  to  the  last,  that  expression  is  not  limited  to  the  last,  but  applies  to  ail." 

In  Lewis's  Sutherland  Statutory  Construction,  section  408,  the  rule  is  aflirmed  in 
this  language: 

'  •  Statutes  as  well  as  other  writings  are  to  be  read  and  understood  primarily  according 
to  their  grammatical  sense,  imless  it  is  apparent  that  the  author  intended  something 
different.  In  other  words,  it  is  presumea  that  the  writer  intended  to  be  understood 
according  to  the  grammatical  purport  of  the  language  he  has  employed  to  express  his 
meaning.  This  presumption  gives  way  when  it  appears  from  a  perusal  of  the  context 
or  the  whole  statute  that  the  legislature  did  not  grammatically  express  its  intention." 

There  is  nothing  in  the  context  of  this  paragraph  or  act  which  to  our  minds  indicates 
that  the  word  "hyacinth"  was  to  be  us^  other  than  in  its  grammatical  sense,  and  as 
Bttch  sentences  are  construed  by  the  courts,  to  wit,  as  an  adjective  modifying  tne  word 
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"clumps."  On  the  contrary,  for  the  reasons  stated  before,  we  think  the  context  and 
history  of  the  paragraph  indicates  the  intention  upon  the  part  of  Congress  to  use  the 
word  in  an  adjectival  sense. 

We  are  of  tne  opinion,  therefore,  that  by  the  proper  provision  of  paragraph  26S 
Congress  intended  to  and  did  levy  a  duty  of  $2.50  per  thousand  upon  *^hi^cintli 
clumps,"  and  that  the  only  provision  in  that  paragrapn  or  the  act  for  hyacinth  bulbs 
is  the  provision  for  **all  other  bulbs." 

The  Government  further  answers  this  appeal  by  the  statement  that  that  construction 
should  not  be  adopted  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  such  thing  known  as  ''hyacinth 
clumps." 

It  IS  conceded  by  all  parties  to  the  record  that  the  particular  importation  is  a 
"hjracinth  bulb."  It  was  shown  clearly  by  the  record,  which  is  replete  with  all 
obtainable  information  upon  the  subject,  that  a  "clump'*  from  a  horticultural  stand- 
point is  a  "cluster  of  thickly-grown  plants  and  the  roots  intermingled  together.  It 
always  t^es  two  or  more  plants  to  make  a  cluster  or  clump  " ;  and,  further.  Quoting  the 
testimony  of  another  witness^  it  is  "a  mass  of  crowns  or  underground  buas  shootiDe 
from  no  common  center,  having  several  different  germinating  follicles  in  this  mass. 

"Bulb/'  as  the  word  signifies,  is  defined  as  a  germinating  follicle,  "emitting  from  its 
center  within  its  flower  ^oots  and  foliage,  and  all  from  one  common  center.; 

These  descriptive  definitions,  of  whicn  there  are  many  in  the  record,  are  in  accord 
with  and  in  nowise  differ  from  the  common  understanding  and  acceptation  of  those 
terms  as  applied  to  the  subject  matter. 

It  IS  shown  by  the  recora  that  the  propagation  of  the  hyacinth  is  one  covering  an 
extended  period  of  time,  and  of  peculiar  development.  Briefly  stated,  and  there  is  no 
controvert  in  the  record  upon  this  point,  to  effect  that  purpose  hyacirth  bulba 
peculiarly  fitted  therefor  are  chosen;  tne  bulb  is  then  scooped  out  or  T  crosses  made 
on  the  exterior  and  bottom  with  a  knife;  it  is  then  stored  in  a  dry  warm  place  until 
little  "bulblets,"  so-called,  are  started;  these  little  bulblets  germinate  upon  the 
wounds  of  the  bulb  made  by  the  scooping  or  cutting;  it  is  maintained  in  a  particular 
temperature  for  about  three  months,  whereupon  these  little  bulblets  are  formed;  the 
result  is  then  plauited  like  an  ordinary  bulb,  and  the  little  bulblets  grown  in  the 
mother  bulb  and  form  little  sprouts,  and  while  in  the  ground  gradually  consume  the 
mother  bulb,  whereupon  they  are  taken  up  to  be  dried  and  planted  again,  which 
process  is  repeated  until  they  become  a  matured  hyacinth. 

Pictures  were  introduced  showing  the  cluster  of  little  bulblets  on  a  mother  bulb, 
and  it  is  claimed  by  the  importer,  appellant,  and  was  testified  by  the  witnesses  that 
this  is  what  could  be  properly  characterized  as  a  "  hyacinth  clump. ' '  It  is  undoubtedly 
a  cluster  of  roots  or  bulos  joined  together,  and  within  the  ordinary  understanding  w 
the  word  "clumps."  That  such  clumps  exist  in  Holland  in  great  numbers,  are 
interchanged  among  the  growers  there,  and  occasionally,  though  in  rare  instances,  are 
imported  into  this  country,  is  made  clear  by  the  record.  As  shown  by  the  record, 
successful  importation  must  be  attended  with  very  great  care.  For  experimental 
*  propagation  of  these,  the  record  shows,  importations  have  been  nwuie  by  tine  Gevem- 
ment,  a  plant  has  been  established  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  their  cultivation 
made  a  matter  of  governmental  attention  and  effort. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts  this  court  does  not  feel  warranted  m  disturbing  the  gram- 
matical construction  and  apparent  intent  of  the  Congress  in  the  enactment  of  para- 
graph 263  as  affecting  hyacinth  clumps.  Indeed  the  act  being  a  protective  one  for 
the  purpose  of  not  alone  maintaining  existing  industries,  but  particularly  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  new  industries,  these  facts  appear  to  be  m  perfect  harmony 
with  the  purposes  of  the  act  and  aigue  an  intention  of  the  Congress  to  levy  duty  upcm 
hyacinth  clumps,  and  in  furtherance  of  the  propogation  Uiereoi  a  lesser  duty  upon  the 
hyacinth  bulb  from  which  the  clump  is  propagated. 

Reversed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Smith,  and  Barber,  judges,  concur.

Powdered  Talc  not  French  Chalk. — Powdered  talc  is  a  substance  in  itself,  not  a 
material  made  up  of  a  mineral  substance;  and,  having  a  proper  regard  for  the  rule 
that  language  employed  in  an  act  is  presumed  to  have  been  used  in  accordance 
with  the  construction  which  has  been  given  it  by  a  long-continued  practice  of  an 
administrative  department  or  by  a  court,  powdered  talc  may  not  be  deemed 
French  chalk  and  dutiable  as  such,  but  it  is  dutiable  as  a  manufactured  article 
under  paragraph  480,  tariff  act  of  1909.

Mont^mery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  miportation  in  this  case  consists  of  powdered  talc.  The  collector  assessed  a 
duty  of  36  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  paragraph  95  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"95.  Articles  and  wares  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  earthv  or  mineral  sub- 
stances, not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  whether  susceptible  of  decoration 
or  not,  if  not  decorated  in  any  manner,  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  if  deco- 
rated, forty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  carbon,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this 
section,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem;  electrodes,  brusnes,  plates,  and  disks,  all  the 
forcing  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  carbon,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  importer  protested,  claiming  the  article  to  be  dutiable  at  20  per  cent  ad  valorem 
under  paragraph  480  of  said  act,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"480.  Tlmt  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  the  importation  of  all  raw 
or  unmanufactured  articles,  not  enumerated  or  provided  for  in  tnis  section,  a  duty 
of  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem,  and  on  all  articles  manufactiu-ed,  in  whole  or  in  par 
not  provided  for  in  this  section,  a  duty  of  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

Alter  hearing  before  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  in  which  considerable  testi- 
mony was  taken  on  both  sides,  the  board  decided  the  articles  to  be  dutiable  at  1  cent 
per  ]>ound  under  pars^raph  13  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909,  either  by  specific  provision  or 
by  virtue  of  the  smiihtuae  clause.    Paragraph  13  is  as  follows: 

"13.  Chalk,  when  ground,  bolted,  precipitated  naturally  or  artificially,  or  otherwise 
prepared,  whether  in  the  form  of  tubes,  blocks,  sticks  or  disks,  or  otherwise,  including 
tailor's,  bOliajrd,  red,  or  French  chalk,  one  cent  per  pound;  manufactures  of  chalk 
not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  section,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

Prom  that  decision  an  appeal  is  taken  to  this  coiu^. 

Disposing  first  of  the  classification  of  the  collector,  we  think  the  board  was  right  in 
holding  that  it  can  not  be  sustained.  This  article,  while  a  mineral  substance,  is  a 
mineral  substance  ground.  Paragraph  95  relates  to  articles  composed  wholly  or  in 
chief  value  of  earthy  or  mineral  substances,  whether  susceptible  or  decoration  or  not. 
The  plain  meaning  of  this  language  b,  "articles  or  wares  inade  up  of*  a  mineral  sub- 
stance, and  not  the  substance  itself,  which  the  ground  talc  clearly  is. 

Upon  the  question  of  whether  this  article  is  classifiable  as  French  chalk,  the  testi- 
mony of  the  witnesses  was  to  some  extent  conflicting.  The  witnesses  for  the  Govern- 
ment, while  testifying  that  French  chalk  and  ground  talc  were  synonymous  terms, 
indicate  very  clearly  by  their  testimony  that  the  usual  sale  name  of  the  article  here 
imported  is  talc  or  talcum.  The  witnesses  so  order  it  when  ordering  and  so  sell  it 
when  selling.  Their  testimony  means  little  more  than  that,  according  to  their  opinion, 
the  substance  of  French  chalk  and  the  substance  of  talciun  is  the  same.  The  witnesses 
on  the  part  of  the  importer  make  this  clearer.  But  were  this  left  in  doubt,  we  think 
the  history  of  the  legislation  and  the  decisions  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers 
fortify  the  claim  of  the  importers  and  make  their  position  in  this  case  unassailable. 

The  question  was  presented  to  the  board  in  the  case  of  McNear  v.  United  States 
(T.  D.  24864),  where  the  identical  merchandise  here  involved  was  the  subject  of 
decision.  It  was  claimed  there  as  here  that  under  the  corresponding  paragraph  13  of 
the  act  of  1897  the  importation  was  dutiable  as  "ground  French  chaiK,"  the  importer 
claiming,  aa  here,  that  the  merchandise  was  properly  dutiable  at  20  per  cent  ad  valorem 
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under  the  provisions  of  that  act  relating  to  unenumerated  manufactured  articles.  The 
board  found,  on  the  report  of  the  Government  chemist,  that  the  term  "French  chalk" 
was  frequently  used  in  technical  works  as  synonymous  with  * '  steatite  "  or  **  soapstone." 
When  used  without  limiting  or  qualifying  words,  the  French  chalk  in  pieces  suitable 
for  marking  cloth  is  generally  meant.  If  piwderci,  the  fact  is  generally  stated.  The 
term  **  French  chalk  * '  is  a  misnomer,  chalk  b3ing  a  native  soft  carbonate  of  lime,  while 
talc,  soapstone,  French  chalk  are  hydrated  silicates  "of  magnesia." 

The  board  reaflSnned  the  decision  in  T.  D.  23027,  where  it  was  held  that  chalk,  as 
used  in  the  first  and  last  parts  of  paragraph  13,  "relates  only  to  the  article  generally 
known  in  commerce  and  technically  by  that  name,  and  which,  according  to  accepted 
authority,  consists  of  carbonate  of  hme  or  natural  form  of  calcium  carbonate,  and  does 
not  include  earthy  hematite,  needle,  red  ocher,  or  clay  colored  with  ferric  oxide,  or 
the  like,"  and  that  from  the  analysis  showing  the  merchandise  in  question  to  be 
hydrated  silicate  of  magnesia  and  not  carbonate  of  lime,  it  was  clear  that  the  importa- 
tion in  question  was  not  chalk  in  fact  nor  the  chalk  of  commerce.  The  board  also 
reafltoaed  its  decision  in  T.  D.  23028. 

But  the  board  held  further — and  this  is  significant — that  the  contention  of  the  chem- 
ist at  the  port  of  New  York  that  the  words  "French  chalk"  when  used  without  limita- 
tion or  qualification  "covers  only  the  article  used  by  tailors  for  marking  clothing  seems 
to  be  borne  out  by  the  language  of  paragraph  13.  That  lan^age  was  quoted,  and 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  words  "including  tailors',  bilUard,  red,  or  French 
chalk."    The  board  said: 

"While  it  is  true,  as  appears  from  the  testimony  taken  by  this  board  in  other  cases 
involving  this  identical  article,  that  it  is  sometimes  known  as  French  chalk  and  soap- 
stone,  it  IS  equally  true,  as  shown  by  such  testimony,  that  it  has  no  uniform  and  un- 
varying trade  designation,  and  that  it  is  most  generally  known  in  trade  and  commerce 
as  talc. 

"It  is  quite  clear  that  Congress  intended  to,  and  did  in  fact,  only  cover  the  aiticle 
which  was  well  known  to  trade  and  commerce  as  chalk,  when  made  up  in  any  form, 
except  when  medicinal  or  prepared  for  toilet  purposes,  and  recognizing  that  certain 
articles,  such  as  tailors'  chalk,  billiard  chalk,  and  French  chalk,  which  are  invariably 
made  up  in  the  form  of  cubes,  blocks,  sticks,  or  disks,  were  not  in  fact  chalk,  pro\dded 
for  them  eo  nomine,  as  otherwise,  they  might  not  fall  within  the  class  of  articles  men- 
tioned in  the  paragraph  as  chalk." 

Two  cases  were  subsequently  decided  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  the  statute  of  1909.  In  Doggett  v.  United  States  (T.  D.  28425)  it  was 
held  that  irregular  pieces  of  sawed  talc  about  5  inches  long  and  varying  in  width  and 
thickness,  us^  by  ironworkers  as  pencils  in  marking  on  iron,  were  dutiable  as  French 
chalk.  This  was  based  upon  testimony  introduced  by  the  Grovernment  to  the  effect 
that  talc  in  the  form  in  which  it  was  imported  in  that  particular  case  is  the  same  as 
French  chalk,  expressly  named  in  paragraph  13. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  case  is  not  opposed  to  the  holding  of  the  board  in  the  pre- 
vious decision  in  McNear's  case,  as  the  board  in  that  case  recognized  that  articles  of 
talc  in  the  form  of  blocks,  sticks,  or  disks  were  pro\idcd  for  in  paragraph  13,  at  the  same 
time  holding  that  powdered  talc  was  not  French  chalk  or  chalk  of  any  kind. 

The  question  a^in  came  before  the  board  in  T.  D.  29763,  Abstract  No.  21245,  the 
case  of  Kraeraer  &  Foster.  In  that  case,  as  appears  by  the  fuller  report  of  the  case  on 
appeal,  in  180  Federal  Reporter,  638,  the  article  was  imported  in  the  form  of  cubes,  it 
having  been  finished  by  sawing,  and  its  chief  use  was  shown  to  be  in  gas  burners  and 
electric  insulation.  The  board  found  this  to  be  French  chalk,  following  the  decision 
in  T.  D.  28425.  This  case  again  was  within  the  exception  noted  by  the  board  in 
McNear's  case,  as  the  importation  wps  in  the  foim  of  cubes,  which  were  evidently 
treated  by  the  board  in  that  case  as  coming  within  the  term  "  French  chalk.'* 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  when  Congress  had  the  question  before  it  and  en- 
acted the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  act  of  1909  powdered  talc  had  been  differen- 
tiated from  French  chalk  and  had  never  been  treated  or  assessed  as  French  chalk,  nor, 
so  far  as  the  record  shows,  had  the  Treasury  Department  attempted  to  so  treat  it  aft«r 
the  decision  in  McNear's  case.  Indeed,  as  early  as  1892,  in  T.  D.  12458,  the  board 
has  held  this  article  to  be  dutiable  as  an  unenumerated  manufactured  article.  Th*8 
was  repeated  in  T.  D.  19485,  and  the  only  later  attempt  shown  to  assess  ground  talc  as 
French  chalk  was  that  which  proved  unavailing  in  McNear's  case.  The  rule  that 
language  employed  by  Congress  i^  presumed  to  have  been  used  in  accordance  with  the 
construction  which  has  been  given  it  by  long-continued  practice  of  an  adminittrative 
department,  or  by  a  court,  is  thoroughly  established.     See  United  States  v.  Shall  us

and  that  it  was  properly  dutial)le  as  an  unenumerated  manufaotiu'ed  aiticle.

ScHAFPB  Silk  Yabns  Conditioned. — ^The  testimony  shows  such  a  ^neral  trade 
adoption  of  and  acquiescence  in  the  conditioning  rule  for  finding  the  number  to 
be  aligned  schappe  silk  yams  according  to  the  metric  system  tlmt  the  reference 
to  this  system  in  paragraph  397,  tariff  act  of  1909,  may  be  fairly  held  to  indicate 
this  conditioning  rule  as  a  proper  guide.  This  conditioning  rule  having  been 
complied  with  in  the  case  here,  there  is  no  error  in  the  appraisement.

Martin,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  coiu't:  ^ 

Under  the  tariff  act  of  1909  the  appelle©  imported  into  this  coimtry  a  consignment 
of  schappe  silk  yam.  It  is  conceded  that  the  merchandise  was  dutiable  imder  para- 
graph 397  of  that  act. 

The  pertinent  parts  of  the  paragraph  read  as  follows: 

"  397 .  Spun  silk  oi  schappe  silk  yam  *  ♦  ♦  if  valued  at  exceeding  one  dollar  per 
pound,  in  the  gray,  in  skeins  ♦  *  *  if  advanced  beyond  the  condition  of  singles  oy 
grouping  or  twistmg  two  or  more  yams  together,  on  all  numbers  up  to  and  including 
niimDer  two  hundred  and  five,  fifty  cents  per  pound,  and  in  addition  thereto  ten  one- 
hundred  ths  of  one  cent  per  number  per  pound;  exceeding  number  two  himdred  and 
five,  fifty  cents  per  pound,  and  in  addition  thereto  fifteen  one-hundredths  of  one  cent 
per  number  per  pound  *  *  *.  In  assessing  duty  on  all  spun  silk  or  schappe  sdlk 
yam,  the  number  indicating  the  size  of  the  yam  shall  be  taken  according  to  the  metric 
or  French  system,  and  shall,  in  all  cases,  refer  to  the  size  of  the  singles.    ♦    ♦    *'» 

The  yarn  in  question  is  valued  at  over  |1  a  pound,  is  a  two-ply  yam,  in  the  gray, 
and  in  skeins. 

As  appears  above,  the  rate  of  duty  upon  such  an  importation  depends  upon  the 
number  indicating  the  size  of  the  yam  of  which  it  is  composed,  and  this  number  is 
to  be  taken  according  to  the  metric  or  French  system  and  is  to  refer  to  tiie  size  of  the 
singles. 

The  yam  in  question  was  described  in  the  invoice  as  No.  200  two-ply,  which  was 
the  number  certified  by  the  spinner.  But  after  an  examination  and  report  by  the 
appraiser  the  collector  classified  the  same  as  No.  210  two-ply,  and  assessed  duty  upon 
it  accOTdingly. 

The  appellee  protested  against  the  mling  of  the  collector  and  contended  that  the 
yam  should  be  classified  as  No.  200  two-ply,  as  invoiced.  This  protest  was  duly 
nc^rd  upon  evidence  by  the  Board  of  Greneral  Appraiseis,  and  the  protest  was  sus- 
tained. A  rehearing  was  had  upon  the  application  of  the  Govemment,  with  addi- 
tional evidence,  and  again  the  protest  was  sustained.  The  Govemment  now  prays 
for  a  reversal  of  that  decision  of  the  board. 

As  is  above  indicated,  the  contention  between  the  parties  relates  entirely  to  the 
number  which  should  be  riven  the  imported  jram  according  to  the  metric  or  Erench 
system,  as  j>rescribed  by  the  paragraph. 

The  testimony  shows  that  tne  method  of  finding  the  number  of  such  yam  according 
to  that  system  is  as  follows:  A  measured  lei^th  of  single  yam  is  reeled  on 
and  weighed,  and  this  weight  in  grams  is  divided  into  the  length  in  meters  of  the  piece 
80  weighed;  the  quotient  thus  obtained  is  the  number  sought.  As  appears  from  this 
statement,  the  greater  the  weight  of  the  given  piece  the  less  will  be  the  number  and 
the  lower  the  rate  of  duty  under  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph. 

As  has  been  stated,  the  duty  upon  such  yam  is  not  assessed  according  to  its  weight 
alone,  but  also  according  to  its  number.  This  number,  however ^  as  has  been  explained, 
depends  in  part  upon  the  weight  of  the  piece  of  yam  which  is  selected  as  the 
sample  for  the  computation.  And  the  parties  reach  their  point  of  difference  in  this 
case  in  coming  to  aetermine  the  method  of  ascertaining  tne  weight  of  the  selected 
measure  of  yam. 
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The  Goveniment  contends  that  the  collector  in  taking  the  weight  of  this  piece  shall 
find  its  actual  present  weight  in  the  condition  of  moisture  in  which  it  may  napjien  to 
be  when  the  calculation  is  made.  The  importer  contends  that  the  piece  so  weighed 
must  first  be  '* conditioned/'  and  that  its  weight  as  taken  by  the  conditioning  process 
shall  be  accepted  for  the  purpose  of  the  calculation.  The  conditioning  process  is 
hereinafter  explained.  This  defines  the  real  issue  between  the  parties  m  the  case, 
namely,  the  different  methods  of  ascertaining  the  weight  of  the  given  measure  of 
yam  for  the  purpose  of  using  it  as  a  factor  in  the  compu&tion  required  by  the  metric 
system. 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  silk  yam  in  question  naturally  absorbs  considerable 
moisture  from  the  atmosphere  and  the  amount  so  absorbed  changes,  of  course,  accord- 
ing to  the  changing  humidity  of  its  surroundings.  If  the  yam  is  kept  in  a  dry  place  it 
will  lose  moisture  and  wei^h  less,  and  if  changed  to  a  wet  })lace  it  will  absorb  moisture 
and  become  heavier.  It  is  said  to  be  the  custom  to  leave  it  for  several  days  in  cellars 
just  before  shipping  it  to  this  country,  so  that  it  may  absorb  moisture.  This  reduces 
the  fuzz  and  makes  the  vam  smoother  and  sightlier.  At  the  time  of  exportation  it 
sometimes  carries  as  mucn  as  13  or  14  per  cent  of  its  gross  weight  in  moisture.  When 
fully  dried  out,  it  carries  a  much  less  percentage  of  moisture. 

In  the  manufacture  of  schappe  yam,  the  spinner  sets  the  draft  of  his  machine  so  as 
to  turn  out  a  given  size  of  yam,  and  a  certificate  as  to  the  number  goes  with  the  invoice 
of  the  goods.  But  such  a  certificate  is  often  only  approximately  correct,  and  may  not 
be  accepted  by  all  of  the  parties  dealing  with  the  merchandise.  Thereupon  the  parties 
may  be  compelled  lo  ascertain  the  correct  size  of  the  yam  by  the  metric  system,  and 
in  order  to  do  so  they  must  first  ascertain  the  weight  of  a  given  piece  of  the  yam  as  above 
explained.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  in  the  case  of  yam  which  may  absorb  13  or  14  per  cent 
or  more  of  its  own  weight  in  moisture  in  wet  surroundings,  or  retain  less  than  half  that 
much  in  dry  surroundings^  an  element  of  considerable  imcertainty  is  thereby  intro- 
duced into  such  a  calculation. 

The  testimony  shows  that  this  uncertainty  was  recognized  many  years  ago  by  the 
silk  trade  as  a  disturbing  factor  entering  into  the  sale  and  delivery  of  such  yams,  and 
efforts  were  made  to  correct  it.  At  first  ike  yam  was  weighed  by  nanging  it  in  a  room 
where  the  temperature  and  moisture  were  kept  as  nearly  even  as  possible.  But  finally, 
.  it  is  said,  the  process  of  **  conditioning  "  the  yam  was  adopted,  first  in  Turin  and  aft^- 
wards  in  other  places  also.  By  this  process  a  selected  piece  of  the  yam  is  placed  in  an 
oven  until  all  tne  moisture  is  expelled  from  it,  then  the  weight  of  the  dry  piece  is  taken, 
and  to  this  weight  11  per  cent  thereof  is  added  as  an  allowance  for  normal  moisture. 
The  figure  thus  found  is  used  as  the  divisor  in  the  calculation  above  described.  At 
first  this  fixed  allowance  was  10  per  cent  of  the  dry  weight,  but  afterwards  it  was  ad- 
vanced to  11  per  cent.  The  witnesses  in  the  case  sometimes  speak  of  this  allowance  as 
an  arbitrary  one,  but  the  word  is  incorrectly  used  by  them  in  that  application^  for  the 
figure  was  not  arbitrarily  selected,  but  was  the  result  df  general  observation  and 
experience  and  was  accepted  as  a  normal  element  in  such  a  calculation;  that  is,  long- 
continued  observation  convinced  the  trade  that  11  per  cent  was  the  average  percental 
of  moisture  in  schappe  yam  under  ordinary  circumstances.  And  thereupon  the  trade. 
not  universally  but  generally,  adopted  the  rule  that  the  yam  should  be  so  conditioned 
for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  number  or  size  of  the  yam  in  cases  wherein  the  spin- 
ner's certincate  was  not  accepted  as  final  authority.  The  testimony  shows  that  this 
mle  was  approved  at  a  conference  of  the  various  silk  associations  neld  in  Paris  in 
1900  and  that  this  approval  was  received  by  the  trade  in  general  as  an  authority  upon 
the  subject.  It  is  a  fair  conclusion  from  the  testimony  that  after  that  time,  if  not 
before,  this  rule  became  in  a  general  sense  an  implied  term  in  contracts  for  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  schappe  yams  unless  negatived  by  some  express  or  implied  stipulation 
in  the  contract  to  the  contrary.  Many  conditioning  houses  were  established  in  Europe^ 
although  individual  manufactm^rs  often  did  their  own  conditioning  by  means  of  their 
own  apparatus.  Such  houses  dealt  also  with  other  silk  products  in  addition  to  yam, 
and  much  that  has  been  said  above  would  equally  apply  to  such  other  products.  It 
appears  that  at  the  time  of  the  hearimg  before  the  board  there  was  but  one  such  estab- 
bsnment  in  New  York,  and  that  was  the  United  States  Silk  Conditioning  Co.,  a  cor- 
poration doing  business  under  the  auspices  of  the  Silk  Association  of  America. 

The  testimony  shows  that  some  of  the  lai^est  dealers  in  silk  goods  in  Europe  refuse 
to  submit  their  differences  to  the  arbitrament  of  conditioning  houses  and  demand 
that  their  customers  accept  their  certificates  as  final.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
appears  by  a  very  clear  and  convincing  preponderance  of  the  testimony  that  the  con- 
ditioninj^  rule  has  been  generally  adoptea  by  the  trade,  and  that  it  has  been  so  adopted 
because  it  was  believed  to  be  reasonable,  stable,  and  necessary,  and  equitable  between 
dealers  in  such  yams.  UTiere  in  the  assessment  of  tariff  rates  the  duty  depends 
upon  the  weig[ht  of  an  article  it  is  the  mle  that  such  weight  is  to  be  foimd  by  taking 
the  article  in  its  condition  at  importation.    Paragraph  404  of  the  act  of  1909  especially 
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applies  this  rule  to  silk.  But  where,  as  in  this  case,  the  purpose  of  weighing  is  only 
to  ascertain  hy  calculation  the  number  indicating  the  size  of  yam,  and  a  selected  piece 
of  yam  is  weighed  for  the  piirpose  of  such  a  calculation,  a  different  problem  presents 
itself.  The  weight  of  the  yam  changes  with  different  percentages  of  moisture  in  it, 
but  the  numbers  indicating  the  size  ought  not  to  change  according  to  such  percentage 
of  moisture. 

The  testimony  shows  such  a  general  trade  adoption  of  and  acquiescence  in  the  con- 
ditioning rule  for  finding  the  number  according  to  the  metric  system  that  the  refer- 
ence to  this  system  in  paragraph  397  may  fairly  be  held  to  have  had  the  rale  in  con- 
templation. 

Tne  yam  in  question  was  conditioned  by  the  United  States  Silk  Conditioning  Co., 
above  named,  at  the  instance  of  the  importer,  and  according  to  its  finding  and  report 
the  spinner's  certificate  was  sustained  and  the  yam  found  to  be  No.  200  two-ply  yam. 
There  seems  to  be  no  dispute  about  the  correctness  of  this  finding  upon  the  basis  of 
the  conditioning  rale;  it  is  only  the  rule  itself  which  is  disputed  by  the  Government. 

In  this  view  of  the  case,  the  decision  of  the  board  should  be  aflSrmed.

WESTRTTlflTE  ASPHALT— ASPHALTUll  OR  BrTUMEN  ADVANCED  IN  CONDITION. — ^In  the 

composition  of  the  merchandise,  it  appears  from  the  record  that  the  original  sub- 
stances employed  in  the  making  are  different  kinds  of  asphalt  or  bitumen  and 
that  certain  chemicals  and  water  are  added  solely  for  the  purpose  of  combining 
the  different  kinds  of  asphalt  and  bitumen  and  so  to  perfect  the  material  result- 
ing for  use  as  paving  material:  Heldt  ^e  material  is  not  to  be  classified  as  a 
chemical  compound  or  mixture,  but  rather  as  asphaltum  or  bitumen  advanced  in 
condition,  ana  as  such,  dutiable  under  paragraph  90,  tariff  act  of  1909.

De  Vries,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  comt: 

The  merchandise  is  so-called  '*  westramite  asphalt, "  manufactured  in  Canada,  and 
imported  at  the  port  of  Port  Huron,  Mich. 

The  return  of  tne  collector  states  ^t  the  duty  of  30  per  cent  ad  valorem  levied  by 
him  was  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  56  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909  ''on  certain 
westrumite  (liquid  asphalt)  *  *  ♦  returned  by  the  appraiser  as  liquid  asphalt 
and  ammonia  (as  paint)    *    *    *,** 

The  protestant  claimed  that  the  goods  were  dutiable  under  paragraph  90  of  that 
act  as  ''asphaltum    »    *    *    dried  or  otherwise  advanced  in  any  maimer    *    *    *. " 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  both  sides  conceded  that  the 
article  was  improperly  assessed  by  the  collector.  The  Government  contended  there, 
as  it  does  here,  that  the  proper  provision  levying  duty  on  the  imported  article  was 
paragraph  3  of  that  act,  wnerein  it  provided  for  "all  chemical  compounds,  mixtures, 
and  salts,  *  *  *  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,"  as  a  ** chemical  mix- 
ture. "  The  importer  contended,  and  here  maintains,  that  it  was  properly  dutiable 
under  paragraph  90  of  that  act,  which  provides  for  ^'asphaltum  and  bitumen,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  »  »  ♦  if  dried  or  otherwise  advanced  in  any 
manner    *    *    *. " 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  upon  the  very  meager  record  that  was  tendered, 
held  that  the  merchandise  was  dutiable  as  claimed  by  the  importer  per  force  of  the 
provision  of  paragraph  .481  of  that  act,  asphaltum  being  the  material  of  chief  value, 
which  provision  reads  : 

***  *  *  and  on  articles  not  enumerated,  manufactured  of  two  or  more  materials, 
the  duty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  highest  rate  at  which  the  same  would  be  chaz^^e- 
able  if  composed  wholly  of  the  component  material  thereof  of  chief  value. 
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The  Government  further  contends  that  the  importer  should  fail  here,  as  the  last- 
quoted  provision  was  not  invoked  by  his  protest.  The  board  held  this  unnecessary. 
-  Upon  the  record  presented  it  is  impossible  to  determine  with  any  degree  of  satis> 
faction  whether  the  important  merchandise  is  an  emulsion,  a  chemical  mixture,  or  a 
chemical  compound.  There  is  some  evidence  upon  each  point.  Upon  the  materiaJ 
point,  whether  saponification  takes  place  in  the  processes  of  its  manufacture,  the 
testimony  of  the  one  witness  who  was  neard  is  uncertain,  if  not  conflicting. 

There  is  in  the  record  an  analysis  by  the  chemist  at  the  port  of  New  York  of  the 
imported  articles,  but  the  chemist  himself  was  not  called  to  in  any  wise  enlighten  the 
board  or  this  court  as  to  the  chemical  effecte  or  reactions  resulting  from  the  processes 
and  combinations  of  material  effecting  the  production  of  the  article,  so  that  we  are 
unable  to  determine  whether  this  is  a  solution  or  emulsion,  or  a  mixture  without 
combinations,  or  if  there  has  been  a  chemical  reaction  of  the  ingredients. 

The  board  found  that  the  merchandise  is  not  a  chemical  mixture. 

The  only  witness  who  testified  was  Mr.  L.  S.  Van  Westrum,  f^m  whom  the  article 
takes  its  name. 

Samples  of  the  merchandise  were  introduced  and  are  before  the  court.  As  imported 
the  article  is  of  a  liquid  form.  An  illustrative  sample  was  introduced  as  it  appears  in 
final  use.  It  is  used  as  a  binder  for  holding  together  rocks,  gravel,  and  similar  sub- 
stances in  the  making  of  bitumen  pavements.  That  is  its  sole  use.  After  being 
exposed  to  the  atmosphere  for  8  or  10  days  the  liquid  becomes  as  tense  and  hard  as  rock. 

Mr.  Van  Westrum  testified  that  it  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  20  per  cent  California 
asphalt,  20  per  cent  Trinidad  asphalt,  12  per  cent  paving  flux — ^which  is  a  liquid 
asplialt — 6  per  cent  of  chemicals,  and  from  48  to  62  per  cent  of  water.  In  producing 
the  articles  the  Trinidad  asphalt  is  first  placed  in  a  large  vessel  and  heated  to  a  liquid 
state,  and  to  this  is  then  added  the  paving  flux,  and  then  the  California  asphalt  is 
added.  This  mixture  is  then  allowed  to  cool  down,  and  then  certain  chemicals  are 
added,  the  names  of  which  Mr.  Van  Westrum  declined  to  state,  as  they  were  a  trade 
secret.  The  effect,  he  testified,  was  that  the  whole  emulsified;  that  there  was  no 
chemical  reaction,  because  emulsification  is  not  a  chemical  reaction,  but  simply  the 
holding  of  the  atoms  of  asphalt  in  solution;  that  if  this  emulsion  were  boiled  it  would 
simply  precipitate  the  asphalt;  that  this  amounted  to  a  mechanical  and  not  a  chemical 
change.  He  stated  later  that  ammonia  was  added,  but  did  not  make  the  statement 
that  that  was  the  only  chemical.  After  all  this,  water  is  put  in,  and  the  amount  of 
water  differs  according  to  the  season  of  the  year.  He  further  stated  that  in  ultimate 
use  the  chemicals  evaporated,  and  when  they  evaporated  the  asphaltum  was  precipi- 
tated and  became  hardened  in  the  form  shown  by  the  illustrative  exhibit  mentioned, 
which  is  a  small  section  of  asphalt  or  bitumen  pavement  or  street  covering. 

No  further  testimony  was  introduced  by  either  party. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  determination  of  wheUier  or  not  these  processes  applied  to 
the  material  stated  would  result  in  an  emulsion  holding  the  ingredients  in  solution 
or  a  chemical  mixture  or  a  combination  with  any  degree  of  certainty  is  impossible 
from  this  record. 

No  commercial  usage  was  invoked  because  the  article,  being  a  new  and  patented 
one  and  not  sold  in  wholesale  or  retail  in  this  country,  no  commercial  name  had 
attached.  It  is  designated  by  the  importer  as  ^^asphalt,"  and  its  sole  use  ia  one  of 
the  common  uses  of  asphalt  or  bitumen. 

Asphaltum,  as  defined  by  the  Century  Dictionary,  is: 

^*  Asphaltum. — One  of  the  so-called  bituminous  substances  which  are  widely  diffused 
over  the  earth  and  are  of  ^reat  practical  importance. 

"The  asphal turns  of  various  localities  differ  from  each  other  considerably  in  chemical 
composition,  as  is  proved  by  their  different  chemical  reactions." 

As  the  dutiable j)rovision  of  paragraph  90  affects  both  "asphaltum  and  bitumen," 
any  attempt  at  differentiation  would  be  unprofitable. 

We  think  that  the  only  uncontradicted  and  certain  fact  made  clear  by  the  record 
is  that  the  ori^sinal  substances  employed  are  different  kinds  of  asphalt  or  bitumen; 
that  the  chemicals  and  water  are  added  solely  for  the  purpose  of  combining  thedif- 
ferent  classes  of  asphalt  and  bitumen  and  bringing  them  into  that  united  form  and 
condition  that  they  may  be  as  such  readily  applied  and  used  as  a  binder  of  rocks, 
gravel,  and  other  materials  in  the  construction  of  asphalt  or  bitumen  pavements; 
that  when  this  use  is  effected  and  the  article  or  mass  of  asphaltum  and  oitumen  is 
exposed  to  the  atmosphere,  without  other  than  natural  or  mechanical  means,  the 
asphaltum  and  bitumen  content  is  precipitated^  and,  by  evaporation  or  other  elimina- 
tion, assumes  a  molecular  character  and  condition  as  asphaltum,  or  at  most,  bitumen, 
and  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  variety  of  the  great  family  of  bitumens. 

Undoubtedly  the  application  of  the  chemicals  and  the  processes  bringing  it  to  this 
condition  of  adaptability,  and  which  are  a  part  of  the  merchandise  as  imported, 
improve  the  condition  and  value  of  the  original  varieties  of  asphaltum  that  are  by 
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this  meanfi  assembled  and  made  into  a  kind  or  combination  of  asphaltum  or  bitumen. 
This  condition,  however,  can  not  be  more  aptly  described  than  bitimien  or  asphalt 
advanced  in  condition,  and  we  think  that  in  that  condition,  as  imported,  it  is 
"asphaltum  and  bitumen  advanced  in  condition."  Whatever  the  processes  which 
are  being  devoted  to  these  varieties  of  asphaltum  and  bitumen  while  and  when 
imported  they  are  but  processes  assembling  and  advancing  in  condition  several 
kinds  of  asphaltum  and  bitumen  from  separate  quantities  into  a  single  product  of 
such  for  use  as  such. 

In  that  view  it  becomes  imimportant  to  inquire  whether  or  not  it  is,  or  is  not,  a 
chemical  mixture,  or  a  chemical  compound,  or  a  chemical  salt.  It  may  be,  and 
probably  is,  both  *' asphalt  and  bitumen  advanced  in  condition*'  and  at  the  same 
time  a  ''mechanical  mixture"  or  compound.  In  this  status,  for  customs  purposes, 
it  is  pTtyperly  dutiable  as  asphalt  or  bitumen  advanced  in  condition  for  the  reascm 
that  that  phrase  is  more  specific  than  either  the  phrases  chemical  mixture,  chemical 
compound,  or  chemical  salt. 

The  case  is  quite  similar  in  this  particular  to  that  of  Fink  v.  United  States  (170 
U.  S.,  584).  In  that  case  the  subject  under  consideration  was  muriate  of  cocame, 
which  was  stipulated  a  medicinal  preparation,  and  the  Question  was  whe^er  the 
term  ''medicinal  preparation"  was  more  specific  than  'chemical  compound"  as 
such  was  used  in  the  tariff  act  of  1890.  The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  chief  use 
of  muriate  of  cocaine  being  shown  to  be  that  of  a  medicinal  preparation  the  merchan- 
dise was  more  specifically  provided  for  as  a  medicinal  preparation  than  as  a  chemical 
compound. 

In  this  case  the  uncontradicted  record  is  that  the  sole  use  of  the  imported  merchan- 
dise is  as  an  asphaltum  and  bitumen,  and  being  such,  as  we  have  seen,  advanced  in 
condition^  is  more  specifically  provided  for  as  "aaphaltum  and  bitumen  advanced 
in  condition"  than  as  a  "chemical  mixture."  The  phrase  asphaltum  and  bitumen 
advanced  in  condition  is  even  more  specific  than  that  of  medicinal  preparation, 
whilst  the  contesting  words  chemical  mixture  and  chemical  compound  are  essentially 
the  same. 

We  think,  so  far  as  shown  by  this  record,  the  merchandise  falls  directly  within 
the  terms  of  paragraph  90  of  the  act,  and  in  that  view  consideration  of  the  other  points 
discussed  in  the  briefs  is  unnecessary.

Exhibit  11.— (T.  D.  31679)— Hydroxide  of  chrome. 

United  States  v.  Continental  Color  &  Chemical  Co.  (No.  543). 

Hydroxide  op  Chrome,  a  Crude  Substance  Used  in  Dyeing  and  Tanning. — 
Hydroxide  of  chrome,  as  here  imported,  in  the  state  of  its  first  production,  unre- 
fined and  unfit  for  use  for  dyeing  or  tanning  without  being  subjected  to  refining 
processes,  was  not  dutiable  as  a  chemical  compound  under  either  the  tariff  act  of 
1897  or  that  of  1909,  but  under  each  act  was  nree  of  duty  as  an  article  in  a  crude 
state  used  in  dyeing  or  tanning  not  specially  provided  for. 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  May  31,  1911.

Martin,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

Under  tne  'tariff  acts  of  1897  and  1909  the  appellees  imported  into  this  country 
certain  merchandise  consisting  of  hydroxide  of  chrome.  This  is  a  chemical  com- 
pound produced  jn  Germany,  and  in  the  record  it  is  otherwise  variously  denominated 
ox\Jiyclrate  of  chrome,  chrome  oxyhydrate,  and  chrome  oxyd. 

The  collector  classined  the  article  as  a  chemical  compound  within  the  meaning  of 
paragraph  3  of  each  of  the  acts,  and  therefore  assessed  it  for  duty  at  the  rate  of  25  per 
cent  ad  valorem. 
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The  appellees  duly  filed  their  protest  to  this  ruling,  and  contended  that  the  aiticle 
should  l^  admitted  free  of  duty  according  to  paragrapn  482  of  the  act  of  1897  and  para- 
graph 499  of  the  act  of  1909,  as  an  article  in  a  crude  state  used  in  dyeing  or  tanning, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  the  act. 

The  protest  was  duly  heard  upon  evidence  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers, 
and  the  collector  was  reversed.  The  Government  now  prays  for  a  reversal  of  that 
decision. 

As  has  been  stated,  the  merchandise  in  question  was  entered  in  part  under  the  act 
of  1897  and  in  part  under  the  act  of  1909.  The  provisions  of  the  two  acts  are  substan- 
tially identical  so  far  as  this,  case  is  concerned,  and  for  convenience  we  will  refer  to 
the  act  of  1897  alone  in  giving  our  decision  upon  the  issue  involved. 

Paragraphs  3  and  482  of  the  act  of  1897  read  as  follows: 

''3.  Alkalies,  alkaloids,  distilled  oils,  essential  oils,  expressed  oils,  rendered  oils, 
and  all  combinations  of  the  foregoing,  and  all  chemical  compounds  and  salts  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  twenty-five  per  centimi  ad  valorem. 

"482.  Articles  in  a  crude  state  used  in  dyemg  or  tanning  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  act." 

It  is  of  course  conceded  that  the  substance  in  question  is  a  chemical  compoimd 
and  would  be  controlled  as  such  by  paragraph  3,  unless  it  also  comes  withm  the 
terms  of  paragraph  482,  as  an  article  in  a  crude  state  used  in  dyeing  or  tanning  not 
specially  provided  for  in  the  act.  If  the  article  is  described  by  both  pazagraphs, 
tnen  paragraph  482  would  be  dominant,  because  it  is  obviously  the  more  specific 
of  the  two. 

Paragraph  482  provides  for  articles  in  a  crude  state  used  in  dyeing  or  tanning, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  the  act.  The  appellant  contends  that  this  article  as 
imported  is  not  "in  a  crude  state.''  and  therefore  does  not  fall  within  the  class  defined 
by  the  para^ph,  even  though  it  is  used  in  dyeing  and  tanning.  This  presents  the 
single  question  which  is  decisive  of  the  issue. 

Tlie  process  which  results  in  the  production  of  hydroxide  of  chrome  is  fully 
described  in  the  record.  In  the  manufacture  of  anthraquinone  from  anthracene  the 
anthracene  is  heated  with  a  solution  cpntaining  bichromate  of  sodium  and  sulphuric 
acid.  The  anthraquinone  is  thus  produced  in  the  form  of  a  solid  mass  wiiich  is 
filtered  off.  leaving  a  heavy,  greenish  liquid  remaining.  This  liquid  contains  sol- 
phuric  acid  and  also  the  products  formed  irom  the  bichromate  of  sodium.  The  liquid 
IS  thereupon  treated  by  the  addition  of  a  watery  mixture  of  magnesium  oxide,  which 
precipitates  the  chrome  in  the  form  of  hydroxide  of  chrome — t£e  substance  in  ques- 
tion m  this  case.  This  is  filtered  off,  washed  and  packed,  and  imported.  As  thus 
packed  it  is  a  paste  containing  a  large  percenta^  of  cnromium  oxide,  a  less  percentage 
of  chromium  sulphate,  some  traces  of  arsenic,  iron,  lead,  and  antimony,  and  is  about 
two-thirds  water.  About  1  i>er  cent  of  the  substance  is  composed  of  accidental 
iinpurities,  such  as  chips  and  fibers. 

The  substance  thus  produced  is  used  in  this  coimtry  as  a  mordant  in  the  printing 
of  textile  fabrics  and  m  tanning.  In  neither  case,  however,  is  it  used  in  tne  form 
in  which  it  is  imported.  For  use  in  dyeing  it  is  first  treated  with  acetic  acid  and 
thereby  converted  into  acetate  of  chrome.  For  use  in  tanning  it  is  treated  with 
sulphuric  acid,  forming  a  sulphate  of  chrome.  In  each  case  the  resulting  product 
is  a  different  chemical  compound  from  the  hydroxide  of  chrome.  That  article  as 
imported  could  not  be  used  by  dyers  or  tanners;  it  requires  first  to  be  treated  as 
above  stated,  whereby  it  is  converted  chemically  into  new  and  different  combina- 
tions.   These  new  combinations  only  are  the  substances  used  in  dyeing  and  tanning. 

These  facts  are  very  clearly  set  out  in  the  testimony  and  are  indeed  uncontradicted. 
They  seem  to  furnish  an  answer  to  the  question  whether  or  not  the  importation  is 
an  article  in  a  crude  state  used  for  dyeing  or  tanning.  The  article  as  imported  is 
certainly  in  a  crude  state  in  two  aspects.  First,  the  article  itself  is  in  the  state  of 
its  first  production,  without  being  refined  by  additional  treatment  applied  fw  that 
purpose.  In  this  condition  it  is  mixed  with  various  impurities.  This  is  worthy  of 
notice,  although  it  may  not  be  the  controlling  consideration  within  the  purview  of 
paramph  482.  The  filtering  and  washing  process  described  in  the  testimony  had 
no  enect  on  the  article  itself  other  than  "to  get  it  by  itself."  And  second,  it  is  an 
article  in  a  crude  state  within  the  meaning  of  the  paragraph,  because,  as  imported, 
it  is  not  in  a  condition  fit  for  use  in  dyeing  or  tannmg,  but  it  is  only  a  raw  material 
which  is  to  be  converted  by  further  treatment  into  other  articles  fit  for  such  use. 
This  is  the  important  aspect  in  which  the  article  may  be  said  to  be  in  a  crude  state. 
The  paragraph  treats  of  materials  which  are  used  in  dyeing  and  tanning.  The  impor- 
tation is  simply  a  raw  material  in  its  relation  to  those  uses  and  is  therefore  in  a  crude 
state  in  that  respect.  To  prepare  it  for  such  uses  other  chemical  elements  must 
first  be  added  to  it,  so  that  when  finally  used  for  such  purposes  it  presents  a  different 
chemical  combination. 
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In  the  Euttroff  case,  cited  by  the  appellant,  the  substance  there  in  question, 
namely,  chrome  alum,  was  "refined,'*  was  "prepared  by  artificial  process,'*  and  was 
also  "in  a  complete  form  needing  no  other  preparation  for  its  use";  all  of  which  was 
stated  by  the  board  in  its  decision  of  the  case. 

The  decision  of  the  board  in  the  case  at  bar  is  therefore  affirmed. 


Exhibit  12.— (T.  D.  Z1944)^  Tetriichloride  of  tin. 

Consolidated  Color  &  Chemical  Co.  v.  United  States  (No.  24b). 

Tbtrachloredb  of  Tin — Lac  Spihtts. — Tetrachloride  of  tin,  while  admittedly  a 
chemical  compound,  was  not  dutiable  as  such  under  tariff  act  of  1897,  and  bein^, 
as  appears  from  a  preponderance  of  the  testimony  in  this  case,  lac  spirits,  it 
was,  as  such,  free  of  duty  under  that  act.

Smith,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  New  York  classified  an  importation  of  tetra- 
chloride  of  tin  as  a  chemical  compound  and  assessed  it  for  dutv  at  25  per  cent  ad 
valorem  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3  of  the  tariff  act  of  July  24,  1897,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"3.  Alkalies,  alkaloids,  distilled  oils,  essential  oils,  expressed  oils,  rendered  oils, 
and  all  combinations  of  the  forgoing,  and  all  chemical  compounds  and  salts  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  twenty-five  per  centimi  ad  valorem." 

The  Consolidated  Color  &  Chemical  Co.,  whicn  imported  the  merchandise,  protested 
that  the  importation  was  one  of  lac  spirits  and  therefore  free  of  duty  under  paragraph 
593  of  the  free  list,  which  reads  as  follows: 

''Free  list.— Sec,  2.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially provided  for  in  this  act,  the  following  articles  when  imported  shall  be  exempt 
from  duty. 

•  •«•••» 

"593.  Lac  spirits." 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  overruled  the  protest  and  the  importers  appealed. 

The  importation  is  a  tetrachloride  of  tin  and  is  admittedly  a  chemicjd  compound, 
but  it  is  claimed  to  be  a  special  class  of  chemical  compotmd  known  as  lac  spirits, 
specifically  provided  for  under  that  name,  and  entitled  to  free  entry  by  virtue  of  the 
paragraph  of  the  free  list  above  cited.  Whether  the  importation  is  lac  spirits  within 
the  m^uoing  of  paragraph  593  is  therefore  the  sole  question  to  be  determined.  On 
this  point  four  witnesses  testified  on  the  part  of  the  appellant,  three  of  Uiem  practial 
chemists  of  long  experience  and  all  four  of  them  engaged  in  the  business  of  manu^- 
turin^  colors  and  dyes  for  periods  of  time  running  from  11  years  to  25  years.  The  three 
chemists,  Schweitzer,  Clarkson,  and  Hirschberc,  testified  positively  and  directly  that 
they  were  familiar  with  and  had  actually  used  a  material  known  as  lac  spirits  m  the 
dyeing  of  textiles.  Schweitzer  became  acquainted  with  it  as  early  as  1880,  and  although 
he  never  sold  the  article  he  bought  and  actually  applied  it  as  a  dyer  in  the  years  1888 
and  1889.  Besides  all  that,  S<mweitzer  stated  that  he  himself  had  made  lac  spirits 
and  used  the  product  for  dyeing  experiments.  Clarkson  knew  that  there  was  such  a 
material  as  lac  spirits  in  1887  and  declared  that  the  Quaker  City  Dye  Works  Co.,  with 
which  he  was  connected  as  chemist,  manufactiured  it  to  his  knowledge  for  the  purpose 
of  dyeinc  scarlets  for  four  and  one-half  years  prior  to  1897.  To  Hirschberg  lac  spuits 
became  known  about  the  year  1900  while  he  was  in  England. 

From  the  testimony  of  the  chemists  just  named  it  fmrther  appears  that  lac  spirits 
were  at  one  time  extensively  used  as  a  mordant  in  dyeing  with  cochineal  and  lac  dye 
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and  also  as  a  weighting  material  in  the  dyeing  of  silks;  that  with  the  coming  in  of  the 
coal-tar  colors  lac  and  cochineal  dyes  were  driven  out  to  a  large  degree,  but  that  lac 
spirits  are  and  must  be  still  employed  whenever  lac  and  cochineal  scarlets  are  used 
in  dyeing;  that  the  importation  is  a  tetrachloride  of  tin  and  is  manufactured  by  dis- 
solving tm  in  hydrochloric  or  muriatic  acid  in  the  presence  of  nitric  acid  or  by  treating 
stannous  chloride  with  nitric  acid  or  latterly  by  the  cheaper  process  of  submitting  tin 
directly  to  the  action  of  chlorine  gas;  that  lac  spirits  is  tetrachloride  of  tin  ana,  as 
known  to  three  of  the  witnesses,  was  made  generally  by  one  of  the  two  first  methods: 
that  lac  spirits  and  the  importation  are  both  stannic  chlorides,  are  both  liquids,  and 
are  both  represented  by  the  same  chemical  formula  SnCl4;  that  lac  spirits  and  the 
importatio^i  are  used  for  the  same  purpose,  namely,  as  a  mordant  for  lac  and  cochineal 
dyes;  that  the  only  difference  between  them  is  that  one  is  diluted  with  water  and  ttie 
other  is  not;  that  the  tetrachloride  of  tin  in  controversy  is  reall}^  highly  concentrated 
lac  spirits  and  is  imported  in  that  form  to  save  freight,  out  that  it  can  not  be  used  by 
the  oyer  in  its  concentrated  state  and  must  be  diluted  with  water  to  protect  from 
injury  the  textiles  to  be  dyed;  that  stannous  chloride  of  tin  is  not  a  tetracnloride  of  tin 
and  IS  represented  by  a  different  formula,  to  wit,  SnClj. 

The  chemists  and  the  witness  Allen,  testifying  for  the  importers,  agreed  that  the 
stannous  chloride  can  not  be  used  for  dyeing  with  lac  or  cochineal  because  it  produces 
too  dull  a  shade.  Allen  says,  however,  that  although  worthless  for  lac  or  cochineal 
dyes,  it  may  be  and  is  used  for  making  eosine  lakes  and  coal-tar  colors.  As  against 
this  evidence  submitted  by  the  appellant  the  Government  offered  the  testimony  of 
three  witnesses,  one  of  them  a  manufacturer  of  chemicals,  inclusive  of  tetrachloride 
of  tin,  and  the  other  two  chemists.  These  witnesses  were  all  men  of  long  experience 
in  their  particular  lines,  but  none  of  them,  so  far  as  shown,  had  ever  been  engaged  in 
the  business  of  dyeing  or  served  as  a  chemist  to  a  textile  dyeing  establishment.  Ad- 
mittedly none  of  them  had  ever  used  lac  spirits  for  practical  or  commercial  purposes, 
and  admittedly  none  of  them  knew  anything  at  all  about  the  article  under  that  name 
except  what  he  had  read  of  it  in  books.  The  witness  Bower  stated  that  he  had  con- 
sulted Watts's  Dictionary,  Ure's  Dictionary,  and  Napier's  book  on  dyeing,  and  that 
the  formulas  there  given  for  lac  spirits  would  not  produce  tetrachloride  of  tin,  but 
stannous  chloride.  That  the  formula  given  in  Ure's  Dictionary  for  lac  spirits  was 
three  parts  of  foaming  hydrochloric  acid  and  one  part  of  tin,  which  formula  he  followed 
and  secured  a  stannous  and  not  a  stannic  salt.  On  cross-examination  the  attention 
of  this  witness  was  called  to  Ernest  Spjont's  Workshop  Receipts,  and  to  the  fact  that 
the  formula  therein  set  out  for  lac  spirits  was  3  gallons  of  muriatic  acid  and  2  gallons 
of  water,  fed  with  6  pounds  of  tin  and  1  gallon  of  nitric  acid.  The  witness  said  he 
did  not  agree  with  this  formula  because  the  books  which  he  had  consulted  did  not 
provide  for  nitric  acid  as  a  chemical  component.  He  disagreed  also  with  the  following 
formula  for  lac  scarlet  set  out  in  the  work  entitled  "Practical  Treatise  on  Dyeing  and 
Calico  Printing,"  by  Robert  McFarland,  of  the  Scientific  American,  1860,  to  wit:  Mix 
27 pounds  of  muriatic  acid  of  the  specific  gravity  of  1 .17  with  a  pound  and  a  half  of  nitric 
acid  of  1.19;  put  this  mixture  in  a  soft  glazed  bottle  and  add  to  it  in  small  bits  at  a  time 
tin  until  4  pounds  are  dissolved.  He  said  that  he  did  not  consider  lac  spirits  and  lac 
scarlet  spirits  as  identical.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  note  that  lac  spirits 
is  the  mordant  for  lac  and  cochineal,  which  are  scarlet  dyes. 

Ralph  W.  Bailey  stated  that  he  had  consulted  Neile,  Watts's  Chemical  Dictionary, 
Cooley's  Book  of  rractical  Receipts,  and  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  and  that  the 
formula  of  those  books  for  the  maiking  of  lac  spirits  called  for  the  dissolving  of  tin  in 
hydrochloric  acid,  which  would  produce  a  stannous  and  not  a  stannic  chloride.  He 
stated  further  that  he  had  been  unable  to  find  any  description  of  lac  spirits  the  manu- 
facture of  which  called  for  the  use  of  nitric  acid. 

Russell  W.  MoHDre,  chemist  in  charge  of  the  appraiser's  laboratory  at  New  York, 
stated  that  lac  spirits  is  an  obsolete  term,  and  that  in  his  investigation  of  it  he  found  it 
described  in  old  and  obsolete  works.  That  some  authorities  described  it  as  produced 
by  dissolving  tin  in  hydrochloric  acid  and  others  by  treating  stannous  chloride  with 
nitric  acid  producing  what  was  then  called  in  the  old  way  nitrate  muriate  of  tin;  that 
the  only  dinerence  between  nitrate  muriate  of  tin  and  the  importation  is  that  one  is  an 
impure  dilute  article  aiid  the  other  a  pure  concentrated  article;  ^at  tetrachloride  of 
tin  exists  in  both  and  is  represented  by  the  same  chemical  formula;  that  the  impuri- 
ties in  the  dilute  article  are  stannous  salts  and  some  nitric  and  hydrochloric  acid  in 
excess;  that  lac  spirits  belonged  to  both  stannous  and  stannic  Gu^ts  in  an  indeterminate 
way. 

On  this  state  of  the  evidence  the  board  found,  first,  that  the  merchandise  imported 
was  tetrachloride  of  tin,  a  stannic  salt  produced  by  dissolving  tin  in  hydrochloric 
acid  in  the  presence  of  nitric  acid  and  used  in  the  textile  industries  for  mordanting, 
dyeing,  and  weighting;  second,  that  lac  spirits  is  a  solution  of  tin  in  hydrochloric 
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acid  and  therefore  a  solution  of  a  stannous  chloride  or  stannous  salt  in  water;  third, 
that  tetrachloride  of  tin  is  neither  commercially  nor  commonly  known  as  lac  spirits. 
To  sustain  the  second  finding  of  the  board  requires  us  to  disregard  the  positive,  direct, 
unimpeached  testimony  of  at  least  three  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  importer  who  were 
eminently  qualified  to  testify  as  to  lac  spirits  and  to  accept  that  of  witnesses  whose 
sole  information  on  the  subject  was  derived  from  books,  the  status  of  which  as  standard 
authorities  was  not  established.  This  we  are  not  prepared  to  do,  inasmuch  as  other 
books  entitled  to  at  least  as  much  weight  as  those  referred  to  b^  the  witnesses  for  tJbe 
Government  fully  sustained  the  statement  of  the  importer's  witnesses  Uiat  lac  spirits 
were  made  by  dissolving  tin  in  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  presence  of  nitric  acid,  thereby 
producing,  according  to  the  witness  Schweitzer,  a  tetrachloride  of  tin,  which  is  a 
stannic  and  not  a  stannous  salt.  If  we  reject  the  evidence  of  both  lines  of  books  as 
conflicting  and  lacking,  in  probative  force,  the  testimony  of  importer's  witness  stands 
UDContradicted  and  fully  establishes  that  the  importation  and  lac  spirits  are  both 
tetrachloride  of  tin,  manufactured  from  the  same  materials  and  in  the  same  way. 
In  analyzing  the  testimonv  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  tin  and  hydrochloric  acid 
produce  a  stannous  chloriae  which  is  not  tetrachloride  of  tin.  If  we  accept  one  line 
of  authorities  we  must  accept  the  other,  and  to  reconcile  them  no  course  is  open  except 
to  conclude  that  the  term  "lac  spirits''  covered  both  the  stannous  chloriae  and  the 
stannic  chloride,  and  from  that  it  would  follow  that  both  chlorides  would  be  entitled 
to  free  entry. 

As  to  the  third  finding  of  the  board,  that  tetrachloride  of  tin  is  neither  commercially 
nor  commonly  known  as  lac  spirits,  it  is  sufficient  to  sav  that  whether  tetrachloride 
tin  is  now  known  as  lac  spirits  is  beside  the  question.  Whether  the  article  once  com- 
mercially known  as  lac  spirits  is  tetrachloride  of  tin  is  the  point  involved.  If,  when 
provision  was  made  for  lac  spirits  on  the  free  list,  there  was  an  article  commerciaUy 
tnown  by  that  name  and  that  article,  chemicallv  speaking,  was  tetrachloride  of  tin. 
the  fact  that  it  subsequently  lost  its  commercial  name  and  took  its  chemical  ana 
scientific  designation  would  not  remove  it  from  the  free  list  or  deprive  it  of  the  con- 
cession made  oy  Congress  to  the  article  and  not  to  its  name.  Beyond  debate  there 
was  a  material  which  at  some  time  in  the  history  of  tariff  legislation  was  either  popu- 
larly or  commercially  known  as  lac  spirits.  Provision  was  made  for  it  in  the  free  list 
of  the  tariff  act  of  1890,  and  the  United  States  General  Appraisers,  in  T.  D.  12953, 
held  that  the  lac  spirits  there  mentioned  was  a  dyestuff  and  not  a  varnish.  Subse- 
quently, when  the  tariff  act  of  1897  was  passed,  lac  spirits  was  continued  on  the  free 
list,  and  that  action  on  the  part  of  Congress  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  taken  in 
the  light  of  the  appraisers'  decision  that  there  was  an  article  known  as  lac  spirits  and 
that  lac  spirits  was  used  for  dyeing  and  not  for  varnishing.  Whether  lac  spirits  was  a 
stannic  chloride  or  a  stannous  chloride  or  both  was  not  put  in  issue  in  T.  D.  12953  and 
was,  therefore,  not  tried  or  litigated  in  that  case.  What  was  said  by  the  board  in  that 
behalf  can  not  therefore  be  held  to  have  been  presumptively  confirmed  by  a  subse- 
<]uent  l^islative  enactment  which  repeated  the  language  of  the  paragraph  which  was 
interpreted  by  the  decision.  On  a  protest  that  lac  spirits  was  a  varnish  the  board 
classified  it  as  a  dvestuff,  and  as  to  that  classification,  and  nothing  more,  the  legislature 
may  be  presumed  to  have  approved  the  decision  of  the  board. 

Kussell  Moore,  a  witness  for  the  Government,  testified  that  lac  spirits  resulting  from 
the  chemical  reaction  of  hydrochloride  acid  and  nitric  acid  on  tin  would  be  an  impure 
tetrachloride  of  tin  as  compared  with  the  importation,  which,  he  said,  was  a  pure 
concentrated  article.  Admittedly  lac  spirits  are  diluted  with  water  and  the  importation 
is  not.  That  fact,  however,  affects  only  the  strength  of  the  article  and  does  not  alter 
essentially  its  nature  and  character  as  a  mordant,  which  Congress  intended  to  favor  by 
putting  it  on  the  free  list.  The  board  finds  in  its  first  finding  that  the  importation  is 
produced  by  dissolving  tin  in  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  presence  of  nitric  acid.  It  is 
established  by  the  importers'  evidence  that  lac  spirits  are  made  in  exactly  the  same 
way.  Tliat  being  the  case,  any  impurities  found  in  the  one  must  of  necessity  be 
found  in  the  other,  exclusive  of  water,  if  water  can  be  considered  an  impurity.  If  it 
be  true,  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Moore,  a  witness  for  the  Government,  that  the  formula 
for  making  lac  spirits  would  produce  an  impure  tetrachloride  of  tin,  contaminated  by 
stannous  salts,  nitrate  of  tin,  and  some  free  nitric  acid,  it  follows  that  the  importation 
which  is  found  to  be  made  by  the  same  method  must  contain  the  very  same  impurities. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  is  reversed.

Fans  Composed  op  Wood  and  Selk.— The  principle  is  recognized  that,  when  it 
clearly  appears  from  the  language  and  context  of  a  proviso^  it  is  intended  to  apply 
to  other  subjects  than  those  stated  in  the  paragraph  of  which  it  is  a  part  or  thiat  it 
is  intended  to  apply  generally  to  other  parts  of  an  act,  the  proviso  must,  so  far  aa 
possible,  be  given  full  effect;  but  this  principle  will  not  be  applied  ex  induztria 
to  bring  an  article  within  the  operation  of  the  proviso.  Each  case  must  be  deter- 
mined on  the  facts  of  that  case;  and  though  the  question  here  is  not  entirely  free 
from  doubt,  resolving  this  doubt,  as  is  proper,  in  the  importer's  favor,  fans  com- 
posed of  silk  and  wood  and  embroidered  with  silk  were  dutiable  under  paragraidi 
427,  tariff  act  of  1897,  which  specifically  names  for  duty  "fans  of  all  kinds,  except 
common  palm-leaf  fans.'' — ^Lai  Ming  v.  United  States  (x.  D.  30770)  distinguished.

Before  Montgomery,  Smith,  Barber,  and  Martin,  judges. 

Barber,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  issue  here  is  whether  fans  composed  of  wood  and  silk,  and  embroidered  with 
silk,  are  dutiable  at  the  rate  of  50  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  paragraph  427  of  the 
tariff  act  of  July  24,  1897,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"427.  Fansof  all  kinds,  except  common  palm-les^fans,  fifty  per  centum  ad  valorem." 
or  at  the  rate  of  60  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  390  and  339 
of  the  same  act,  the  pertinent  parts  of  which  are  as  follows: 

** 390.  Laces,  ♦  *  *  embroideries  and  articles  embroidered  by  hand  or  machin- 
ery, *  *  *  all  of  the  above-named  articles  made  of  silk,  or  of  which  silk  is  the 
component  material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  *  *  ♦ 
sixty  per  centum  ad  valorem:    ♦    *    * 

"339.  Laces,  lace  window  curtains,  tidies,  pillow  shams,  bed  sets,  insertings,  flounc- 
ingB,  and  other  lace  articles;  handkerchiefs,  napkins,  wearing  apparel,  and  other 
articles,  made  wholly  or  in  part  of  lace,  or  in  imitation  of  lace;  nets  or  nettings,  veil 
and  veilings,  etamines,  vitrages,  neck  rufflings,  ruchings,  tucking^s,  flutings,  and 
ouillings;  embroideries  and  sill  trimmings,  including  braids,  edgmjsps,  insertings, 
nouncings,  galloons,  sorings,  and  bands;  wearing  apparel,  handkerchiefs,  and  other 
articles  or  fabrics  embroidered  in  any  manner  by  hand  or  machinery,  whether  with 
a  letter,  monogram,  or  otherwise;  tamboured  or  appliqu^ed  articles,  fabrics  or  wearing 
apparel;  hemstitched  or  tucked  flouncings  or  skirting,  and  articles  made  wholly  or 
in  part  of  rufflings,  tuckings,  or  ruchings;  all  the  foregomg,  composed  wholly  or  in  chief 
value  of  flax,  cotton,  or  other  v^table  fiber^  and  not  elsewhere  specially  provided 
for  in  this  act,  whether  composed  m  part  of  india  rubber  Or  otherwise,  sixty  per  centum 
ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  no  wearing  apparel  or  other  article  or  textile  fabric, 
when  embroidered  by  hand  or  machinery,  snail  pay  duty  at  a  less  rate  thsji  that 
imposed  in  any  schedule  of  this  act  upon  any  embroideries  or  the  materials  of  which 
such  embroidery  is  composed." 

The  collector  ass^sed  the  fans  as  embroideries  of  silk  at  60  per  cent  ad  valorem. 
The  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  upon  hearing  the  importers*  protest,  and  the  Circuit 
Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  upon  hearing  the  appeal  by  the  United 
States,  both  sustained  the  importers'  claim  that  duty  should  have  been  taken  at  the 
lower  rate,  under  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph  first  above  quoted. 

No  sample  of  the  importation  is  before  us  and  no  issue  of  fact  is  raised. 

In  substance,  the  main  contention  of  the  United  States  is  that  these  embroidered 
fans  are  articles,  and  that  the  embroidery  thereon  beine  of  silk,  they  are  deuiy 
subject  to  the  rate  of  duty  specified  in  the  silk  paragrapn  by  virtue  of  the  proviso 
in  paragraph  339,  unless  the  meaning  of  the  wora  *' article"  in  said  proviBO  can  be 
restricted  by  some  principle  of  law  so  as  to  exclude  it  therefrom.  It  is  said  that  the 
rule  of  ejusdem  generis  can  not  accomplish  this  result,  and  various  decided  caaea 
are  cited  tending  to  support  that  claim.    It  ia  alBo  further  urged  that  the  quesdon 
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of  whether  or  not  paragraph  427  is  more  specific  than  paragraph  339  does  not  enter 
into  this  case:  that  the  olanket  proviso  of  "wearing  apparel  or  other  article  or  textile 
fabric"  founa  in  the  said  proviso  was  expressly  designed  to  apply  to  every  embroi- 
dered article  which  might  anywhere  be  mentioned  in  the  statute;  that  therefore  the 
ordinary  rule  as  to  the  superiority  of  *' specific  "provisions  over  "general"  provisions 
can  have  no  application;  that  if  otherwise,  altnoug^h  it  may  be  conceded  that  the 
words  "fans  of  all  kinds"  in  paragraph  427  are  specific,  yet  they  lack  such  a  degree 
of  specificness  as  to  prevail  over  tne  all-comprehending  terms  of  the  proviso  in  that 
regard;  and  that  to  give  them  such  an  effect  will  nullify  the  plain  purpose  of  Congress 
as  expressed  in'  the  proviso. 

On  the  other  hana,  it  is  contended  by  the  appellees  that  the  language  of  paragraph 
427  indicates  that  all  fans  except  palm-leaf  fans  shall  be  assessed  at  50  per  cent  ad 
valorem;  that  the  words  "of  all  kinds,"  which  follow  the  word  "fans."  and  which 
in  turn  are  followed  by  the  exception  relating  to  common  palm-leaf  fans,  are  such 
a  clear  expression  of  the  legislative  intent  that,  although  it  may  have  been  held 
in  other  cases  that  the  blanket  provisions  of  the  proviso  should  prevail  over  certain 
more  or  lees  specific  terms  in  other  paragraphs  there  under  consideration,  neverthe- 
less, in  this  case,  as  applied  to  this  merchandise,  the  question  of  whether  the  proviso 
or  paragraph  427  is  tne  more  specific  does  arise,  and  that  giving  legitimate  force  to 
the  recognized  doctrine  that  the  more  specific  of  two  paragraphs  shall  prevail,  duty 
must  be  taken  at  the  lower  rate.  In  this  connection  tne  appellees  furtner  urge  that 
Congress  having  specially  exempted  common  palm-leaf  fans  from  the  operation  of  the 
paragraph,  the  familiar  principle  of  expressio  unius  est  exclusio  alterius  clearly  indi- 
cates a  Congressional  intent  that  no  fans  except  common  palm-leaf  fans  ^ould  be 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  paragraph  427. 

The  United  States  argues  that  the  decision  of  this  court  in  the  case  of  Lai  Ming  v. 
United  States  (1  Ct.  Cust.  Appls.,  — ;  T.  D.  30770)  is  decisive  of  the  issue  here,  and 
we  consider  first  this  claim.  It  appears  from  the  opinion  of  the  court,  by  Ilunt, 
judge,  that  the  question  presented  was  whether  certain  Chinese  ^oes  or  slippers 
composed  of  leather  in  chief  value  and  embroidered  with  silk  should  be  dutiable  at 
the  rate  of  60  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  the  same  paragraphs  as  are  here  invoked  to 
support  the  Government's  claim,  or  at  25  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  paragraph  438 
of  tne  same  act,  the  material  part  of  which  was  "^  *  *  boots  and  shoes  made  of 
leather  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem."    In  that  case  we  said: 

"It  is  our  opinion  that  the  words  'wearing  apparel,'  as  used  in  the  proviso  of 
paragraph  339,  include  shoes,  and  that  if  such  shoes  are  embroidered  by  hand  or 
machinery,  as  are  the  exhibits  submitted  with  this  record,  they  must  be  held  to  be 
dutiable  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  the  proviso." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  language  implies  that  it  was  considered  of  importance 
that  the  shoes  or  slippers  involved  in  that  case  were  wearing  apparel,  thus  clearly 
brin^:ing  them  within  the  proviso,  and  that  although  the  learned  judge  writing  the 
opinion  referred  to  other  decisions  wherein  the  effect  of  this  proviso  had  Ij^en  con- 
strued, occasion  was  taken  to  say  that: 

"We  cite  these  opinions  to  illustrate  the  ^^ews  of  the  several  courts,  though  we  do 
not  mean  to  ^o  any  further  than  the  particular  case  before  us  warrants.  As  to  it  we 
hold  the  proviso  applies." 

It  is  obvious  that  our  decision  in  that  case  was  designed  to  be  expressly  limited  to 
the  facts  there  appearing,  and  we  think  that  the  facts  here  and  the  different  phraseology 
of  paragraph  427,  as  compared  with  that  of  paragraph  438,  which  we  then  contrasted 
wiUi  the  proviso  of  paragraph  339,  clearly  distinguishes  that  case  from  the  one  at  bar. 

In  this  case,  as  in  the  Lai  Ming  case,  we  expressly  decline  to  go  outside  the  precise 
issue  involved.  We  neither  assent  to  nor  dissent  from  the  reasoning  of  the  circuit 
courts  or  the  circuit  courts  of  appeals,  upon  whose  decisions  the  Groyemment  relies 
in  this  case,  preferring  to  take  such  a  ]X)sition  only  when  the  issues  raised  necessarily 
involve  that  step. 

We  recognize  the  principle  that  when  it  clearly  appears  from  the  context  and  lan- 
guage of  a  proviso  that  it  is  manifestly  intended  to  apply  to  other  subjects  than  those 
stated  in  the  paragraph  of  which  it  is  a  part,  or  that  it  is  intended  to  apply  generally  to 
other  parts  of  an  act,  it  must,  so  fer  as  possible,  be  given  full  effect,  and  we  proceed 
to  inquire  whether  the  proviso  in  question  applies  to  these  fans. 

The  specific  articles  referred  to  in  paragraph  339  are  numerous,  and  the  terms  of  the 
proviso  which  embrace  "wearing  apparel  or  other  article  or  textile  fabric  when 
embroidered,"  are  of  broad  scope,  and  undoubtedly,  unless  otherwise  limited,  apply 
to  the  fans  in  question .  On  the  other  hand ,  the  words  *  *  fans  of  all  kinds ' '  in  paracraph 
427  are  of  specific  import.  The  expression  "fans  of  all  kinds, "  which  means  all  kinds 
of  fans,  natui^ly  suggests  every  imported  fan,  regardless  of  its  component  material 
or  conoition.    Perhaps  a  greater  d^ree  oi  specificness  could  have  been  attained  by 
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ludng  after  the  word  "ferns"  the  words  "of  all  kinds,  shapes,  sizes,  and  of  whatever 
material,"  and  yet  that  is  somewhat  a  matter  of  taste  rather  than  a  question  of  the  use 
of  appropriate  language  to  clearly  express  the  specific  thought. 

Tne  contention  of  the  Grovemment  in  its  last  analysis  would  seem  to  be  that  in  ord^ 
to  exclude  these  fans  from  the  effect  of  the  provsio,  mns  embroidered  should  have  been 
specifically  excepted  therefrom^  or  that  paragraph  427  should  read  something  like 
tnis:  "Fans  of  aJl  kinds,  including  embroidered  mns  of  whatever  material  composed 
and  excepting  palm-leaf  fans,"  etc. 

While  such  language  would  probably  have  prevented  the  Question  arising  which 
we  are  called  upon  to  decide,  we  do  not  think,  m  the  absence  thereof  or  of  its  equiva- 
lent, it  can  be  said  that  paragraph  427  does  not  apply  to  the  fems  in  this  case. 

We  think  a  most  convmcing  reason  why  the  contention  of  the  importers  in  this  caae 
should  be  upheld  is  admirably  set  forth  in  the  decision  of  the  board  in  this  case, 
and  we  quote  it. 

"In  our  judgment  the  provision  for  fetns  is  broad  enough  to  and  intended  to  include 
fauB  of  every  description.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  matt^  of  common  knowledge  that 
a  very  large  class  of  fans,  embracing  perhaps  the  greater  amount  of  merchandise  of 
that  character,  is  embroidered  and  that  to  nold,  therefore,  that  this  phrase  did  not 
include  such  would,  in  effect,  except  therefrom  the  greater  number  of  import»i 
articles  of  that  kind.  Moreover,  the  latter  part  of  paragraph  427  conduces  to  the  same 
conclusion,  for  by  the  paragraph  itself  is  excepted  palm-leaf  fans.  Upon  a  femiiliar 
principle  of  construction  the  enumeration  of  the  exceptions  from  tnis  paragraph 
includes  ex  industria  all  the  articles  which  Congress  intended  should  be  excepted 
therefrom.  Palm-leaf  fans,  therefore,  being  expresslv  excepted  from  the  proviaons 
of  the  paragraph,  the  natural  and  legal  inference  is  that  palm-leaf  fans  alone  are  the 
only  fans  intended  by  Congress  to  be  excepted  therefrom.  This  exception  does  not 
carry  with  it  embroidered  fans,  butj  by  the  principle  of  construction  suggested,  leaves 
them  included  within  the  very  broad  term  *fans  of  all  kinds.'" 

This  conclusion  seems  to  us  to  comply  with  the  rule  that  full  effect  shall,  when 
possible,  be  given  to  all  parts  of  a  statute.  Under  this  interpretation  the  terms  of  the 
proviso  of  paragraph  339  may  be  applied  when  found  to  be  more  specific  than  those 
of  a  competing  paragraph,  the  somewhat  apparent  inconsistency  for  which  the  Gov- 
ernment contends  of  disregarding  the  well  settled  rule  that  the  more  specific  designa- 
tion shall  control  is  thereby  avoided,  paragraph  427  is  ^ven  what  would  seem  to  be 
its  natural  construction  and  effect,  and  opportunity  still  remains  for  application  to 
be  given  to  the  terms  of  the  proviso  outside  of  the  subjects  enumerated  in  the  para- 
graph of  which  it  is  a  part.  That  it  already  has  been  given  such  application  appears 
u*om  the  cases  which  the  Government  cites  in  support  of  its  contention  that  such 
effect  should  be  given  it. 

We  recognize  that  the  question  involved  in  this  case  can  not  be  said  to  be  entirely 
free  from  doubt  but  resolve  whatever  doubt  exists  in  favor  of  the  importers.  That  we 
diould  do  this  is  settled  law.  American  Net  &  Twine  Co.  v.  Worthmgton  (141  U.  S., 
468). 

The  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  California  is  affirmed. 

De  Yries,  Judge,  did  not  sit  at  the  hearing  or  participate  in  the  decision.

1.  Drilled  Pearls — Pearls  in  their  Natural  State. — Legislative  history  shows 

that  the  provisions  in  paragraphs  435  and  436,  tariff  act  of  1897,  for  *' pearls  set 
or  strung"  and  ** pearls  in  tjieir  natural  state,  not  set  or  strung,"  were  intended  to 
embrace  all  pearls  not  included  in  the  provision  for  jewelry;  and  drilled  pearla. 
unstrung,  are  dutiable  under  paragraph  436  of  said  act  as  "pearls  in  their  natural 
state,  not  set  or  strung." 

2.  Matched  Pearls — Strung  Pearls — Pearl  Necklace. — Pearls  of  a  sufi^ient 

number  to  constitute  a  necklace,  matched  as  to  size  and  color,  which  had  been 
temporarily  strung  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  exhibition  and  worn  in  that  condi- 
tion, but  imported  unstrung,  are  not  dutiable  by  similitude  as  "pearls  set  or 
strung,"  under  paragraph  435^  tariff  act  of  1897,  but  fall  directly  within  the  pro- 
vision in  paragraph  436  of  said  act  for  "pearls  in  their  natural  state,  not  set  or 
strung." 
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3.  Similitude. — The  similitude  clause,  section  7,  tariff  act  of  1897,  applies  only  to 

articles  not  enumerated  in  the  tariff  act. 

4.  Classification — Condition  op  Merchandise  as  Imported  Controlling. — ^The 

classification  of  imported  articles  must  be  ascertained  by  an  examination  of  the 
articles  in  their  condition  as  imported. 

5.  Merchandise  Manufactured  to  Suit  Tariff. — Articles  may  be  manu&u^tured 

or  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  importing  them  at  a  lower  rate  of  duty. 

On  writ  of  certiorari  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  Second  Circuit. 
[Decision  affirmed.] 

The  decision  below  (166  Fed.  Rep.,  693;  T.  D.  29502)  reversed  a  decision  by  the 
Circuit  Court  for  the  Southern  District  of  New  York  (T.  D.  29124),  which  reversed  a 
decision  by  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers  (G.  A.  6617,  T.  D.  28246), 
which  reversed  the  assessment  of  duty  by  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  New 
York  on  merchandise  imported  by  Bernard  Citroen.

W.  Wickham  Smith  (John  K.  Maxwell  on  the  brief)  for  the  importer. 

Mr.  Justice  Hughes  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

Bernard  Citroen,  on  June  11,  1906^  imported  into  the  United  States  37  drilled 
pearls— unset  and  unstrung— divided  into  5  lots,  separately  inclosed.  The  collector 
classified  them  by  similitude  "as  pearls  set  or  strung,  or  jewelry,"  dutiable  at  60  per 
cent  ad  valorem  under  paragraph  434  of  the  traiff  act  of  1897.  The  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  sustained  the  importer's  protest,  holding  the  pearls  to  be  dutiable  by 
similitude  at  10  per  cent  under  parapjaph  436.  The  circuit  court,  on  additional 
testimony,  reversed  this  ruling  and  affirmed  that  of  the  collector,  and  this  decision 
was,  in  turn,  reversed  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Aypeals,  w^hich  held  that  the  board  was 
right.    (166  Fed  Rep.,  693;  T.  D.  29502.)    The  case  comes  here  on  certiorari. 

The  paragraphs  of  the  act  of  1897  which  are  in  question  read  as  follows: 

**  434.  Articles  commonly  known  as  jewelry,  and  parts  thereof,  finished  or  unfinished, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  including  precious  stones  set,  pearls  set  or 
strung,  and  cameos  in  frames,  60  per  cent  ad  valorem. 

**  436.  Pearls  in  their  natural  state,  not  strung  or  set,  10  per  cent  ad  valorem." 

The  pearls  had  been  purchased  by  the  importer's  brother  and  had  been  offered  for 
sale,  collectively  and  in  lota,  in  Paris,  Ix)ndon.  and  Berlin,  and  to  show  that  the  col- 
lection was  a  desirable  one  for  a  necklace  they  nad  been  strung  from  time  to  time  on  a 
silk  cord.  It  appeared  that  Mrs.  Leeds,  the  present  owner,  had  seen  the  pearls  in  Paris, 
both  loose  and  on  a  string.  As  she  testified,  they  were  brought  to  her  hotel  **both  on 
the  string  and  off  the  string;  it  was  strung  up  at  odd  times,  then  it  was  taken  apart 
and  other  pearls  were  put  in  and  others  taken  out,  so  it  was  strung  several  times." 
She  was  permitted  to  wear  the  pearls  as  a  necklace,  and  finally  bougnt  them,  it  being 
agreed  that  they  diould  be  delivered  to  her  in  this  country.  They  were  so  delivered 
in  the  condition  in  which  thev  were  imported,  without  string  or  clasp,  and  to  these 
the  purchaser  subseauently  a<Ided  six  pearls  and  formed  the  necklace  she  desired. 

With  respect  to  the  character  of  the  imported  collection  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  found: 

* 'Pearls  of  greater  dimensions  than  the  average  are  comparatively  rare;  hence  it 
frequently  reauires  several  years'  search  in  order  to  secure  a  sufficient  number  to  form 
a  necklace,  all  accurately  matched  in  the  essential  features  of  size,  color,  and  luster. 
Such  a  collection  thus  assembled  would,  no  doubt,  command  a  higher  price  than  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  separate  pearls.  On  the  other  hand,  a  sufficient  number  of 
pearls,  although  of  large  size,  required  to  form  a  necklace,  matched  as  to  size,  but  not 
otherwise,  except  a  mere  regard  for  comparative  color,  coulA  be  assembled  within  a 
short  time  and  at  a  price  based  upon  the  cost  of  each  separate  pearl.  In  order  to  dis- 
pose of  30  or  more  pearls  to  one  purchaser,  such  a  collection  would  usually  be  sold 
at  a  less  price  than  the  aggrc^to  would  amount  to  were  each  pearl  sold  separately. 
The  evidence  shows  and  we  find  that  the  pearls  in  question  belong  to  the  latter  and 
not  to  the  first  class."    (G.  A.  6617.  T.  D.  28246.) 

And  as  to  these  facts  there  is  nothing  in  evidence  introduced  in  the  circuit  court 
which  requires  a  different  conclusion. 

The  Questions  presented  are  (1)  whether  the  pearls  fall  directly  within  the  descrip- 
tion of  tne  paragraph  (434)  relating  to  jeweliy,  and  (2),  if  not,  whether  they  are  brought 
within  this  paragraph,  through  similitude,  by  virtue  of  section  7. 

First.  The  rule  is  well  established  that  "in  order  to  pioduce  uniformity  in  the 
imposition  of  duties  tlie  dutiable  classification  of  articles  imported  must  be  ascertained 
by  an  examination  of  the  imported  article  itself,  in  the  condition  in  which  it  ie  im-

pirtcd."  Worthington  v.  Robbins  (139  U.  S.  337,  341);  Dwight  v.  Merritt  (140  U.  S., 
213,  219);  United  States  v.  Schoverling  (146  U.  S.,  76,  82);  United  States  v.  Irwin 
(78  Fed.  Rep.,  799,  802).  This,  of  course,  does  not  mean  that  a  prescribed  rate  of 
duty  can  be  escaped  by  resort  to  disguise  or  artifice.  When  it  is  found  that  the  article 
imported  is  in  fact  the  article  described  in  a  particular  paragraph  of  the  tariff  act,  an 
effort  to  make  it  appear  otherwise  is  simply  a  fraud  on  the  revenue  and  can  not  be 
permitted  to  succeed.  Falk  v.  Robertson  (137  U.  S.,  225,  232).  But  when  the  article 
impK)rted  is  not  the  article  described  as  dutiable  at  a  specified  rate  it  does  not  become 
dutiable  under  the  description  because  it  has  been  manufactured  or  prepared  for  the 
express  purpose  of  being  unported  at  a  lower  rate.  Merritt  v.  Welsh  (104  U.  S.,  694. 
704) ;  Seeberger  v.  Farwell  039  U.  S.,  608,  611).  "So  long  as  no  deception  is  practiced 
so  long  as  the  goods  are  truly  invoiced  and  freely  and  honestly  exposed  to  the  officers 
of  customs  for  their  examination,  no  fraud  is  committed,  no  j)enalty  is  incurred." 
Merritt  v.  Weldi,  supra.  The  inquiry  must  be,  Does  the  article,  as  imported,  fall 
within  the  description  sought  to  be  applied? 

In  the  paragraph  as  to  jewehry  (434)  CJongress  expressly  defined  what  pearls  were 
to  be  included.  The  paragraph  reads,  "including  *  *  *  pearls  set  or  strung." 
It  does  not  say  pearls  tnat  can  be  strung,  or  that  are  assorted  or  matched  so  as  to  be 
suitable  for  a  necklace,  but  pearls  "set  or  strung."  We  are  not  concerned  with  the 
reason  for  tlie  distinction;  it  is  enough  that  Congress  made  it.  Had  these  pearls  never 
been  strung  before  importation,  no  one  would  be  heard  to  argue  that  they  tell  directly 
within  the  description  of  para^ph  434  because  they  could  be  strung,  or  had  been 
collected  for  the  purpose  of  strmgmg  or  of  being  worn  &a  a  necklace.  Loose  pearla, 
however  valuable  the  collection,  however  carefully  matched  or  desirable  for  a  neck- 
lace, are  not  "pearls  set  or  strung." 

Nor  can  it  be  said  that  pearls  imported  unstrung  are  brought  within  the  description 
of  paragraph  434,  because  at  some  time  or  from  time  to  time  previous  to  importation 
they  have  been  put  on  a  string  temporarily  for  purposes  of  display.  The  para^ph 
does  not  use  a  generic  definition  which  could  be  deemed  to  define  pearls  previously 
stnmgj  though  imported  unstrung,  iSut  refers  in  terms  which  shelter  no  ambiguity 
to  their  condition  when  imported.  It  is  not  a  case  of  parts  of  a  described  article, 
separately  packed  to  avoid  the  specified  duty  on  the  article  as  a  whole.  United 
States  V.  Scnoverling,  supra;  Isaacs  v.  Jonas  (148  U.  S.,  648);  United  States  v.  Irwin, 
supra.  For  here  the  imported  pearls,  whether  regarded  separatelv  or  taken  as  a  col- 
lection, are  not  within  the  description.  It  is  idle  to  comment  on  the  relative  value  of 
a  string  to  hold  the  peails,  for  this  is  immatenai.  The  statute  has  furnished  the  test, 
and  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  make  another. 

Second.  Although  the  pearls  do  not  fail  directly  within  paragraph  434,  the  questicm 
remains  whether  uiey  are  brought  within  it  by  similitude.  The  smiilitude  clause 
(sec.  7)  applies  to  articles  not  enumerated  in  the  tariff  act,  and  hence  it  governs  the 
rate  in  this  case  only  if  it  be  found  that  the  pearls  are  excluded  from  the  description 
of  paragraph  436,  which  enumerates  "pearls  m  their  natural  state,  not  strung  or  set." 
May  it  fairly  be  said  that  in  these  two  classes  of  pearls — those  "set  or  strung"  and  those 
"in  their  natural  state,  not  strung  or  set" — Congress  intended  to  describe  all  pearls, 
or  is  there  a  sort  of  pearls,  for  example,  those  drilled  and  matched  so  as  to  be  suitable 
for  a  necklace,  whicn  must  be  said  to  have  been  left  unenumerated? 

In  the  customs  act  of  1816  a  duty  of  7i  per  cent  ad  valorem  was  laid  on  "precious 
stones  and  pearls  of  all  kinds,  set  or  not  set."  The  act  of  1842  made  the  duty  7  per 
cent  "on  gems,  pearls,  or  precious  stones."  That  of  1846  fixed  the  rate  at  30  per  cent 
for  *' diamonds,  gems,  pearls,  rubies,  and  other  precious  stones,  and  imitations  of 
precious  stones,  when  set  in  gold,  silver  or  other  metal,"  and  at  10  per  cent  on  "dia- 
monds, gems,  pearls,  rubies,  and  other  precious  stones,  and  imitations  thereof,  when 
not  set."    In  1857  and  in  1861  the  same  distinction  was  maintained. 

In  the  Revised  Statutes  (sec.  2504,  p.  480)  we  find  the  following:  "Precious  ston^ 
and  jewelry. — Diamonds,  cameos,  mosaics,  gems,  pearls,  rubiesj  and  other  precious 
stones,  when  not  set;  10  per  cent  ad  valorem;  when  set  in  gold,  silver,  or  other  metal, 
or  on  imitations  thereof,  and  all  other  jewelry;  25  per  cent  ad  valorem."  In  1883 
the  rate  of  duty  was  made  25  per  cent  for  "jewelry  of  all  kinds"  and  10  per  cent  for 
"precious  stones  of  all  kinds.^*  In  1890  the  jewelry  paragraph  (452),  which  fixed 
the  rate  at  50  per  cent,  embraced  all  articles  not  elsewhere  specially  provided  for 
which  were  composed  of  precious  metals  or  imitations  thereof  (including  those  set 
with  pearls)  and  known  commercially  as  jewelry;  and  the  following  paragraph  (453) 
read:  '*'Pearls,  10  per  cent  ad  valorem."  By  the  act  of  1894  the  jewel^  rate  was 
reduced  to  35  per  cent;  the  paragraph  as  to  pearls  was  changed  so  that  instead  of 
describing  pearls  generally  it  read:  "Pearls,  including  pearls  strung  but  not  set,  10 
per  cent  ad  valorem,"  and  pearls  set  were  placed  with  precious  stones  eet,  with  a 
duty  of  30  per  cent. 
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It  will  thua  be  observed  that  when  pearls  were  enumerated  in  the  tariff  acts  prior 
to  that  of  1897,  the  enumeration  was  evidently  intended  to  be  comprehensive  and 
covered  all  pearls  not  included  in  the  provision  for  jewelry.  The  act  of  1897  placed 
"pearls  set  or  strun)^"  in  the  jewelry  paragraph,  and  then  provided  the  rate  of  10  per 
cent  for  "pearls  in  meir  natural  state,  not  strunp;  or  set." 

To  complete  the  review  of  the  statutes^  it  may  be  added  that  in  1909,  when  new 
tariff  legislation  was  under  consideration,  it  was  proposed,  in  the  li^jht  of  the  decisions 
to  which  we  shall  presently  refer,  that  there  should  be  inserted  in  the  act  a  clause  pro- 
viding that  "collections  of  pearls  selected,  matched,  or  graded,  shall  be  dutiable  as 
jewelry;"  and  the  House  bill  so  provided.  H.  R.  1438  (par.  447,  61st  Cong.,  1st  sess., 
pong.  Kec,  vol.  44,  p.  1510).  Congress  not  only  refused  to  make  this  insertion,  but 
instead,  retaining  the  existing  rate  on  unstrung  and  unset  pearls,  omitted  the  phrase 
"in  their  natural  state,*'  ana  further  clarified  the  provision  by  inserting  the  words 
"drilled  or  undrilled,"  so  that  the  clause  in  the  act  of  1909  reads:  "Pearls  and  parts 
thereof,  drilled  or  undrilled,  but  not  set  or  strung,  10  per  cent  ad  valorem." 

The  difficulties  that  beset  the  construction  of  paragraph  436  of  the  act  of  1897  suffi- 
ciently appear  in  the  cases  which  have  been  brought  before  the  courts.  In  1898, 
Tiffany  &  Co.  imported  pierced  pearls,  described  in  the  invoices  as  "pearls  drilled, 
but  not  strung."  They  were  assessed  for  duty  at  20  per  cent  as  unenumerated  articles, 
manufactured  in  whole  or  part,  under  section  6.  The  circuit  court  (103  Fed.  Rep., 
619)  held  that  the  phrase  "pearls  in  their  natural  state"  was  a  new  phrase  wholly 
unknown  to  merchants*  that  the  words,  having  no  commercial  meaning,  must  be 
interpreted  in  their  plam,  natm^l  sense;  and  that  a  drilled  pearl  was  not  a  pearl  in 
the  natural  state.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  selection  made  by  Congress  in  the  use 
of  these  words,  so  interpreted,  seemed  an  unfortunate  one,  as  the  effect  was  to  attach 
a  higher  dut^  to  the  lower  article.  The  conclusion  was  that  Confess  had  not,  as 
presumably  it  intended  to  do,  covered  all  kinds  of  pearls  in  the  various  jewelry  para- 
graphs^  but  had  "left  a  kind  of  pearl  to  be  covered  by  one  of  the  catchall  paragraphs," 
ana  this  the  court  could  not  correct.    The  assessment  was  sustained. 

On  a  later  importation  of  drilled  pearls  this  decision  was  followed  by  the  collector, 
and  the  ruling  was  affirmed  by  the  circuit  court.  G.  A.,  4692  (T.  D.,  22140);  Tiffany 
V.  United  States  (105  Fed.  Rep.,  766).  But,  while  overruling  the  importer's  protest, 
the  court  stated  that  the  similitude  clause  should  operate  before  the  general  clause 
providing  for  imenumerated  manufactured  articles,  and  that  the  imported  pearls  bore 
a  closer  resemblance  to  strung  pearls  than  to  pearls  in  their  natural  state.  This  was, 
in  effect,  to  hold  that  drilled  pearls  were  dutiable  under  the  jewelry  paragraph  at  60 
per  cent. 

This  decision  was  reversed  by  the  circuit  court  of  appeals.  Tiffany  v.  United 
States  (112  Fed.  Rep.,  672).  It  was  ruled  that  the  pearls  were  not  covered  by  either 
of  the  paragraphs  434  ana  436;  that  the  similitude  clause  should  be  applied,  and 
that  the  drillea  pearls  more  closely  resembled  pearls  in  their  natural  state  tnan  strung 
pearls,  and  hence  that  the  pearls  in  question  were  dutiable  at  10  per  cent.  (This 
was  followed  in  T.  D.  23751,  G.  A.,  5149.)  The  court,  however,  indicated  that  there 
would  be  an  exception  to  this  rule  when  the  pearls  had  been  so  selected  as  to  produce 
a  collection  "worth  more  than  the  aggregate  values  of  the  individual  pearls  com- 
posing it.** 

Meanwhile,  Nereshcimer  &  Co.  had  imported  two  lots  of  drilled  pearls  in  March 
and  November,  1901,  respectively,  one  being  45  and  the  other  39  in  number,  the 
total  value  exceeding  $123,000.  At  first  they  were  assessed  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent; 
but  after  the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  the  Tiffany  case,  supra,  botn  entries 
were  reliquidated,  and  the  articles  were  assessed  by  the  collector  as  pearls,  strung,** 
at  60  per  cent.  This  was  sustained  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  G.  A.,  5146 
(T.  D.,  23748).  The  board  found  that  the  pearls  "were  imported  in  a  morocco  case 
with  silk  lining,  forming  a  groove  running  lengthwise,  in  which  the  pearls  were  placed 
and  by  which  they  were  held;  that  they  were  all  matched  and  assorted  as  to  quality, 
size,  color,  and  shai)e,  and  arranged  in  a  graduated  order,  the  center  being  the  largest, 
and  ^dually  decreasing  in  size  to  the  last  pearl  at  each  end;  that  the  pearls  were 
invoiced  as  '^drilled  pearls,'*  and  are  drilled,  and  when  the  boxes  were  opened  gave 
the  appearance  of  necklaces;  that  they  each  constituted  extraordinary  collections  of 
such  and  were  of  the  finest  ever  imported  into  this  country;  that  by  reason  of  this 
matching  and  assortment  they  in  eacn  case  possessed  a  value  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
agg^gate  values  of  the  individual  pearls  composing  the  collection. 

The  circuit  court  affirmed  the  action  of  the  board.  Neresheimer  v.  United  States 
(131  Fed.  Rep.,  977;  T.  D.  24872).  But  on  appeal  the  decision  was  reversed  by  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals  (136  Fed.  Rep.,  86;  T.  D.  25876).  Reviewing  the  conflicting 
Simony,  the  court  of  appeals  concluded  that  the  evidence  did  not  warrant  a  finding 
^t  the  plearls  had  been  assorted  so  as  to  acquire  the  increased  value  as  a  collection 
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which  would  bring  them  within  the  exception  suggested  in  the  Tiffany  case.  It 
was  held  that  they  were  dutiable  at  10  per  cent  "by  similitude  to  paragraph  436." 

In  1905  Charles  E.  Rushmore  imported  85  pearls  which  tlie  appraiser,  in  a  special 
report,  stated  had  "been  carefully  selected,  matched,  and  assorted,  and,  in  facVare 
said  to  have  been  strung,  and  required  only  to  be  restrunsj  to  form  a  necklace.  They 
are  in  the  same  condition  as  those  passed  upon  by  the  board  in  G.  A.  5146  (T.  D. 
23748)."  The  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  upon  this  report,  reversed  the  ruling  of 
the  collector  and  decided  that  the  duty  was  10  per  cent,  on  the  autliority  of  the  Nerefr 
heimer  case,  supra.  No  appeal  was  taken  by  the  Governnr.ent  from  this  decision;  it 
was  rendered  on  January  21,  1905,  and  was  circulated  bv  the  Treasury  Department  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  officers  of  customs  ana  others  concerned. 

It  thus  appears  that  prior  to  1906,  when  Citroen  imported  the  pearls  now  ia  question, 
unstrung  pearls,  thougn  drilled  and  matched  so  that  they  were  ready  to  be  strung  as  a 
necklace,  had  been  held  dutiable  at  10  per  cent.  The  fact  that  they  were  re|x)rtcd 
to  have  been  previously  strung  abroad  had  not  been  deemed  of  consequence  in  the 
Rushmore  case,  and  the  Government  had  acquiesced  in  the  ruling.  Further,  the 
exception  indicated  by  the  court  in  the  Tiffany  and  Neresheimer  cases  was  negatived 
by  tiie  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  which  in  Citroen 's  case  found  that  the  pearls  were 
not  matched  as  to  color  ana  luster  with  such  care  as  would  enhance  their  value  as  a 
collection.  G.  A.  6617  (T.  D.  28246).  And  the  circuit  court  of  appeals,  reversmg 
the  circuit  court,  held  that  there  was  no  reason  to  disturb  these  fincungs.  "It  is  fair 
to  assume."  said  the  court  of  appeals,  "that  the  ruling  in  the  Rushmore  case  actuated 
the  appellant  (Citroen)  in  importing  and  soiling  the  pearls."  And  it  is  now  asserted 
by  has  counsel  at  this  bar  that  should  the  Government  succeed^  Citroen  would  be  the 
only  person  who  would  have  paid  60  per  cent  duty  on  a  collection  of  pearls  of  the  sort 
which  these  have  been  found  to  be. 

Later,  in  1909,  while  the  act  of  1897  was  still  in  force.  Tiffany  &  Co.  imported  59 
pearls,  divided  into  4  packages,  all  loose  and  all  drilled.  It  appeared  from  the  testi- 
mony before  tihe  Board  of  GenerrJ  Appraisers  that  M.  Guggenheim,  the  ultimiite 
purcmser,  visited  the  Paris  estiiblishment  of  Tiffany  &  Co.  K)r  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing a  necklace  for  his  wife,  and  finding  nothing  suitable  in  stock  he  requested 
the  salesman  to  get  a  number  of  pearls  together  to  make  the  desired  necklace.  The 
assortment  was  finally  completed,  a  sketch  being  made  of  the  neckLace  as  it  would 
appear  when  finished,  and  an  order  wj;^  given  for  the  necklace  to  be  made  by  Tiffanv 
&  Co.  at  New  York  from  the  peiirls  selected.  WTiile  it  was  not  shown  that  the  pearla 
had  been  worn  abroad,  it  was  found  that  they  may  have  been,  "and  probably  were 
temporarily  strung  in  the  Paris  establishment  one  or  more  times  to  show  how  the  string 
of  pearls  would  appear  as  a  necklace."  On  the  authority  of  the  decision  of  the  circuit 
court  of  appeals  m  Citroen's  case,  the  Board  of  General  Appraisere  susti^ined  ihe 
importer's  protest,  holding  that  the  pearls  were  dutiable  either  directly  or  bv  simiHtude 
at  10  per  cent  under  paragraph  436.  G.  A.  6864  (T.  D.  29542.)  This  was  susUiined 
by  the  circuit  court  (United  States  v.  Tiffany  &  Co.,  172  Fed.  Rep.,  300;  T.  D.  29855), 
and  its  decision  was  affirmed  by  the  circuit  court  of  appeals  (178  Fed.  Rep.,  1006; 
T.  D.  30562).  Petition  for  writ  of  certiorari  was  denied  by  this  court  (218  U.  S., 
675;  T.  D  31171). 

In  its  opinion  in  the  present  c?se  the  court  below  forcibly  expressed  its  dissatis- 
^ction  with  the  effort  to  resolve  the  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  statute  by  a  com- 
parison "depending  not  upon  an  examination  of  the  articles  themselves,  but  upon 
extrinsic  evidence  obtained  long  afterwards."     It  was  a  comparison,  said  the  courtr- 

"  Which  can  not  be  uniform,  which  imposes  10  per  cent  upon  one  aggreg?.tion  of 
pearls  and  60  per  cent  upon  a  similar  aggregation,  the  r:,te  depending  upon  the  ability 
to  obtain  evidence  of  prior  use  in  foreign  countries;  a  comparison  which  does  not  admit 
of  a  fixed,  definite  rule,  which  encourages  partii  lity,  promotes  injustice,  and  hftfi 
broken  down  in  practical  application,  lliis  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  in  the  c  ses 
which  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  court,  the  most  marked  contrariety  of  opinion 
has  developed  as  to  whether  the  respective  collection  was  matched  for  anecklaeeand 
whether  a  larger  price  could  be  obtained  for  the  pearls  singly  or  in  combination." 

The  court  of  appeals  also  stated  that  it  would  incline  to  the  opinion,  were  the  ques- 
tion an  open  one  in  that  court,  "that  drilled  pearls  are  not  excluded  from  pawgn-pb 
436." 

In  this  view  we  think  the  court  was  right.  As  was  pointed  out  by  the  Board  of 
General  Appraisers:  "Pearls  just  lb  they  come  from  the  sliell  are,  strictly  speaking, 
only  such  as  are  in  their  natural  state."  But  tlie  sU  lute  dei.ls  with  the  peiirls  of  com- 
merce. It  appears  that  over  75  per  cent  of  idl  L  rge  pearls,  when  they  first  come  into 
the  hands  of  wholesale  dealers,  are  drilled,  usually  in  a  somewhat  primitive  manner, 
by  the  pearl  fishers.  It  can  not  be  supposed  that  Congress  contemplated  such  .i 
disregard  of  the  facts  of  tn-de  and  such  a  nidiad  departure  from  the  policy  of  former 
tariff  legislation  as  would  be  involved  in  a  construction  of  paragraph  436  which 
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would  exclude  drilled  pearls.  Moreover,  the  bviigu&ge  of  the  panigraph  is  "pearls  in 
their  natun.l  state,  not  strung  or  set."  This  implies  that  the  description  includes 
pearls  that  can  be  strung  or  set,  and  pearls  can  not  be  strung  unless  perforated.  The 
words  do  not  exclude,  but  embrace,  pearls  that  have  been  pierced,  provided  they  are 
unstrung  and  unset. 

But  if  drilled  pearls,  when  neither  strung  nor  set,  are  included  in  paragraph  436, 
the  fact  ^lat  they  have  been  matched  or  assorted  so  as  to  form  a  collection  suitable 
for  stringing,  or  of  beinjg  worn  strung,  does  not  take  them  out  of  the  paragraph.  Its 
language  nukkes  no  distmction  of  that  sort.  The  selection,  or  matching,  does  not  alter 
the  character  of  the  pearls. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that,  as  in  former  tariff  acta  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 
Congress  intended  to  cover  and  did  cover  all  pearls  in  the  two  paragraphs,  and  did 
not  leave  a  class  of  pearls  unenumemted.  The  words  in  para^pn  436  are  to  be  taken 
as  describing  a  condition  in  antithesis  to  that  described  m  paragraph  434,  under 
which,  if  stmng  or  set,  imported  pearls  are  dutiable  as  jewelry.  Sucn  an  interpre- 
tation provides  a  simple  and  workable  test,  permitting  certainty  and  impartiality  in 
i  dministration  which  should  preeminently  characterize  the  operation  of  tariff  Laws 
and  fulfills,  as  we  believe^  the  purpose  of  Congress. 

We  conclude  that  the  similitude  clause  has  no  application,  and  that  upon  the  facts 
^own  the  x>earls  imported  in  this  case  were  dutiaole  under  paragraph  436  at  10  per 
cent. 

Judgment  affirmed.

IsAROL,  AN  Ammonium  Sulphoichthyolate — Ichthyol. — The  importation  is  a  com- 
pound obtained  by  treating  crude  ichthyol  oil  with  sulphuric  acid  and  neutral- 
izing this  with  ammonium  carbonate.  Paragraph  626,  tariff  act  of  1897,  is  con- 
finea  to  oils,  and,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  ichthyol,  may  properly  be  read,  "oils, 
namely,  ichthyol,"  etc.  The  particular  name  oy  which  an  ichthyol  preparation 
is  known  can  not  determine  the  question  of  fact  as  to  whether  it  is  dutiable  under 
that  paragraph  as  ichthyol  oil;  whether,  in  truth,  it  is  such  a  preparation  as 
retains  sufficient  characteristics  of  the  ichthyol  oil  to  be  within  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  Congress  in  enacting  paragraph  626.  Is  the  commodity  ichthjrol  oil, 
must  be  the  true  inquiry,  for  the  paragraph  covers  all  ichthyol  oils.  The  impor- 
tation here  is  a  product  of  ichthyol,  called  "isarol."  Equally  with  Merck's 
ichthyol  it  is  an  ammonium  sulphoichthyolate,  and  as  such  is  an  oil  within  the 
meaning  of  paragraph  626.  It  was  entitled  to  free  entry  as  "oil,  ichthyol." — 
United  States  v.  Merck  (T.  D.  29600);  G.  A.  5703  (T.  D.  25376).

Before  Montgomery,  Smith,  Barber,  De  Vries,  and  Martin,  judges. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 
This  is  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  affirming  the 
action  of  the  collector  of  customs  at  Philadelphia  in  aflsessing  at  25  per  cent  ad  valorem 
under  paragraph  68  of  the  act  of  1897,  as  a  medicinal  preparation,  the  article  known 
as  isarol,  whicn  is  claimed  to  be  ichthyol  ammonium,  or  ammonium  ichthyol  sul- 
phonate,  or  ammonium  sulphoichthyolate,  against  the  protest  of  the  importer,  claim- 
ing free  entry  under  paragraph  626  of  said  act.    Paragraph  626  reads  as  follows: 

*'Oils:  Almond,  amber,  crude  and  rectified  ambergris^  anise  or  aniseeeed,  aniline, 
aspic  or  spike  lavender,  bergamot,  cajeput,  caraway,  cassia,  cinnamon,  cedrat,  chamo- 
mile, citronella  or  lemon  grass,  civet,  cocoanut,  fennel,  ichthyol,  jasmine  or  jasi- 
mine,  juglandium,  juniper,  lavender,  lemon,  limes,  maccj  neroli  or  orange  flower, 
enfleuitige  grease,  nut  oil  or  oil  of  nuts  not  otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this 
act,  orange  oil,  olive  oil  for  manufacturing  or  mechanical  purposes  fit  only  for  such 
use  and  valued  at  not  more  than  sixty  cents  per  g^lon,  ottar  of  roses,  palm,  rosemary 
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or  an  those,  sesame  or  sesamum  seed  or  bean,  thjTne,  origanum  red  or  white,  'valerian; 
and  also  spermaceti,  whale,  and  other  fish  oils  of  American  fisheries,  and  all  fish 
and  other  products,  of  such  fisheries;  petroleum,  crude  or  refined:  Provided,  That  if 
there  be  imported  into  the  United  States  crude  petroleum  or  the  products  of  crude 
petroleum  produced  in  any  country  which  imposes  a  duty  on  petroleum  or  its  prod- 
ucts exported  from  the  United  States,  there  sliall  in  such  cases  be  levied,  paid,  and 
collected  a  duty  upon  said  crude  petroleum  or  its  products  so  imported  equal  to  the 
duty  imposed  by  such  country." 

The  e\ddence  discloses  that  the  commodity  the  subject  of  this  controversy  is  known 
as  ichthyol  ammonium,  sometimes  called  ammonium  ichthyol  sulphonate,  or  ammo- 
nium sulphoichthyolate,  these  terms  being  used  interchangeably.  The  article  b  a 
compound  obtained  by  the  treatment  of  crude  ichthyol  oil  and  treated  by  sulphonic 
acid  and  neutralized  by  ammonium  carbonate. 

In  the  Century  Dictionary,  published  in  1890,  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  statute, 
ichthyol  is  defined  as — 

"A  sirupy  liquid  with  a  bituminous  odor  and  taste,  prepared  by  the  dry  disdlla- 
tion  of  a  bitummous  mineral  containing  fossil  fishes.  It  has  been  used  externally  in 
the  treatment  of  various  skin  diseases." 

This  original  substance  is  described  in  the  National  Standard  Dispensatory  under 
the  name  of  "ichthyolum,"  or  "ichthyol,"  used  interchangeably,  as  follows: 

"The  name  ichthyol,  derived  from  the  Greek,  is  commercially  applied  to  the 
ammonium  salt  of  ichthyolsulphonlc  acid.  Other  compounds  are  designated  by  pre- 
fixing the  name  of  the  respective  base,  as  sodiumichthyol,  calciumichthyol,  etc. 

"The  source  of  all  ichthyol  compounds  is  a  crude  oil — ^ichthyol  oil — resulting  from 
the  destructive  distillation  of  a  bituminous  rock  filled  with  fossil  fish  and  found  in 
large  quantities  near  Seefeld,  in  the  Tyrol  Mountains  of  Europe,  at  an  elevation  of 
3,000  to  4,000  feet.  This  oil  is  a  brownish-yellow  transparent  liquid  of  0.865  specific 
gravity,  boiling  between  100°  and  225°  C.  (212°  and  437°  F.),  and  possessing  a  peculiar 
penetrating,  somewhat  aromatic  odor." 

And  in  another  part,  in  describing  the  article  commercially  known  as  ichthyol,  it 
is  said: 

"  It  is  a  clear,  reddish-brown,  sirupy  liquid  with  a  bituminous  odor  and  taste,  soluble 
in  water,  glycerin,  and  in  a  mixture  of  equal  volumes  of  ether  and  alcohol.  Alcohol 
or  ether  alone  takes  up  only  a  part  of  it;  so  also  petroleum  ether." 

In  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  it  is  saia: 

"Ammonium  ichtho  sulphonate  was  intioduced  and  first  tested  pharmaceutically 
and  in  a  clinical  practice  under  the  trade  name  of  'ichthyol.*  It  is  also  known 
xmder  the  trade  names  of  'ichtamon,*  'ichden,*  'ichthyodine,*  'ichthoean/  'isarol,' 
*piscarol,'  Hhiolin,*  etc." 

It  will  be  noted  that  paragraph  626  is  a  paragraph  confined  to  oils.  The  word  "oils** 
is  followed  by  a  colon  and  by  tne  specific  names  of  the  various  oils  referred  to,  includ- 
ing ichthyol.  It  should  be  read  as  though  it  had  been  printed  *  *  oils,  namely,  ichthyol,** 
etc.  Whether  it  be  held  therefore  that  the  substance  which  haa  been  evolveci  as  a 
commercial  product  and  jjiven  the  name  of  ichthyol  so  far  retains  the  character  of 
'"oiTas  to  bring  it  within  this  paragraph  or  pot,  it  can  not  be  brought  therein  by  segre- 
gating the  word  ichthyol  from  the  body  of  the  paragraph  and  treating  that  single  word 
as  designating  the  proprietary  article  called  ichthvol  for  free  entry  to  the  excluaon 
of  other  like  substances  or  the  crude  oil  itself.  The  paragraph  equally  covers  all 
ichthyol  oils,  and  unless  the  product  hereinafter  referrea  to  as  Merck's  idnthyol  is  an 
oil  within  the  meaning  of  this  paragraph,  it  is  no  more  admissible  under  the  free  list 
than  is  the  importation  under  consideration  in  the  present  case. 

The  first  case  in  which  this  question  came  before  the  board  was  In  re  Merck,  G.  A. 
5703  (T.  D.  25376).  In  that  case  the  importation  undei  consideration  was  what  is 
known  as  Merck's  ichthyol^  which  is  an  ammoniur^  ichthyol  sulphonate.  It  was  con- 
tended by  the  Government  in  that  case  that  this  paragrai)h  relates  to  ichthyol  oil 
and  not  to  ammonium  ichthyol  sulphonate,  which  is  a  chemical  salt.  The  paragraph 
was  held  to  cover  the  importation  in  question,  the  board  saying: 

"After  an  exhaustive  search  for  information,  it  appears,  and  we  find,  that  the  only 
article  which  has  been  known  in  trade  and  commerce  in  the  United  States  as  ichthyol 
is  the  ammonium  salt  of  the  acid  above  described,  which  is  the  article  under  consid- 
eration, and  the  same  is  a  chemical  compound  and  a  nonalcoholic  medicinal  p^P" 
aration.  This  is  probablv  due  to  the  fact  that  of  all  the  various  salts  with  whicn  the 
word  'ichthjol'  is  assocfated  it  has  been  in  the  greatest  demand  and  most  exten- 
sively used  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  foreign  manufacturers  and  the  domestic 
importer  have  applied  the  name  of  ichthyol  thereto  as  a  trade-mark  or  name,  and  it 
has  become  so  known  commonly  and  commercially.** 

This  case  was  decided  in  190^,  and  has  since  been  followed  to  the  extent  of  admitting 
Merck's  ichthyol  under  paragraph  626. 
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Just  what  were  the  sources  of  information  upon  which  this  finding  of  the  board  in 
Merck's  case  was  based  is  not  apparent.  But  as  the  authorities  on  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  treat  the  ammonium  sulphocompound  of  crude  ichthyol  as  ichthyol,  it  is 
not  believed  that  this  escaped  the  notice  of  the  board.  If  it  was  the  purpose  of  the 
board  to  make  the  dutiable  character  of  this  material  depend  upon  whetner  an  im- 
porter had  adopted  a  trade-mark  giving  the  substance  that  name,  we  can  not  follow 
the  board  in  that  holding,  and  some  color  is  given  to  the  claim  that  such  was  the 
purpose  of  the  board  by  the  case  of  In  re  Sykes  (T.  D.  27323)  as  well  as  in  the  holding 
u  the  present  case. 

In  another  respect  the  court  is  unable  to  accept  the  reasoning  of  the  board  in  Merck's 
case  (T.  D.  25376).  The  contention  of  the  Government  in  that  case,  that  the  article 
the  free  entry  of  which  was  authorized  by  paragraph  626  was  ichthyol  oil,  was  met  by 
the  following  language: 

"In  reply,  it  appears  that  the  oil  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  article  is  a  rock  oil 
or  petroleum  which  carries  in  chemical  combination  a  high  percentage  of  sulphur 
and  occurs  in  strata  of  the  earth  containing  fossilized  remains  of  fish  and  marine  ani- 
mals. Free  entry  is  provided  in  paragraph  626  for  petroleum,  crude  or  refined,  imless 
groduced  in  a  countiy  which  imposes  a  duty  on  petroleum  exported  from  the  United 
tates,  in  which  case  it  is  made  subject  to  a  dutv  ecjual  to  the  duty  imposed  by  such 
country.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  provision  for  ichthyol  was  not  intended  to  cover 
the  crude  petroleum  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  article  under  consideration." 

We  think  this  conclusion  by  no  means  follows.  Ichthjrol  oil,  as  before  indicated, 
was  very  clearhr  provided  for.  This  is  a  more  specific  provision  than  petroleum,  crude 
or  refined.  While  ichthyol  oil  majr  be  a  kind  of  petroleum,  all  petroleum  is  not  ich- 
thyol oil.  But  if  we  assume  that  it  is,  the  fact  that  crude  petroleum  is  made  subject 
to  duty  when  imported  from  those  coimtries  which  impose  a  duty  upon  petroleum  or  its 
products  exported  from  the  United  States,  this  fact  would  not  operate  to  take  petroleum 
or  any  species  of  petroleum  out  of  the  paragraph  bodily  and  deny  it  free  entry  in  all 
cases.  Treating  Merck's  case,  however,  as  deciding  me  question  which  was  really 
presented  to  the  board,  we  find  that  it  determines  that  sulphoichthyol  ammonium, 
which  was  imported  under  the  name  of  ichthyol,  was  entitled  to  free  entry. 

The  circuit  court,  in  Merck  &  Co.  v.  United  States  (177  Fed.  Rep.,  482),  in  an  opinion 
by  Judge  Martin,  said: 

"If  one  compound  of  ichthyol  is  free,  why  not  the  others?  The  only  answer  is  that 
ichthyol  ammonium,  althtu^h  a  compoimd  and  a  medicinal  preparation,  is  by  usage 
in  the  trade  desi^^nated  as  ichthyol,  and  therefore  ichthyol  ammonium  should  be 
admitted  free,  while  the  other  compounds  of  ichthyol  must  pay  a  duty." 

The  finding  that  ammonium  ichthyol  sulphonate  had  become  known  to  the  trade 
and  commerce  as  ichthyol  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  act  of  1897  having  been  made 
and  followed  all  these  years,  and  the  Government  in  the  present  case  not  appearing 
to  contest  the  correctness  of  that  decision,  we  have  only  to  deal  with  the  question  of 
whether  the  present  article  should  be  distinguished  from  Merck's  ichthyol. 

The  decision  of  the  board  rested  upon  the  view  that  the  importers  had  failed  to 
riiow  that  isarol  is  commercially  known  as  ichthyol  and  that  the  two  articles  are  not 
chemically  identical,  although  it  was  said  that  a  superficial  examination  and  compari- 
son of  their  physical  qualities  showed  that  they  resemble  each  other.  This  conclusion 
again  rests  upon  the  view,  apparently,  that  Merck  &  Co.  have  by  the  adoption  of  the 
name  "ichthyol"  been  able  to  exclude  all  other  products  having  the  same  qualities 
and  the  same  derivation  from  free  entry  while  themselves  enjoying  that  privilege. 

This  is  a  mistaken  view  of  the  use  of  the  word  *•  ichthyol"  in  the  paragraph  in 
question.  If  Merck's  ichthyol  was  an  ichthyol  oil,  it  was  properly  admitted,  other- 
wise not.  A  treatment  of  me  oil  which  still  retains  some  of  its  characteristics  and 
fits  it  for  use  may  not  have  been  sufl^cient  to  exclude  it  from  free  entry.  But,  never- 
theless, the  authority  to  admit  it  must  be  found  in  the  fact  that  ichthyol  oil  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  free  Ust. 

The  name  by  which  the  particular  preparation  is  known  can  not  determine  the 
question  of  fact  as  to  whether  it  is  an  ichthyol  oil  or  such  a  prepuation  of  ichthyol  as 
yet  retains  suflicient  of  the  characteristics  of  ichthyol  oil  to  oe  within  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  Congress  in  enacting  this  pa^japh.  Resolved  by  this  test,  the  questions 
in  this  case  are  somewhat  simplified.  There  is  no  chemical  identity  between  these 
two  articles  for  the  reason  that  both  contain  a  complicated  ingredient  whose  precise 
chemical  constituents  do  not  seem  to  have  been  aetermined,  and  there  can  be  no 
chemical  identity  between  such  different  compounds  excopt  by  chance. 

Benjamin  L.  Murray,  a  chemist  in  the  employ  of  Merck  &  Co.,  who  was  made  a  wit- 
ness for  the  Govemment,  testified: 

"Q.  Now,  referring  to  the  analysis  that  you  made  of  the  ichthyol  regarding  the  per- 
centage of  sulphur,  taking  the  ichthyol  samples  as  a  class,  did  you  find  any  variation 
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in  the  percentage  of  sulphur? — ^A.  Yee;  there  is  always  a  variation  because  the  stuff 
is  a  mixture. 

''Q.  In  some  cases  you  found  a  greater  quantity  of  sulphur  and  in  some  cases  less? 
Is  that  right?— A.  Yes. 

"Q.  And  you  found  the  same  thine  as  to  the  isarol?  Is  that  it? — ^A.  Well,  I  found 
a  variation  which  is  quite  a  good  deal  wider  variation  in  the  isarol.'' 

And  in  another  place  he  testified  as  follows: 

*'Q.  Now,  are  ichthyol  and  isarol  chemical  entities? — ^A.  No;  neither  one  of  them  is. 

"Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  chemical  formula  for  ichthyol? — ^A.  I  have  seen  chemical 
formulas  for  it,  but  there  is  not  any  real  chemical  formula  for  it. 

"Q.  Why  not?— A.  Because  it  is  a  mixture  of  several  ingredients.  Chemical 
formulas  are  applicable  only  to  single  ingredients. 

'*Q.  And  the  same  is  true  of  isarol,  is  it? — ^A.  I  have  never  seen  a  formula  for  isarol, 
but  feere  could  not  possibly  be  one  on  the  same  grounds.*' 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  preparation  involved  in  this  case  is  an  ammonium 
sulphoichthyolate  just  as  is  Merck  s  ichthyol.  There  was  an  attempt  to  show  a  differ- 
ence between  the  appearance  of  the  two  articles  as  to  color,  and  there  doubtless  is  a 
slight  difference,  which  is  accounted  for  by  Prof.  Sadtler,  whose  testimony  was  intro- 
duced by  the  importers,  as  probably  arismg  by  a  slight  difference  in  the  degree  of 
temperature  at  which  the  original  crude  oil  had  been  obtained  or  slightly  different 
conaitions  under  which  the  sulphonation  had  been  effected.  The  same  witness  tee- 
ified  that  when  he  analyzed  Merck's  ichthyol  he  found  it  to  correspond  in  the  main 
with  the  chemical  quahties  of  ichthyol  ammonium  or  ammonium  sulphoichthyolate, 
and  that  he  found  isarol  to  correspond  to  that  character  equally. 

But  as  to  the  question  of  color,  it  is  significant  that  while  the  testimony  offered  oa 
behalf  of  the  Government  in  this  case  tends  to  show  that  Merck's  ichthyol  is  a  red- 
brown  solution  with  green  florescence,  and  that  isarol  is  a  brown  solution,  the  Oxford 
Dictionary  defines  ichth  vol  as  "  a  brownish-yellow  sirupy  li(|uid  of  disagreeable  odor  ob- 
tained by  the  dry  distillation  of  bituminous  rocks  containing  remains  of  fossil  fishes." 
It  is  altogether  reasonable  to  assume  that  this  difference  m  color  produced  in  the 
ammonium  sulphoichthvolate  by  different  methods  should  varv  sligntly.  The  same 
thing  may  be  true  of  the  slightly  differing  quantities  of  sulphur  found  in  the  two 
preparations  or  in  other  characteristics,  as  it  would  be  extremeljr  unlikely  that  an 
ammonium  ichthyol  sulphonate  derived  from  the  original  distillation  would,  by  two 
different  processes,  or  perhaps  by  two  different  chemists,  prove  exactly  identical. 
Indeed,  this  is  not  found  to  oe  the  case  of  analyses  of  different  samples  of  Merck's 
ichth^yol. 

It  IS  enough  to  say  that  we  are  fully  satisfied  that  this  product  of  isarol  is  eoually 
with  Merck's  ichthyol  an  ammonium  sulphoichthyolate,  and  if  ichthyol  is  entitled  to 
free  entr>r  as  an  ammonium  sulphoichthyolate,  isarol,  being  substantially  identical  in 
all  essentials,  is  entitled  to  the  same  consideration. 

It  remains  to  consider  whether  ammonium  ichthyol  sulphonate  is  an  oil  within  the 
meaning  of  this  paragraph.  We  think  it  should  be  held  to  be  entitled  to  free  entry 
on  the  principle  enunciated  in  United  States  v.  Merck  (T.  D.  29600).  In  that  case 
the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  Second  Circuit  had  under  consideration  a  provision  for 
''salts  of  cinchona  bark, "  and  the  question  presented  was  whether  euquinine  should 
be  admitted  free.  Euquinine  is  a  preparation  more  or  less  directly  from  cinchona 
bark  for  use  in  medicine.  Its  medicinal  qualities  are  substantially  the  same  as  those 
of  sulphate  of  quinia  and  other  preparations  from  the  same  source.  The  board  had 
held  that  it  ''is  not  a  salt  of  cinchona  bark,  but  it  is  an  ester  &nd  a  medicinal  prepa- 
ration, in  the  preparation  of  which  alcohol  is  used, "  and  sustained  the  collector.  The 
court  said: 

''There  is  a  great  deal  of  chemical  testimony  in  the  case  which  we  do  not  find  it  neces- 
sary to  discuss.  The  word  'ester'  is  a  term  of  the  German  chemists  and  applies  to 
what  the  English  chemist  calls  compound  ethers.  The  weight  of  the  expert  evidence 
is  to  the  effect  that  an  ester  is  not  m  the  strict  use  of  chemical  nomenclature  a  salt, 
although  some  of  the  witnesses  say  it  is  '  an  ethereal  salt. '  But  that  Is  not  determina- 
tive of  the  question.  Congress  did  not  use  the  language  of  chemical  science  in  para- 
graph 647.  It  provides  for  'salts  of  cinchona  bark,'  and  all  the  experts  acree  that 
there  is  no  such  thing.  What  it  meant,  undoubtedly,  was  that  quinme  (sulphate  of 
quinia)  and  the  other  derivatives  from  cinchona  bark  which  preserved  the  controlling 
or  essential  medicinal  element  of  the  bark  should  be  admitted  free  of  duty.  Since 
the  group  thus  designated  is  a  more  specific  one  than  that  covered  by  paragraph  67, 
'medicinal  preparations  containing  alcohol,'  etc.,  we  concur  with  the  judge  who 
heard  the  cause  at  circuit. " 

See  also  Schoellkopf  v.  United  States  (71  Fed.  Eep.,  G94). 
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Ammonium  ichthyol  aulphonate  is  an  oily  substance.  The  evidence  aa  to  the 
importation  in  the  present  case  riven  by  the  witnesses  for  the  Government  shows  that 
oily  globules  are  present  in  botn  MercK^s  ichthyol  and  that  of  the  present  importer. 
While  it  is  not  the  native  oil,  it  is  still  an  oily  substance,  and  as  this  substance  is  in 
Merck's  case,  supra,  held  to  be  the  only  product  of  ichthyol  of  commerce,  and  as  it 
appears  to  be  conceded  that  Merck's  ichtnyol  is  within  the  terms  of  this  paragraph, 
isarol  should  be  held  to  be  also. 

The  decision  of  the  board  is  reversed.

1.  "Crude"  Article. — Thouj^h  an  article  may  have  been  processed,  if ,  as  a  matter 

of  fact,  it  must  be  subjected  to  some  additional  proctess  to  fit  it  for  its  chief  or 
only  use,  it  is,  so  far  as  that  use  is  concerned,  a  crude  article. — Roessler  &  Haas- 
lacher  Chemical  Co.  v.  United  States  (94  Fed.  Rep.,  822). 

2.  Gum  Tragasol. — Gum  tragasol  is  an  article  in  a  "crude"  state  used  in  dyeing; 

it  is  not  a  vegetable  extract  for  dyeing,  coloring,  staining,  or  tanning.  It  was 
free  of  duty  under  paragraph  482,  tariff  act  of  1897,  and  is  free  of  duty  tmder 
paragraph  499,  tarin  act  of  1909.

Smith,  judce,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

This  appeal  involves  the  classification  of  a  commodity  imported  at  Boston,  Mass., 
and  known  sus  gum  tragasol.  Some  of  the  gum  was  imported  under  the  tarin  act  of 
1897  and  some  of  it  under  the  tariff  act  of  1909.  The  collector  of  customs  rated  the 
product  as  a  nonenumerated  manufactiured  aritcle  and  accordingly  the  importations 
were  assessed  for  duty  at  20  per  cent  ad  valorem  either  imder  the  provisions  of  section 
6  of  the  act  of  1897  or  imder  the  provisions  of  paragraph  480  of  the  act  of  1909  as  the 
date  of  importation  might  require.  With  the  exception  that  the  word  "section"  is 
substituted  for  the  word  "act"  paragraph  480  is  a  reenactment  of  section  6,  and  the 
particular  part  of  the  section  and  paragraph  pertinent  to  the  case  is  as  follows: 

*  *  *  "There  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  *  *  *  on  all  articles  manu- 
factured, in  whole  or  in  part,  not  provided  for,  *  *  *  a  duty  of  twenty  per  centum 
ad  valorem. " 

The  importers  protested  that  the  merchandise  was  not  dutiable  as  an  unenumer- 
ated  manufacture  article  not  provided  for,  and,  among  other  grounds  of  objection 
to  the  collector's  classification,  it  was  averred  that  gum  tragasol  was  entitled  to  free 
entry  whether  imported  under  the  tariff  act  of  1897  or  imder  that  of  1909.  This  claim 
was  based  on  the  following  language  of  paragraph  482  of  t^e  free  list  of  the  tariff  act 
of  1897,  which  was  reenacted  in  paragraph  499  of  the  free  list  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909: 

"Articles  in  a  crude  state  used  in  dyeing  or  tanning  not  specially  provided 
for.    *    *    *" 

The  board  sustained  the  protest  on  the  ground  that  the  goods  were  entitled  to  ad- 
mission free  of  duty,  and  tne  Government  appealed. 

Tragasol  is  a  giun  extracted  by  patented  processes  from  the  locust  bean,  sometimes 
known  as  St.  John's  bread.  The  patents  are  owned  by  the  Gum  Tragasol  Supply  Co. 
(Ltd.)  of  Hooton,  England,  and  it  seems  to  be  conceded  that  the  entire  output  of  the 
commodity  under  consideration  is  manufactured  by  that  concern.  From  the  testimony 
in  the  case  and  the  patents  in  evidence  we  gather  that  the  locust  beans  are  separated 
from  the  pods  and  then  after  being  submitted  to  a  boiling  and  soaking  process  are, 
after  drying,  put  throu^  decorticating  machines  in  order  to  free  the  cotyledons  from 
the  husKS  and  germs.  The  husked  cotyledons  are  next  placed  in  vats  where,  steeped 
in  water,  they  are  reduced  to  a  pulp,  which  is  slowly  raised  to  a  temeprature  of  180*. 
After  cooking  the  pulp  for  two  hours  or  more  the  gum  therein  separates  itself  from 
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the  vegetable  substances  involving  it,  and,  with  the  wat^r  which  violent  agitation 
has  forced  it  to  absorb,  is  withdrawn  and  filtered  into  a  pool,  where  it  is  treated  with 
formalin,  carbolic  acid,  or  some  other  chemical  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
product  from  deterioration.  The  article  thus  processed  is  known  as  gum  tragaaol 
and  constitutes  the  merchandise  imported.  In  the  making  of  tragasol  it  appears 
that  great  care  must  be  taken  to  thoroughly  husk  the  beans  in  order  that  the  pigment 
carried  by  the  envelope  inclosing  the  cotyledons  may  not  discolor  the  gum  when 
extracted.  If  the  husks  are  not  completely  removed,  then  it  seems  that  at  some 
stage  of  tlie  subsequent  proceedings  tne  materials  must  be  treated  with  an  appro- 

Sriate  chemical  so  as  to  render  the  pi^ent  insoluble,  and  thus  permit  of  the  with- 
rawal  of  the  gum  as  a  colorless  liquid.  Gum  tragasol  is  principally  used  in  the 
dyeing  of  textues,  in  which  industry  it  serves  the  purpose  oi  a  carrying  medium  to 
convey  the  color  into  the  body  of  the  material  to  be  dyed.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
tragasol  prepared  for  use  in  dyeine  is  more  than  99  per  cent  water  and  contains  leas 
th^  1  per  cent  of  solid  matter,  colors  carried  by  it  penetrate  the  fabric  readily  and 
evenly  and  are  characterized  by  a  transparency  which  seems  to  be  especially  desirable 
in  dyeing  woven  goods  of  a  lustrous  texture. 

On  this  state  of  facta  the  Government  asks  for  a  reversal,  first,  because  the  impor- 
tation is  not  an  article  in  a  crude  state  and  therefore  not  dutiable  as  claimed  by  the 
importers;  second,  because  it  is  dutiable  as  assessed;  and.  third,  because  the  tn^gasol 
imported  since  August  5,  1909,  if  not  dutiable  as  assessea,  is  dutiable  as  a  vegetable 
extract  used  in  dyeing  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  22  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909» 
which  paragraph,  in  so  far  as  it  is  pertinent  to  the  issue,  is  as  follows: 

'♦22.  *  *  *  All  extracts  of  vegetable  origin  suitable  for  dyeing,  coloring,  stain- 
ing or  tanning,  *  *  *  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  fifteen  per 
centum  ad  valorem.** 

Counsel  for  the  appellant  contends  that  the  merchandise  the  classification  of  which 
is  in  controversy  is  the  resultant  product  of  careful  and  elaborate  processes  of  manu- 
facture: that  once  evolved  it  is  so  nnished  and  complete  that  it  is  ready  for  use  without 
any  refinement  or  alteration  in  its  essential  form  and  character^  and  that  therefore  it 
can  not  be  considered  as  ''crude,  **  inasmuch  as  that  term  carries  with  it  the  idea  of 
something  in  a  natural  or  raw  state — something  which  has  not  been  processed  or 
prepared — something  whicl^has  not  been  manufactured  or  if  manufactured  not  refined. 
The  trouble  with  this  amiment  is  that  we  are  not  willing  to  subscribe  to  the  defini- 
tion of  "crude^ "  upon  which  it  is  based.  For  the  purposes  of  this  case  it  may  be  con- 
ceded that  things  which  are  in  a  natural  or  a  raw  state,  which  are  not  processed  or 
prepared,  which  are  not  manu&tctured  or  if  manufactured  not  refined,  are  in  fact 
^nerally  regarded  as  crude  articles,  but  from  that  it  does  not  follow  that  no  article  is 
in  a  crude  state  which  has  gone  beyond  its  natural  or  raw  state  or  which  has  been 
processed,  prepared,  or  manufactured.  Indeed  an  article  may  be  evolved  as  the  result 
of  a  series  of  processes  and  manufacturing  operations  and  still  continue  to  be  an  article 
in  a  crude  state.  United  States  v.  Continental  Color  &  Chemical  Co.  (2  Ct.  Cust. 
Appls.,— ;  T.  D.  31679);  in  the  matter  of  I^ggett  (T.  D.  21804).  As  applied  to  mate- 
rials crudeness  is  a  relative  term,  and  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  thing  is  crude  for 
industrial  purposes  some  account  must  be  taken  of  its  intended  use.  However  much 
a  thing  may  be  processed,  if ,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  must  go  throu&;h  some  additional 
process  of  substantial  preparation  or  manufacture  in  order  to  fit  it  for  its  chief  or  only 
use,  it  is,  so  far  as  that  upc  is  concerned,  a  crude  article.  Roessler  <&  Hasslacher 
Chemical  Co.  v.  United  States  (94  Fed.  Rep.,  822);  Leber  &  Meyer  v.  United  States 
(135  Fed.  Rep.,  243).  That  it  was  not  the  intention  of  Congress  to  put  a  meaning 
upon  the  term  "crude"  which  would  confine  crude  articles  to  those  which  were  raw, 
unprepared,  unmanufactured,  or  in  a  natural  state,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  many 
articles  clearly  manu&ictured  are  enumerated  as  crude  articles  in  one  or  both  of  the 
tariff  acts  here  under  consideration;  as,  for  instance,  aluminum,  argols,  camphor, 
glycerin,  iodine,  and  sago.  The  fact  therefore  that  gum  tragasol  has  been  product 
as  the  result  of  elaborate  manu&tcturin^  processes  is  not  of  and  by  itself  sufficient  to 
take  it  out  of  the  category  of  crude  articles  used  in  dyeing,  and  whatever  may  have 
been  the  systematic  operations  required  to  produce  it,  it  must  still  be  r^arded  as  a 
crude  article  so  far  as  dyeing  is  concerned,  unless  such  operations  have  brought  it  to 
such  a  degree  of  completion  that  it  is  fit  to  be  used  for  tnat  purpose  without  further 
substantial  manipulation  or  manufacture.  As  shown  by  the  evidence,  gum  tragaaol 
comes  to  this  country  in  the  form  first  assumed  by  it  as  a  distinct  entity  after  its 
definite  separation  from  the  substances  w4th  which  it  was  orignially  combined  and 
just  as  it  is  turned  out  of  the  manufacturing  establishment.  In  that  form,  however, 
it  is  not  fit  for  use  in  dyeing  and  requires  very  substantial  treatment  with  proper 
machinery  before  it  becomes  available  for  use  as  a  carrier  of  dyes  and  colors.  The 
evidence  shows  that  the  tragasol  as  imported  must  take  up  from  five  to  eight  times  it<) 
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bulk  in  water  before  it  can  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  dyer  and  that  to  oblige  this 
material,  which  is  already  96  per  cent  water^  to  take  up  an  additional  Quantity  requires 
agitation  in  a  special  machine  equipped  with  revolving  beaters  capaole  of  a  speed  of 
from  80  to  100  revolutions  per  minute.  From  this  it  is  clear  that  the  gum  tragasol  here 
under  consideration  can  not  be  applied  to  its  chief  use  without  being  subjected  to 
furtiier  substantial  elaboration  and  preparation,  and  that  therefore  it  is  an  article  in 
a  crude  state  within  the  decisions  of  the  courts  which  have  heretofore  considered  the 
meaning  of  the  term  ''crude"  as  employed  in  tariff  laws.  In  United  States  v.  Merck 
(66  Fed.  Rep.,  251),  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  Shipman,  Judge,  had  occasion  to 
consider  the  nature  and  character  of  a  sediment  precipitated  from  the  juice  of  a  fruit 
resembling  ^e  cucumber  in  appearance.  It  appeared  that  this  sediment  or  precip- 
itate was  dried  and  imported  m  the  form  of  little  cakes  under  the  name  of  elate- 
rium. "  The  Government  claimed  that  elaterium  was  either  a  medicinal  preparation 
or  a  drug  advanced  in  value  or  condition.  Inasmuch  as  it  was  shown  that  emterium 
was  not  used  by  physicians  as  a  medicine,  but  by  the  manufacturer  as  material  horn 
which  a  medicine  was  made,  the  court  held  the  preparation  to  be  a  crude  drug.  In 
Cowl  V,  United  States  (124  Fed.  Rep.,  475),  a  substance  known  as  "guarana'*  was 
classified  by  tbe  collector  as  a  medicinal  preparation.  It  was  claimed  by  the  importers 
to  be  a  crude  drug.  It  appeared  from  the  record  in  that  case  that  ^arana  was  pre- 
pared by  shelling  me  seeos  of  the  PauUinia  sorbilis,  moistening  them  m  water,  remov- 
mg  a  papery  film  over  the  kernel,  and  pounding  them  in  a  mortar  until  thev  were 
reduced  to  a  semisolid  consistency.  The  article  was  then  made  up  into  the  form  of 
rolls,  wrapped  in  leaves,  and  dried  in  the  sun  or  by  the  fire.  Guarana  in  that  state 
was  in  its  crudest  form,  and  before  bein^  used  as  a  medicine  it  was  either  reduced  to 
a  powder  or  from  it  was  distilled  an  elixir  after  removing  the  leaves  and  other  impuri- 
ties. The  board  held  that  the  importation  was  a  medicinal  preparation,  and  the  circuit 
court  on  the  authority  of  United  States  v.  Merck,  supra,  sustained  the  contention  of 
the  importer  that  it  was  a  crude  drug.  In  United  States  v.  Continental  Color  & 
Chemical  Co.,  supra,  this  court  considered  the  tariff  claanfication  of  hydroxide  of 
chrome,  which  is  secured  as  a  precipitate  by  treating  with  oxide  of  magnesium  a 
liquid  oy-product  resulting  from  the  manufacture  of  anthraquinone.  The  collector 
assessed  the  importation  as  a  chemical  comx)ound,  and  the  importers  claimed  that  it 
was  entitled  to  free  entry  as  an  article  in  a  crude  state  used  in  tanning  and  dyeing. 
The  court  held  that  as  the  hydroxide  of  chrome  was  not  in  a  condition  fit  for  use  in 
tanning  or  dyeing  and  required  treatment  with  sulphuric  acid  for  tanning  purposes 
and  with  acetic  acid  for  dyeing  purposes  it  was  an  article  in  a  crude  state  within  the 
meaning  of  paragraph  482  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897  and  paragraph  499  of  the  tariff  act  of 
1909. 

Whether  the  gum  tragasol  imported  subsequent  to  the  going  into  effect  of  the  tariff 
act  of  1909  is  more  specifically  provided  for  in  paragraph  22  of  mat  act  is  the  only  ques- 
tion which  remains  to  be  determined,  and  the  determination  of  that  question  depends 
upon  the  meaning  which  should  be  given  to  that  particular  j>art  of  the  paragraph  which 
makes  provision  for  ''all  extracts  of  vegetable  origin  suitable  for  dyeing,  coloring, 
staining,  or  tanning.''  We  think  this  provision  was  not  intended  by  Congress  to  cover 
auxiliarv  agents  in  dyeing,  coloring,  staining,  or  tanning^  but  only  those  agencies  of 
v^etable  origin  which  were  themselves  capable  either  of  imparting  color  to  other  sub- 
stances or  of  converting  hides  and  skins-  into  leather.  Gum  tragasol  is  not  such  an 
a^ncy.  It  is  not  a  dyestuff  or  coloring  matter;  nei^er  has  it  any  of  the  tannic  qual- 
ities which  would  entitle  it  to  be  clasKd  as  a  material  for  tanning. 

From  all  of  which  we  conclude  that  the  merchandise  imported  is  an  article  in  a  crude 
state  used  in  dyeing;  that  it  is  not  a  ve^ table  extract  for  dyeing,  coloring,  staining, 
or  tanning,  and,  that  therefore  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Gleneral  Appraisers  shouM 
be  afitoied.

Needle  Books,  Oontainino  Needles  and  the  Like. — ^Needle  books,  containing 
needles  and  the  like  articles,  are  not  dutiable  as  manufactures  in  chief  value  en 
metal.  Paragraph  164,  tariff  act  of  1909,  singles  them  out  and  establishes  a  rule 
for  the  determination  of  their  dutiable  status,  and  that  is  according  to  the  chief 
components  included  within  and  going  to  make  up  the  entirety.  The  importa- 
tions were  dutiable  as  nonenmnerated  manufactured  articles  under  the  provisionB 
of  paragraph  480,  tariff  act  of  1909.— Hartranft  v.  Sheppard  (125  U.  S.,  337).

De  Vries,  ju^;e,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

This  app^  involves  the  construction  of  the  final  clause  of  paragraph  164  of  the 
tariff  act  of  1909,  which  reads: 

"164.  *  *  *  Needle  cases  or  needle  books,  furnished  with  assortments  of  needles 
or  combinations  of  needles  and  other  articles^  shall  pay  duty  as  entireties  according  to 
the  component  material  of  f*hief  value  therem." 

The  merchandise  consisted  of  needlebooks  of  hand -sewing  and  darning  needles, 
bodkins,  scissors,  and  buttonhooks.  The  books  are  made  up  of  paper,  desicped 
and  adapted  for  holding  needles.  The  storing  of  the  needles  therein  appears  to  be  a 
matter  of  some  skill,  as  they  are  arranged  in  a  definite  order  according  to  sizes  and 
numbers.  They  were  assessed  for  duty  by  the  collector  under  paragraphs  199,  420, 
and  452  of  that  act,  according  as  these  paragraphs  were  applicable  in  the  view  taken 
by  the  collector. 

The  only  claim  asserted  by  the  importer,  appellant,  necessary  of  consideration  in 
our  view  of  the  case  is  that  the  goods  are  included  within  the  terms  of  paragraph 
633  of  said  act,  for  "Needles,  hand  sewin?  and  darning,"  and  therefore  dutiable  as 
nonenumerated  manufactured  articles  under  paragraph  480  of  the  act. 

It  was  admitted  at  the  hearing  that  the  chief  value  of  the  merchandise  resided 
in  the  needles,  and  the  appeal  was  expressly  limited  by  the  appellant  to  the  cases 
containing  only  hand-sewmg  needles.  The  subject  matter  of  decision,  therefore,  is 
an  entirety,  consisting  of  needlecases  filled  with  hand-sewing  needles,  the  cases 
being  made  entirely  of  paper  and  the  needles  of  steel,  and  as  between  the  two  the  chief 
component  material  of  value  being  the  needles. 

The  Crovemment  contends,  and  the  board  held,  that  the  merchandise  is  properly 
dutiable  as  manufactures  in  chief  value  of  metal.  The  appellant  contends  that 
under  the  peculiar  language  of  parajs^raph  164  the  merchandise  is  not  so  dutiable, 
because  the  component  material  of  chief  value  of  the  entireties  is  hand-sewing  needles, 
which  are  precisely  within  the  provisions  of  paragraph  633  of  the  free  list,  and  not 
otherwise  provided  for  in  the  act. 

The  exact  distinction  contended  for  is  that  needles  are  a  separate  tariff  entity  from 
the  metal  of  which  they  are  made,  so  denominated  in  paragraph  633,  and  so  expressly 
assigned  for  duty  under  the  proviso  under  consideration.  Paragraph  480  in  terms 
confines  "component  material  of  chief  value"  to  each  single  component  materkL 
This  proviso  carves  out  an  exception  to  that  rule  and  provides  for  the  ascertainment 
of  duty  according  to  a  component  material  of  chief  value  consisting  of  "articles" 
made  up  of  several  single  component  materials. 

The  dutiable  classification  of  needlecases  filled  with  needles  has  been  the  subject 
of  extended  litigation  and  conflicting  decisions.  See  Wanamaker  v.  Cooper  (69  Fed. 
Rep.,  465),  United  States  v.  Mathews  (78  Fed.  Rep.,  345),  Guthman  v.  United  States 
(148  Fed.  Rep;^  332;  T.  D.  27501),  Dieckerhoff  v.  United  States  (151  Fed.  Rep.,  957; 
T.  D.  27949),  United  States  v,  Dieckerhoff  (160  Fed.  Rep.,  449;  T.  D.*  28716). 

The  decision  in  this  case  depends  entirely  upbn  the  construction  to  be  given  the 
phrase  "as  entireties  according  to  the  component  material  of  chief  value  therein." 
The  philosophy  of  the  board  applicable  to  the  case  is  expressed  as  follows: 

"Tnat  it  is  necessary  to  draw  a  line  between  component  parts  as  distinguished  from 
component  materials  appears  to  us  to  be  unquestioned." 
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While  the  reasoning  of  the  board  as  api>lied  to  the  general  provisions  of  paragraph 
481  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  component  material  of  chief 
value  of  manufactured  articles  is  without  Question,  we  do  not  consider  that  it  is  appli- 
cable to  the  case  at  bar.  The  cases  cited  oy  the  learned  Creneral  Appraisers,  and  for 
instances,  subject  of  comment,  relating  to  manufactured  articles  in  exposition  of  the 
rule  of  ascertamment  of  component  material  of  chief  value  and  appliea  by  the  board 
in  this  case,  is  expressly  by  statute  confined  to  articles,  and  not  to  entireties  made 
up  of  articles,  ana  relates  to  the  component  material  of  chief  value  of  such  articles, 
Uie  same  having  been  manufactured.  Not  relying  upon  this  provision  in  instances 
of  needlecases,  and  obviously  intending  a  different  nile^  the  Congress  has  singled 
out  such  and  laid  down  a  special  rule  for  the  determination  of  dutiable  vsdue  to  be 
ascertained  according  to  the  chief  component  article  included  within  and  going  to 
make  up  the  entirety. 

Under  the  rules  of  grammatical  and  legal  reference  the  words  ''comx)onent  mate- 
rial of  chief  value  therein, '*  as  used  in  the  provision  of  para^ph  164,  are  referable 
to  the  word  ** entireties"  preceding.  The  statute  speaks  m  this  case  of  the  chief  com- 
ponent material  of  an  entirety,  and  not  the  chief  component  material  of  an  article  • 
or  manufacture.  The  courts,  notably  in  United  States  v.  Dieckerhoff  (160  Fed.  Rep., 
449),  had  held  -that  needlecases  filled  with  needles  could  not  be  spoken  of  as  articles 
composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  metal.  The  court  said,  speaking  through  Judge  La- 
combe: 

''The  case  itself  is  composed  of  paper,  and  the  suggestion  that,  when  needles  are 
stored  in  it,  it  becomes  an  article  composed  in  part  of  metal,  seems  about  as  reasonable 
as  would  be  the  proposition  that  a  square  pasteboard  box  becomes  an  article  composed 
in  part  of  rubber  when  it  is  filled  with  rubber  bands." 

The  component  materials  which  were  immediately  assembled  in  the  making  up 
of  this  entirety,  the  merchandise  in  its  assembled  and  imported  condition,  which  the 
statute  denominates  an  entirety,  was  made  of  needles  and  books  of  paper.  In  the 
specific  instance  the  statute  makes  an  article  a  component  material  of  an  entirety. 
The  coniponent  materials,  therefore,  of  these  entireties  are  needles  and  books  of 
paper.  If,  therefore,  the  needles  are  the  component  material  of  dbief  value,  the 
entirety  is  dutiable,  according  as  the  needles  therein  are  dutiable.  In  this  instance 
such  needles  are  free  eo  nomine.  Were  the  books  of  paper  the  component  material 
of  chief  value  in  the  entirety  the  articles  would  be  dutiable  in  the  manner  such  booka 
of  papers  are  made  dutiable  under  the  tariff  laws. 

There  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  nothing  unreasonable  or  impossible  of  ad- 
ministration in  this  conclusion,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  instances  suggested  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board  that  militates  against  this  statement  or  renders  adminis- 
tration of  the  customs  laws  hereunder  either  impossible  or  unreasonable. 

Congress  having  specifically  provided  in  this  instance  that  the  dutiable  integjera 
should  be  a  component  material  consisting  of  an  article  of  manufacture,  the  reasoning 
in  and  conclusion  of  this  case  does  not  carry  it  beyond  the  language  employed  by  the 
0)ngres8. 

The  chief  component  article,  hand  sewing  needles,  which  is  the  chief  component 
material  of  the  entirety  in  this  case,  being  specifically  provided  for  the  free  list, 
paragraph  633,  the  case  is  controlled  in  principle  by  Hsirtranft  v.  Sheppard  (125 
IT.  S.,  337).  The  subject  of  that  decision  was  guilts  composed  of  cotton  and  eider 
down  or  eolk  and  eider  down,  the  eider  down  in  each  case  being  the  component 
material  of  chief  value.    The  court  said: 

"Quilts  are  nonenumerated  manufactured  articles,  composed  of  two  or  more  mate- 
rials. Eider  down  is  on  the  free  list.  *  *  *  As  eider  down  is  the  component 
material  of  chief  value  in  the  quilts  involved  in  this  suit  and  that  is  free,  it  follows 
that  they  are  manufactured  articles  not  provided  for,  and  therefore  chargeable  with 
the  duty  of  20  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  section  2513  rather  than  35  per  cent  as  a 
manufacture  of  cotton  or  50  per  cent  as  a  manu^ture  of  which  silk  is  the  com- 
ponent material  of  chief  value." 

Dieckerhoff  v.  United  States  (T.  D.  27949;  151  Fed.  Rep.,  957). 

The  merchandise  is  properly  dutiable  therefore  as  a  nonenumerated  manufactiu?ed 
article  under  the  provisions  of  said  para^ph  480. 

For  the  reasons  nerein  stated  we  think  tne  Board  of  General  Appraisers  erred,  and 
the  decision  of  the  board  should  be  reversed. 
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Exhibit  18.— (T.  D.  Z1646)— Cork  floats. 

Fenton  v.  United  States  (No.  385)* 

Cork  Floats — ^Manupactures  of  Cork. — Small,  oval-shaped  pieces  of  cork  taper- 
ing at  one  or  both  ends  and  with  holes  lengthwise  thiougn  them  would  seem 
on  examination  not  to  be,  and  they  appear  by  the  uncontradicted  testimony 
not  to  be,  either  fishing  floats  or  cork  floats  for  use  in  fishing.  They  are  not 
commercially  known  as  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof,  nor  are  they  in  fact,  as 
it  appears,  used  as  such.  They  are  manufactures  of  cork  and  dutiable  as  such 
und!er  paragraph  429,  tariff  act  of  1909. 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  April  24,  1911. 

Appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers,  Abstract 

23431  (T.  D.  30667). 
[Decision  reversed.]

Before  Montgomery,  Hunt,  Smith,  Barber,  and  De  Vries,  judges. 

Barber,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  merchandise  involved  is  so-called  cork  floats,  was  imported  at  the  port  of 
Cleveland  in  1909,  and  was  assessed  for  duty  by  the  collector  at  45  per  cent  ad  valo- 
rem under  paragraph  165  of  the  tariff  act  of  August  5^  1909,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"165.  Fish  hooks,  fishing  rods  and  reels,  artificial  flies,  artificial  baits,  sneUed  hooks 
and  all  other  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
except  fishing  lines,  fishing  nets  and  seines,  forty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  appellant  duly  filed  his  protest,  the  material  parts  of  which  are  as  follows: 

"  Notice  of  dissatisfaction  is  hereby  given  with,  and  protest  is  hereby  made  against, 
your  ascertainment  and  liqmidation  of  duties,  and  your  decision  assessing  duty,  on 
the  entries  below  named.    The  reasons  for  objection  are  as  follows: 

"Cork  floats  are  manufactures  of  cork,  or  cork  chief  value. 

"Manufactures  of  cork,  wholly  or  in  chief  value,  are  provided  for  by  name  in  para> 
graph  No.  429  at  30  per  cent. 

"Their  use  is  not  necessarliy  confined  to  fishing  tackle,  but  were  this  not  true  the 
words  *not  specially  provided  for*  found  in  paragraph  No.  165  eliminate  cork  floats 
therefrom. 

"  Designation  of  an  article  by  name  free  or  dutiable  must  prevail  over  words  of  gen- 
eral description." 

Paragraph  429  of  the  act  of  1909  is  as  follows: 

"429.  (x)rk  bark  cut  into  squares,  cubes,  or  c^uarters,  eight  cents  per  pound;  manu- 
factured corks  over  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  measured  at  larger  end, 
fifteen  cents  per  pound;  three-fourths  of  an  inch  and  less  in  diameter,  measured  at 
larger  end,  twenty-five  cents  per  pound;  cork,  artificial,  or  cork  substitutes,  manu- 
factured from  cork  waste  or  granulated  cork,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  ihia 
section,  six  cents  per  pound;  manufactures,  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  cork,  or  of 
cork  bark,  or  of  artificial  cork  or  cork  substitutes,  granulated  or  ground  cork,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  overrulea  the  protest  and  we  quote  the  pertinent 
part s  of  their  decision : 

"The  merchandise  is  invoiced  as  'manufactures  of  cork.*  The  goods  are  in  fact 
cork  articles  shaped,  and  specially  adapted  for  use  as  floats.  They  were  assessed  for 
duty  at  the  rate  of  45  per  cent  ad  valorem  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  165, 
tariff  act  of  1909,  which  reads:  '*  *  *  all  other  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof,  not 
specially  provided  for  ♦  *  «.»  It  is  claimed  that  the  articles  are  dutiable  ♦  "*  » 
under  paragraph  429  ♦  *  ♦  as  'manufactures  of  cork,  not  specially  provided  for.* 
The  only  issue  raised  is  whether  the  corks  here  in  question  are  withm  the  provision 
for  "fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof.*'  It  is  urged  that  they  must  be  further  manipu- 
lated in  order  to  convert  them  into  floats,  and  as  they  are  not  finished  cork  floats  they^ 
are  not  dutiable  under  the  provision  above  noted.  The  corks  approach  nearly  their 
fini^ed  condition,  afford  sufficient  evidence  as  to  their  special  aoaptation  for  use  as 
floats,  and  would,  then,  appear  to  us  to  be  dutiable  as  'parts'  of  fishing  tackle." 

At  the  outset  the  United  States  contends  that  the  protest  does  not  claim  that  the 
articles  are  not  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof,  but  on  the  contrary  recognizes  them  as 
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cork  floats,  thereby,  it  la  said,  basing  the  protest  upon  the  ground  that  the  provision 
''manufactures,  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  cork,"  under  paragraph  429,  is  more 
^ecific  than  that  for  ''fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof"  under  paragraph  165,  and 
tnerefore  the  United  States  claims  that  the  only  issue  is  which  paragraph  is  the  more 
specific.  Stated  in  another  way  this  claim  is,  that  under  his  protest  the  appellant 
has  no  right  to  contend,  as  he  seeks  in  substance  to  do  here,  that  the  articles  involved 
are  not  floats  and  thereby  parts  of  fishing  tackle  within  the  meaning  of  paragraph 
165,  but  that  he  has  conceded  them  to  be  floats  and  is  limited  to  the  claim  that  para- 
gcaph  420  more  specifically  applies  thereto  than  does  paragraph  165. 

The  record  does  not  show  tnat  the  United  States  made  this  claim  before  the  board. 

We  think  this  contention  can  not  prevail.  The  first  claim  made  in  the  protest  is 
that  cork  floats  are  manufactures  of  cork  or  cork  of  chief  value.  The  reference  to 
the  articles  as  "cork  floats"  is  not  significant.  They  may  be  such  and  still  not  be 
floats  or  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof.  From  the  collector's  letter  submitting  the 
protest  it  would  seem  that  he  had  classified  them  as  cork  floats  and  the  importer  should 
nave  the  right  to  adopt  that  designation  in  his  protest,  without  precluding  himself 
upon  the  merits.  The  protest  clearly  raises  the  issue  that  the  merchandise  is  a  manu- 
^ture  of  cork  or  cork  of  chief  value. 

Before  considering  the  question  involved  we  turn  to  the  evidence.  It  appears  that 
the  United  States  called  no  witnesses  and  that  two  were  introduced  by  the  appellant. 
This  case  seems  to  involveprotests  by  other  importers  and  the  first  witness,  Mr.  rflue^r, 
was  (me  of  the  number.  He  testified  in  substance  that  he  was  a  manufacturer  of  fidung 
tackle  and  metal  novelties;  that  he  was  a  practical  fisherman  and  a  member  of  several 
fiahing  clubs  and  oi]^nizations;  that  he  never  saw  an  article  like  the  ofiScial  samples 
osed  either  for  fishmg  tackle  or  as  a  part  of  it;  that  they  were  turnings,  manufacturee 
of  cork;  that  he  did  not  manufacture  the  same;  that  he  had  been  in  the  business  of 
manufacturing  fishing  tackle  and  metal  novelties  for  30  years  and  had  had  experience 
covering  the  same  time  selling  the  products;  that  he  had  never  sold  such  an  article  as 
the  official  samples  in  this  case  as  fisning  tackle ;  that  he  had  never  heard  them  referred 
to  as  such;  that  there  was  an  article  well  known  as  fishing  tackle  which  he  designated 
as  a  fishing  float,  samples  of  which  were  introduced  in  evidence  as  illustrative  exhibits 
and  are  before  us;  that  he  sold  these  as  fishing  floats  all  over  the  world  *  that  they  were 
used  to  regulate  the  depth  of  the  bait  from  the  surface  of  the  water  ana  also  to  indicate 
that  the  bait  had  been  taken  by  a  fish ;  that  such  a  float  comes  under  the  paraphernalia 
of  fishing  tackle;  that  the  official  samples  are  not  in  themselves  finished  articles;  that 
to  make  them  into  fishing  floats  they  must  receive  the  following  treatment  and  manupi- 
lations:  They  must  be  Idln  dried  to  exclude  all  moisture  so  that  paint  will  adhere 
firmly  to  the  surfoce;  then  sticks  or  quills  are  inserted  and  cemented  into  the  holes  in 
the  center  of  the  samples;  then  they  are  put  into  a  lathe  and  tinned  to  the  proper  shape 
and  tapered  down  to  meet  the  stick  on  each  end  and  finished  up  to  make  a  graceml 
shape;  then  sandpapered;  then  tumbled  in  a  rolling  barrel  in  which  is  thrown  a  sub- 
stance while  they  are  rolling  that  is  absorbed  into  the  pores  and  makes  a  waterproof 
surface;  then  permitted  to  dry;  then  painted,  usually  in  more  than  one  color;  and 
then  after  again  drying  receive  a  coat  of  waterproof  varnish  to  make  the  finished  article 
waterproof.  He  further  testified  that  the  official  samples  were  used  for  no  other  pur- 
pose so  far  as  he  knew  except  to  make  fishing  floats  in  the  manner  just  set  forth; 
that  he  had  been  importing  them  for  30  years;  that  the  object  he  had  in  ordering  the 
articles  dhaped  as  are  the  official  samples  was  to  make  fishing  floats  therefrom;  and 
that  when  impK)rted  they  were  not  true  to  shape  but  had  to  be  re-turned,  reshaped. 

The  other  witness  tesUfied  that  he  was  a  dealer  in  and  bought  and  sola  all  the  differ- 
ent kinds  of  fishing  tackle,  buying  from  nearly  every  manumcturer  of  that  product  in 
this  country,  and  uiat  he  bought  and  sold  goods  like  the  illustrative  exhibits  as  fishing 
tackle;  that  they  were  staple  goods;  that  he  did  not  handle  goods  like  the  official 
samples,  and  that  they  ''couldn^t  be  adaptable  for  any  fishing  tackle  that  I  know  of.'' 

The  official  samples  which  are  before  us  are  small,  ovalnsbaped  pieces  of  cork,  taper- 
ing at  one  or  both  ends,  each  having  a  small  hole  pasedng  througn  the  center  at  right 
angles  to  the  largest  diameter.  The  appearance  of  the  illustrative  exhibits,  also  before 
us,  indicates  that  they  were  produced  substantially  as  indicated  by  the  witness  from 
articles  similar  to  the  official  samples.  We  think  this  uncontradicted  evidence  re- 
Quires  a  finding  of  fact  that  the  official  samples  are  not  when  imported  either  fishing 
noats  or  cork  floats  used  in  fishing.  Are  they  fishing  tackle  or  parts  thereof?  The 
evidence  indicates  that  neither  are  they  commerically  known  nor  m  fact  used  as  such. 

The  words  **all  other  filing  tackle  or  parts  thereof"  in  the  paragraph  niust  be  given 
their  wdinary  meaning  imlees  limited  by  the  context.  The  Centui^  Dictionary  de- 
fines fishing  tackle  as  An  angler^s  outfit;  angling  gear;  the  hooks,  lines,  rods,  and 
other  implements  of  the  art  of  fishing/'  and  the  statute  apparently  uses  the  words  in 
like  sense. 
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We  think  it  is  apparent  that  the  tenn  ''all  other  fishing  tackle  "  is  a  collective  design 
nation  insetted  for  the  purpose  of  including  any  fishing  tackle  not  specifically  enu- 
merated, and  that  the  words  ''parts  theieof^'  are  inserted  as  a  precaution  and  refer  to 
each  completed  articles  as  ma^  be  used  by  anglers,  either  alone  or  in  connection  with 
another  article.  A  part  of  a  fishing  tackle  may  well  mean  a  rod  oi  a  reel,  a  hook  or  a 
line,  and  these  artiaes  are  also  in  memselves  fishing  tackle  and  collectively  so  desig- 
nated. But  we  do  not  think  in  its  common,  ordmary  meaning  the  term  "fishing 
tackle"  includes  a  rod,  reel,  hook,  or  fioat  that  is  not  in  finished  condition  read]^  lor 
the  angler's  use,  and  ihe  term  ''parts  thereof'  must  refer  to  the  completed  article, 
whatever  it  may  be,  that  is  also  r^y  for  use  either  alone  or  in  connection  with  other 
articles  of  the  angler's  outfit.  When  ready  for  use  it  is  a  part  of  the  fisherman's  tackle, 
his  outfit,  one  of  his  implements;  and  if  not  in  a  condition  to  be  used  of  course  he  can 
not  use  it,  and  it  is  not  fishing  tackle  or  a  pait  thereof. 

The  official  samples,  under  the  evidence,  are  not  ready  for  the  angler's  use,  and  to 
hold  them  to  be  a  fishing  tackle  or  part  thereof  we  think  would  do  violence  to  the 
ordinary  meaning  of  the  words.  Such  a  holding  would  involve  the  further  concluoon, 
ndiich  seems  unwarranted,  namely,  that  Congress  intended  that  an  unfinished  article, 
composed  of  nothing  but  cork,  should  be  claaeified  under  Schedule  0  of  the  tariff  act, 
whidi  in  its  general  scope  relates  to  metal  and  its  manufactures. 

But  it  is  urged  by  the  United  States  that  these  importations  are  not  manufactorei 
of  cork  because,  it  is  said,  that  not  having  a  distinctive  name,  character,  or  use  diffet- 
ent  from  that  of  cork,  and  not  being  capable  of  use  in  the  form  in  which  they  are  im- 
ported, they  do  not  fall  within  the  definition  of  manufactures  as  laid  down  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  we  are  referred  to  decisions  of  that  court  to  suppoit  the  contention. 

it  is  many  tmies  concededly  difficult  to  define  what  is  a  manufacture  of  a  0lven 
article  within  the  meaning  of  different  paragraphs  of  tarif!  acts,  and  equally  difficult 
to  determine  whether  a  given  product  is  or  is  not  a  manufacture  thereunder.  Then 
are  many  judicial  pronouncements  on  these  questions  that  at  first  reading  do  not  seem 
consistent  with  each  other^  and  we  shall  not  now  make  an  attempt  to  reconcile  theoL 

It  was  said  in  substance  in  the  case  of  Lawrence  v.  Allen  (48  U.  B.,  785)  that  a  manu- 
facture in  some  instances  and  for  some  pinpoees  may  be  one  kind  of  piocess  peffotmsd 
on  an  aiticle  in  its  natural  state  and  in  some  another  kind. 

In  the  Tidewater  Oil  Co.  v.  United  States  (171  U.  S.,  216),  referring  to  the  sabject 
of  manidacture,  the  court  said: 

"  Manufacture"  is  now  ordinal ily  used  to  denote  an  article  upon  the  material  of 
idiich  labor  has  been  ex]:)ended  to  make  the  finished  product.  Ordinarily  the  artide 
so  manufactured  takes  a  different  form,  or  at  least  subserves  a  different  purpose  from 
the  original  materiab;  and  usually  it  1b  given  a  different  name.  Raw  matcnals  maj 
be  and  often  are  subjected  to  successive  processcj^  of  manufacture  each  one  of  iduch  is 
complete  in  itself  but  several  of  which  may  be  required  to  make  the  final  i»odact. 
Thus,  logs  are  first  manufactiued  into  boards,  planks,  joists,  scantlings,  etc.,  and  then 
by  entirely  different  processes  are  fashioned  into  boxes,  furniture,  doors,  window 
sashes,  trimmings,  and  the  thousand  and  one  articles  manufactured  iidiolly  oi  in  part 
of  wood.  The  steel  spring  of  a  watch  is  made  ultimately  from  iron  ore,  but  by  a  large 
number  of  processes  or  transformations  each  successive  step  in  idiich  is  a  dlBtinct 
process  of  manufacture,  and  for  which  the  article  so  manufactured  receives  a  different 
name.  *  *  *  the  finished  product  of  one  manufacture  thus  becoming  the  material 
of  the  next  in  rank." 

In  United  States  v.  Dudley  (174  U.  S.,  670)  the  court  refers  with  approval  to  the 
last-mentioned  case  and  says: 

"  In  other  words,  a  new  manufacture  is  usually  accompanied  by  a  change  <rf  name, 
but  a  change  of  name  does  not  always  indicate  a  new  manufacture.  Where  a  manu* 
&ctured  article,  such  as  sawed  limiber,  is  usable  for  a  dozen  different  purjxiees,  it 
does  not  ordinarily  become  a  new  manufacture  until  reduced  to  a  condition  where 
it  is  used  for  one  thing  only.  So  long  as  'dressed  lumber'  is  in  a  condition  for  use 
in  house  and  ship  building  purposes  generally,  it  is  still  'dressed  lumber';  but  if  its 
manufacture  has  so  far  advanced  that  it  can  only  be  used  for  a  definite  purpose,  as 
sashes,  blinds,  moldings,  spars,  boxes,  furniture,  etc.,  it  becomes  a  'manufacture  of 
wood.^" 

Assuming  the  foregoing  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  furnish  an  outline  for  a  rule 
enabling  us  to  determine  what  is  a  manufacture^  it  follows,  we  think,  both  upon  reason 
and  authority,  that  when  merchandise,  as  in  this  instance  cork  bark,  in  its  crude  state 
has  been  subjected  to  manipulations  which  have  reduced  it  to  a  form  and  diape  so  that 
it  can  only  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  floats,  which  is  clearlv  a  definite  purpose,  it 
has  become  a  manufactured  article,  and  is  a  manufacture  of  cork.  It  is  no  longer  cork 
in  its  crude  state,  but  has  been  so  manipulated  that  it  is  the  finished  i»oduct  of  one 
manufacture  and  is  ready  for  the  next  in  rank,  namely,  the  manufaclure  of  f 
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Whether  it  has  taken  on  a  new  name  is  not  e§0ential;  it  is  only  adapted  to  one  nse,  and 
the  evidence  leaves  it  perfectly  clear  that  it  has  yet  to  be  subjected  to,  and  is  now 
ready  to  undergo  and  receive  the  different  operations  and  combinations  that  are 
reauired  to  make  it  into  floats. 

if  wood  so  &r  treated  as  to  be  usable  only  for  making  sashes,  blinds,  etc.,  is  a  manu- 
facture of  wood,  we  have  no  doubt  that  these  official  samples  are  by  the  application 
ol  the  same  principle  and  the  same  reasoning  manufactures  of  cfork. 

The  various  cases  cited  by  the  United  States  to  support  its  contention  last  men- 
tioned upon  careful  examination  do  not  seem  to  be  at  variance  with  this  conclusion. 

It  is  held  that  the  merchandise  involved  in  this  case  is  a  manufacture  of  cork  uid 
sm  such  is  dutiable  under  paragraph  429  of  the  tariff  act  of  1909. 

The  result  is  that  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  is  reversed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Hunt,  Smith,  and  £>e  Yries,  judges,  concur. 


Exhibit  19.— {T.  D.  Z2l9e.y-JuU  card  vhuU. 

Salomon  Bros.  &  Co.  xr  al.  v.  United  States  (No.  729). 

JuTB  TJNMANTjPAcnmED— Entry  Free.— The  merchandise  consists  of  broken  fibers 
of  undressed  raw  jute  rejected  by  the  carding  machine  in  Uie  first  process  of  manu- 
focture .  These  broken  fibers  had  been  later  subjected  to  a  carding  process  of  their 
own.  The  product  is  more  accuratelv  described  as  jute,  unmanufactured,  than 
as  waste  not  specially  provided  for  and Vas  entitled  to  free  entry  under  both  tariff 
acts  of  1897  and  1909.— United  States  v.  Hatters'  Fur  Exchange  (1  Ct.  Cust.  Appls., 
198;  T.  D.  31237). 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  January  11, 1912. 

Appeal  from  Board  of  United  States  General  Appraisers,  G.  A.  7242  (T.  D.  31739). 

[Decision  reversed.]

Before  Montgomery,  Smith,  Barber,  De  Yries,  and  Martin,  judges. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  tariff  act  of  1897,  in  paragraph  463,  imposed  a  duty  upon  waste  not  speciallv  pro- 
vided for  of  10  per  cent  ad  valorem.    Paragraph  479  of  me  act  of  1909  is  iaentical. 

Paragraph  566  of  the  act  of  1897  reads  as  follows: 

"Grasses  and  fibers:  Istle  or  Tampico  fiber,  jute,  jute  butts,  manila,  sisal  grass,  sunn, 
and  all  other  textile  grasses  or  fibrous  vegetable  substances,  not  dressed  or  manufac- 
tured in  any  manner,  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act." 

This  paragraph  appears  in  the  free  list.  The  corresponding  parajg^ph  in  the  act  of 
1909  is  identical  with  this  with  the  exception  that  the  word  "'section^'  is  substituted 
for  the  word  "act." 

The  merchandise  covered  by  the  protest  in  this  case  was  imported  at  different  times, 
a  portk>n  during  the  life  of  the  act  of  1897  and  the  remainder  imder  the  act  of  1909,  It 
was  all  assessed  for  duty  under  the  provisions  first  above  quoted  for  waste  not  specially 
provided  for.  It  is  claimed  to  be  more  specifically  provided  for  as  jute  not  dressed  or 
manufactured  in  any  manner  and  entitled  to  free  entry.  The  board  overruled  the 
protest,  and  the  importer  appeals. 

Ihe  merchandise  in  question  consists  of  jute  card  waste,  so  called,  and  consists  of  the 
broken  fibers  of  undreeeed  raw  jute  which  are  rejected  by  the  carding  machine  in  the 
first  process  of  manufacture  to  which  imdressed  jute  is  subjected.  The  evidence 
discloses  that  in  carding  raw  jute  the  carding  machine  picks  up  the  longer  filaments 
of  Uie  jute  and  that  the  short  fibers  and  those  which  are  inferior  are  rejected  by  the 
pins  of  the  machine.  It  is  this  rejected  substance  which  is  in  controversy  here.  The 
substance  is  imquestionably  jute.    It  is  inferior  to  the  parent  substance,  however,  in 

auaAity.    But  the  evidence  discloses  that  it  may  be  devoted  to  the  same  uses  to  which 
le  substance  resulting  from  the  first  carding  is  devoted .    It  may  be  spim,  or  it  may  be 
felted,  or  it  may  be  u^  without  further  manipulation  for  stuffiug  horse  collars. 

The  evidence  further  discloses  that  before  it  can  be  put  to  the  use  of  spinning  it 
must  be  again  recarded  and  the  product  of  this  recarding  is  that  which  is  used  for 
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gpinning.  The  so-called  jute  caid  waste  is  neceasarily  much  cheaper  than  the  natuzml 
substance,  as  the  better  part  of  it  has  been  extracted. 

Does  the  fact  that  this  substance,  which  is  called  in  one  sense  a  waste,  make  it  duti- 
able, or  does  it  come,  so  long  as  it  retains  its  native  characteristics  of  jute  and  is  soscep- 
tible  of  the  same  uses,  more  properly  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  566  of  the  tariff 
law  of  1897  and  paragraph  578  of  the  law  of  1909,  respectively? 

We  think  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Hatters'  Fur  Exchange  (1  Ct.  Gust.  Appls.,  198; 
T.  D.  31237)  rules  this  question.    In  that  case  the  court  had  under  amsideration  for 

Slithered  as  scraps  or  waste  from  the  first  treatment  of  skins.  It  was  claimed  to  be 
utiable  as  waste  not  specially  provided  for,  imder  paragraph  463  of  the  act  of  1897. 
It  was  shown,  however,  tt&t  it  could  be  used  as  undressed  fur.  After  reviewing  the 
evidence  in  the  case,  the  opinion,  by  Judge  Hunt,  proceeds: 

''With  this  evidence  before  the  court^  the  case  has  been  somewhat  simplified  by 
the  fact  that  the  counsel  for  the  respective  parties  agree  generallv  that  it  proves  tfaie 
articles  involved  to  be  a  waste.  We  can  therefore  move  forwara  upon  this  assump- 
tion and  at  once  proceed  to  the  question  whether,  being  waste,  they  are  dippings  or 
refuse  scraps  ana  pieces,  dutiable  merely  as  waste  not  specially  provideif  for,  or 
whether,  although  waste,  they  are  yet  articles  of  undressed  fur  specially  provided  for 
under  the  paragraphs  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897  heretofore  quoted. 

«#  #  *  #  ♦  « 

"The  finding  of  the  circuit  court  that  the  articles  are  undressed  clippings  of  rabbit 
skins  and  portions  of  fur  that  have  become  detached  from  the  pelt  by  reason  of  heat 
and  other  means,  is  amply  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and,  as  was  said  bv  Judge 
Martin,  the  evidence  ehowa  that  they  are  all  'used  for  the  same  purpose  to  which  the 
skin  as  usually  cut  up  is  employed,  and  that  it  comes  from  the  raboit  pelt,  which  of 
itself  is  treated  as  free  under  the  tajiS  act.' 

"It  is  waste  in  a  sense;  that  is.  it  is  primarily  a  refuse  in  so  far  as  the  first  treatment 
of  the  skin  ^oes,  and  it  may  be  tnat  the  object  of  the  first  treatment  of  the  skins  is  not 
to  obtain  this  refuse:  it  is  a  residuum.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  at  all  a  worth- 
less quantity,  as  it  nas  a  commercial  value  for  use  in  hat  making  and  is  imported  lor 
such  purposes.  The  intent  of  the  tariff  law  of  1897  was  explicitly  expressed  by  pro- 
viding for  free  entry  of  skins  and  furs  undressed,  and  it  would  seem  to  us  that  it  was 
not  meant  to  impose  duty  upon  pieces  or  inferior  kinds  of  furs,  themselves  valuable, 
and  gathered  as  the  scraps  or  waste  from  the  first  treatment  of  the  skins,  for  they  are 
still  furs  undressed. " 

It  is  equally  true  in  the  present  case  that  the  merchandise  involved  is  in  one  senoe 
a  waste.  It  is  a  residuum  after  the  first  treatment  of  the  native  prodbct.  But,  as  id 
the  case  referred  to,  this  residuum  is  not  a  worthless  quantity.  It  has  a  commercial 
value  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  which  the  better  q^ualitjr  is  devoted  to,  except  that 
it  produces  an  inferior  article.    We  think  that  case  is  decisive  of  this  i>oint. 

So  in  Fatten  v.  United  States  (159  U.  S.,  500),  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  after  reviewing  the 
definitions  of  waste  found  in  the  dictionaries,  concludes: 

"The  prominent  characteristic  running  through  all  these  definitions  is  that  of  refuse 
or  material  that  is  not  susceptible  of  being  used  for  the  ordhuny  purposes  of  manu- 
facture. It  does  not  presuppose  that  the  article  is  absolutely  worthleas,  but  that  it  is 
unmerchantable  and  used  for  purposes  for  which  merchantable  material  of  the  same 
class  is  unsuitable." 

In  Myers  v.  United  States  (110  Fed.  Rep.,  940)  the  court  held  that  mica  in  small 
pieces  or  sheets  which  fall  off  in  the  process  of  thumb  trimming  are  dutiable  as  mica 
unmanufactured,  and  not  as  waste  not  specially  provided  for.    The  court  said: 

"The  merchandise  does  not  lose  its  character  as  merchantable  mica  because  it  is  of 
an  inferior  srade.  The  material  called  "waste  "  at  the  mica  mines  is  refuse  thrown 
out  on  the  dumps^  having  little  value  and  being  incapable  of  use  for  any  of  the  par- 
poses  for  which  mica  is  used. " 

It  is  contended  that  even  if  this  be  held  to  be  jute  waste  it  is  not  free  because  it  has 
been  dressed.  The  evidence  discloses  that  the  nrst  process  of  carding  is  not  with  the 
purpose  of  getting  this  substance.  The  carder  does  not  desire  to  get  any.  But  it  comes 
about  from  the  presence  of  inferior  fibers.  It  is  a  by-product  and  not  the  substance 
sought,  just  as  was  the  case  in  the  Hatters'  Fur  Exchange  case,  supra.  But  w^at  is 
more  significant  is  the  fact  that  before  it  can  be  devoted  to  the  same  purpose  that  the 
6ui>erior  quality  is,  namelv,  spinning,  it  must  be  subjected  to  a  new  process  of  carding 
and  treated  in  precisely  tne  same  manner  that  the  native  substance  is  required  to  be 
treated. 

Authoritative  rulings  are  not  wanting  upon  this  ouestion.  In  Seeberger  v.  Casiro 
(153  U.  S.,  32)  tobacco  scrap  consisting  of  clippings  from  the  ends  of  cigars  and  pieces 
broken  from  tne  tobacco  of  which  cigars  are  manu&ctured  in  the  process  of  such  manu- 
&cture,  not  being  fit  for  use  in  the  condition  in  which  the  same  are  imported,  were  held 
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to  be  dutiable  aa  immanulactured  tobacco.  And  in  the  case  of  Patton  v.  United  States 
(159  U.  8.,  500),  Mr.  Justice  Brown  said: 

''Waste  in  its  ordinary  sense,  being  merely  refuse  thrown  off  in  the  process  of  con- 
verting raw  wool  into  a  manufacture  of  wool,  can  not  be  considered  a  manufacture 
simply  because  it  acquires  a  new  designation,  and  if  it  be  artificially  i>roduced  bv  the 
breakmg  up  of  the  tops  it  is  with  even  leas  reason  entitled  to  be  so  considered.  Unless 
natural  waste  can  be  treated  as  a  manufacture,  artificial  waste  should  not." 

Our  conclusion  is  that  this  importation  is  more  acciurately  described  as  jute  unmanu- 
factured than  as  waste  not  specially  provided  for.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  is  reversed.

Enauth,  Nachod  &  EiTHKB  V.  Untted  States  (No.  137). 

Wall  Pockets. — ^Manufactuses  of  Paper. — ^Flat  cardboards,  of  different  sizes  and 
shapes,  ui>on  which  lithographic  prints  have  been  moimted,  and  that  have  been 
imported  in  a  ^'knocked-down''  condition,  but  complete  in  themselves  and  read^ 
to  be  assembled  and  used  as  wall  -pocketB,  are  not  to  be  deemed  lithc^phic 
prints  and  dutiable  as  such:  they  have  a  new  name  and  new  use  and  were  dutiable 
under  paragraph  407,  tariff  act  of  1897,  as  manii&ctures  of  pai>er.

Barber,  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  merchandise  involved  in  this  case  consists  of  paper  cardboard  upon  which 
has  been  printed  or  pasted  what  are  conceded  to  be  liht^piphic  prints,  ornamental 
in  design  and  color.  It  is  divided  into  three  classes:  (1)  Flat  cardooards  of  different 
4dzes  and  shapes,  intended  to  be  put  together  to  form  wall  i)ockets  and  containing 
cheap  attachments,  such  as  thermometers,  calendars,  minors,  pincushions,  etc.;  (2) 
the  same  as  class  1,  except  that  there  were  no  attachments  to  the  same;  and  (3)  like 
flat  pieces  of  cardboard  of  different  sizes,  not  intended  for  use  as  wall  jpockets  and 
free  of  attachments  of  any  kind. 

These  waU  pockets,  coimsel  agree,  were  imported  in  a  "knocked-down''  condition, 
from  which  agreement  and  from  the  record  we  understand  that  they  are  complete 
and  in  condition  to  be  assembled  when  imported.  They  are  each  composed  of  two 
pieces  of  cardboard  upon  which  appears  the  lithographic  printing;  the  back  piece  is 
the  larger,  has  holes  pimched  or  cut  therein  suitaDle  and  desired  to  receive  corre- 
sponding flaps,  wings,  or  portions  of  the  front  piece  that  are  shaped  to  be  inserted 
therein  and  wnich  hold  the  front  and  back  together.  This  attachment  of  the  front 
to  the  back  piece  results  in  a  small  receptacle  being  formed  which  is  designated  as  a 
pocket,  and  nence  the  term  *^waU  pocket"  arises. 

llie  collector  assessed  the  merchandise  for  duty  as  ^'lithographic  prints  from  stone, 
sine,  aluminum,  or  other  material,''  under  paragraph  400  of  the  tariff  act  of  1897,  the 
pertment  provisions  of  which  are  as  follows: 

«•  «  %  lithographic  prints  from  stone,  zinc,  aluminum,  or  other  material,  on 
cardboard  or  other  material,  exceeding  twenty  one-thousandths  of  one  inch  in  thick- 
ness, six  cents  per  pound;    *    *    *" 

No  question  is  inade  that  if  assessable  thereunder  the  rate  of  duty  is  proper.  The 
impOTters  claim  that  the  merchandise  is  dutiable  as  "manufactures  of  paper,  or  of 
which  paper  is  the  component  material  of  chief  value,"  under  paragradb  407  of  the 
sune  act,  or  altemativehr  as  "printed  matter,''  under  paragraph  403.  These  respec- 
tive panumphs  read  as  follows: 

"407.  Manufactures  of  paper^  or  of  which  paper  is  the  component  material  of  chief 
ynhoBf  not  qpedally  provided  mr  in  this  BCi,  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 
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''403.  Books  of  all  kinde,  including  blank  books  and  pamphlets,  and  engnvogB 
bound  or  unbound,  photographs,  etchings,  maps,  charts,  music  in  books  or  sheets, 
and  printed  matter,  all  the  foregoing  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act>  twenty- 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  sustained  the  protests  as  to  said  class  1  and  over- 
ruled the  same  as  to  the  other  two  classes.  The  united  States  took  no  appeal.  The 
importers  appealed  from  the  judgment  of  the  board  as  to  classes  I  and  2,  out  took  do 
appeal  as  to  class  3.  The  issues  before  us  are  iidiether  the  wall  pockets  mendoned  in 
di^  1  are  dutiable  under  paragraph  407  or  403,  and  whether  those  mentioned  in  cbM 
2  are  dutiable  under  paragraph  400  or  alternatively  imder  paragraph  407  or  403. 

The  board  thought  the  protests  should  be  overruled  as  to  all  three  classes  of  the 
merchandise;  but,  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  Southern  District 
of  New  York  in  the  case  of  Enauth,  Nachod  &  Kuhne  v.  United  States  (155  Fed.  Rep., 
144),  felt  constrained  to  sustain  the  protests  as  to  class  1.  It  is  agreed  that  the  mer- 
chandise described  in  class  1  is  like  that  involved  in  the  last-mentioned  case. 

The  United  States  in  the  hearing  before  the  board  introduced  a  large  number  of 
witnesses  whose  evidence  tended  to  show  the  articles  in  question  were  comm^xdally 
known  as  lithographic  prints;  this  was  met  by  witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  importers 
whose  evidence  tended  to  show  that  there  was  no  such  commercial  designation  of  the 
merchandise,  and  the  ereater  part  of  the  record  and  of  the  briefs  and  arguments  10 
devoted  to  this  phase  oi  the  case. 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  in  their  dedrion  said,  relating  to  this  contention, 
that— 

''Many  witnesses  were  examined  in  this  proceeding,  and  the  Crovemment  has 
endeavored  to  prove  by  tiieir  testimony  that  the  term  'hmomphic  print'  had  a  well- 
known,  uniform,  and  general  trade  meaning,  and  that  it  included  articles  of  the  kind 
here  in  question.  A  careful  reading  of  all  the  evidence  in  the  case  convinces  us  that 
there  is  no  uniform  and  general  trade  understanding  covering  the  term  'lithogn^hic 
print.'  It  may  be  remarked,  however,  that  it  would  seem  imponble  to  e^abl«h 
terminology  for  a  provision  framed  in  the  language  of  paragraph  400.  The  provision 
reads  'lithographic  prints  from  stone,  sine,  aluminum,  or  other  material.'  The 
expression  is  purely  descriptive  and  not  denominative,  and  we  must  therefore  con- 
strue the  provision  according  o  the  ordinary  meaning  ot  the  words  there  used." 

We  have  also  carefully  examioed  the  record  and  concur  in  the  conclusion  of  the 
board  ui>on  this  issue. 

As  to  the  claim  of  the  imi>orterB  that  the  articles  are  dutiable  as  "printed  matter" 
under  paragraph  4(^,  we  think,  as  did  the  board,  that  these  articles  being  lithographed 
ftnd  titnoeraphy  being  a  kind  of  printing,  concerning  which  feet  Uiere  is  no  contro- ' 
versv,  if  Uiis  case  were  to  be  determined  by  deciding  iidiether  the  merchandise  should 
be  ckuasified  under  paragraph  400  or  under  paragraph  403  it  must  be  held  that  the  pro- 
visbns  in  paragraph  400  for  "lithographic  prints  nom  stone,  sine,  aluminum,  or  ottier 
material,  on  onboard  or  other  material,"  is  more  specific  than  the  provisions  in  para- 
graph 403  for  'Sprinted  matter,  *  *  *  not  specially  provided  for,"  and  that  the 
merchandise  here,  being  lithographic  prints  of  the  kind  q>ecified  in  paracTaph  400 
and  upon  cardboard  that  is  within  the  provisions  of  that  paragraph,  it  woula  be  duti- 
able tnereunder  rather  than  under  para^ph  403. 

Tlie  question  of  whether  they  are  dutiable  as  lithographic  prints  or  as  manufactures 
of  paper,  or  of  which  paper  is  the  component  mateml  of  cnief  value,  not  spedally 
provided  for^  is  more  perplexing. 

The  question  of  chief  value  was  not  made  an  issue  before  us.  There  is  no  finding  ol 
the  boflM  on  that  point,  but  the  record  shows  that  the  importers  testified  unequivo- 
callv  that  in  all  these  wall  pockets  the  paper  was  d!  chief  value. 

Tne  wall  pockets  themselves  are  aptly  described  by  the  word  novelties.  Indeed, 
several  witnesses  so  characterized  them;  some  also  referred  to  them  as  lithographic 
novelties,  and  others,  apparently  having  in  mind  similar  articles  advertising  some- 
thing, referred  to  them  as  advertising  novelties.  By  their  fancy,  decorated  appear- 
ance, which  is  to  a  certain  degree  ornamental,  they  are  designed  to  be  attractive,  and 
in  that  they  contain  a  receptacle  for  smtfll  articles,  they  are  also  useful.  The  front 
and  back  pieces  of  the  wall  pockets  before  being  prepared  to  fit  each  other  are  similar 
in  some  respects  to  the  articles  involved  in  United  States  v,  Tate,  heard  at  the  De- 
cember (1910)  session  of  this  court,  in  which  case  opinion  is  concurrently  filed.  The 
merchandise  there  is  held  dutiable  as  lithographic  prints.  It  will  be  seen,  however, 
that  those  prints,  although  intended  to  be  used  as  box  tops,  in  fact  had  never  assumea 
the  shape  or  form  of  a  box  top,  but  were  flat  pieces  of  surface-coated  paper  Utbo- 
graphicaU^r  printed,  and  the  case  does  not  find  them  to  be  susceptible  of  any  other  use. 

The  articles  here  are  imported  in  a  "knocked-down"  condition,  ready  to  put 
together,  eech  piece  designea  and  adapted  to  fit  its  compemon,  and  whra  assenmsd 
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the  two  pieces  make  the  completed  article  which  has  for  its  specific  name  "wall 
pocket." 

It  is  uiged  b^  the  United  States  that  when  imported  these  wall  pockets  are  in  the 
shape  ot  flat  pieces  of  litho^phically  printed  cardboards  and  should  be  assessed  as 
sucn.  But  it  has  been  decided  that  articles  designed  and  suitable  to  be  assembled 
to  constitute  a  new  product  when  imported  together  by  the  same  person  at  the  same 
time  are  properly  classifiable  for  duty  as  the  new  product.  Isaacs  v.  Jonas  (148  U.  S., 
648);  Parte  &  Tifiord  v.  United  States  (T.  D.  310(fe). 

The  two  parts  of  each  wall  i>ocket  appear  to  have  been  partially  attached  before 
importation,  counsel  on  both  sides  so  assume,  and  we  dispose  of  the  case,  so  far  as 
that  feature  of  it  is  concerned,  in  the  same  way  it  would  be  disposed  of  had  these  wall 
pockets  been  completely  united  and  in  shape  for  use  before  being  imported  instead 
of  beinff  in  a  "knocked-down"  condition. 

Are  tkese  wall  pockets  manu^tured  articles?  They  are  composed  of  two  pieces 
of  paper  cardboard  united  in  such  a  manner  as  to  form  a  receptacle.  They  are  also 
composed  of  lithographic  prints  or  of  such  prints  mounted  on  paper  cardboards,  which 
is  the  same  thing.  They  nave  been  cut  to  shape  and  form,  designed  to  produce,  when 
united,  certain  appearances  and  results,  one  of  which  is  a  pocket,  ana  when  united 
and  placed  in  position  the  intended  appearances  and  results  are  produced.  The 
wings,  flaps,  or  other  parts  of  each  front  piece  have  been  prepared  to  enter  the  holes 
or  perforations  of  the  back  piece  designed  to  receive  the  same.  Neither  pMEurt  appears 
to  nave  any  use  aft^  being  so  manipulated  and  treated  except  when  joined  to  the 
other,  and  when  united  they  serve  a  definite  and  new  purpose  and  one  which  as 
lithographic  prints  or  pieces  of  cardboard  they  could  not  serve  imtil  manipulated. 

The  amount  of  labor  required  for  the  processes  referred  to  is  undoubtedlv  small, 
but  the  articles  themselves  do  not  appear  to  be  of  large  value,  and  the  stability  of 
the  construction  of  the  wall  pockets  is  not  great. 

The  work  required  to  produce  an  article  need  not  be  large,  and  a  small  amount 
often  changes  the  classification.    Saltonstall  v.  Wiebusch  (156  U.  S.,  601). 

It  is  true  that  the  completed  wall  pocket  retains  the  ornamental  and  attractive 
features  of  the  lithographic  prints,  but  it  has  become  a  new  article,  taken  on  a  new 
name,  and  is  subject  to  a  new  use. 

It  is  ui:^  in  argument  that  this  use  is  inconsequential,  and  that  though  the  com- 
pleted articles  are  wall  pockets,  their  use  in  that  capacity  is  an  incident  to  the  main 
purpose  of  the  lithograpnic  prints;  but  we  can  not  say  as  a  matter  of  law  that  this  is 
so.  For  aught  that  appears,  the  useful  feature  of  the  pocket  may  contribute  equally 
or  more  to  the  salable  quality  of  the  article  than  do  the  lithographic  prints  thereon. 

The  constituent  parts  of  these  articles  have  passed  beyond  the  stage  of  lithographs; 
the  treatment  to  which  the  back  pieces  have  been  subjected  has  in  some  d^reo 
mutilated  the  surfaces  of  the  prints  thereon,  and  we  hold  that  the  completed  wall 
pocket  is  a  manufactured  article.  Hartranft  v.  Wi^man  (121  U.  S.,  609);  Rossman 
V.  United  States  (T.  D.  31321):  Enauth,  Nachod  &  Euhne  v.  United  States  (155  Fed. 
Rep.,  144):  Kraut  v.  United  States  (142  Fed.  Rep.,  1037). 

It  already  appears  that  paper  is  the  component  material  of  chief  value,  and  it 
follows  that  the  merchandise  is  dutiable  under  paragraph  407  of  the  act  of  1897. 

That  part  of  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  appealed  from  is 
therefore  afSrmed  as  to  the  merchandise  involved  in  class  1  and  reversed  as  to  the 
merchandise  involved  in  class  2,  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  reliquidation  ordered 
in  accordance  with  the  views  herein  expressed. 

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  and  Smith  and  De  Vries,  judges,  concur.

OoMPLSTENESS  OF  Recobo  Qubstionbd.— Where  the  appraiser  in  answer  to  a 
protest  returned  that  no  sample  of  merchandise  had  been  retained  because  a 
sample  correctly  representing  it  had  been  retained  in  another  case  before  the 
board,  and  where  the  cause  had  been  submitted  upon  that  return  of  the  appraiser, 
it  can  not  be  urced  that  the  testimony,  so  far  as  this  concerned  a  sample,  had 
been  oSered  in  the  first  case  and  not  m  the  second;  the  return  and  the  suDinis- 
Bion  show  it  had  been  so  offered. 
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2.  Medicinal  Preparations  Without  Alcohol. — ^The  merchandise,  guaiacol  car- 
bonate, having  been  found  by  the  board  to  be  a  medicinal  preparation  that 
contained  no  alcohol  and  was  prepared  without  the  use  of  it,  and  the  evidence 
submitted  supporting  this  findmg,  the  finding  will  not  be  disturbed;  the  inqK>r- 
tation  was  dutiable  at  25  per  cent  under  paragraph  68,  tariff  act  of  1897.

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

The  merchandise  the  subject  of  this  proceeoing  was  assessed  by  the  collector  aa 
an  alcoholic  medicinal  preparation  under  paragraph  67  of  the  act  of  1897.  It  is 
admittedly  a  medicinal  compound  known  as  guaiacol  carbonate.  The  Board  of 
General  Appraisers  reversed  the  collector's  assessment,  holding  the  article  to  be  a 
compoimd  in  ike  preparation  of  which  alcohol  was  not  used,  and  directed  its  assess- 
ilient  at  25  per  cent  under  paragraph  68  of  the  act  of  1897.  The  two  paragraphs  read 
as  follows: 

''67.  Medicinal  preparations  containing  alcohol,  or  in  the  preparation  of  wfaidi 
alcohol  is  used,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  fifty-five  cents  per  poimd,  but 
in  no  case  shall  the  same  pay  less  than  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem." 

'^68.  Medicinal  preparations  not  containing  alcohol  or  in  the  preparation  of  which 
alcohol  is  not  used,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad 
valorem.    *    *    *" 

The  opinion  of  the  board  states: 

''The  protests  were  submitted  on  the  testimony  taken  in  the  case  of  Hoffmaim<k 
La  Koche  Chemical  Worics,  Abstract  23078  (T.  D.  30547),  and  upon  the  report  of  the 
appraiser  wherein  he  states  that  the  sample  m  the  case  at  bar  correctly  represents  the 
sample  in  the  case  above  cited.  No  objection  was  made  by  Government  counsel  to  the 
admission  of  either  the  testimony  or  sample.  On  the  autnority,  therefore,  of  Abstract 
23078,  supra,  we  sustain  the  claim  in  tne  protests  and  overrule  the  decision  of  th^ 
collector  m  each  case." 

The  assignments  of  error  are,  first,  that  the  board  eired  in  finding  that  the  merchan- 
dise in  question  was  dutiable  as  a  medicinal  preparation,  nonalcoholic,  and  in  not 
findine  that  the  merchandise  in  ouestion  was  a  medicinal  preparation  containing 
alcohol  or  in  the  preparation  of  whicn  alcohol  is  used,  and  in  finding  that  the  testimony 
in  the  case  of  Homnann-La  Roche  Chemical  Works  was  sufficient  to  support  the  claim 
that  the  merchandise  in  question  is  a  medicinal  preparation  not  contaming  alcohol, 
or  prepared  by  the  use  of  alcohol. 

The  last  assignment  of  error  is  the  one  which  raises  the  pivotal  question  in  die  case. 
It  is  said  in  the  brief  of  counsel  for  the  Government  that  tne  record  does  not  show  that 
the  testimony  in  the  case  of  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Chemical  Co.  was  ever  offered  as  a 
part  of  the  record  in  this  case,  and  imtil  it  was  so  offered  there  was  no  ground  for 
objection. 

We  think  Government's  counsel  are  not  in  a  x)osition  to  raise  this  question.    The 
assignment  of  error  implies  that  the  testimony  in  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Chemical 
Co.  case  was  a  part  of  tne  record,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  case  the  statement  ^ 
made  by  counsel  for  the  importer: 

"Submitted  upon  the  statement  of  the  appraiser  that  the  merchandise  is  the  i 
identically  as  in  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  case,  and  tiiat  the  sample  in  the  test  caae  oi 
Hoffmann-La  Roche  is  a  proper  sample  in  our  case.    Submitted.^* 

The  appraiser,  in  answer  to  the  protest,  returned  as  follows: 

"No  sample  retained  from  this  snipment  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  sample  correctly 
representing  the  merchandise  in  question  was  filed  with  Protest  11897,  Hoffmann- 
La  Roche  Chemical  Co.,  May  17,  1909." 

We  think,  therefore,  the  testimony  in  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  caae  may  properly 
be  considered. 

Turning  to  that  record  we  find  the  fact  to  be  that  a  witness  was  produced  who  was 
the  chief  chemist  and  one  of  the  managing  directors  of  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Chem- 
ical  Co.,  who  testified  that  guaiacol  caroonate  manufactiired  by  that  firm  was  prepared 
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by  a  proccflB  with  which  he  was  familiar;  that  it  contained  no  alcohol;  and  that  no 
alcohol  waa  used  in  its  preparation.  We  have,  then,  evidence  of  a  process  of  manu- 
bctnre  of  a  product  of  which  the  sample  in  the  Honmonn-La  Roche  case  was  repre- 
sentative, and  which  sample  was  accepted  hy  the  Government's  appraiser  as  correctly 
representing  the  merchandise  in  question,  and  evidence  that  tnis  process  did  not 
involve  the  use  of  alcohol  in  its  preparation.  This,  we  think,  was  sufficient  to  show 
prima  feude  that  the  product  here  in  question  was  not  produced  by  the  use  of  alcohol, 
and  as  there  is  no  evidence  in  the  case  to  overcome  this  prima  facie  showing,  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  upon  the  facts  should  not  be  disturbed. 
It  follows  that  the  decision  of  the  board  is  affirmed.

Spritcb  Lumber,  How  Measubed  and  How  Dutiable. — It  appearing  to  be  the 
reasonable  custom  to  estimate  lumber  by  the  size  of  the  thm  end,  it  is  not  per- 
missible, for  dutiable  purposes,  to  take  the  average  after  a  measurement  of  bot^ 
the  thick  and  the  thin  ends;  and  it  further  appearing,  from  a  preponderance  of  the 
evidence,  that  when  lumber  delivered  as  being  1}  inches  in  thickness,  it  is  actually 
.  measiired  on  the  basis  of  1}  inches  and  so  settled  for,  the  importation  of  l}-incn 
spruce  lumber  ^as  properly  held  dutiable  as  If-inch  material. 

United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  May  22, 1911.

24024  (T.  D.  30969).

Montgomery,  presiding  judge,  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

These  two  cases  involve  the  question  of  the  proper  measurement  of  spruce  lumber 
imported  from  Canada.  It  was  entered  and  the  entry  liquidated  as  l}-mch  lumber. 
Subsequently,  by  direction  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  entry  was 
leliquidated  on  the  basis  of  2  inches,  on  which  reliquidation  the  importers  appealed 
to  the  Bosurd  of  General  Appraisers^  where  the  action  of  the  collector  in  reliquidating 
was  set  aside  and  a  new  reliquidation  ordered  on  the  basis  of  1}  inches. 

The  question  involved  is  mainly  a  question  of  fact.  The  evidence  in  the  case  shows, 
practically  without  contradiction,  that  by  the  custom  of  the  trade  l}-inch  spruce 
18  not  realized  as  a  merchantable  denomination,  but  that  when  lumber  is  delivered 
1}  inches  m  thickness,  it  is  actually  measured  on  the  basis  of  1}  inches  and  so  settled 
for.  This  rule  of  measurement  was  recognized  by  the  department  as  early  as  Septem- 
ber 5, 1884  (T.  D.  5379),  and,  so  far  as  the  record  snows,  this  ruling  has  been  recognized 
by  the  Treasury  Department  since  that  time. 

There  was  also  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  importer  which  showed  that  when  it  is 
ascertained  that  a  board  measures  tnicker  at  one  end  than  at  the  other  the  thin  end  is 
tak^i  as  the  true  measurement,  and  there  is  no  dispute  about  this  custom  of  the  trade. 
To  illustrate,  if  a  board  is  2  inches  or  more  at  one  end  and  is  1}  inches  at  the  other  end, 
it  would  be  entered  as  l}-inch  stuff.  The  testimony  by  the  shippers  and  by  those 
who  had  to  deal  with  the  lumber  tended  to  show  that  this  lumber  was  in  fact  practically 
idl  1}  inch,  according  to  this  standard.  Much  of  it  ran  as  high  as  1}  inches;  some  boaros 
were  found  that  measured  2  inches  or  more  at  the  thick  end  or  as  scant  as  1}  inches 
at  Uie  thin  end. 

The  testimony  would  be  very  convincing  and  indeed  very  conclusive  if  it  stood 
uncontradicted.  The  Government,  however,  produced- two  Government  inspectors, 
who  testified  that  they  found  the  lumber  to  scale  2  inches  in  thickness.  The  testimony 
diows  that  they  examined  but  a  small  portion  of  the  lumber,  relatively,  and  what 
is  more  significant  is  that  by  their  testimony  it  appears  that  if  they  found  the  lumber 
nmning  a  trifle  over  2  inches  at  one  end  and  scant  at  the  other  end  they  attempted 
to  avera^  the  piece  and  determine  that  it  should  measure  2  inches.  The  answer 
€d  one  witness  is  illustrative: 

''I  found  the  majority  of  it  2  inches  even,  some  of  it  runninfi;  a  trifle  over  2  inches  and 
some  a  trifle  less,  whicn  would  bring  Uie  average  at  2  inches.^' 
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And  in  response  to  the  question: 

"Q.  You  tnink  it's  impossible  to  get  the  exact  thickness  in  rough  lumber?— A.  It 
can  be  done  by  taking  time  to  go  over  every  piece  at  both  ends  and  aveiagiiig  the 
thickness.    On  rough  lumber  it  doesn't  run  tne  same.'' 

The  other  witness  for  the  Government  testified: 

*'Q.  Suppose  you  found  lumber  full  2  inches  at  one  end,  did  you  measure  the  other 
end  to  see  ii  it  would  run  over  that  or  not?— A.  As  a  rule  we  measure  about  two-thUi 
from  the  end. 

''Q.  You  never  measure  the  thin  end? — A.  We  do  measure  the  thin  end;  yes. 

''Q.  Which,  controls,  thin  or  thick?— A.  Neither  one.  I  generally  take  the 
average." 

It  IS  manifest  that  these  witnesses  ignored  the  established  trade  custom,  and  a 
custom  which  appears  very  reasonable  on  its  face,  of  estimating  the  lumber  upon  the 
basis  of  the  thin  end. 

The  other  testimony  offered  bv  the  Government  was  evidence  that  this  lumber  was 
sold  as  2-inch  Imnber.  The  evidence  shows  that  it  is  the  custom  which  obtains  in  the 
wholesale  trade  of  selline  scant  2-inch  lumber  and  billing  it  as  2-inch  lumber,  the 
difference  to  the  wholesaler  being  made  in  the  price,  and  oy  a  number  of  witnesses 
it  was  shown  that  lumber  billed  at  the  price  at  wnich  this  was  purchased  was  treated 
and  regarded  as  settled  for  on  the  basis  of  If  inches.  The  proof  upon  this  point  is  very 
strong  and  convincing. 

The  Board  of  General  Appraisers  found  for  the  importer  upon  this  branch  of  the  case, 
and  held  upon  the  question  of  fact  that  the  importer  had  established  his  case  by  a 
preponderance  of  the  evidence.  A  careful  reading  of  the  same  fails  to  convince  us 
that  there  was  error  in  this  finding. 

The  decision  of  the  board  is  aflormed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for  the  consideration 
of  Congress  copy  of  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Labor  of  the  29th  instant  submitting  an  amendment  to  the 
estimate  of  appropriation  for  printing  and  binding  for  the  Department 
of  Commerce  ana  Labor,  to  be  foimd  on  page  574  of  the  Book  of 
Elstimates  for  1914,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  edition  of  the 
Daily  Consular  and  Trade  Reports  from  20,000  copies,  now  authorized 
by  law,  to  30,000,  as  follows: 

Provided^  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  printed  not  to  exceed  30,000  copies  of  any 
one  issue  of  the  Daily  Consular  and  Trade  Reports,  instead  of  20,000  copies,  as  now 
provided  for  in  Public  Act  No.  270,  approved  June  25,  1910  (36  Stat.,  821),  and  this 
provision  is  hereby  made  iinmediatel3r  effective,  and  that  for  carrying  into  effect  this 
provision  the  sum  of  $4,000  is  appropriated,  to  be  immediately  available  for  the  fiscal 
year  1913;  and,  furthermore,  that  $12,000  is  appropriated  for  this  purpose  for  the 
fiscal  year  1914. 

The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  in  his  communication  states 
the  reason  for  the  submission  of  the  estimate  and  amendment  at  this 
time.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for  submission  to 
Congress,  in  accordance  with  existing  law,  an  amendment  proposed 
by  this  department  to  the  estimate  for  printing  and  binding  for  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  for  the  fiscal  year  1914.  (Esti- 
mates of  Appropriations,  1914,  p.  574.) 

The  purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  provide  authority  of  law 
for  the  increasing  of  the  edition  of  the  Daily  Consular  and  Trade 
Reports  from  20,000  copies  now  provided  for  oy  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  June  25,  1910  (36  Stats.,  821),  to  not  exceeding  30,000 
copies,  and  to  provide  the  necessary  appropriation  to  enable  the 
department  to  print  the  additional  number.  For  this  purpose  an 
estimate  of  S4,000  is  submitted,  to  be  immediately  available,  to  cover 
the  cost  of  printing  these  reports  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year  1913:  and  $12,000  to  provide  for  the  printii^  of  the  additional 
number  oi  Consular  Reports  during  the  fiscal  year  1914. 

The  need  for  the  increasing  of  the  edition  of  the  Daily  Consular 
and  Trade  Reports  has  been  felt  in  the  department  for  some  time. 
The  demand  for  this  publication  has  brought  the  mailing  list  to  the 
full  limit  of  20,000  copies,  and  there  are  now  on  file  applications  from 
more  than  2,000  firms  entitled  to  receive  the  information  printed 
in  the  reports  whose  names  should  be  added  to  the  list,  and  the  de- 
mand is  steadily  growing. 

The  Daily  Consular  and  Trade  Reports  are  of  verjr  great  value  to 
American  manufacturers  and  exporters  in  developing  their  trade 
with  foreign  countries.  The  unwisdom  of  expending  large  sums  on 
the  Consular  Service  to  secure  reports  without  providmg  ample  facili- 
ties for  distributing  information  thus  gathered  to  those  whom  it 
vitally  concerns  is  obvious. 

If  the  daily  edition  of  the  (insular  and  Trade  Reports  is  increased 
without  granting  the  additional  appropriation  requested  in  this 
estimate  the  department  would  be  very  much  embarrassed,  as  the 
printing  allotment  of  the  department  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  is 
oarely  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  current  printing  work,  and  the 
estimate  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  was  made  upon  the  lowest  possible 
calculation  for  priQting  for  that  year  which  the  department  concluded 
would  suffice  for  its  needs. 

The  department  did  not  make  the  recommendations  for  increasing 
the  number  of  copies  of  this  publication  nor  ask  for  the  addition^ 
appropriation  necessary  at  the  time  the  regular  estimates  of  the 
department  were  prepared  because  it  was  anticipated  that  the 
general  printing  bill  now  pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives, 
which  provides  for  the  increasing  of  the  edition  of  the  Daily  (Con- 
sular and  Trade  Reports,  would  pass  during  the  present  session  of 
Congress  and  that  a  recommendation  by  the  department  would  not 
be  necessarv.  However,  present  information  is  to  the  eflFect  that 
there  is  little  or  no  prospect  of  this  bill  becoming  a  law  during  this 
session.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  memorandum  report 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs  of  this  department, 
giving  a  list  of  papers  pertaining  to  that  bureau  which  are  considered 
not  needed  or  us^ul  in  the  transaction  of  current  business  and  have 
no  permanent  value  or  historical  interest,  and  which  it  is  desired  to 
destroy.  There  is  also  inclosed  a  copy  of  House  Document  No.  68, 
Sixty-second  Congress,  first  session,  referred  to  therein,  which  more 
fuUv  describes  the  papers  in  question. 

The  papers  referred  to  have  been  examined  by  the  Librarian  of 
Congress,  who  has  i;eported  that,  in  his  opinion,  they  are  not  of 
historical  value.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  committee  be 
selected,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  February  16, 
1889  (25  Stats.,  p.  672),  to  examine  the  papers  and  report  thereon 
in  order  that  they  may  be  disposed  of  at  the  earliest  practicable  date.

Memorandum  for  the  Secretary  of  War: 

I  have  the  honor  to  reconmiend  that  th«  following  described  records 
pertaining  to  the  United  States  Mihtary  Government  of  Cuba,  1898 
to  1902,  be  reported  to  Congress  as  useless  with  a  view  to  securing 
authority  for  their  destruction  or  other  disposition,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  16, 
1889  (25  Stats.,  p.  672.) 

The  records  referred  to  consist  of  certain  records  of  the  auditor, 
the  collector  of  customs,  the  treasurer,  postal  service,  captain  of  the 

Eort  of  Habana,  engineer  department,  the  nulitary  departments  of 
uba,  Habana,  Puerto  Principe,  and  the  department  of  charities, 
besides  miscellaneous  records  of  a  military  character  which  The  Adju- 
tant General  has  stated  are  not  of  sufficient  value  to  justify  their 
preservation.  Certain  of  the  records  in  question  are  described  in  a 
conununication  from  Col.  Hugh  L.  Scott,  dated  May  29,  1911,  which 
was  published  as  House  Document  No.  68,  Sixty-second  Congress, 
first  session.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  records  were  reported  to 
Congress  by  the  department  on  June  9,  1911,  but  that  the  request 
for  authority  to  dispose  of  them  was  subsequently  withdrawn,  it  is 
now  beUeved  that  not  only  the  records  therein  referred  to,  but  all  of 
the  records  pertaining  to  the  offices  of  the  postal  service,  collector  of 
customs,  department  of  charities,  and  the  captain  of  the  port  of 
Habana,  can  be  disposed  of,  as  they  relate  solely  to  the  routine  trans- 
actions of  the  various  offices  to  which  they  pertain,  and  iiave  no 
permanent  value  or  historical  interest. 

If  authority  is  secured  for  the  disposition  of  these  records,  there 
will  still  remain  the  record^  of  the  civil  governor,  the  auditor,  the 
more  important  of  the  papers  pertaining  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer, 
and  the  records  of  the  engineer  department,  which  cover  all  of  the 
more  important  administrative  or  governmental  acts,  as  well  as  the 
financial  operations  of  the  Government  during  the  first  American 
occupation  of  Cuba. 

The  records  which  it  is  proposed  to  retain  could  be  transferred  to 
the  annex  building  occupied  by  this  bureau,  which  would  do  away 
with  the  necessity  for  the  room  in  which  they  are  now  stored,  thiis 
complying  mth  the  recommendation  of  the  President's  Commission 
on  Economy  and  Efficiency.  This  room  is  rented  from  the  Merchants' 
Transfer  &  Storage  Co.,  of  this  city,  at  an  annual  rental  understood 
to  be  $1,500.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled 
"An  act  to  authorize  and  provide  for  the  disposition  of  useless  papers 
in  the  executive  departments,"  approved  February  16,  1889,  as 
amended  by  the  act  approved  March  2,  1895,  I  haVe  the  honor  to 
report  that  there  is  in  tnis  department  an  accumulation  of  documents 
and  files  of  papers  which  are  not  needed  nor  useful  in  the  transaction ' 
of  the  current  business  of  the  department  and  have  no  permanent 
value  or  historical  interest,  as  shown  by  the  statement  of  their  con- 
dition and  character  transmitted  herewith.

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  draft  of  a  proposed  bill  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  to  sell  such  technical,  scientific, 
statistical,  and  other  publications  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Labor,  or  any  bureau,  office,  or  service  tnerein,  as  he 
may  deem  best  for  the  pubuc  interest,  and  to  provide  for  crediting 
the  department's  allotment  of  the  appropriation  for  printing  and 
binding  with  the  proceeds  of  such  sales. 

I  have  given  considerable  thought  to  this  subject  and  have  devoted 
to  it  a  section  of  my  annual  report  for  each  of  tine  past  four  years.  I 
am  convinced  that  one  of  the  best  ways  to  eflfect  economy  in  our 
public  printing  and  binding  is  to  restrict  the  distribution  of  publica- 
tions to  those  for  whom  they  have  the  greatest  interest.  This  can 
be  done,  in  my  opinion,  onfy  by  placing  on  them  a  nominal  sales 
price,  sufficient  merely  to  prevent  thoughtless  and  often  repeated 
requests  for  publications  which  in  many  cases  have  no  special  value 
to  the  parties  making  the  requests. 

The  department  attempts  to  ^ve  the  greatest  possible  attention 
to  the  distribution  of  its  jSublications  in  order  to  prevent  both  dupli- 
cation and  the  sending  of  costly  publications  to  persons  who  it  would 
H  D— 62-3— vol  138 ^23 
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seem  have  no  real  use  for  them;  but  under  the  present  system  of  free 
distribution  the  department  must  of  necessity  often  fail  m  both  these 
purposes.  I  have  therefore  come  to  the  conclusion  that  only  by  the 
plan  herein  proposed  can  the  Government  hope  for  any  protection. 

I  confine  this  recommendation  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  because  this  department  publishes  so  many  costly  scientific, 
statisticali  and  technical  publications,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  well 
e<iuipped  in  its  organization  to  handle  sales  with  little,  if  any,  addi- 
tional cost  to  the  Government. 

In  the  draft  of  the  bill  submitted  herewith  it  is  proposed  that  the 
receipts  from  the  sales  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  and  credited  to, 
and  to  that  extent  increase,  the  department's  allotment  of  the  appro- 

Sriation  for  printing  and  binding  for  any  fiscal  year  within  which  such 
eposits  may  be  made.  This  practice  would  permit  the  department 
to  order  reprints  of  publications  of  which  the  editions  may  become 
exhausted  without  creating  an  additional  burden  upon  its  allotment 
or  the  necessity  of  asking  Congress  for  an  additional  sum  for  that 
purpose. 

In  conclusion,  I  might  add  that  practically  all  European  countries 
have  adopted  the  practice  of  placing  a  low  sales  price  on  their  public 
documents,  in  order  to  prevent  extravagance  in  the  cost  of  prmting 
and  distribution.

PAYMENT  TO  PANAMA   UNDER  TREATT  OP  NOVEMBER  18,  1903. 

Ab  the  price  or  compensation  for  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  granted  in  the 
canal  treaty  of  Novemoer  18,  1903,  by  the  Republic  ot  Panama  to  the  United  States, 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  agreed  by  article  14  of  the  convention  to  pay  to 
Panama  110,000,000  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  on  the  exchange  of  the  nttinca- 
tions  of  the  convention  and  also  an  annual  payment  during  the  life  of  the  convention 
of  1250,000  in  like  gold  coin,  beginning  nine  years  after  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  convention. 

On  January  9,  1909,  there  were  signed  at  Washington  a  trea^  between  the  United 
States  and  Panama,  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Colombia,  and  a  tzeaty 
between  Colombia  and  Panama,  all  three  treaties  being  in  effect  parts  of  the  same 
transaction. 

B^  the  treaty  with  Panama  the  United  States  agreed  to  make  the  annual  pajrments, 
beginning  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of 
Novembeor  18,  1903,  instead  of  nine  years  from  that  date,  as  provided  for  in  article  14 
of  that  treaty;  and  in  the  treaty  between  Panama  and  Colomoia  Panama  assigned  and 
transferred  to  Colombia  the  first  10  annual  installments  of  $250,000  gold  coin  each, 
becoming  due  to  it  from  the  United  States  on  the  26th  day  of  February  in  the  yean 
1908  to  1917,  both  inclusive. 

In  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Colombia  the  United  States  recognized 
and  accopted  notice  of  this  assignment  by  the  Republic  of  Panama  to  the  Repuolic  of 
Colombia,  and  Congress  has  appropriated  $750,000  with  which  to  pay  three  of  the 
installments  to  Colombia.  These  three  treaties  have  not,  however,  oecome  openr 
tive,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Colombia  failed  to  ratify  the  two  to  whicn  it  was  a  party. 
Consequently  the  $750,000  appropriated  by  Congress  have  never  been  paid  to  Colom- 
bia ana  the  matter  reverts  back  to  the  convention  of  November  18,  1903.  between  the 
United  States  and  Panama.  Under  that  treaty  the  first  installment  oi  $250,000  be- 
comes due  to  Panama  from  the  United  States  on  February  26,  1913,  and  it  is  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  this  international  obligation  that  the  sum  of  $250,000  is  now  asked 
for. 

PERMANENT  MIXED  FISHERIES  COMMISSIONS. 

The  award  of  The  Hague  tribunal  of  September  7, 1910,  in  the  North  Atlantic  coast 
fisheries  aibitaration  recommended  for  the  adoption  of  the  parties  certain  rules  and  a 
method  of  procedure  under  which  all  questions  which  may  arise  in  the  future  regard- 
ing the  exercise  of  the  fishing  liberties  refeired  to  in  article  1  of  the  tieaty  of  October 
20, 1818,  may  be  determinea  by  an  impartial  tribunal  as  required  by  the  award. 
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These  rules  and  method  ofprocedui^e  were  adopted  with  certain  modifications  by 
the  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  signed  July  20,  1912, 
approved  by  the  Senate  August  1,  1912,  and  proclaimed  by  the  Resident  November 
16, 1912. 

Under  this  agreement  all  future  mimicipal  laws,  ordinances,  or  rules  of  Great 
Britain,  Canada,  or  Newfoimdland  for  the  regulations  of  the  fisheries  in  treaty  waters 
must  be  published  in  the  official  gazettes  of  thoee  coimtries  at  least  six  months  prior 
to  their  going  into  operation,  and  if  the  Government  of  the  United  States  considers 
such  laws  or  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  treaty  of  1818  it  may  so  notify  the 
Government  of  Great  Britain  within  a  stated  period,  whereupon  any  such  law  <x 
regulation  so  notified  is  at  once  referred  to  permanent  mixed  fisheries  conmiiaaions 
which  are  established  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  reasonableness  of  such  ref- 
lations within  the  meaning  of  the  award.  There  are  two  permanent  mixed  fisheries 
commissions,  one  for  Canada  and  one  for  Newfoundland,  each  consisting  of  three 
members,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  by  the  United  States  and  is  a  member  of  both 
commissions.  One  of  the  other  members  of  the  Canadian  commission  is  appointed 
by  Canada,  and  of  the  Newfoundland  commission  by  Newfoundland,  and  me  third 
member  is  a  neutral  and  may  be  the  same  for  both  commissions.  If  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  upon  the  third  member,  he  is  to  be  selected  by  the  Queen  of  the 
Netherlands. 

The  members  of  the  commissions  are  appointed  for  a  period  of  five  years.  There  is 
no  other  provision  for  the  termination  of  tne  commission,  and  none  for  the  termination 
of  the  treaty. 

The  members  of  the  commissions  have  not  yet  been  appointed,  but  this  matter  is 
now  under  consideration  by  the  two  Governments  concerned.  The  United  States 
proposes  to  appoint  one  expert  national  member  to  act  on  both  commissions  from  the 
Bureau  of  Fi^ieries  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  which  department  is 
interested  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  agreement. 

As  indicated  above,  the  commissions  are  to  determine  the  reasonableness  within 
the  meaning  of  the  award  of  any  future  laws  or  regulations  which  may  be  promulgated 
in  the  official  gazettes  and  which  the  United  States  considers  inconsistent  with  the 
treaty  of  1818.  Any  difference  in  regard  to  past  regulations  specified  in  Protocol 
XXX  of  the  arbitration  proceedings,  which  shall  not  mive  been  aisposed  of  by  diplo- 
matic methods,  shall  also  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  commission. 

By  this  method  of  procedure  the  embarrassing  situations  arising  by  reason  of  new 
laws,  ordinances,  or  rules  for  the  regulation  of  tne  fisheries  being  imposed  by  Great 
Britain,  Canada,  or  Newfoundland  upon  American  fishermen  frequenting  the  treaty 
coast,  without  notice  and  without  regard  to  the  treaty  rights  of  American  fishermen, 
may,  it  is  believed,  be  forever  avoided  or  any  difference  in  regard  thereto  promptly 
brought  to  a  mutually  satisfactory  settlement. 

The  expense  of  the  commissions,  in  addition  to  compensation  of  the  members,  will 
consist  of  necessary  expenses  incident  to  traveling  to  and  from  and  staying  at  Hali&tx, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  other  places  where  the  commissions  may  meet,  expense  of  obtaining 
suitable  quarters  in  which  to  meet  and  hold  sessions,  securing  the  presence  of  wit- 
nesses, carrying  on  hearings,  and  taking  testimony,  printing  notices,  decisions,  etc., 
obtaining  copies  of  new  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations,  expenses  for  stenographic 
and  clerical  assistance,  for  purchases  of  necessary  books,  stationery^  and  office  supplies, 
for  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  etc.  Each  Government  will  bear  its  own  ex- 
penses, and  joint  expenses  will  be  defrayed  in  equal  moieties  by  the  two  Govern- 
ments. 'Hie  manner  of  compensating  the  umpire  has  not  yet  been  determined  upon, 
but  it  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Governments  interested. 

The  commissions  may  now  be  called  into  being  at  any  time,  and  it  is  important 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  should  have  at  his  command  an  appropriation  from  which 
to  meet  tJie  expenses  of  the  United  States  in  the  commissions.  The  matter  is  new 
and  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  precision  the  amount  of  these  expenses  or  to 
say  just  when  they  may  be  incurred,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  requested  that  the  appro- 
priation asked  for  may  be  made  available  until  used. 

nSHEBIES  OONVBNTION,  UNITED  STATES  AND  CANADA. 

Ccmgrees  foiled  to  appropriate  for  this  object  for  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  con- 
vention between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  mentioned  in  the  item  provides 
that  tlie  commission  shall  continue  in  existence  so  long  as  a  convention  shaU  be  in 
force,  so  that  it  is  an  international  obligation  to  make  provision  for  the  continuance 
of  the  commiasion  during  the  present  fiscal  year.  It  is  estimated  that  the  unexpended 
balances  of  previous  appropriations  for  this  purpose  will  meet  the  expenses  that  may 
be  incurred  during  the  remainder  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  and  Congress  is  therefore 
lequeeted  to  reappropriate  the  unexpenaed  balances  of  previous  appropriatioais. 
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ARBITRATION  OP  OUTSTANDING  PECUNIARY  CLAIMS  BETWEEN  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND 

GREAT  BRITAIN. 

The  necesBit3r  for  a  deficiency  appropriataon  arises  from  the  fact  that  when  the  ciu^ 
^  rent  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  estimated  for  it  was  not  expected  that  the  arbitia- 
*  tion  woulci  begin  until  the  fiscal  year  1914,  and  that,  therefore,  no  expenses  for  the 
tribunal  nor  any  extraordinary  expenses  would  be  required  to  be  met  horn  this  cuirent 
appropriation.  In  view  of  tne  fact,  however,  that  the  tribimal  is  to  convene  ewne 
time  next  spring  and  that  heavy  expenditures  will  be  necessary  in  the  prepaiatkm 
and  printing  of  the  memorials,  replies,  etc.,  prior  to  the  actual  sessions,  thereby  le- 
auirmg,  it  may  be,  the  employment  of  lulditional  assistants,  it  is  necessary  that  a 
deficiency  appropriation  be  requested. 

INTERNATIONAL  JOINT  COMMISSION,   UNFFBD  STATES  AND  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

This  item  involves  no  appropriation,  but  is  designed  merely  to  amend  and  enlarge 
the  language  of  the  present  appropriation,  so  as  to  permit  of  the  employment  from 
the  present  appropriation  of  counsel  at  a  fixed  compensation  not  to  exceed  the  rate 
of  $4,000  per  annum. 

Under  the  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  Hie  commission  aU  cases  submitted  to 
the  commission  under  Articles  III,  IV,  and  VIII  of  the  treaty  must  be  presented  to 
the  commission  either  through  the  Government  or  Canada,  and  they  will  be  pre- 
sented either  by  appUcatious  made  in  the  name  of  one  of  the  Governments  or  by 
petitions  of  private  parties  transmitted  by  one  of  the  Governments  to  the  commissbn. 
In  the  latter  class  of  cases  imdoubtedly  private  counsel  will  appear  before  the  com- 
mission on  behalf  of  the  petitioners,  but  if  the  petition  emanates  from  the  Canadian 
side  it  may  be  necessary  for  this  Government  to  oppose  it,  either  on  accoimt  of  public 
or  private  interests  affected  on  the  American  side.  ^,  also,  in  cases  arising  from 
petitions  emanating  from  the  American  side  it  may  be  necessary  for  this  Government 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  on  account  of  public  interests  affected  upon  our  own 
side. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  that  provision  be  made  for  the  present  fiscal  year  which 
will  enable  this  Government  to  nave  its  own  interests  and,  if  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  the  interests  of  its  citizens  represented  and  ade<iuatelv  presented  and  protected 
in  the  proceedings  before  the  commission,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  should  have  authority  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  before  the  commission  under 
his  direction  and  represent  the  interests  involved  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
in  these  cases. 

When  the  original  appropriation  was  adopted,  it  was  expected  that  it  would  be 
available  for  the  payment  of  these  expenses  and  the  compensation  of  counsel,  and 
the  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  fixed  with  that  purpose  in  view  and  would  have 
been  entirely  adequate,  inasmuch  as  the  salaries  of  the  commissioners,  as  fixed  by 
the  President,  are  only  $7,500  each  per  annum,  and  the  other  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission are  estimated  at  considerably  less  than  the  amoimt  of  the  appropriation.  It 
now  appears,  however,  that  the  wording  of  the  original  appropriation  does  not  per- 
mit the  use  of  part  of  it  for  the  purposes  above  indicated,  and  it  has  therefore  become 
necessary  to  amend  it  as  now  proposed. 

INTERNATIONAB  COMMISSION  ON  INTERNATIONAL  LAW. 

This  item  is  intended  to  revive  the  appropriation  of  March  2,  1909  (35  Stats.,  pt.  1, 
p.  680),  which,  by  reason  of  delays  in  the  oi^nization  of  the  commission,  lapsed. 
Subsequently,  pursuant  to  an  agreement  concluded  through  the  governing  board 
of  the  Pan  American  Union,  January  15,  1912,  the  commission,  having  been  duly 
appointed,  met  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  June  26,  1912,  and  after  a  month's  session,  devoted 
cniefly  to  organization,  to  the  formulation  of  plans  of  procedure,  and  to  the  consti- 
tution of  committees  and  the  distribution  of  work  among  them,  adjourned  to  reas- 
semble at  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  June,  1914.  The  work  of  the  commission,  through  the 
committees  thus  established,  is  now  in  full  progress  and  an  appropriation  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  United  States  to  discharge  its  obligations  under  the  convention  of  1906. 

PBRMAKSNT  INTERNATIONAL  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  EXPLORATION  OF  THE  SEA. 

The  diplomatic  and  consular  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1913,  contains  tiie  following  provision: 

"For  the  pro  rata  share  oi  the  United  States  in  the  administrtive  expenses  of  the 
Permanent  International  Council  for  the  Exploration  of  the  Sea,  in  the  interests  of 
the  commercitd  fisheries,  15,956;  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  an  expert  official  rep- 
resentative in  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  council  and  clerical  and  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  investigations,  $1,200;  in  all,  $7,156." 
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The  sum  of  $5,956,  appropriated  for  the  pro  rata  share  of  the  United  States  in  the 
administrative  expenses  of  this  council,  was  the  amount  submitted  for  this  pur- 
pose in  the  estimate  for  forei^  intercourse  for  the  fiscal  year  1913.  That  estimate 
was  based  on  the  information  rumifihed  to  the  Department  of  State  both  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Commerce  and  Labor  and  bv  the  international  council  itself  tlirough  the 
Danish  legation  as  the  sum  that  would  be  required  from  the  United  States  for  that 
fiscal  year  on  account  of  memberriiip  in  the  international  council. 

It  now  appears,  from  a  communication  from  the  Danish  minister,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attachea,  that  the  contribution  assessed  against  the  United  States  for  the  time 
from  July  22,  1912,  on  which  day  the  participation  of  the  United  States  in  the  explo- 
ration conunenced,  to  July  21,  1913,  will  be  16,083.13,  leaving  a  deficit  between  the 
amount  appropriated  and  the  amount  actually  required  of  $127.13.

Mb.  Sbcbetart  of  State:  By  a  note  of  recent  date  the  American  minister  at 
Copenhagen,  Mr.  Egan,  was  pleased  to  inform  the  Danish  Government  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Hugh  M.  Smiw,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  to  represent  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  officiaUy  at  the  meetings  of  the  International  Coun- 
cil for  the  Exploration  of  the  Sea,  which  took  place  at  Copenhagen  in  Au^st  last. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Hugh  M.  Smith,  the  secretary  general  of  the  said  interna- 
tional council  has  now  asked  the  Danish  minister  of  foreign  affairs  to  inform  your 
excellency  that  the  participation  of  the  United  States  in  the  said  explorations  will 
be  considered  to  have  commenced  on  July  22  last,  the  date  at  which  the  financial 
year  of  this  organization  begins,  and  that  the  contribution  of  the  United  States  for 
the  time  from  Julv  22,  1912,  to  July  21,  1913,  will  be  reicbsmark  25,000,  or  £1,250, 
in  accordance  with  the  proposition  made  at  the  oi^ganizinc;  meeting  at  Copenhagen 
in  July,  1902,  and  defimtely  agreed  to  by  correspondence  between  the  Danish  min- 
istfy  of  foreign  affairs  and  Uie  various  interested  Governments. 

lliis  sum  diould  be  paid  to  the  central  bureau  at  Copenhagen,  through  the  Amer- 
ican legation  at  our  capital  and  the  Danish  ministry  of  foreign  affairs,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  July  21  of  each  year.

INTBBNATIONAL  BADIOTBLBOBAFHIO  CONVSNTTON. 

The  international  radioteleoaphic  convention,  signed  at  Berlin  on  November  3, 
1906,  was,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  ratified  by  the  President  on 
April  22,  1912,  and  by  him  proclaimed  on  May  25,  1912. 

It  therefore  becomes  necessary  for  the  United  States  to  provide  for  its  share  under 
the  convention  of  the  expenses  of  the  radiotel^:raphic  service  of  the  International 
Tel^T&ph  Bureau  at  Berne.  Congress  appropriated  the  sum  of  $900  in  the  diplo- 
matic and  consular  act  approved  April  30,  1912,  "for  the  payment  of  the  share  of  the 
United  States  in  the  neceasary  expenses  of  the 'conference  (heat  London  in  1912) 
and  in  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  radiotelegraphic  service  of  the  International 
Telegn^h  Bureau  at  Berne,"  out  of  which  sum  tne  department  has  been  enabled 
to  meet  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  bureau  at  Berne  up  to  January  1,  1913.  An 
estimate  of  the  amount  that  will  be  required  to  meet  the  share  of  the  United  States 
for  the  period  July  1,  1913,  to  June  30,  1914  (fiscal  year  1914),  was  submitted  to  Con- 
gress in  the  regular  foreign  intercourse  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1914.  To  meet 
the  share  of  the  United  States  for  the  last  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1913— January  1  to 
June  30,  1913 — no  appropriation  has  been  made,  hence  the  estimate  of  $200  included 
in  the  deficiency  estimates  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  that  purpose.  Accordiujg 
to  information  received  from  the  director  of  the  International  Bureau  at  Berne,  this 
is  the  amount,  apjnroxiinately,  that  will  be  required.

Sm:  The  superintendent  of  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Park,  in 
accordance  wifli  instructions  from  this  department,  transmitted  esti- 
mates for  the  park  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  in  the 
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total  sum  of  $343,400,  which  estimates  were,  upon  consideration  by 
the  department,  reduced  to  $13,400,  the  amount  embodied  in  the 
annual  Book  of  Estimates,  page  643. 

This  action  was  taken  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  total  estimates  for 
1914,  as  submitted  by  the  various  bureaus  of  the  department  alone 
exceeded  by  $11,200,000  the  annual  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1913.  This  amount  was  deemed  excessive,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  require  each  bureau,  park,  or  other  branch  to  bear  a 
proportion  of  reduction.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  telegraphic  instructions  from  Hon.  Canni  A.  Thicm:pBoai, 
Acting  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated  October  19, 1911,  as  follows: 

"As  soon  as  jpracticable  proceed  Mount  Rainier  Park;  prepare  estimate  for  road 
and  trail  work  within  reservation.    Submit  report  thereon  in  duplicate" — 
the  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted: 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  telegram  that  no  specific  instructions  as  to  Just 
what  was  desired  were  given.  I,  therefore,  upon  my  arrival  at  Rainier  National  r^A 
conferred  with  Supt.  Edward  S.  Hall  as  to  what  was  desired.  Mr.  Hall  informed 
me  that  the  department  desired  an  estimate  for  the  widening  and  macadamiaing  of  the 
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main  road  of  the  park  from  the  west  forestry  boiindary  line  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds, 
or  about  station  730,  and  to  continue  the  road  from  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds,  or  station 
730  to  station  772,  or  about  0.81  of  a  mile  to  a  point  overlookmg  the  Nisqually  Glacier, 
which  point  affords  a  very  good  view  of  the  glacier. 

The  portion  of  the  road  from  station  730  to  station  772,  or  0.81  of  a  mile,  has  only  been 
partially  graded,  there  being  stretches  which  have  not  been  craded  at  all,  making  it 
necessary  to  practically  construct  a  new  road  over  this  0.81  of  a  mile,  all  as  shown  on 
Exhibit  No.  1 

Mr.  BlbH  also  informed  me  that  the  department  was  desirous  of  an  estimate  for  a 
load  starting  from  the  main  road  already  constructed  at  about  station  211,  or  about  4 
miles  northeast  of  Longmire  Springs,  thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to  reach 
what  is  known  as  Indian  Henrys  Hunting  Groimd .  The  vicinity  consists  of  a  number 
of  parklike  areas  with  numerous  small  lakes  scattered  throughout.  After  Indisoi 
Henrys  Hunting  Grounds  are  reached  it  is  an  easy  walk  to  the  rinuock  overlooking 
Wilson  Glacier  and  Tahoma  Glacier.  This  also  affords  a  splendid  view  of  the  mountain 
and  shows  it  in  an  entirely  different  view  from  that  obtained  from  either  Longmire 
Springs  or  Camp  of  the  Clouds.  The  trip  from  station  211,  where  this  road  will  leave 
toe  main  road  already  constructed,  is  quite  scenic. 

BISTORT. 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1899  (30  Stats.,  993),  set  aside  certain  tracts 
therein  described  lying  m  the  State  of  Washington  to  create  Mount  Rainier  National 
Park. 

This  park  is  18  miles  square,  with  an  area^  207,360  acres,  lying  within  the  Rainier 
Nationiu  Forest.  The  sunmiit  or  Mount  Rainier  is  1}  miles  southwest  of  the  center  of 
the  park,  but  the  reservation  includes  substantially  the  whole  mass  of  the  mountain 
pro^T,  The  act  of  Congress  which  created  the  park  places  it  under  the  exclusive 
control  of  the  Seoretarv  of  the  Interior,  but  all  surveys  and  road  construction  up  to 
the  present  time  have  oeen  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  through 
the  Chief  of  Enmieers  of  the  United  States  Army. 

Road  work  inMount  Rainier  National  Park  was  started  by  act  of  Congress  of  March 
3,  1903,  which  act  states  as  follows: 

"Mount  Rainier  National  Park:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  a  survey  to 
be  made  of  the  most  practicable  route  for  a  wa^n  road  into  said  park  and  toward  the 
construction  of  said  route  after  the  survey  herem  provided  for  shall  have  been  made, 
$10,000." 

Tlie  act  of  Congress  of  April  28, 1904,  made  an  appropriation  available  for  starting  the 
construction  of  the  above-mentioned  road  from  the  westemboundary(^  Mount  Ramier 
Forest  Reserve  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds,  Exhibit  No.  1.  The  act  of  April,  1904,  is  as 
follow^: 

"For  continuing  the  construction  of  the  wagon  road  into  said  park  heretofore  sur- 
vejred  and  conmienced  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  130,000,  of  which 
sum  16,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  necessary,  shall  be  used  by  the  Sea^tanr  of  War 
in  sursre3ang  and  estimating  the  cost  of  a  w^n  road  along  the  most  practicable  route 
from  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Moimt  Rainier  Forest  Reserve  into  said  park.'' 

It  appears  that  Congress  has  made  subsequent  appropriations  from  time  to  time 
for  this  work,  until  the  total  appropriations  for  the  same  to  June  30, 1910,  are  $240,000. 
The  following  extract  is  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineen  for 
1910  upon  the  road  into  Mount  Rainier  National  Pa^: 

[Officer  in  charge,  MaJ.  C.  W.  Kuts,  Corps  of  Bnglneera.] 

Tnar  to  the  commencement  of  operations  an  inferior  road  led  into  the  park  from 
the  western  bouinlary  of  the  forest  reserve  to  Longmire  Springs,  a  distance  of  about 
lOi  miles,  and  rou^  trails  extended  thence  to  the  Camn  of  the  Clouds. 

The  sundry  civil  act  of  March  3,  1903,  appropriatea  $10,000  for  a  survey  of  the 
most  practicable  route  for  a  wagon  road  into  the  park  and  for  commencing  construc- 
tion. An  estimate  of  cost,  amounting  to  $183,000.50,  was  submitted  to  Congress 
March  22,  1904,  and  printed  in  House  Document  No.  631,  Fifty-eighth  Congress, 
second  session,  and  an  appropriation  for  continuing  construction  was  made  in  the 
sundry  civil  act  of  April  28,  1904.  The  project  thus  authorized  by  Congress  and  the 
one  under  ^^ch  work  is  being  carried  on  contemplates  the  construction  of  a  wagon 
road  from  the  western  boundary  of  the  forest  reserve  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds,  a 
distance  of  about  25  miles. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  to  date  is  $240,000. 

The  amount  expended  to  Jime  30,  1910,  on  the  existing  project  was  $213,017.17, 
of  which  $17,216.23  were  expended  for  surveys. 
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The  work  accomplished  under  the  various  appropriations  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1910,  was  as  follows:

The  report  of  the  field  work  of  the  original  siirvey  made  in  1903  is  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1904,  page  4207.  The  general  location 
of  the  proposed  route  is  shown  on  the  map  of  the  survey  made  in  1904  for  a  proposed 
additional  road  into  the  park  from  the  east,  printed  m  House  Doctmient  No.  2S3, 
Fifty-eighth  Confess,  third  session. 

The  appropriation  recommended  will  be  applied  to  maintenance  of  the  road.

It  will  be  noted  by  reference  to  the  above  figiires  that  $195,800.94  had  been  expended 
in  the  construction  of  this  road  exclusive  of  $17,216.23  for  surveys  to  June  30,  1910, 
and  that  19.6  miles  of  road  is  reported  as  constructed  and  in  use  and  2.2  miles  par- 
tially completed,  making  a  total  of  21.8  miles  to  Jime  30, 1910. 

According  to  my  measurements  the  length  of  the  road  as  constructed  from  the 
west  boun<uury  of  Mount  Rainier  National  Forest  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds  is  aboat 
24.08  miles,  so  that  on  June  30,  1910,  there  remained  approximately  2.2  miles 
partiallv  completed  and  1.68  miles  upon  which  no  work  had  oeen  done. 

It  will  also  be  noted  by  reference  to  the  above  that  on  July  1. 1910,  there  was  avail- 
able $25,665.18,  which  has  been  since  expended  in  completii^  tne  road  to  the  Camp  of 
the  Clouds,  or  a  total  distance  of  24.08  nmes,  making  the  total  expenditure  $221,467.12, 
for  which  sum  about  24.08  miles  of  road  have  been  completed^  or  a  imit  price  of 
$9,197.14  per  mile.  This  amoimt  does  not  include  the  macadamizing  the  road.  My 
estimate  for  macadamizing  the  road  with  6  inches  of  macadam  and  a  width  of  paved 
way  of  15  feet  would  cost  $6,600  per  mile.  This  amount  added  to  the  cost  per  mile 
for  constructing  the  road  would  make  a  total  cost  for  the  completed  macadamised 
road  with  a  6-inch  depth  of  macadam  and  a  paved  way  of  15  feet  of  $15,797.14  per  mile. 

The  above  cost  of  $15,797.14  per  mile  is  on  the  basis  of  the  road  as  it  is  at  preaent 
graded  and  a  width  of  paved  way  of  15  feet,  but  the  present  road  has  not  been  graded 
to  give  a  paved  way  of  15  feet.  In  fact,  while  it  is  supposed  to  be  a  12-foot  road, 
the  road  in  many  places  is  not  over  10  feet  wide.  Haa  the  road  originally  been 
graded  so  as  to  give  a  paved  way  of  15  feet  in  width,  the  cost  would  probably  have 
exceeded  the  figure  of  $15,797.14  per  mile.  The  above  figures  are  given  to  iUustntte 
that  wliile  the  road  has  been  put  through,  the  actual  work  of  making  a  fimt^laaB 
macadam  road  is  not  much  over  half  completed,  and  the  cost  of  widening  and  mac- 
adamiaing  the  present  road  is  going  to  be  expensive. 

LOCATION. 

The  road  from  Ashford  to  Longmire  Springs,  approximately  10}  miles,  passes  through 
a  heavily  timbered  country,  the  timber  consistmg  of  fir  and  cedar,  some  magnificent 
specimens  of  which  are  to  be  found  in  this  locality.  The  r<»d  also  passes  throv^ 
timbered  country  from  Longnire  Springs  to  the  Nisqually  Glacier,  or  ibont  5.3  miles 
above  Longmire  Springs.  The  timber  along  this  section  of  the  road  is  not  so  large 
and  magnificent  as  that  from  Ashford  to  Longmire  Springs.  Above  NisquaUy  Glacier 
the  timber  becomes  smaller  and  is  more  scattered,  until  Paradise  Valley  is  reached. 
where  there  is  practically  no  timber,  on  up  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds  and  the  end  of 
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the  piopoeed  road  overlooking  the  Nisqually  Glacier.  There  is  a  stretch  starting  just 
above  station  280,  near  the  Nisqually  Glacier,  of  about  2  miles  where  the  timber  has 
been  burned  off,  leaving  the  dead  trees  standing.  These  trees  along  the  road  are  con- 
tinually  falling  across  the  road,  thus  making  travel  somewhat  dangerous,  and  obstruct- 
ing the  road.  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be  best  to  remove  t£eee  trees  as  soon  as 
thev  become  dangerous  to  travel. 

This  road  was  surveyed,  located,  and  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
C3iief  of  Engineers  of  tiie  United  States  Army,  and  is,  I  believe,  at  the  present  time 
under  the  supervision  of  this  branch  of  the  Gevemment.  The  road  as  now  located  is, 
I  believe,  satis^tory,  and  from  a  somewhat  hasty  examination  I  would  say  that  it 
combines  the  two  important  featiu'es  of  easy  gradients  and  still  reaching  and  giving 
Hie  tourist  the  benefit  of  the  points  of  interest. 

The  tttATimnm  grade  from  tne  west  boundary  of  Mount  Rainier  National  Forest  to  the 
Camp  of  the  Glou<u  is  less  than  5  per  cent,  but  to  obtain  this  low  grade  numerous  switch- 
bacloB  have  been  constructed^  thus  making  the  length  of  the  road  very  much  greater. 
Ajb  now  constructed^  it  is  beheved  that  a  number  of  the  curves  have  been  constructed 
with  too  8h(^  a  radius  to  permit  very  feist  automobile  travel  with  that  degree  of  safety 
to  human  life  whidi  should  be  observed  in  our  national  parks. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

It  api)earB  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  enjg:ineeiB  in  chairo  of  this  work  in  the  be- 
ginning to  construct  a  very  much  more  pretentious  road  than  that  which  has  been  built, 
the  idea  being  to  make  a  wide  subgraae  with  a  surfaced  roadway  16  feet  wide,  using 
terra-cotta  pipe  for  culverts.  Upon  this  plan  of  construction  it  appears  that  the  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  construct  the  road,  but  that  after  construction  was  started  tiie  work 
proved  to  be  very  much  more  expensive  Uian  was  anticipated;  the  contractor  failed  in 
his  undertaking,  and  the  contact  was  annuled  by  the  War  Department,  and  the  work 
then  undertaken  under  force  account,  at  the  same  time  changing  the  plan  of  construc- 
tion to  try  and  bring  it  within  the  estimated  cost  of  $183,000.50,  but  notwithstanding 
the  changed  plan  of  construction  the  actual  cost  to  date  has  far  exceeded  the  estimate, 
as  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  amounting  to  $221,467.12. 

It  appears  from  the  records  that  the  engineers  aifter  starting  the  work  by  force  account 
decided  to  build  a  12-foot  road,  but  the  road  as  now  constructed  in  many  places  is 
only  10  feet  wide,  and  in  other  places  is  less  than  10  feet. 

Unfortunately  some  of  these  narrow  portions  are  at  very  dangerous  points.  The 
road  has  not  been  macadamized  or  sumced,  except  perluips  by  such  rock  as  was 
available  from  the  blasting  of  the  ledges,  and  this  has  been  surfaced  with  the  volcanic 
asli  found  along  the  road.  The  bridges  are  constructed  of  wood,  and  most  of  the 
principal  ones  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  some,  however,  between  the  west 
forestry  boundary  line  and  Longmire  Springs  which  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the 
near  future.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  road  is  largely  throi^  a  heavily 
timbered  country,  where  cedar  is  available  for  construction,  and  which  is  a  wood  that 
lasts  very  well  in  the  weather  but  is  not  very  strong,  yet  I  believe  it  would  be  economy 
in  the  long  run  to  replace  these  bridges  as  it  becomes  necessary  with  steel  or  reen- 
forced  concrete,  preferably  reenforced  concrete,  especially  for  the  shorter  bridges. 
The  road  most  of  the  way  benches  back  into  the  sidehill,  intercepting  drainage  from 
the  steep  slopes,  thus  making  the  road  practically  an  intercepting  ditch  for  the  drain- 
a^  which  comes  down  from  the  hillsides.  I  have  been  into  the  park  twice,  once  in 
May  and  this  time  in  October.  Both  times  there  was  evidence  of  a  great  deal  of 
water  from  the  sidehill,  though,  perhaps,  this  may  disappear  during  July  and  Atigust 
of  dry  years,  yet  in  view  of  tne  fact  that  the  country  is  tmibered  there  will  always  be 
more  or  less  water  coming  down  from  the  sidehills.  It  is  therefore  very  important 
that  drainage  should  be  provided  for  by  installing  enough  culverts  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  properly  carry  off  the  water.  There  should  also  be  constructed  on  the  uphill  side 
a  gooa  ditch  to  intercept  all  water  and  carry  it  to  the  culverts,  thus  keeping  the 
macadam  road  well  drained. 

As  this  intercepting  ditch  for  a  large  portion  of  the  way  will  be  through  solid  rock 
or  bowlders,  the  construction  of  the  same  will  be  expensive;  nevertheless  it  is  thought 
that  it  is  exceedingly  important  that  a  proper  ditch  should  be  constructed. 

As  stated  elsewheire  in  this  report,  this  road  is  unsurfaced,  except  by  a  covering  of 
the  loose  volcanic  material  found  iJong  the  line.  This  is  of  a  temporary  nature  and 
is  not  very  well  suited  to  the  purpose.  The  present  plan  of  the  superintendent  is  to 
take  this  material  from  along  the  banks  of  the  road  and  place  it  upon  the  road.  At 
the  time  I  was  on  the  ground  in  October,  the  supeiintendent  was  surfacing  a  section 
of  the  road  between  the  park  entrance  and  Longmire  Springs  with  the  volcanic  ash 
found  along  the  right  of  way  and  opening  up  the  ditches  and  culverts.    This  material 
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appears  to  do  fairly  well  for  a  temporary  makesbift,  but  it  is  my  judgment  that  monev 
80  expended  is  largely  wasted.  Aa  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  bridges  and  cul- 
verts of  the  present  road  are  neariy  bM  constructed  of  woodf.  A  few  of  toe  culverts 
in  the  section  which  has  been  constructed  under  contract  are  terra  cotta,  while  some 
of  those  in  the  vicinity  of  Paradise  Valley,  where  the  road  has  been  but  recently  con- 
structed, are  of  galvanized  iron. 

As  the  wooden  culverts  constructed  of  logs  have  only  been  in  a  few  years,  they  diould 
suffice  for  several  years  longer,  and  therefore  no  estimate  is  given  for  culverts,  althoodi 
when  the  road  is  widened  sufficiently  to  give  it  a  paved  way  of  15  feet,  it  will  probably 
be  found  necessary  to  len^en  these  culverts  on  the  upnill  side,  where  the  road  is 
benched  back  in  the  hillside.  A  very  lar^  percentage  of  the  road  has  been  con- 
structed by  benching  back  into  steep  hillsides,  and  many  of  the  slopes  of  the  road 
are  so  steep  that  the  material  will  not  properly  stand. 

In  making  my  estimate  for  widening  the  road  I  have  in  many  cases  decreased  the 
slope,  so  as  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  material  from  sliding.  In  view  of  the 
steep  hillsides  every  foot  we  go  back  in  order  to  widen  the  road  materially  inciesses 
the  yardage  which  will  have  to  be  removed.  Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the 
section  of  the  road  from  about  station  280  to  about  station  360,  marked  Gap  Point, 
Exhibit  1.  This  section  is  now  called,  I  believe,  Rickseckers  Point.  Though  this 
section  of  the  road  has  been  blasted  out  of  ledge  rock  and  is  very  narrow,  there  ia  much 
loose  rock  hanging  over  the  road,  some  of  wnich  is  liable  to  fall  at  any  time  and  is 
dangerous  to  travd.  There  are  also  numerous  old  dead  trees  directly  overhead  whidi 
are  dangerous.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  well  to  pay  especial  attention  to  this  section, 
sending  men  up  on  the  steej)  sides  with  bars  ana  let  them  bar  looee  and  remove  the 
rock  Uuit  is  liable  to  fall,  giving  attention  to  this  each  year  before  traffic  is  resumed. 

There  is  no  giuuxi  wall  or  rail  on  the  outer  edge  of  this  road  and  should  a  stage  go  over 
this  edge  it  would  fall  many  himdred  feet.  I  believe  from  Gap  Point,  marked  on 
Exhibit  1,  to  the  Nisqually  River  below  is  about  1,000  feet,  almost  vertical. 

WIDBNINO  AND  MACADAMIZINQ  THB  ROAD. 

I  arrived  at  Longmire  Springs  October  23,  which  date  is  quite  late  in  this  sectioo 
of  the  country  to  undertake  any  extensive  operations,  owing  to  the  fact  that  heavy 
fogs,  snow,  and  rain  might  be  expected  at  any  time  and  perlmpe  stop  the  work  before 
sufficient  data  had  been  collected  to  make  a  reasonably  accurate  estimate.  With  the 
limited  force  available  and  the  amoimt  of  work  necessary  in  order  to  make  this  esti- 
mate I  decided  that  the  quickest  way  would  be  to  cross-section  the  road  by  means  of 
a  tape  and  clinometer. 

In  locating  the  road  the  Army  engineers  started  at  Longmire  Springs  with  station  0» 
extending  the  work  on  up  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds,  which  is  about  station  730. 
They  also  started  from  Longmire  Springs  as  station  0  and  extended  the  work  to  the 
west  boundary  of  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Forest  Reserve.  As  the  road  has 
already  been  widened  from  about  station  0  at  Longmire  Springs  east  to  about  station 
66  and  also  from  station  0  west  to  about  station  13,  this  portion  of  the  road  has  been 
omitted  in  my  calculations  for  excavation,  but  the  remamder  of  the  road  was  crofl»- 
sectioned  every  100  feet,  making  a  total  of  approximately  1,300  sections.  Upon  my 
return  to  Spolome  the  data  collected  in  the  neld  were  plotted  on  cross-secticm  papttV 
the  end  areas  figured  by  means  of  a  planimeter,  and  the  quantity  of  material  which  hid 
to  be  removed  estimated .  It. will  be  noted  in  the  tablee  hereunto  attached  eiving  the 
class  of  material  that  there  are  but  three  classifications  given — solid  rock,  looee  rock 
and  earth,  for  each  of  which  the  imit  price  has  been  fixed  as  shown  in  the  tablee.  It 
is  thought  that  these  imit  prices  are  siimcient  to  do  the  work  and  still  give  a  fair  profit 
to  the  contractor.  If  the  work  were  undertaken  at  the  present  time  undoubtedly  a 
contract  could  be  awarded  at  a  lower  figure  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  not  a  great 
deal  of  construction  work  going  on  and  labor  appears  to  be  plentiful,  but  if  the  work 
is  imdertaken  several  years  hence  it  may  be  that  the  unit  prices  herein  stated  may  be 
too  low. 

The  above  unit  prices  are  based  on  a  unit  price  of  labor  at  $2.50  per  day  and  team 
hire  at  $6  per  day,  and  these  unit  prices  represent  what  it  will  cost,  in  my  judgment, 
to  properly  do  the  work.  If  the  judgment  of  some  one  else  is  used,  such  unit  prices 
as  Oiey  deem  proper  may  be  apphed  to  the  yardage  given  in  these  tables. 

As  the  present  report  is  geneial  and  for  the  purpose  of  an  estimate^  it  has  been  deemed 
unnecessary  at  this  time  to  submit  plans.  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  it  has  also 
been  deemed  unnecessary  to  submit  the  platted  cross  sectionB  from  which  the  results 
contained  in  this  estimate  are  derived. 
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For  the  purpoee  of  this  estimate  I  have  provided  for  a  graded  width  of  18  feet,  which 
will  incluae  a  paved  way,  berm  and  gutter,  with  a  width  of  paved  way  of  15  feet,  which 
it  is  believed  will  be  ample  and  at  the  same  time  will  materially  decrease  the  cost 
over  a  paved  way  of  16  feet.  As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  no  section  of  the 
proposed  road  upon  which  this  estimate  is  based  is  submitted  at  this  time,  but  the 
estimate  is  basea  on  6  inches  of  macadam  15  feet  wide,  the  macadam  to  be  6  inches 
thick  throughout  the  entire  width  of  the  road.  The  present  road  as  now  constructed 
is  practical^  flat  and  I  believe  that  considerable  saving  in  cost  over  this  estimate 
can  be  made  by  thinning  the  macadam  at  the  edges,  and  in  this  particular  case  I  rec- 
onunend  that  this  be  done,  but  before  any  work  is  undertaken  proper  plans  and 
specifications  should  be  made. 

I  noted  that  there  was  abundance  of  rock  along  the  ri^t  of  way  dose  to  the  road 
for  macadam.  Much  of  it  is  a  very  good  quality,  especially  the  hard,  igneous,  dark 
rock  found  on  the  lower  portion  of  tne  road.  As  tne  upper  part  of  the  road  is  routed 
there  is  considerable  granite,  which  is  hard,  and  it  is  behoved  will  do  very  well  for  the 
macadam.  There  are  also  numerous  slides  composed  of  porphyritic  rock  where  an 
abundance  of  road  material  can  be  obtained  cheaplv,  but  due  to  its  coarse-grained 
structure  is  not  as  will  suited  as  the  fine-grained  dark  rock  to  be  found  on  the  lower 

Sortion  of  the  road.  There  are  also  numerous  stream  crossings  with  an  abundance  of 
ark  dose-nained  bowlders,  which  would  make  exceUent  nmd  material.  Generally 
Bi>eaking,  the  rock  for  macadam  is  well  distributed  along  the  route  and  this  feature 
will  greatly  decrease  the  cost. 

It  IS  behoved  that  with  a  well-organized  force  and  proper  equipment  the  work  can 
be  done  more  cheaply  by  force  account  than  by  contract.  There  is  one  point  in  the 
construction  of  the  road  to  which  I  desire  to  caU  your  attention  especially,  the  proba- 
ble necessity  of  closing  the  road  to  traffic  while  the  widening  and  surfacing  is  in  prog- 
rees,  otherwise  it  will  cost  considerably  more,  no  matter  whether  the  work  is  per- 
formed by  contract  or  by  force  account,  and  the  work  wiU  be  done  better  for  the 
reason  that  after  the  base  is  down  and  shaped  and  rolled  heavy  teams  should  not  be 
allowed  upon  it  until  the  road  is  completea.  If  it  is  decided  to  perform  this  work  by 
force  account.  I  recommend  that  suitable  portable  crushing  and  screening  plants  be 
installed.  I  oelieve  at  this  time  that  the  work  is  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  warrant 
two  such  pbmts,  but  care  should  be  taken  in  selecting  same  so  as  not  to  get  some  of 
the  small  toy  type  now  on  the  market.  The  plant  should  have  a  goodf  revolving 
screen  of  am^e  capadty  to  do  the  work. 

MAINTBNANCB. 

If  this  road  is  constructed  there,  provision  should  be  made  for  proper  maintenance  of 
the  same.  If  no  such  provision  can  be  made,  I  would  not  recommend  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  vast  sum  for  this  road,  as  a  macadam  road  only  approximates  permanency, 
and  needs  attention  and  repairs,  the  same  as  any  other  piece  of  construction.  This 
is  e6X>ecially  true  upon  a  new  road.  It  has  been  found  that  the  annual  repairs  to  a 
macadam  road  ranges  in  cost  from  $200  to  $500  per  mile.  It  is  my  judgment  that 
$250  per  mile  would  be  ample  to  keep  this  road  m  proper  condition.

The  total  cost  for  excavation  in  widening  the  present  grade  to  18  feet  from  the  west 
boundary  of  the  Moimt  Rainier  National  Forest  Reserve  to  the  Camp  of  tho  Clouds, 
and  continuing  up  to  a  point  overlooking  the  Nisqually  Glacier,  or  a  distance  off 
apjmx>ximately  24.86  miles,  is  $160,915.19. 

The  total  cost  of  macadamizing  this  24.86  miles  with  a  width  of  paved  way  of  15 
feet  and  a  depth  of  macadam  of  6  inches  is  $164,076,  making  a  total  cost  of  widening 
the  road  ana  macadamizing  same  of  $324,992.19,  or  an  average  cost  per  mile  ot 
$13,072.86. 

PROPOSED  INDIAN  HENRT  ROAD. 

The  purpose  of  the  proposed  Indian  Henry  Road,  as  stated  elsewhere  in  this  re- 
port, is  to  reach  what  is  known  as  Indian  Henrys  Hunting  Groimds.  which  consist  of 
a  comparatively  level  stretch  of  country  contaming  numerous  small  ponds  or  lakes. 
After  Indian  Henrvs  Hunting  Groimds  are  reached  it  is  but  a  short  walk  to  the  rim 
rock  overlooking  Wilson  Glacier  and  THkoma  Glacier.  This  also  affords  a  beautiful 
view  of  Mount  Rainier,  which  is  the  main  attraction  of  this  park,  and  the  mountain 
also  presents  an  entirely  different  aspect  from  this  point  than  from  either  Longmire 
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Springs  or  Camp  of  the  Clouda.  Indian  Henrys  Hunting  Grounds  are  reached  at  the 
preeent  time  by  means  of  a  very  steep  trail,  which  leaves  the  present  main  road  a 
short  dbtance  east  of  Longmire  Springs. 

I  find  that  the  Army  engineers  nave  made  a  partial  preliminary  survey  for  a  road 
to  reach  Indian  Henrys  Hunting  Grounds.  This  proposed  road  leaves  the  main  road 
about  4  miles  east  of  Longmire  Springs,  thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  to  the 
grounds.  While  in  the  park  I  attempted  to  walk  over  the  proposed  location,  but 
found  the  line  very  poorly  marked  witn  small  stakes,  making  it  almost  impossible  to 
find  it.  However,  I  was  able  to  go  over  the  route  prettv  mudi  as  the  proposed  pre- 
liminary location  was  laid  out  to  the  canyon  at  the  end  of  Kutz  Glacier,  ¥^ere  the 
proposed  location  croeses  Kutz  Fork  and  marked  "A"  on  Exhibit  2.  From  this  point 
on  to  Indian  Henrys  Hunting  Groimds  I  found  no  indication  of  a  line,  and  from  the 
notes  of  this  survey  and  my  examination  I  do  not  believe  that  a  trial  location  has  been 
made  mudi  farther  than  the  point  A  on  Exhibit  2,  or  the  end  of  Kutz  Glacier. 

The  proposed  route  crosses  numerous  rock  slides  and  encounters  considerable  rock 
work,  and  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  steep  slopes  where  only  earth  can  be  seen  on  the 
BurfiEtce,  idien  construction  is  begun,  will  be  foiind  to  contain  a  great  deal  of  rock,  and 
consequently  a  comparatively  costl}^  construction. 

Time  was  so  limited  that  I  did  no  instrumental  work  on  this  location,  but  this  work 
should  not  be  undertaken  until  after  all  possible  routes,  of  ^diich  there  are  sevefal, 
have  been  thoroughly  investigated  by  actual  surve3rs. 

This  route  is  supposed  to  be  about  6  miles  in  len^h,  and  to  construct  such  a  ixjad  as 
has  been  providea  m  the  estimate  contained  in  this  report  would  probably  ooet  about 
115,000  per  mile,  or  about  $90,000  for  the  6  miles. 

CONCLUSIONS  A.ND  BBCOMMBNDAITONS. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  widening  and  macadamizing  of  the  nuun  road  from  the 
west  boundary  of  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Forest  Reserve  to  the  Camp  of  the  Clouds 
and  on  up  to  the  point  overlooking  Nis^ually  Glacier,  as  indicated  on  Exhibit  1,  be 
constructed,  after  proper  plans  and  specifications  for  the  same  have  been  prepared,  as 
this  will  then  afford  a  first-class  trunk  line  road  from  which  second-class  roads  may 
branch  to  other  points  of  internet. 

I  do  not  recommend  that  the  Indian  Henry  Road  be  undertaken  at  this  time,  as 
it  is  my  judgment  that  it  will  be  found  that  the  widening  and  macadamizing  of  the 
present  road  will  occupy  the  time  of  the  force  of  this  park,  as  well  as  probably  taking 
aU  of  the  revenues  which  will  be  justly  due  to  this  park.

Snt:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  the  action  of  Con- 
gress, in  connection  with  the  preparation  ot  the  sundry  civil  bill, 
now  under  consideration  in  the  House  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
the  following-described  item  relative  to  the  Federal  building  at 
Pittsburgh,  Fa.: 

Pittsbuis^  Pa.,  courthouse  and  post  office:  For  special  repairs,  alterations,  and 
betterments  at  the  courthouse  and  post  office,  Pittsburgh.  Pa.,  including  paindiur, 
plaster  work,  and  refiniahing  woodwork,  in  order  to  place  tne  building  in  good  concB- 
tion,  116,000. 

The  building  referred  to  has  been  occupied  since  1801,  a  period  of 
nearly  23  years,  and  apart  from  the  usual  annual  expense  of  repair 
and  maintenance,  nothmg  has  been  done  on  the  structure  in  the  way 
of  improvements.  The  present  condition  of  the  building  is  such, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  department,  as  to  warrant  attention. 

As  the  annual  appropriations  under  the  control  of  the  Supervising 
Architect  are  now  barely  adecjuate  to  keep  ihe  large  number  of  public 
buildings  in  serviceable  condition^  it  has  oeen  thought  best  to  submit 
the  item  above  referred  to  for  mdependent  action  rather  than  to 
make  supplemental  estimates  involving  increases  in  the  amounts 
of  the  annual  appropriations. 
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The  department  also  desires  to  invite  attention  to  an  item  in  the 
Book  of  Estimates  for  1914,  page  426,  in  the  sum  of  $3,000,  under  the 
caption  *'Harrisbiirg,  Pa.,  rent  for  building.'' 

Since  the  submission  of  the  estimates  it  has  been  found  that  the 
amount  asked  for  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  piurpose  stated,  as 
suitable  quarters  can  not  be  obtained  at  Hamsburg  during  the 
erection  of  the  extension  at  that  point,  on  the  basis  of  the  onmnal 
figures,  and  from  proposals  received  bv  the  department  it  has  i>een 
ascertained  that  an  additional  sum  will  be  required  of  $4,500. 

It  is  respectfully  requested,  therefore,  that  the  attention  of  the 

House  Committee  on  Appropriations  be  called  to  this  item,  in  order 

'  that  suitable  provision  may  oe  made  for'the  rental  of  the  temporary 

quarters  at  Harrisburg,  ra.,  and  that  the  amount  stated  in  tlie 

estimates  be  increased  from  $3,000  to  $7,500.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  record  of  a  judgment 
of  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Virginia, 
sitting  as  a  court  of  admiralty,  rendered  under  the  special  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  March  3,  1909  (35  Stat.,  part  2,  1622),  referr'mg  the 
claim  of  the  owners  of  the  British  steamship  Maroa  to  said  court,  with 
jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  to  judgment. 

The  Attorney  General,  in  his  letter  of  December  12, 1912,  submitting 
the  estimate  for  an  appropriation  reauired  for  the  payment  of  the 
judgment  rendered  und!er  said  act  of  March  3,  1909,  in  favor  of  the 
Cobridge  Steamship  Co.  (Ltd.)i  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  as  the

Participation  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  this  exhi- 
bition has  been  invited  by  the  Imperial  German  Grovemment  through 
its  ambassador  at  Washington. 

This  department  is  informed  that  this  exhibition  will  be  oiganized 
by  the  German  Book  Industry  Association  and  is  to  be  arranged  in 
commemoration  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
Koyal  Academy  for  Graphic  Arts  and  Book  Industry  at  Leipzig,  and 
that  the  enterprise  is  warmly  supported  by  the  Imperial  German  Gov- 
ernment, the  Government  of  Saxony,  and  the  city  of  Leipzig.

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  January  22,  inclos- 
ing a  translation  of  a  note  from  the  Imperial  German  ambassador, 
conveying  an  invitation  from  his  Grovemment  to  that  of  the  United 
States  to  participate  in  an  International  Exposition  of  the  Book  In- 
dustry ana  Grapnic  Arts,  to  be  held  at  Leipzig,  Germany,  in  1914. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  would  be  able  to  make  a  creditable 
exhibit,  but  we  have  no  funds  available  for  this  purpose  and  it  would 
be  impossible  to  participate  in  the  exposition  without  an  appropria- 
tion. 

I  am  inclosing  herewith  a  letter  from  the  management  of  the  exposi- 
tion, which  was  sent  to  me  and  which  gives  information  relative  to  the 
probable  expense  of  an  exhibit.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  favor  of  November  1,  we  beg  to  inform 
you,  relative  to  the  participation  in  our  exhibition,  that  the  space 
which  the  Government  Printing  Office  at  Washington  had  to  occupy, 
in  our  opinion,  ought  to  cover  at  least  a  himdred  square  meters  m 
order  to  bring  this  eminent  Government  institute  out  in  a  strong 
relief. 

Let  us  put  the  case  that  a  space  of  100  square  meters  is  required, 
then  the  space  rent  would  be  (1  square  meter,  60  marks)  6,000  marks; 
to  this,  120  square  meters  waU  space.  (1  square  meter,  40  marks)  4,800 
marks;  total,  10,800  marks.  On  this  amount  we  allow  a  discount  of 
10  per  cent,  1,080  marks,  so  that  the  total  charge  will  be  9,720  marks. 

The  installation  and  fitting  up  of  the  space,  the  loaning  of  the  fur- 
niture, as  well  as  the  cleaning  oi  the  objects,  will  presumably  require, 
according  to  our  experience,  an  amount  of  2,400  marks.  For  the 
cost  of  the  chartering  of  the  objects  to  be  exhibited  the  sum  of  2,000 
marks  will  not  be  too  much.  It  is  the  same  amount  the  German 
Imperial  Printing  Office  has  paid  in  the  time  of  the  St.  Louis  World's 
Fan*  for  chartering  the  exhibits  to  St.  Louis  and  back  again,  so  that 
an  amount  of  14,120  marks  is  to  be  held  at  disposal. 

But  we  believe  that  you  can  arrange  with  this  sum  a  very  worthy 
and  remarkable  exhibit,  corresponding  to  the  size  and  the  importance 
of  your  institute.  Relative  to  the  exhibition  furniture — that  is  to  say, 
the  glass  cases^  the  tables,  etc — we  beg  to  say  that  the  German  Book- 
craft  Association  will  put  the  same  for  a  low  loan  rent  at  your  dis- 
gosal;  this  furniture  will  consequently  remain  the  property  of  the 
rerman  Bookcraft  Association.  But  we  will  give  you  a  furniture 
entirely  new  and  modem,  which  will  suit  in  the  best  way  in  color, 
etc.,  to  the  installation  of  the  space  you  occupied. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  let  you  know  that  the  installation  of  the 
objects,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  unpacking  and  the  packing  up,  will  be 
willingly  executed  by  officials  of  the  Tjerman  Bookcraft  Association, 
so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  send  especially  an  official  to  Leipzig. 
For  these  works  in  the  interest  of  your  institute,  we  would  charge  you 
for  the  whole  duration  of  the  exhibition  with  an  amount  of  500 
marks. 

Will  you  now  be  kind  enough  to  let  us  know  your  opinion  in  reply  to 
these  proposals  ?  We  are,  of  course,  willingly  disposed  to  make  you 
a  lower  estimate  for  a  smaller  space,  but  we  thought  that,  according 
to  the  importance  of  the  American  Government  Printing  Office,  you 
ou^t  to  reckon  at  least  with  a  space  of  a  himdred  square  meters.

teen dollars  ($615),  for  which  no  payment  appears  to  have  been  made.

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2.  The  estimate  submitted  for  pay  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Quarter- 
master Corps  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  was  $810,000,  which  was  arrived 
at  by  figunng  enlisted  men  as  first-class  privates  in  their  first-enlist- 
ment period.

Sir:  Under  existing  legislation  the  assay  office  building,  New  York 
City,  is  required  to  be  remodeled.  A  careful  study  of  the  conditions 
has  demonstrated  that  it  is  impossible  to  preserve  the  existing  facade. 
In  order  to  construct  the  vaults  which  have  been  provided  for  in 
subsequent  l^islation  it  will  be  necessary  to  entirely  remove  the 
foundations  of  the  present  building  and  rebuild  that  portion.  To  do 
this  would  require  modified  legislation.  The  redesigning  and  recon- 
structing of  this  building  and  vaults  is  one  of  peculiar  responsibility 
and  difficulty.  The  inclosing  walls  of  the  vaults  must  rest  on  rock, 
a  distance  of  about  50  feet  below  the  sidewalk,  in  order  that  a  suitable 
foundation  may  be  secured.  The  entire  area  must  be  surrounded 
with  something  in  the  nature  of  a  coflFerdam,  which  must  be  driven 
through  mud,  quicksand,  and  water.  This  coflFerdam  must  resist  the 
preaaure  of  surrounding  materials,  so  as  to  sustain  it  in  absolute 
equilibrium;  otherwise,  the  foundations  of  adjacent  buildings  will  be 
imperiled. 

While  the  engineers  and  draftsmen  now  employed  in  the  office  of 
the  Supervising  Architect  are  skilled  and  experienced  in  solving  the 
ordinary  problems  which  present  themselves  in  connection  with  the 
work  in  his  office,  this  work  involves  problems  for  which  special  expert 
assistance  should  be  employed,  therefore  it  is  recommended  that  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  authorized;  at  his  discretion,  to  employ 
specially  trained  engineers  and  draftsmen  in  connection  with  the 
designing  of  the  vaults  and  foundations;  and  in  addition  to  this  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  also  be  empowered  to  secure  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  consulting  en^eers  or  experience  in  the  particular 
work  involved;  that  such  engineers  be  paid  at  rates  usual  for  the 
character  and  services  requir^,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  com- 
pensation, including  traveling  expenses,  exceed  2  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  the  work  upon  waich  they  are  employed.  All  of  the  above  services 
to  be  chained  against  the  existing  appropriation  of  $322,000  for  the 
vaults  of  tne  assay  office. 

A  tentative  draft  of  l^islation  is  inclosed,  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  building,  as  weU  as  the  employment  of  the  services 
of  specially  trained  men.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  afiheUnited 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  act  mak- 
ing appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenditures  of  the  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundr^  ana 
eleven,  as  autnorized  the  enlargement,  remodeling,  and  rebuilding  of 
the  portion  of  the  assay  office  building  in  New  York  City  fronting  on 
Wall  Street,  at  a  limit  of  cost  not  to  exceed  $270,000,  be,  and  the  same 
is  herebjr,  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  portion  of  the  said  assay 
office  building  fronting  on  Wall  Street  be  razed  and  a  new  structure 
erected  on  the  site  thereof,  to  be  used  for  assay  office  purposes  in  con- 
nection with  the  building  in  the  rear  thereof  recently  constructed  for 
assay  office  purposes;  that  said  new  buildiiig  shall  be  of  modem  fire- 
proof construction,  the  cost  thereof,  exclusive  of  vaults,  not  to  exceed 
the  limit  hereby  fixed  of  $270,000. 

That  in  the  demolition  of  the  portion  of  the  present  assay  office 
fronting  on  Wall  Street  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  make  such  disposition,  bv^t 
or  otherwise,  as  he  may  deem  proper  of  the  facade  of  said  building 
with  a  view  to  its  subsequent  preservation:  Provided,  That  the  United 
States  shall  not  be  put  to  any  expense  on  account  thereof,  bevond  the 
ordinary  cost  incurred  in  razing  said  Wall  Street  front  of  said  building. 

That  the  authority  heretofore  riven  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasxuy 
to  employ,  in  his  discretion,  sucn  architectural,  engineering,  or  other 
techmcal  services  as  he  may  deem  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
enlargement,  remodding.  or  extension  of  the  portion  of  the  assav 
o&ce  in  New  York  City  fronting  on  Wall  Street,  and  to  pay  for  such 
services  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  from 
which  the  rear  portion  of  said  assay  office  was  constructed,  is  herebv 
continued  and  said  appropriation  is  herebv  made  available  with 
respect  to  said  new  builaing  hereinbefore  autnorized. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  further  authorized,  without 
regjird  to  civil-service  laws,  rules,  or  regulations,  to  employ  in  the 
Omce  of  the  Supervising  Architect  such  specially  trained  engineers 
and  draftsmen  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  be  employed  exclusively 
in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  designs  and  drawings  for  foun- 
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dations  and  vaults  of  said  new  assay  office  buildings  and  to  compen- 
sate such  specially  trained  engineers  and  draftsmen  at  such  prices  or 
rates  of  compensation  as. he  may  consider  just  and  reasonable  from 
appropriations  made  for  vaults  for  said  building.  That  to  supple-

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  attention  to  the  inclosed  copy  of 
the  communication  addressed  me  under  date  of  the  21st  ultimo,  by 
the  postmaster  and  custodian  of  the  Government  wharf  at  Sitka, 
Alaska. 

On  December  9,  1910,  and  May  13,  1911,  the  department  recom- 
mended the  enactment  of  general  legislation  authorizing  the  sale 
of  certain  abandoned  buildings  and  grounds  in  Alaska,  etc.,  among 
which  is  the  wharf  property  referred  to.  The  desired  legislation  was 
not  enacted  and  therefore  the  department  takes  the  liberty  of  again 
bringing  this  matter  to  yoiir  notice. 

The  wharf  in  question  is  no  longer  required  for  the  use  of  the 
Government,  but  its  maintenance  and  upkeep  is  of  much  im- 
portance to  the  general  public,  there  being  no  otner  available  wharf 
at  Sitka,  Alaska. 

The  department  now  renews  its  recommendation  for  the  enact- 
ment of  such  legislation  as  will  enable  it  to  dispose  of  the  property 
above  referred  to.

Sm:  In  the  matter  of  the  Government  dock  and  warehouse  at 
Sitka,  Alaska,  and  the  lease  thereof  to  W.  P.  Mills,  C.  M.  McGratb, 
and  Joseph  Simmons  as  a  committee  for  an  association  of  Sitka 
citizens,  which  lease  expires  on  April  23. 1  have  the  honor  to  say  that 
in  my  opinion  the  condition  of  both  tne  dock  and  warehouse  is  so 
run  aown  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  again  lease  this  property  for 
a  short  period  upon  the  terms  of  the  present  lease.  The  wharf  has 
been  examined  by  an  experienced  and  competent  builder,  and  his 
most  conseryatiye  estimate  is  that  it  will  require  an  expenditure  of 
$3,500  on  the  wharf  alone  to  make  it  safe  for  ordinary  use.  My 
own  examination  confirms  this  report.  The  warehouse  is  an  old 
log  building  erected  by  the  Russians  in  1845,  and  the  foundation  and 
roof  timbers  are  in  such  condition  that  in  my  opinion  it  will  be  but 
a  short  time  until  this  building  will  haye  to  be  removed  and  a  new 
structure  put  up.  In  any  event  it  will  require  an  expenditure  of 
some  $1,500  in  tne  immediate  future. 

While  tlus  dock  is  now  of  practically  no  use  to  the  Government, 
the  Navy  having  just  completed  a  new  coaling  wharf  on  Japons^ 
Island  opposite  this  wharr,  and  other  Government  vessels  having 
practically  abandoned  this  place  as  a  port  of  call,  its  maintenance 
and  upkeep  is  of  vital  commercial  importance  to  Sitka.  There  is 
no  other  available  wharf  site  here. 

In  view  of  those  facts,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  if  it  can  be 
done  the  dock  and  warehouse  be  sold  at  [pubUc  auction  to  the  highest 
bidder.  If  not  this,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  next  best  thing  to  do 
would  be  to  lease  the  property  for  a  term  of  years,  say  10  years, 
with  a  stipulation  that  the  lessor  give  bond  to  put  the  wharf  in  a 
safe  condition  which  would  require  the  immediate  expenditure  of  at 
least  $3,500.  The  expense  of  proper  upkeep  will  average  near  $500 
a  year.  The  cost  of  operation  to  a  lessor  would  be  about  $1,000  a 
year,  making  an  expense  for  10  years,  exclusive  of  insurance  and 
risk  of  damage  of  $20,000.  The  average  annual  income  of  the  dock, 
based  on  the  years  1909,  1910.  and  1911,  is  about  $2,580;  this 
amount  is,  however,  abnormal  from  the  fact  that  during  1910  and 
1911  the  Sheldon  Jackson  School  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  erected 
five  large  buildings,  the  material  for  which  was  shipped  in.  Two 
thousand  dollars  would,  I  think,  be  a  fair  average  ngure.  These 
figures  would  not  appeal,  favorably  to  a  prospective  lessor. 

I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  proclamation  of  President 
Harrison,  dated  June  21.  1890,  in  which  tnis  wharf  is  preserved  as 
public  property  in  the  following  language:  ** The  property  designated 
as  a  wharf,  together  with  the  warehouse  marked  No.  1,  situated  on  the 
approach  to  said  wharf  for  the  le&;itimate  uses  and  purposes  of  the 
puolic."  It  will  be  remembered  that  at  that  time  there  was  no  law 
applicable  to  Alaska  hj  which  title  could  be  given  to  lands  in  the 
Territory;  and  this  action  shows  that  even  then  the  importance  of 
keeping  this  wharf  for  commercial  uses  was  recognized.

PITAL FOR  WOMEN  AND  LYING-IN  ASYLUM.

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Sib:  The  act  (Public,  No.  302)  entitled  ''An  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  nscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1913,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  August  24, 
1912,  provided  as  follows: 

Columbia  Hospital. — ^The  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  building 
for  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum,  for  which  appropriation 
was  made  in  the  act  entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  to.  provide  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  June 
twenty-sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  the  expenditure  of  said  appropria- 
tion, shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  president  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  Columbia  Hospital  and  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Capitol  Building 
and  Grounds. 

Pursuant  to  this  provision,  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new 
building  for  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  •  Lying-in  Asylum 
have  been  prepared,  and  the  same  are  submitted  herewith. 

The  accompanying  plans  show  a  completed  hospital  building  of 
five  stories  and  basement.  Total  length  of  hospital,  284  feet;  total 
depth,  112  feet;  total  height,  70  feet;  cubical  contents,  769,000 
cubic  feet;  number  of  beds,  107  to  120.    Total  cost,  $300,000. 

We  also  submit  a  description  of  the  features  shown  in  the  plans  of 
the  proposed  hospital. 

Of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000,  there  has  been  expended  the  sum 
of  $2,662.59,  said  expenditures  covering  architect's  services,  charges 
for  drafting,  for  engineering,  blue  printing,  materials,  and  all  otner 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and 
specifications.

Description  of  the  Features  Shown  in  the  Plans  for  the 
New  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

IN  general. 

The  group. — ^The  group  of  buildings  for  this  hospital,  as  shown,  is 
composed  of  three  units  connected  by  two  short  corridors,  as  follows: 
The  administration  building,  the  obstetrical  building,  and  the  gyneco- 
logical building,  the  admimstration  building  being  m  the  center  and 
equally  accessiole  from  the  two  ward  buildings..  This  three-unit  plan 
was  adopted  rather  than  the  one-unit  plan  on  account  of  the  lot  hmg 
large  and  offering  plenty  of  opportunities  for  light  and  air  without 
bunding  vertically. 

The  group  of  buildings  is  placed  in  the  center  of  the  lot,  between 
Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-nfth  Streets  and  facing  L  Street.  This 
gives  a  southern  exposure  to  the  wards,  which  is  the  most  desirable, 
and  also  gives  a  good  driveway  entrance  from  Twenty-fourth  Street, 
overcoming  the  difficulty  in  the  matter  of  grades. 

This  grouping  of  the  buildings  in  the  center  of  the  lot  also  provides 
for  future  extensions,  such  as  additional  wards,  in  the  event  of  the 
hospital  outgrowing  the  provisions  as  shown  on  these  plans. 

The  Y-shaped  ward  building  has  been  shown  as  offenng  the  greatest 
amount  of  sunshine. 
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Grades. — ^The  grade  of  the  present  lot,  which  is  some  11  feet  above 
the  street  level,  oflFers  an  additional  opportunity  for  light  and  air  and 
makes  of  this  lot  one  of  the  most  advantageous  for  a  hospital  site. 

Driveway. — ^A  continuous  driveway  is  shown  encircling  the  build- 
ings, thus  i^ording  a  good  circulation  and  parking  space  for  the 
doctors'  vehicles. 

Entrances. — ^The  main  entrance  to  the  hospital  for  visitors,  doctors, 
etc.,  is  in  the  center  of  the  lot  on  L  Street  midway  between  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  Streets. 

The  ambulance  entrance  is  from  Twenty-fourth  Street  and  at  the 
rear  of  the  administration  building,  and  away  from  the  main  entrance, 
in  order  to  expedite  the  reception  of  this  class  of  patients. 

The  dispensary  entrance  is  at  the  side  and  as  far  as  possible  from 
the  main  entrance,  for  obvious  reasons. 

The  service  entrances  are  at  the  rear  and  in  the  basement  of  the 
administration  building.  ^ 

Firevroofing. — ^These  building  are  thoroughly  fireproof,  being  built 
of  brick  and  steel,  protected  with  terra  cotta,  and  tne  staircases  and 
main  corridors  have  "cut-off"  steel  doors. 

Exterior. — ^The  exteriors  of  these  buildings  have  been  kept  very 
simple  in  desim  and  materials,  as  the  most  important  parts  of  the 
hospital  are  me  mechanical  equipment,  plumbing,  etc.,  but  it  is 
beheved  that  a  cheerful  effect  has  oeen  obtained  through  the  use  of 
tapestry  brick  and  terra  cotta  on  the  walls  and  red  tile  for  the  roof. 

Economy. — ^Economy  of  construction  and  maintenance  have  bewi 
given  very  careful  consideration,  and  a  minimum  of  cost  consistent 
with  efficient  service  has  been  obtained  through  the  concentration  of 
the  various  services,  as  well  as  elevators,  plumbing,  etc. 

ADMINISTBATION  BUILDINa 

This  building,  as  its  name  would  imply,  is  given  up  largely  to  the 
administrative  oranch  of  the  hospital,  and  it  is  placed  equdly  distant 
from  the  obstetrical  and  gynecological  buildings,  as  its  services  are 
used  to  the  same  extent  by  Doth  of  these  buildings. 

Basement. — In  the  basement  of  this  building  are  found  the  whole- 
sale kitchen  stores  and  housekeeper's  office  next  to  them;  the  boiler 
room,  engine  room,  elevator  machinery,  laundry  and  laundry  machin- 
ery, mattress  storage,  and  general  storage;  ako  a  morgue,  autopsy 
room,  and  waiting  room. 

Entrance. — ^The  main  entrance  is  on  this  floor  and  in  the  center  of 
the  front.  This  main  entrance  gives  into  alai^e  central  corridor  and 
leads  directly  to  the  main  staircase  and  elevator  service. 

Elevator  service. — ^This  elevator  service,  composed  of  three  elevators, 
is  concentrated  on  account  of  economy  of  service  as  well  as  construc- 
tion. The  patients'  elevator  is  lai^e  enough  to  receive  a  bed  and  two 
attendants,  and  the  freight  elevator  is  designed  to  take  care  of  the 
same  service  in  the  event  of  the  other  one  oeing  out  of  repair  tem- 
porarily. The  passenger  elevator  in  the  center  is  much  smaller  and 
mtended  for  passengers  only. 

First  floor. — To  the  right  of  the  main  entrance  is  the  medical 
superintendent's  office  and  toilet  connecting  directly  with  the  board 
room.  To  the  left  of  the  entrance  are  two  waiting  rooms  and  toilet, 
with  the  classroom  beyond.    The  medical  board  room  with  consul- 
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tation  room  adjoining  are  in  the  right-hand  wing  of  this  building  and 
on  this  first  floor.  A  toilet  has  abo  been  provided  for  these  rooms. 
In  the  left-hand  rear  wing  of  this  building  are  the  servants'  quarters, 
with  their  own  means  of  communication,  bathing  facilities,  etc.  In 
the  center  of  the  rear  of  this  building  and  on  this  nrst  floor  is  situated 
the  reception  of  ambulance  patients,  with  an  examination  room  in 
connection  and  connecting  directly  with  the  patients'  elevator  a  few 
feet  away  from  the  entrance,  so  that  patients  can  be  taken  to  the 
wards  or  operating  rooms  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  On  this  same 
floor  and  near  the  ambulance  entrance  are  two  orderlies'  rooms,  with 
bath,  as  their  service  is  more  directly  connected  with  this  entrance. 

On  every  floor  of  the  administration  building  are  situated  two 
pantries,  one  a  ward  pantry  and  the  other  a  diet  pantry,  connecting 
directly  with  the  general  kitchen  and  diet  kitchen  on  the  top  floor. 
In  this  manner  the  food  is  distributed  more  economically. 

Second  floor. — On  the  second  floor  of  the  administration  building 
and  over  the  entrance  it  is  planned  to  have  the  four  internes'  rooms, 
the  pharmacist's  room,  and  a  living  room  and  bath  in  common  to  all 
of  them.  In  the  rear  east  wing  on  this  story  are  found  pathological 
laboratories  with  north  light.  In  this  same  wing  are  found  the 
superintendent  of  nurses'  office,  with  nurses'  stores  connecting 
directly  with  a  special  or  outside  nurses'  room,  where  their  lockers  are 
placed.  The  patients'  dining  room  for  convalescent  patients  is  found 
m  connection  with  the  pantry  on  this  floor,  the  servants'  rooms  and 
bath  being  in  the  same  i)ortion  of  building  as  on  the  floor  below,  with 
their  own  staircase. 

Third  floor. — In  the  front  and  over  the  internes'  rooms  the  medical 
superintendent's  suite  is  situated  and  consists  of  a  dining  room  and 
pantry,  living  room,  and  bedroom  with  bath.  There  is  ako  an 
extra  bedroom  in  this  suite  for  a  visiting  physician.  In  the  east 
rear  wing  are  found  the  housekeeper's  and  dietetician's  rooms  with 
a  bath  dso  the  internes'  dining  room  and  pantry  and  in  the  center 
and  in  the  same  position  as  on  the  floor  below  patients'  dining  room 
connecting  with  the  serving  pantry.  Servants'  rooms  are  in  the 
same  position  and  with  the  same  accommodations  as  on  the  floor 
below. 

Fourth  floor. — In  the  front  and  over  the  medical  superintendent's 
suite  is  the  nurses'  general  dining  room  with  small  dining  rooms  for 
the  superintendent  of  nurses  and  graduate  nurses.  These  are  served 
from  tne  main  ward  serving  pantry,  which  is  on  this  floor  and  con- 
necting directly  with  the  main  kitchen.  The  diet  kitchen  and  pantry 
are  in  the  rear  east  wing.  Both  of  these  kitchens  connect  directly 
with  the  storeroom  on  this  floor.  The  dietetician  has  an  oflBce 
directly  off  of  the  kitchen,  as  she  has  direct  chaise  of  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  cooking.  The  main  ward  pantry  and  main  di^ 
Eantry  are  on  this  floor  and  connecting  directly  with  their  respective 
itchens;  from  them  all  of  the  food  to  the  patients  is  served  tnrougfa 
the  secondary  pantries  of  the  floors  below.  The  servants'  dining 
rooms  are  in  the  west  rear  wing  in  the  same  unit  and  above  their 
sleeping  quarters. 

Fifth  floor. — On  this  floor  of  the  administration  building  are  found 
the  isolation  unit  and  the  quarantine  unit,  with  fresh  air  cut  off 
from  the  rest  of  the  hospital. 
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The  isolation  unit  is  composed  of  two  units,  the  operating  unit 
and  the  ward  unit.  The  operating  unit  consists  of  an  operating 
room  with  north  light,  an  anesthetic  room,  sterilizing  room,  utility 
room,  wash  room,  and  surgeons'  wash  room.  This  unit  is  used  for 
operating  on  septic  cases.  The  ward  unit  is  composed  of  two  wards, 
one  white  and  one  colored,  with  bathroom  for  eacn  and  a  kitchenette 
in  common. 

The  quarantine  imit  is  composed  of  a  one-bed  ward  with  bathroom, 
an  interne's  room,  nurse's  room,  cook's  room,  and  kitchenette.  This 
unit  is  entirely  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  hospital  by  means  of  the 
outside  corridor. 

OBSTETRICAL  BUILDING. 

First  floor. — This  floor  is  composed  of  two  8-bed  wards,  a  2-bed 
ward  and  a  quiet  room,  with  nursery  and  babies'  bath  connecting. 
The  orientation  of  these  wards  gives  them  the  greatest  amount 
of  sunshine  and  also  enables  one  nurse  to  take  care  of  them  both,  as 
she  is  able  to  see  every  bed  from  a  central  position.  From  this 
position  she  can  also  command  the  ward  corridor  leading  to  the 
main  corridor.  A  room  for  the  reception  of  patients  is  provided 
near  the  main  corridor  in  such  a  pcMsition  that  a  patient  can  be 
received  here  and  her  clothes  changed  without  coming  in  contact 
with  any  of  the  inmates  of  the  wards.  Utility,  linen,  bath  and 
toilet  rooms  are  provided  in  close  proximity  to  the  wards  propner. 
Room  for  waiting  women  has  been  provided.  A  solarium  with 
removable  window  sash  has  been  provided  for  each  ward.  Two 
large  ducts  with  an  iron  ladder  in  each  so  that  they  may  be  inspected 
at  any  time  will  contain  all  of  the  main  heating,  lighting,  and  plumb- 
ing ducts. 

Second  floor. — ^This  floor  is  a  duplicate  of  the  one  below. 

Third  Jloor. — ^This  floor  is  given  up  to  private  rooms  with  baths, 
there  being  11  private  rooms  and  4  oaths.  There  is  also  a  nursery 
and  babies'  batn  on  this  floor,  as  well  as  a  2-bed  ward.  The  usual 
service  rooms,  such  as  utility,  linen,  and  toilet  and  the  nurses'  toilet, 
are  found  on  this  floor.  The  head  obstetrical  nurse  has  been  placed 
on  this  floor  as  being  in  a  centrally  located  position  in  this  building. 

Fourth  ^or.— On  this  floor  is  found  the  operating  rooms,  composed 
of  two  delivery  rooms  and  a  consultation  room,  two  recovery  rooms, 
and  a  sterilizing  room,  as  well  as  the  nurses'  wash  room  and  surgeons' 
wash  room,  'una  unit  has  been  placed  on  the  top  floor  of  this  wing 
in  order  to  be  in  as  quiet  a  place  as  possible.  It  will  be  completely 
isolated  from  the  rest  of  that  building  by  means  of  a  cut-off  corridor. 
Another  delivery  room  can  be  placed  in  this  unit  if  so  desired. 

Roof  garden,. — In  the  front  portion  of  this  obstetrical  building  and 
over  the  wards  on  the  third  floor,  space  has  been  left  for  a  roof  guxien. 

OYNBCOLOOICAL  BUILDINQ. 

First  floor. — On  the  first  floor  of  this  building  and  at  the  rear,  with 
easy  access  from  Twenty-fourth  Street,  the  dispensary  has  been 
located.  Two  waiting  rooms  with  toilet  for  each  have  been  provided ; 
also  an  examination  room  and  emergencv  room.  The  pharmacy  is 
on  this  floor  and  connecting  directl^r  with  the  dispensary  as  well  as 
the  hospital  proper.    The  front  portion  of  this  building  on  thb  floor 
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is  given  up  to  gynecological  wards.  There  are  two  4-bed  wards  and 
two  2-bea  wards  and  a  quiet  room  with  the  usual  service  rooms 
including  utility,  linen,  toilet,  bath,  reception  of  patients,  and  kitch- 
enette.   Two  solariums  are  provided  at  the  ends  of  the  wards. 

Second  floor. — ^This  floor  is  composed  of  two  8-bed  wards  and  two 
2-bed  wards  and  a  quiet  room,  as  well  as  a  massage  room  and  the 
same  number  of  service  rooms  as  on  the  floor  below,  the  nurse  having 
the  same  advantageous  position  in  connection  with  the  wards  as  in  the 
obstetrical  building. 

Each  patient  in  these  wards  as  well  as  in  the  obstetrical  building 
will  have  1,500  cubic  feet  of  air  space  and  about  125  square  feet  of 
floor  area. 

Third  Jloor, — ^The  third  floor  of  this  building  contains  12  private 
rooms  with  6  baths;  also  a  2-bed  ward  and  the  same  service  rooms  as 
on  the  floor  below.  The  head  operating  nurse  has  her  office  on  this 
floor  and  in  a  position  most  centrally  located  for  the  building. 

Fourth  floor. — ^This  floor  is  g^ven  up  entirely  to  the  operating  unit. 
This  unit  is  shown  as  containing  one  large  operating  room,  with 
anesthetic  room,  two  recovery  rooms,  sterflizing  room  and  instru- 
ment storeroom  in  connection,  a  consultation  room,  and  the  usual 
nurses'  wash  room  and  surgeons'  wash  room.  Space  could  be  found 
for  another  operating  room  on  this  floor  if  deemed  necessary.  This 
operating  room  faces  north  and  will  have  all  the  modem  improve- 
ments that  an  operating  room  of  this  nature  calls  for.  The  front 
{>ortion  of  the  roof  of  the  gynecological  building  is  given  up  to  space 
or  a  roof  garden. 

MECHANICAL   EQUIPMENT. 

The  major  portbn  of  the  mechanical  equipment  is  located  in  the 
basement  of  the  administration  building.  Centralljr  located  near 
the  stack  are  two  boilers  of  the  water-tube  type,  especially  chosen  on 
account  of  their  reliability  and  safetv.  These  boilers  not  only  supply 
steam  for  the  heating  system,  kitcnen,  sterilizers  and  other  special 
hospital  apparatus,  but  also  to  two  compound  condensing  engines 
which  supply  the  necessary  power  for  lighting,  elevators,  fans, 
laundry,  etc.  The  basement  also  contains  a  complete  steam  laundiy 
and  refrigerating  plant. 

Heating. — ^The  buildings  are  heated  by  low-pressure  steam  radiatoFB 
of  a  sanitary  hospital  type  exposed  in  the  rooms  with  the  exception 
of  the  operating  suite,  for  whicn  air  is  taken  from  the  outside,  passed 
through  an  air  washer  where  the  impurities  are  eliminatea,  and 
supphed  to  the  rooms  at  a  proper  temperature.  The  special  feature 
of  tne  operating  suite  is  that  the  air  will  be  cooled  in  summer.  The 
temperature  of  all  rooms  is  automatically  controlled. 

VerUiUUion. — ^The  ventilation  for  waras  and  workrooms  is  what  is 
known  as  the  direct  system,  by  which  the  fresh  air  is  obtained  throu^ 
the  windows,  the  foul  air  being  removed  by  ducts,  assisted  under 
extreme  conditions  by  suction  fans. 

Lighting. — The  lighting  has  been  designed  with  special  r^ard  to 
economy  as  well  as  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  In  the  operating 
rooms  it  is  proposed  to  install  an  improved  system  of  the  indirect 
lighting  found  so  successful  in  the  modern  German  hospitals. 
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Plumbing.— In  the  plumbing  particular  attention  has  been  given 
toward  simplifying  the  piping  and  obtaining  sanitary  fixtures  of  most 
approved  hospital  type.  In  the  ward  buildings  a  marked  feature  is 
tne  accessibility  of  the  plumbing  pipes  by  grouping  them  in  a  pipe 
shaft  of  sufficient  size  to  admit  a  workman  for  inspection  and  repairs. 
Another  interesting  i>oint  is  that  provision  has  been  made  for  obtain- 
ing water  from  two  separate  city  distribution  systems,  Aivhich  would 
insure  a  continuous  supply  in  case  of  accident  to  one  of  them. 

CdH-beU  system, — Tne  caU-bell  system  is  unusual  in  that  it  is 
noiseless,  all  signals  being  given  by  the  flashing  of  small  electric  lamps. 
At  the  same  time  the  entire  system  is  connected  with  a  master  annun- 
ciator in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  nurses,  by  which  means  a 
check  on  the  work  of  tJie  nurses  is  obtained. 

Economy, — The  entire  mechanical  equipment  has  been  designed 
with  a  view  to  economy  of  maintenance  and  simplicity  of  operation, 
and  all  apparatus  has  been  selected  as  th6  best  obtainable  to  this  end.

EXCAVATING. 

Present  building. — ^Tear  down  and  remove  present  building  shown 
in  dotted  lines  on  the  block  plan.  Remove  all  drainage  piping.  All 
old  materials  to  become  the  property  of  the  contractor  and  to  be 
removed  from  the  site. 

Excavation. — Excavate  for  basement,  pits,  trenches,  areas,  etc. 
The  excavated  material  will  be  used  for  filling  around  the  premises. 
Bottom  of  footings  1  foot  below  floor  or  3  feet  below  grade,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

FiU. — ^Back  fill  around  walls  and  fill  old  excavations  with  earth  in 
solidly  tamped  layers. 

Cleaning. — ^Remove  all  rubbish  from  the  premises. 

CONCRETE   WORK. 

Footings. — ^Build  concrete  footings  under  all  walls,  piers,  and 
columns.  Build  concrete  foundations  for  boilers,  engines,  and  set 
machinery. 

Floors, — ^Lay  a  3-inch  bed  of  concrete  over  floors  of  basement  and 
areas,  and  over  boiler  room  and  coal  pockets  where  they  extend 
under  drive.  After  waterproofing  lay  a  second  3-inch  bed.  Be- 
tween lower  bed  of  concrete  and  waterproofing  in  morgue,  autopsv 
room,  waiting  room,  and  storerooms  lay  a  sheet  of  coated  wire  mesh 
similar  to  that  used  in  wire  glass,  lapping  all  joints  well  and  turned 
up  1  foot  against  walls. 

Lay  a  6-inch  bed  over  all  walks,  steps,  and  drives  marked  ''ce- 
ment" on  plans,  over  a  6-inch  base  of  crushed  stone. 

Lay  a  2-mch  rough  bed  of  concrete  over  space  under  first  floor  of 
wings. 
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All  walks,  steps,  and  drives,  and  all  floors  so  indicated  on  plans 
shall  have  a  top  dressing  1  inch  thick  marked  off  as  directed.  All 
rooms  so  marked  shall  have  a  6-inch  cement  cove  base  turned  up 
against  wall.     All  walks  and  drives  shall  have  copings  as  shown. 

FiU. — Over  all  terra-cotta  floors  lay  a  l^-inch  bed  of  clean  sand. 
On  top  of  the  sand  bed  fill  in  with  cinder  concrete  to  approximately 
1^  inches  below  the  finished  floor  line. 

Where  linoleum  floors  are  specified  finish  with  1-inch  top  dressing 
brought  to  a  level,  smooth  surface. 

Set  sleepers  where  wood  floors  are  specified. 

Gravd  drive. — Where  shown,  8-inch  bed  of  3-inch  broken  stone, 
3-inch  layer  of  coarse  gravel  and  sand,  rolled  solid,  and  properly 
graded. 

BRICKWORK. 

Ccymmcm  hrick. — All  walls  below  grade  and  the  backing  of  all 
exterior  walls  shall  be  built  of  hard-burned  straight  red  bnck,  well 
bonded,  and  laid  in  cement  mortar. 

Build  in  aU  ironwork  hereafter  specified  as  necessary. 

Enameled  hrick. — ^The  partitions  and  interior  faces  of  walls  of 
morgue,  autopsy  room,  engine  room,  storerooms,  kitchen,  and  diet 
kitchen  shall  Tbe  built  of  enameled  brick. 

Paving  hrick. — The  inclined  drive  to  tradesmen's  entrance  and  a 
space  10  feet  wide  by  the  full  width  of  the  boiler  room  shall  be  paved 
with  vitrfied  brick,  grouted  with  cement  mortar. 

Face  hrick. — The  exterior  exposed  surfaces  of  all  walls  shall  be 
faced  with  light-colored  wire  cut  brick. 

STONEWORK. 

Oranite. — ^The  entrance  steps  and  platform,  base  course  on  all  sides, 
basement  window,  and  exterior  door  sills  shall  be  light  CTay  granite. 

Limestone. — ^AU  other  stonework  shall  be  Indiana  limestone  of 
best  quality  set  with  nonstaining  cement  mortar.  All  projecting 
courses  cut  with  seats,  washes,  and  drips.  Each  stone  anchored 
Balusters  doweled. 

WATERPROOFING. 

The  flat  roofs  and  the  entire  floors  and  walls  of  the  basement,  the 
driveway  over  the  boiler  room  and  coal  pockets  and  the  floors  of  all 
operating  rooms,  delivery  rooms,  toilets,  baths,  utility  rooms,  pan- 
tries, storage  rooms,  kitchens,  kitchenettes,  laboratory  and  pna^ 
macy  shall  be  waterproofed  with  three  layers  of  water-dyke  felt  and 
Neponset  Compouna. 

All  waterproofing  shaU  be  guaranteed  for  two  years,  and  the  same 
shall  be  secured  by  a  surety  bond. 

ORNAMENTAL  IRON. 

The  following  ornamental  and  miscellaneous  ironwork  shall  be 
umished  and  set  by  this  contractor: 

Balconies  as  shown  on  elevation. 

Manhole  frames  and  covers  to  coal  pockets  cast  iron,  bulVa-eye 
lights  in  covers. 
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Grilles  1-inch  wrought  iron  bars  4-mch  centers  to  windows  and 
doors  in  basement  and  rear  windows  on  first  floor  of  administration 
building. 

Stairs  in  boiler  room  and  platform  and  steps  at  ambulance  en- 
trance cast-iron  pipe  rail,  ana  Mason  safety  treads.     No  risers. 

Stairs  interior:  Cast-iron  strings,  plain  cast-iron  risers.  Treads 
and  platforms  l^incb  unfading  green  slate.  Handrail  on  each  side 
24-incb  iron  pipe  on  iron  brackets,  or  1-inch  plain  wrought-iron 
balusters. 

Ladders  20  inches  wide  extending  in  each  duct  space  (140,  240, 
340,  etc.)  from  top  to  bottom  secured  with  knees  at  every  floor. 

Marquise  over  entire  platform  at  ambulance  entrance  of  steel  chan- 
nels and  tees,  no  molded  or  ornamental  work.  Glazed  wiUi  wire 
glass  and  drained  to  gutter.  ^ 

Sidewalk  doors  for  ash  hoist  wrought  iron  in  wrought-iron  frames 
automatic  safety  pattern  channeled  surface. 

Vault  lights  over  boiler  room  "Barlock"  steel  and  concrete  con- 
struction monitor  curb  with  hinged  ventilating  opening. 

Doors  in  corridors  and  to  stairs  in  wings,  boiler  room,  and  engine 
room,  shall  be  hollow  metal. 

Jambs  of  doors  in  corridors  and  to  elevators,  food  lifts,  stairs, 
baths,  toilets,  operating  rooms,  sterilizing  rooms,  wash  rooms,  utihty 
rooms,  laboratory,  penthouses,  and  wards  shall  be  rolled  steel  of 
approved  pattern  finishing  flush  with  plaster.    No  trim. 

Elevator  and  food-lift  doors  shall  be  iron  and  wire  glass  with  necest- 
sary  hangers  and  latijhes.  Inclosure  around  passenger  elevator 
shall  be  iron  and  wire  glass. 

Medicine  closets:  Colct-roUed,  leveled,  steel,  white  enameled,  with 
shelves  and  separate  compartment  for  poisons.  In  each  nurse's 
room  in  ward  building. 

SHEET-MBTAL  WOBK. 

All  flashings,  gutters,  and  rain-leaders  and  all  cornices,  balustrades 
and  balcony  raiungs  so  indicated  and  the  filling  of  the  spandrils  of 
the  solaria  shall  be  16-ounce  copper.  Flashings  properly  carried  up 
around  pipes,  columns,  etc.,  wnere  passing  through  waterproofing. 
All  plain  surfaces  crimped. 

TELE   WOBK. 

Pitch  roofs  shall  be  covered  with  Ludowici  Spanish  tile.  Flat 
roofs  shall  be  covered  with  promenade  tile  pitched  to  drain  and 
grouted  with  cement  on  a  cement  mortar  bed. 

PLASTERING. 

Furring, — The  ceiling  directly  under  each  roof,  the  small  space  at 
the  end  of  each  east-and-west  corridor,  the  ceilings  of  general  baths 
and  toilets  in  ward  buildings  and  the  kitchen  ceiung  shall  be  furred 
down  with  liffht  angles  or  tees  hung  from  roof  beams  bv  steel  clips. 

Lathing. — All  furred  ceilings  and  the  spaces  over  all  cnases,  ducts. 
or  columns  not  covered  by  terra  cotta  shall  be  lathed  with  coated 
expanded  metal  or  wire  lath. 
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Plastering. — ^The  soffit  of  the  main  stairs,  all  walls  (where  wainscots 
are  not  specified),  and  ceiling  throughout,  except  in  the  boiler  room, 
coal  pockets,  ana  the  unfinished  portion  under  the  wings,  shall  be 
plastered  with  an  approved  brand  of  hard  wall  plaster,  nard  white 
troweled  finish.  All  internal  and  external  angles  shall  be  rounded 
1  inch  radius.  At  all  windows  plaster  shall  be  carried  into  jambs, 
sills  and  heads  of  windows  and  nnished  against  frame. 

Keene^B  cement, — ^All  rooms  and  corridors  where  linoleum  floors 
are  specified  shall  have  Keene's  cement  bases  6  inches  high  coved 
1  inch  radius  at  bottom  and  flush  with  the  plaster  at  the  top. 

INTERIOR  MARBLE  AND  TILE. 

Marble, — All  partitions  inclosing  baths  and  water  closets  shall  be 
polished  marble  secured  with  enameled  standard  clamps,  etc. 

Walls  and  floors  of  operating  rooms  covered  with  pmk  Tennessee 
marble  to  a  height  of  6  leet.  Marble  cove  base  1  inch  radius.  Floor 
and  base  honed,  walls  polished.  Slabs  as  large  as  practicable,  joints 
ground  and  fitted. 

Tile, — All  baths,  toilets,  wash  rooms,  utility  rooms,  sterilizing 
roomSj  delivery  rooms^  pantries,  kitchenettes,  rooms  for  the  reception 
of  patients,  and  exammation  rooms,  the  laboratory,  morgue,  autopsy 
room,  pharmacy,  shall  have  floors  of  white  unglazed  tile  with  6-inch 
glazed-tile  bases,  and  all  the  above  except  the  momie  and  autopsy 
rooms  shall  have  glazed-tile  wainscots  4  feet  6  iudies  high  angles 
rounded  2  iuch  radius  and  carried  into  windows. 

EXTERIOR  HILL  WORK. 

Furnish  and  set  window  frames  and  sash,  door  frames  and  doors, 
all  of  clear  white  pine  with  glazed  transoms  and  glass  panels  as  shown. 

Furnish  and  set  all  exterior  millwork  shown. 

Soffit  of  main  cornice  shall  have  3  by  8  inch  show  rafters  2-foot 
centers  sheathed  over  with  two  thicknesses  T.  &  G.  sheathing. 

Screens, — ^Approved  type  of  metal  screens  to  all  exterior  openings. 

Weather  stnps, — ^Approved  type  of  metal  weather  strips  to  all  ex- 
terior openings. 

INTERIOR  MILLWORK. 

Doors, — ^Flush  veneer  "slab"  doors  with  rabbeted  wooden  frames 
where  not  otherwise  specified. 

Doors,  transom  bars,  and  transoms  shall  be  beveled  or  rounded  at 
top  to  shed  dust. 

Glazed  doors,  and  transoms  to  have  rounded  wood  strips  to  hold 
glass  in  place. 

Trim  m  general  3  by  }  inches  rounded  to  shed  dust,  out  back  at 
bottom  to  allpw  cove  base  to  extend  continuously  through  the 
opening. 

Shelving  to  closets  in  administration  building  and  private  rooms, 
wood  supported  on  wood  strips.     In  linen  closete,  slats. 

Ba^e,—ln  servants'  rooms,  internes*  living  quarters,  and  superin- 
tendents' suite,  4-inch  plain  with  shoe  mold. 

Flooring, — In  all  bedrooms  and  short  halls  leading  to  bedrooms  in 
administration  building,  rift  Georgia  pine. 
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In  waiting  rooms,  board  room,  classroom,  medical  board  room, 
medical  superintendent's  office  and  short  halls  between  same,  and  in 
living  room,  dining  room,  and  hall  to  medical  superintendent's  quar- 
ters, third  floor  front,  quartered  white  oak.  In  kitchen,  diet  kitchen, 
and  storeroom,  top  floor,  "composite''  flooring  (no  base). 

Elsewhere  throughout  buildmg,  except  where  tile  is  specified, 
plain  heavy  linoleum  of  John  Pray's  Sons  Co.  or  equal  maniuacture, 
T^inch  thick  glued  to  cement  floor  with  waterproof  glue  and  thor- 
oughly rolled  and  stretched  ioto  place,  all  joints  filled.  Width  of 
linoleum  to  be  as  great  as  practicable. 

MISCELLANEOUS   OABPENTER  WORE. 

Furnish  and  set  groimds,  bucks,  sleepers,  subfiooring  for  wood 
floors. 

PAINTING. 

All  woodwork  and  ironwork  shall  be  painted  one  coat  all  over 
before  setting. 

All  work  shall  be  painted  in  addition  to  priming; 

Exterior  millwork,  3  coats. 

Ornamental  iron  work,  3  coats. 

Interior  woodwork,  Keene's  cement,  and  exposed  metal  such  as 
doors,  frames  and  sash,  3  coats  lead  and  oil,  2  coats  enamel. 

Millwork  in  servants'  and  orderlies'  bedrooms,  servants'  dining 
rooms,  and  rear  stair  hall,  3  coats  varnish. 

Walls  and  ceilings  of  operating  and  delivery  rooms  shall  be  painted 
4  coats  and  2  coats  enamel  rubbed. 

All  other  plaster  work  throughout  buUding  shall  be  sized  and 
given  2  coats  of  waterproof  flat  wall  finish. 

GLAZING. 

All  windows,  transoms,  glazed  doors,  and  partition  sash  not  other- 
wise specified  shall  be  glazed  with  double-thick  cylinder  glass.  The 
operatmg-room  windows  shall  be  glazed  with  J-inch  polished  French 
plate. 

HABDWABE. 

Set  all  finished  hardware  furnished  under  another  contract. 

ALTEBNATES. 

Give  alternate  price  if  ''Compolite"  or  **Carbolith"  be  used  wher- 
ever linoleum  is  specified,  with  base  of  same  material  instead  of 
Keene's  cement  base  specified. 

Give  alternate  price  if  all  wards,  private  rooms,  and  corridors 
have  a  4-foot  6-inch  Keene's  cement  wainscot  flush  with  plaster  in 
addition  to  base  specified. 

Give  alternate  price  if  operating  rooms  have  tile  floors  and  base 
and  Keene's  cement  wainscot  instead  of  marble  specified.  Keene's 
cement  painted  as  specified  for  plaster. 

Give  alternate  price  if  polisned  plate  glass  be  substituted  for 
cylinder  glass  throughout. 
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8TBUCTUBAL  STEEL  AND  IRON   WORK. 

Note. — All  work  included  under  this  heading  will  be  subject  to 
the  General  Conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  me  entire  work. 

The  work  called  for  comprises  all  of  the  steel  girders,  beams,  col- 
umns, tie  rods,  connections,  bolts,  rivets,  etc.^  required  and  indi- 
cated on  the  drawings  and  called  for  in  this  specification.  All 
necessary  labor,  tools,  implements,  and  materials  for  erecting,  con- 
necting, riveting,  and  bolting  in  place  complete  are  also  included 
in  the  work. 

Structural  steel. — ^Process  of  manufacture:  Steel  shall  be  open- 
hearth  steel  of  American  manufacture,  finished  straight,  smooth, 
and  free  from  defects. 

Chemical  properties:  Maximum  phosphorus,  0.10  per  cent. 

Physical  properties:  Structural  steel  shall  be  of  two  grades,  rivet, 
and  medium.    All  steel  shall  be  free  from  rust. 

Rivet  8ted. — ^Ultimate  strength,  48,000  to  58,000  pounds  per  square 
inch. 

Elastic  limit  not  less  than  one-half  the  ultimate  strength.

Steel  warTc. — ^Workmanship :  All  workmanship  shall  be  of  such  char- 
acter that  connections  shall  possess  strength  and  durability  at  least 
equal  to  that  of  the  main  members  connected  hj  them.  In  general,  all 
connections  shall  be  riveted;  but  where  riveting  is  impossible  bolts 
shall  be  used,  the  nuts  to  be  drawn  up  tight,  and  then  the  threads 
upset  with  a  chisel. 

All  abutting  surfaces  of  compression  members  must  be  finished  with 
a  rotary  facing  machine  to  even  bearing,  so  tJiat  they  shall  be  in  such 
contact  throughout  as  may  be  obtained  oy  such  means. 

The  rivet  holes  for  spUce  plates  of  abutting  membera  shall  be  so 
accurately  spaced  that  when  the  members  are  brought  into  position 
tJie  holes  shall  be  truly  opposite  before  the  rivets  are  driven. 

The  ends  of  all  stiffeners  must  be  milled  to  come  to  a  bearing  con- 
tact at  both  top  and  bottom  ends. 

Rivets:  The  pitch  of  rivets  in  all  classes  of  work  shall  never  exceed 
6  inches  nor  16  times  the  thinnest  outside  plate,  nor  be  less  than  three 
diameters  of  the  rivet.  The  rivet  shall  generally  be  f  inch  diameter 
unless  otherwise  required.  The  distance  between  the  edge  of  any 
piece  and  the  center  of  the  rivet  hole  must  never  be  less  than  1 J  inches. 
When  practicable,  it  shall  be  at  least  two  diameters  of  the  rivet. 
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Rivets  must  comptetely  fill  tlie  holes  when  upset  and  have  heads  con- 
centric with  the  nvet  of  a  height  not  less  than  0.6,  the  diameter  of  the 
rivet^  and  in  full  contact  with  the  surface  or  be  countersunk  when  so 
required  and  machine  driven  wherever  practicable.  Field  riveting 
shall  be  done  with  a  pneumatic  hammer. 

Punching:  The  diameter  of  the  punch  shall  not  exceed  by  more 
than  ^  of  an  inch  the  diameter  of  tne  rivets  to  be  used,  and  all  holes 
must  be  clean  cuts  without  torn  or  ragged  edges.  Rivet  holes  must  be 
accurately  spaced.  The  use  of  drift  pins  will  be  allowed  only  for 
bringing  together  the  several  parts  forming  a  member,  and  they  must 
not  be  driven  with  such  force  as  to  disturb  the  metal  about  the  holes. 

Holes  in  material  f  inch  thick  or  less  may  be  punched  full  size. 
Holes  in  material  H  inch  thick  or  over  must  either  be  drilled  or 
punched  i  inch  small,  reamed  to  size. 

Built  members  must,  when  finished,  be  true  and  free  from  twists, 
kinks,  buckles,  or  open  ioints  between  the  component  pieces. 

Standard  framing. — ^AJl  connections  to  be  standard.  jBeams  resting 
on  masonry  to  have  standard  anchors  and  wall-bearing  plates. 

Paintina, — All  structural  steel  and  iron  work  before  leavmg  the  shop 
shall  be  cleaned  of  all  rust,  grease,  dirt,  etc.,  and  given  one  coat  of 
graphite  paint.  Where  members  are  in  contact  when  assembled  each 
surface  shall  receive  one  coat  before  beiug  assembled. 

After  erection  all  structural  steel  and  iron  shall  receive  two  coats  of 
graphite  paint.  Parts  inaccessible  after  erection  shall  receive  three 
coats  before.     Successive  coats  of  paint  shall  be  of  different  colors. 

All  machine  or  turned  surfaces  shall  receive  a  coat  of  white  lead  and 
tallow  immediately  after  being  cut. 

All  material  for  paintmg  shall  be  delivered  on  the  premises  or  at  the 
shop  where  the  work  wul  be  done,  in  the  original  packages  with 
unbroken  seals.  Paint  shall  be  kept  well  stirred  while  being  applied, 
and  shall  be  well  rubbed  on  with  a  brush.  All  material  must  oe  dry 
and  thoroughly  cleaned  before  being  painted,  and  each  coat  must  be 
dry  before  the  next  coat  is  applied. 

Inspection, — ^As  soon  as  possible  after  the  award  of  the  contract 
the  architect  must  be  notified  as  to  where  the  steel  will  be  obtained, 
and  the  shop  where  it  will  be  fabricated,  so  that  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  inspection.  Reasonable  opportunity  for  inspection  by 
special  handUng  of  all  materials  especially  turned  to  permit  examina- 
tion of  all  sides  shall  be  granted.  Eacn  piece  of  material  shall  be 
printed  with  the  number  of  the  orijginal  furnace  heat,  except  that 
such  printing  may  be  waived  by  the  inspector.  A  record  of  chemical 
analysis  and  press  copies  of  shipping  invoices,  also  all  records  or 
books  giving  information  as  to  the  quality  of  material,  shall  be  open 
for  inspection  by  the  architect. 

The  work  shall  not  be  made  up,  painted,  or  shipped  before  the 
materials  have  been  inspected  or  written  notice  received  from  the 
architect  for  making  such  inspection  that  the  inspection  will  be 
waived.  Should  materials  be  painted  or  shipped  before  inspection, 
unless  notice  is  received  that  mspection  will  be  waived,  the  cost  of 
extra  inspection  will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  the  contractor. 

SJiop  wrawing8. — ^The  contractor  shall  promptly  on  execution  of  the 
contract  prepare  complete  and  full  shop  drawings  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  arcnitect,  and  submit  three  sets  or  the  same  to  him  for  examina- 
tion, approval,  and  use. 
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The  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  details 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  work  shown  on  the  shop  drawings,  not- 
withstanding their  approval  by  the  architect. 

Penthouses. — ^The  steel  for  penthouses,  fan  houses,  and  elevator 
sheave  support  not  shown  on  tne  drawings,  but  the  contractor  shall 
furnish  and  erect  the  same.  The  elevator  sheave  supports  in  general 
shall  be  12-inch  Sl^-pound  I,  while  the  penthouses  snail  be  nramed 
in  general  with  6  by  6  by  f  inch  angle  struts  and  8-inch  ll^-pound 
channels. 

FIBEPBOOFINa. 

Note. — ^All  work  included  under  this  heading  will  be  subject  to 
the  general  conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  t£e  entire  work. 

Work  included. — ^The  terra-cotta  fireproofing  called  for  in  the  fol- 
lowing specifications  comprises  all  the  terra-cotta  blocks,  slabs,  shoe 
tile,  etc.,  required  to  fill  the  beam  spaces  and  protect  all  plate  and 
beam  girders,  all  column  furrings,  wau  furring,  partition  blocks,  book 
tile  of  whatever  size  or  character  to  finish  complete  all  work  shown 
or  called  for  on  the  plans  or  in  this  specification. 

All  terra  cotta  must  be  first  class  m  all  respects,  three-quarters  of 
an  inch  thick,  out  of  wind,  sound  throughout,  semiporous,  thoroughly 
satisfactory  to  the  architect. 

The  framing  in  general  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  provide  for 
level  ceilings.  The  bottom  of  the  arches,  when  set,  shall  finish  2 
inches  below  the  bottom  of  the  beams.  Depth  of  arches  in  all  cases 
shall  be  not  less  than  that  of  beams  or  as  required  on  drawings. 

The  blocks  shall  be  made  to  fit  the  several  beam  spacings  shown 
on  the  plans,  with  proper  allowances  for  mortar  joints  without  cut- 
ting the  blocks.  An  special  or  irregular  spaces  indicated  shall  either 
have  special  tile,  or,  if  practicable  to  use  regular  material,  this  may 
be  done  with  the  consent  of  the  architect. 

Small  spaces  that  can  not  be  satisfactorily  filled  with  terra  cotta 
may  be  fiUed  with  reenforced  concrete  as  directed. 

All  girder  coverings  shall  fully  cover  every  part  of  the  ironwork. 
At  no  point  shall  there  be  less  than  2  inches  of  terra  cotta.    Shoe 

graces,  if  necessary,  must  be  specially  made  for  the  place  and  must 
t  snudy  and  securely  to  properly  support  the  soffit  plastering 
under  me  girders. 

The  partitions  shall  be  formed  in  general  of  terra-cotta  partition 
blocks  3  inches  thick.  Whatever  baseboard,  chair  rail,  picture  mold- 
ing, wood  paneling,  etc.,  is  called  for,  3  by  3>by  12  incii  full  porous 
terra-cotta  blocks  shall  be  inserted  to  provide  sufficient  nailm^  for 
all  OTounds,  etc.,  required  to  place  all  woodwork.  These  nailing 
blocks  must  hold  nails  firmly,  and  all  material  not  fulfilling  this 
requirement  will  be  rejected.  The  number,  spacing,  etc.,  of  these 
blocks  will  be  determined  by  the  architect. 

Heads  of  all  openings  not  over  5  feet  wide  shall  be  formed  with 
terra-cotta  arches  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  superimposed  work. 
Heads  of  all  openings  over  5  feet  wide  shall  be  provided  with  channel 
or  angle  lintels  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  arches. 

Similar  construction  will  be  required  over  the  head  of  wide  win- 
dow openings  to  carry  terra-cotta  furring. 

Wall  furnng  throughout  entire  buildings  above  basement  shall  be 
placed  directly  on  the  exterior  walls  and  consist  of  spUt  4-inch  terra- 
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cotta  blocks.  This  wall  furring  shall  have  porous  blocks  for  nailing 
purposes,  as  described  above.  All  other  furring  shall  be  as  shown  on 
the  drawings,  generally  3  inches  thick,  with  all  nailing  blocks,  etc., 
as  called  for  above. 

Terra-cotta  furring  shall  build  in  around  structural  steel  columns 
inclosing  same  as  solidly  as  possible. 

All  terra-cotta  work  shall  be  set  in  cement  mortar  composed  of 
one  part  cement  and  three  parts  clean  sand  with  lime  putty  equal  to 
10  per  cent  of  the  cement. 

All  furring  of  waUs,  etc.,  and  backing  of  marblework  not  otherwise 
called  for  or  shown  shall  be  done  with  terra  cotta. 

Contractor  shall  carefully  examine  the  structural  iron  drawings  to 
ascertain  structural  members  provided  under  that  work.    All  other 
pipe  supports,  metal  hangers,  braces,  bolts,  tees,  anchors,  etc.,  nee-  ■ 
essary  to  set  this  terra-cotta  work  in  a  thoroughly  safe  and  stable 
manner  shall  be  included  in  this  work. 

Contractor  shall  submit  for  approval  shop  drawings  of  work  show- 
ing proposed  jointing,  method  of  support,  etc.,  complete  in  order 
that  they  may  be  checked  before  work  is  commenced.  These  draw- 
ings must  be  made  and  submitted  immediately  after  letting  of  the 
contract  in  order  to  avoid  delays. 

HEATING  AND   VENTILATING   EQUIPMENT. 

Note. — General  conditions  govern  where  appUcable. 

Description. — This  item  of  the  specification  provide  for  furnishing 
all  the  labor  and  material  necessary  to  install  a  one-pipe  low-pressure 
steam-heating  apparatus  with  air  removal  system  in  the  hospital, 
together  with  air  supply  and  vent  ducts,  fans,  indirect  radiators,  etc., 
and  air  washer  for  fourth-floor  suite.  Steam  pressure  in  exhaust 
mains  in  engine  room  to  be  1  pound.  Fan  with  small  heater,  ducts, 
etc.,  not  shown,  must  be  provided  for  fifth-floor  operating  suite. 

Live  steam  through  reducing  valve  will  be  available  to  make  up 
any  deficiency. 

The  apparatus  when  completed  must  be  entirely  free  from  all 
hanamering  and  cracking  noises  when  in  operation,  at  1-pound 
pressure  at  the  gauge. 

All  work  and  material  must  be  properly  protected,  and  before  the 
apparatus  is  accepted  the  contractor  is  to  put  every  portion  of  the 
work  in  first-class  condition,  at  his  expense,  and  shall  make  good  all 
damage  to  the  building  caused  hj  his  workmen,  and  shall  remove  all 
rubbi5i  resulting  from  the  operations  from  the  premises. 

Piping. — The  neating  supply  mains  are  to  run  from  a  tee  placed  in 
he  exhaust  main  along  the  ceiling  of  the  basement,  graded  in  the 
direction  of  the  flow  of  steam  with  a  OTade  of  not  less  than  three-fourth 
inch  in  10  feet.  All  pipes  to  be  graded  toward  outlets  without  form- 
ing traps.  All  branches  to  be  taken  off  from  top  of  steam  main  with 
eloowB  and  nipples  or  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees.  Due  allowance  must 
be  made  for  contraction  and  expansion  in  installing  all  piping. 

Risers  to  all  radiators  are  to  be  run  in  chases,  and  air-removal 
piping  *is  to  be  run  in  same  chase  with  riser  as  shown  in  detail  of  riser 
connections.  Same  are  to  be  run  as  nearly  as  possible  with  method 
shown. 
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All  radiator  branchee  to  have  a  good  fall  toward  main  to  leave  a 
good  grade  after  pipes  have  expanded.

The  return  mains  are  to  drop  at  the  point  noted  and  discharge  the 
condensation  into  steel  filter  box  filled  with  excelsior.  From  the  filter 
box  condensation  is  to  be  returned  to  feed-water  heater,  as  directed. 

Filter  box  to  be  furnished  under  anotJier  item. 

Pipe  supports, — All  piping  to  be  suspended  with  expansion  pipe 
hangers  or  brackets  of  approved  pattern,  placed  not  over  8  feet  apart 
No  cold  rolled  flat  steel  nangers  will  be  allowed. 

Anchors, — All  steam  and  au*  risers  are  to  be  anchored  with  approved 
anchors  at  middle  of  height  of  riser,  same  to  be  let  well  into  walk. 

Flange  and  brass  unions. — On  each  long  run  of  steam  and  return 
piping  locate  where  shown  on  plans  combination  iron  and  brass 
ground  joints  or  flange  unions,  so  that  any  part  of  the  apparatus 
may  be  disconnected.  Combination  unions  may  be  used  on  pipes 
not  exceeding  2  inches  in  diameter;  all  over  must  be  made  with 
flange  unions. 

Also  locate  on  the  horizontal  branch  to  each  steam  riser  a  ground 
joint  combination  union,  as  above  specified. 

Vaives  on  mains  and  oranches, — Provide  where  shown  or  required 
gate  valves  with  double  noncorrosive  seats,  same  to  be  heavy  weight 
and  constructed  for  a  working  pressure  of  125  pounds.  Valves  2 
inches  in  diameter  and  smaller  to  be  made  of  best  quality  steam 
metal  with  screwed  ends,  and  those  of  2i  inches  diameter  and  over  to 
have  flanged  unions,  iron  body  with  bronze  mountings,  including 
bronze  stems  and  faces,  and  removable  bronze  seats.  Valves  4  inches 
in  diameter  and  over  shall  have  outside  yokes  and  rising  spindles 
designed  to  be  packed  under  pressure.  All  horizontal  branches  to 
risers  to  be  fitted  with  gate  valve  on  main  side  of  union. 

Sleeves  and  plates, — Where  pipes  pass  through  floors  or  partitions, 
they  are  to  be  fitted^  where  practicable,  with  neavy  adjustable  gal- 
vanizcd-iron  floor  thimbles,  with  polished  and  nickel-plated  flanges. 
Nickel-plated  floor,  wall,  and  ceiling  plates  to  be  provided  where 
required.  Where  pipes  pass  through  brick  or  concrete  walls  in  the 
basement  openings  are  to  be  provided  with  wrought-iron  pip6  sleeves 
of  suitable  size,  properly  cemented  in  place.  Where  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  run  pipe  in  floor  construction  same  is  to  be  protected  by  a 
half-round  metal  conduit  of  galvanized  iron  of  No.  20  United  States 
standard  gauge,  of  a  diameter  3  inches  greater  than  pipe  inclosed  by 
same. 

Pipe  coverina. — All  heating  pipes  except  air  removal  piping  to  be 
covered  with  the  best  quality  85  per  cent  magnesia  sectional  cover- 
ing not  less  than  1  inch  thick,  and  all  valves  and  fittings  with  plastic 
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material  of  same  thickness  and  composition  specified  for  pipe.  Brass 
straps  not  less  than  1  inch  wide  and  not  more  than  18  mches  apart 
must  be  installed.  It  must  be  put  on  true  and  even  in  the  oest 
manner  by  skilled  workmen,  and  all  joints  made  tight  with  plastic 
ma^esia.    Samples  to  be  submitted  to  the  architect  for  approval. 

Pipe  avdfittinga, — ^  pipe  used  will  be  new  wrought  iron  or  mild 
steel  of  best  make.  All  pipe  to  be  black  pipe  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied.    All  pipe  must  have  burr  removed  from  the  ends. 

No  bonaing  of  pipe  will  be  allowed  where  fittings  can  be  used. 

All  fittings  to  be  of  size  and  weight  to  correspond  with  the  above 
standard  pipe,  cast  iron,  heavily  beaded,  and  with  cleaivcut  taper 
threads^  witnout  a  malleable  fitting,  lock  nut  running  thread,  or  long 
screws  m  any  part  of  the  apparatus.  Eccentric  fittings  will  be  used 
where  necessary  to  secure  unobstructed  flow  of  the  water  of  condensa- 
tion. 

Joints. — ^All  screw  joints  to  be  made  with  long  taper  threads, 
and  perfectly  tight,  with  graphite  and  oil.  Flange  joints  to  be  made 
with  approved  composition  gaskets  or  rubber. 

Direct  radiation. — The  building,  with  the  exception  of  certain  rooms 
in  the  two  operating  suites,  as  nereinafter  specified,  will  be  heated 
entirely  by  direct  radiation  and  same  will  consist  of  plain-pattern 
Peerless  or  equal.  Two-column  hospital  radiators  with  sections  at 
least  3  inches  on  centers,  of  not  less  than  2§  square  feet  of  heating 
surface  per  section,  will  be  used  except  when  otherwise  shown.  Radia- 
tors will  have  extra  high  legs,  approximately  8  inches  from  center  of 
tapping  to  floor.  The  location,  size,  and  amount  of  surface  must  be  as 
shown  m  radiator  schedule. 

Indirect  heaters. — The  indirect  heaters  for  tempering  and  heating 
the  fresh  air  are  to  be  of  ciast  iron,  blast  type,  of  an  approved  manu- 
facture and  design.  Same  must  be  approximately  30  inches  high 
and  25  inches  wide  when  assembled.  Each  bank  to  contain  40  square 
feet  of  prime  surface  and  a  free  area  of  2.3  square  feet.  There  are  to 
be  2  bante  in  tempering  and  2  in  heating  coils.  The  sections  of  coils 
to  be  held  together  by  special  hexagonal  right-and-left  nipples. 

Each  bank  of  coils  must  have  a  separate  steam  supply  and  return 
on  opposite  end  with  gate  valves  controlling  both  steam  and  return 
connections  in  addition  to  the  diaphragm  valves  on  temperature 
control. 

All  blast  heaters  to  have  substantial  casing  of  galvanized  iron  put 
up  in  an  approved  and  substantial  manner. 

The  heaters  are  to  be  amply  supported  on  suitable  framing  at  the 
elevation  shown. 

The  damper  for  by-passing  heating  coil  is  to  be  under  thermostatic 
control  so  as  to  maintam  110°  in  hot-air  supply  duct. 

Air^waslhing  apparatus. — Furnish  and  erect  where  shown  in  fan 
room  on  roof  of  east  wing  an  approved  pattern  air-washing  apparatus 
which  must  be  of  the  spray  type,  and  must  include  spray  chamber, 
tank,  eliminators,  circulating  pump,  motor,  and  all  piping,  casing, 
etc.,  necessary  to  complete  same,  the  unit  to  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  tnoroughly  purify  1,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute,  volume  of  air 
measured  at  70°  F.  Washer  must  also  be  equipped  with  complete 
humidity-control  apparatus. 
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The  spray  chamber  must  be  fitted  with  approved  nozzles  arranged 
so  that  same  may  be  readily  cleaned. 

The  tank  below  the  spray  chamber  must  be  of  ample  width  and 
length  and  extended  toward  pump  so  as  to  contain  orine  coils  for 
cooling  spray  water  to  65°  in  summer  when  air  is  95®  F.  coming  to  mt 
washer.  The  tank  to  be  galvanized  iron,  and  supported  at  proper 
elevation  in  fan  room. 

Water  supply  to  purifier  to  be  taken  from  the  nearest  water-service 
line  where  directed,  run  as  directed,  and  fitted  with  double-seat  gate 
valve  at  starting  point  and  ball  cock  with  large-sized  float  in  the  tank. 

Tank  to  be  fitted  with  overflow  and  draw  off,  the  latter  provided 
with  double-seat  gate  valve.  Connect  overflow  and  draw-off  pipe 
to  waste  pipe  where  directed. 

The  sprav  chamber  to  be  properly  incased  with  galvanized  iron. 
AH  ironwork  in  connection  with  the  washer  must  be  painted  with  one 
coat  of  approved  paint. 

All  pipe  work  inside  of  air  washer  to  be  brass,  wrought-iron  pipe 
size  and  thickness.  Water  piping  outside  air  washer  to  be  wrou^t 
iron,  galvanized. 

Unless  pump  is  set  so  that  suction  to  same  is  submerged,  same 
must  be  proviaed  with  ^-inch  priming  pipe  fitted  with  a  gate  vaive. 

Fumisn  and  erect  for  air  washer  an  approved-pattern  centrifugal 
pump  of  ample  capacity.  The  pump  suction  to  have  suitable 
strainer.  The  discharge  from  the  pump  to  have  attached  thereto 
a  pressure  gauge  with  a  5-inch  dial,  noncorrosive  movement  and 
japanned  iron  case. 

rump  to  be  driven  by  a  direct-connected  motor  of  proper  size 
mounted  on  a  substantial  cast-iron  sub-base  with  pump. 

The  motor  must  have  suitable  line  switch  and  starting  device 
mounted  where  directed. 

Each  bidder  must  state  in  his  proposal  the  manufacturer  of  air 
washing  device  which  he  intends  to  use;  same  must  be  of  established 
reputation. 

Air  supply  and  vent  ducts. — ^All  ducts  are  to  be  of  ample  weight 
galvanized  iron,  run  as  indicated  on  plans,  in  attic  space  or  furred 
spaces.     Same  to  be  supported  so  that  no  noise  of  vibration  will 
•result. 

All  turns  in  ducts  are  to  be  made  with  ample  radius  and  all  joints 
must  be  of  approved  type. 

Air  splits  to  positively  distribute  the  air  called  for  on  plans  to  each 
room  are  to  be  placed  m  air  supply  ducts  where  indicated  on  plans, 
same  to  be  full  height  of  ducts  and  suitable  length.  They  are  to 
have  suitable  means  of  adjustment.  Handholes  to  be  left  for  access 
to  splits  while  adjusting.  The  quantities  stated  on  plans  are  in  feet 
per  minute. 

Volume  dampers  to  be  placed  in  branch  vent  ducts  where  shown 
on  plans  or  especially  required.  All  dampers  to  be  provided  with 
quadrant  for  hand  control. 

All  ducts,  sheet-steel  work,  etc.,  shall  be  practically  air-tight. 
Vent  flues  to  have  top  and  bottom  registers,  and  hot  air  ducts  must 
be  covered  with  asbestos  paper  in  an  approved  manner.  Hot-air 
flues  top  inlet  only.    All  registers  to  be  plam  lattioe  pattern,  of  finish 
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directed  by  architect.  Top  registers  to  have  chain  pull  with  in- 
dicator. 

Thermostatic  control, — ^A  complete  system  of  automatic  temperature 
control  by  means  of  thermostatic  and  compressed  air  for  the  air- 
supply  apparatus  and  for  control  of  all  direct  radiators  throughout 
the  Duilding.  No  more  than  four  radiators  in  one  room  to  be  under 
the  control  of  one  thermostat. 

Thermostats  are  to  be  constructed  all  of  metal  of  an  approved 
type  and  design  and  must  have  an  accurate  mercurial  thermometer 
and  index  attached. 

All  distributing  pipes  to  be  of  ample  size  and  to  be  run  in  a  neat 
and  workmanlike  manner.  All  air  lines  to  be  run  exposed  in  the 
basement  and  concealed  in  finished  rooms.  All  exposed  air  lines  to 
be  galvanized  wrought  iron  with  galvanized  fittings.  Armored  lead 
tubmg  with  cast  or  malleable  iron  or  brass  fittings  are  to  be  used  at 
connections  to  thermostats,  etc.,  according  to  the  standard  practice 
of  the  makers  of  the  system  approved. 

Diaphragm  for  operating  steam  valves  on  direct  radiators  to  be 
of  ample  size. 

Diaphragm  for  operating  by-pass  damper  to  be  ample  size  and  fitted 
with  all  necessary  levers,  weights,  chains,  etc.  The  operation  of 
damper  to  be  gradual. 

The  air  compressor  and  motor  must  be  of  first-class  construction 
and  economical  in  operation.  Compressor  to  be  connected  to  motor 
in  an  approved  manner.  Motor  to  be  controlled  by  an  automatic 
starting  and  stopping  device  so  as  to  carry  practically  a  constant 
pressure  in  the  tank.  The  motor  and  pressure  controllmg  device  to 
D6  mounted  on  suitable  panel,  where  directed.  A  galvanized  steel 
storage  tank  of  proper  capacity  is  to  be  supplied  and  properly  con- 
nects to  pipes.  A  brass  nickel-plated  pressure  ^auge  is  to  be 
installed  on  piping  from  tank  at  pomt  where  directed. 

Compressor  ana  motor  to  be  set  on  suitable  cast-iron  base  where 
directed  on  suitable  foundation  in  engine  room. 

The  system  used  must  be  of  established  reputation. 

Thermostats  in  rooms  are  to  be  located  in  such  position  as  to  give 
most  efficient  control  of  radiators.  The  thermostats  must  be  con- 
structed and  secured  in  place,  so  that  thev  can  not  be  tampered  with 
by  occupants  of  rooms  and  must  be  or  simple  design  to  conform 
practicaUy  to  hardware  of  rooms.  These  thermostats  must  be 
capable  of  adjustment  for  5*^  F.  each  way  from  70*^  F. 

No  thermostatic  control  will  be  required  for  direct  radiators  in  the 
basement. 

The  thermostats  controlling  air  entering  the  air  washer  and  the 
fan  outlet  must  be  so  placed  as  to  insure  the  best  results. 

The  temperature  of  air  entering  the  rooms  to  be  maintained  at 
110®,  and  uie  several  thermostats  must  be  capable  of  a  7i®  adjust- 
ment each  way  from  the  points  at  which  they  are  set. 

Radiator  valves, — ^AU  radiator  valves  to  be  of  the  diaphragm  type, 
offset  or  comer  valves  where  required,  and  to  have  OTound-joint 
union.  Each  valve  shall  be  of  best  steam  metal,  extra  neavy,  with 
rough  body,  finished  trimmings,  heavily  nickelea  all  over,  and  pro- 
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vided  with  auxiliary  hand  control.     Valves  to  be  of  size  given  in 
following  table:

Air-removal  system. — Furnish  and  install  an  air-removal  svstem  in 
connection  with  the  heating  and  ventilating  system  of  the  building. 
Same  to  consist  of  three  steam  ejectors  connected  in  parallel  to  an 
exhaust  heater  to  which  air  mams  must  connect.  The  discharge 
from  ejectors  to  connect  to  feed-water  heater  where  directed. 

From  the  air  valves  on  radiators,  mains,  etc.,  lines  of  piping  are  to 
be  run  to  air  exhauster  as  described.  From  each  direct  radiator  air 
valve  piping  must  be  run  to  risers  as  shown  in  detail  drawing.  Hori- 
zontal branches  from  air  risers,  from  each  air  valve  at  end  of  steam 
mains,  and  on  fan  blast  heaters  and  tempering  coils  to  be  i  inch. 
Two  i-inch  lines  to  connect  together  and  continue  |  inch  and  three 
or  more  ^-inch  lines  to  equal  a  1-inch  line,  which  size  shall  be  run  to 
exhauster. 

All  main  air  lines  in  basement  shall  be  run  similar  to  steam  mains 
and  grade  uniformly  toward  exhauster,  without  sags  or  pockets. 
All  pipe  shall  be  reamed  clear  of  l&ns  and  burs  before  being  made  up 
into  mtings.  All  pipes  and  fittings  to  be  galvanized.  A  gate  valve 
to  be  placed  on  connection  to  each  riser  hne  and  main  vents.  Air 
lines  will  be  painted  but  not  covered. 

Each  air  vent  to  have  gate  valve  and  a  separate  compound  gauge 
installed  thereon  and  each  ejector  to  be  provided  with  aU  necessary 
checks,  gate  valves,  and  unions.  Valved  steam  connections  from  the 
high-pressure  main  to  be  made  to  each  ejector  of  ample  size.  The 
above  apparatus  to  be  mounted  in  engine  room  where  directed. 

Hangers,  wall  sleeves,  wall  plates,  etc.,  to  be  same  as  specified  for 
steam  pipes. 

All  joints' in  pipes  and  fittings  to  be  made  up  with  asphaltum. 

Air  valves  for  radiators,  mains,  etc.,  to  be  equal  to  Monash  Younk- 
ers,  *'Paul,"  or  ''Tel-Wen."  Those  for  radiators  to  be  nickel  plated 
and  provided  with  unions. 

Fans, — The  exhaust  fans  must  be  of  the  multiblade  centrifugal 
type  with  single  inlet  and  bottom  horizontal  discharge.  The  air- 
supply  fan  must  be  30-inch  diameter  Blackman  or  propeller  fan, 
mounted  in  the  brick  wall  where  shown  and  discharging  directly  into 
the  supply  duct.  The  30-inch  fans  shall  have  heavy  cast-iron  bear- 
ings supported  on  housing  of  fan  with  flexible  coupling  to  motor, 
and  bearings  must  be  so  designed  and  placed  as  to  prevent  imdue 
vibration.  The  multiblade  fans  are  to  have  wheels  not  less  than  30 
inches  in  diameter,  and  must  have  a  capacity  to  handle  7,500  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  minute  at  temperature  of  70®  F.,  with  resistance  in  the 
duct  system  shown.  The  propeller  fan  to  deliver  1,000  cubic  feet  per 
minute  under  the  conditions  of  installation. 

The  foundations  for  fans  and  motor  shall  be  of  such  character  that 
when  operating  at  full  speed  no  noise  or  vibration  will  be  heard  in 
adjacent  room. 
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Fan  motors. — The  fan  motors  are  to  be  of  capacity  required  to  run 
the  fan  continuously  under  full  loads  without  undue  rise  in  tempera- 
ture in  any  part  of  motor. 

Motors  are  to  be  direct  connected  to  fans  and  the  bearings  are  to 
be  self-oiling,  similar  to  fan  bearings. 

Provide  a  starting  rheostat  for  each  motor  with  automatic  no- 
voltage  release.  An  approved  double-pole  knife  switch  of  ample 
capacity  with  inclosed  mdicating  fuses  to  be  provided  near  each 
rheostat. 

All  wiring  connections  of  ample  size  must  be  run  between  switch 
rheostat  and  motor  in  an  approved  manner  and  according  to  the 
reouirements  of  the  National  Electrical  Code. 

The  power  feeder  will  be  brought  to  switches  by  electrical  con- 
tractor. ^ 

Painting, — ^AU  radiators  to  be  painted  with  vellow  paint,  free  from 
oil,  and  finished  as  directed  by  architect.  All  neating  pipes,  castings, 
etc.,  before  covering,  to  be  painted  with  two  heavy  coats  of  black 
graphite  of  best  quality  and  approved  by  the  architect.  All  pipes 
exposed  in  rooms,  unless  otherwise  specified,  to  be  painted  to  match 
radiators.  All  pipe  coverings  to  be  painted  three  coats  of  lead  and 
oil,  as  directed. 

Cutting. — Do  all  cutting  and  all  borine  necessary  to  install  heating 
system  and  ventilating  system.  Any  aamage  or  defacement  done 
to  the  building  during  the  progress  of  the  work  is  to  be  made  good 
at  the  expense  of  the  neating  contractor. 

WorhnansMp. — ^All  work  to  be  done  in  a  neat^  substantial,  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  the  apparatus  to  be  left  m  perfect  working 
order  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  architect. 

Testina  apparatus. — The  contractor  is  to  furnish  all  labor  necessary 
and  conaucl  a  complete  working  test  on  the  entire  apparatus  in  eacn 
and  every  part  iostalled  under  these  specifications.  The  hospital 
authorities  will  furnish  all  fuel.  Before  the  pipe  covering  is  applied 
the  entire  svstem  must  be  tested  for  leaks  to  20  pounds  steam  pressure, 
after  which  the  regular  working  test,  at  J.  pound  pressure  and  5 
inches  of  vacuum  on  the  air  lines,  must  be  made  and  the  system 
show  a  free  flow  of  steam  and  return  water  to  and  from  each  radiator 
in  the  building.  Test  to  be  made  before  the  pipe  covering  is  painted. 
Fan  systems  are  to  be  tested  under  operating  conditions  to  perform 
the  service  specified.

BOILEBS  AND  STAOK. 

Note. — General  conditions  govern  where  applicable. 

Description. — ^This  item  of  the  specifications  provides  for  furnishing 
all  the  labor  and  material  necessary  to  install  two  water-tube  boilers 
and  boiler  fixtures,  including  feed-water  regulator,  settings,  injectors, 
blowers,  soot  cleaners,  sta^,  breechings  and  sidewalk  elevator  for 
use  as  an  ash  hoist. 

This  part  of  the  equipment  is  all  contained  in  the  boiler  room  and 
stack  space,  and  proviaes  only  for  the  apparatus  set  in  position,  but 
not  connected  to  the  water,  steam,  and  blow-off  piping,  except  that 
apparatus  attached  to  boiler  and  named  above  must  be  properly  con- 
nected to  same. 

Boilers, — Contractor  must  furnish  and  set  complete  on  suitable 
foundation^  ready  for  operation  but  not  connected  to  steam,  water, 
or  blow-off  piping  two  water-tube  cross-drum  boilers  with  forced 
steel  headers,  set  m  one  battery,  and  suitable  for  200  pounds  working 
pressure. 

Heating  and  grate  surface. — ^Boilers  shall  have  a  total  heating  surface 
of  not  less  than  3,444  square  feet  and  a  total  grate  area  of  not  less  than 
86  square  feet. 
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Headers,  drumSj  and  tubes, — ^Each  boiler  shall  have  10  sections  of 
nine  4-inch  wrought-iron  tubes  16  feet  long,  expanding  into  forged 
steel  headers,  wim  one  steam  drum  42  incnes  diameter  by  7  feet  5 
inches  in  length.  Drums  shall  be  of  best  open-hearth  steel,  stamped 
with  the  maker's  name,  and  i  inch  thick,  with  horizontal  seams  butt 
strapped  and  built  double  riveted.  Drums  to  have  manhole  in  each 
heaa  11  bv  15  inches  in  size,  and  steam  nozzle  in  top  of  drum  5  inches 
diameter  by  11  inches  flange. 

Mud  drum  must  be  of  forged  steel  7i  inches  square,  extending  the 
entire  width  of  the  boiler. 

Height  of  steam  flange  on  top  of  cross  drum  must  not  be  over  13 
feet  above  boiler-room  floor. 

FittiTigs. — ^Each  boiler  must  be  supplied  with  all  necessary  fittings, 
including  safety  water  colunm  witn  high  and  low  water  alarm, 
reflex  water  gauge,  try  cocks,  shut-off  cocks,  etc.  Also  furnish  one 
2-inch  combined  stop  and  check  valve  and  2-inch  globe  valve  for 
each  feed  connection,  as  well  as  two  3-inch  ConsoUdated  Safety  Valve 
Co.'s  safety  nickel-seated  valves  and  one  12-inch  steam  gauge  for 
each  boiler.  The  above  fittings  are  to  be  connected  to  the  boilers  by 
heavy  brass  pipe  and  pipe  fittings.  An  approved  type  of  dry  pipe 
is  to  be  fumisned  with  each  boiler,  and  blow-off  connection  fitted  with 
a  IJ-inch  Homestead  blow-off  cock  and  extra  heavy  flanged  gate 
valve. 

Tools,  etc. — ^Boilers  are  to  be  provided  with  all  necessary  tools, 
steam  hose,  and  water  hose  for  washing  floor,  and  one  Lagonda  tur- 
bine tube  cleaner. 

Setting. — ^Boilers  are  to  be  set  with  front  end  suspended  from  a 
suitable  beam,  resting  on  wrought-iron  columns,  and  rear  end  resting 
on  mud  drum  carried  on  cast-iron  foundation  plates.  Outside  walE 
of  brick  setting  to  be  17  inches  and  center  waU  24  inches  thick,  con- 
structed without  air  space.  Setting  to  be  complete,  with  all  fronts, 
doors,  tie  rods,  buck  stays,  etc. 

Orates. — ^Boiler  settings  are  to  be  equipped  with  rocking  and  dump- 
ing grates  of  the  "TreadkiU"  or  "McClave-Brooks"  type,  with"Aj- 
gana*'  steam  blower  for  each  setting  in  side  wall.  Grates  to  be 
designed  to  bum  No.  1  buckwheat  coal. 

Soot  cleaner. — Each  boiler  to  be  equipped  with  one  Vulcan  soot 
cleaner,  or  eaual,  equipped  with  all  valves,  piping,  etc.,  to  provide 
for  properly  cleaning  the  tubes  and  setting  of  all  accumulations  of  soot. 
All  necessary  steam  and  drain  connections  are  to  be  run  so  that  the 
cleaner  wiU  be  left  complete  and  ready  for  operation. 

Feedr^water  regulator. — Each  boiler  feed  bne  from  main  feed  line 
to  be  of  2-inch  brass  pipe,  iron  pipe  size,  and  is  to  be  fitted  with  a 
Copes  regulator  with  a  combination  stop  and  check  valve  close  to 
drum  of  boiler.  A  globe  valve  is  to  be  placed  in  feed  Une  between 
pump  and  regulator  at  the  height  of  the  nand. 

Injector. — Provide  and  properly  connect  up^  with  all  connections, 
overflow,  valves,  etc.,  complete,  one  Metropolitan  injector,  model  G, 
or  equal,  of  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  1,800  gallons  per  hour,  with 
80  pounds  steam  pressure  and  not  more  than  2  feet  lift.  The  suction 
to  be  connected  to  water  piping  inside  of  boiler  room  with  brass  gate 
valve  on  branch,  and  the  steam  connection  taken  from  each  boiler 
direct,  or  from  a  tee  in  some  steam  connection,  with  no  valve  between 
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tee  and  boilers.    A  brass  globe  valve  to  be  installed  in  steam  line  to 
injector. 

The  discharge  pipe  to  connect  to  feed  line  to  each  boiler  and  to  be 
fitted  with  swing  check  valve.  This  connection  to  be  made  on  boiler 
side  of  swing  check  valve  in  each  feed  line. 

Pump, — Furnish  and  install  in  boiler  room  one  5^  by  3^  by  6  inch 
duplex  Worthington,  or  equal,  boiler  feed  pump,  suitable  for  150 
pounds  working  pressure.  Pump  to  be  full  brass  lined  on  the  steam 
end,  and  the  water  cylinder  lining,  valve  seats,  rod  box  glands,  and 
nuts  to  be  of  phosphor  bronze  and  the  piston  rods  of  Tobin  bronze. 
Pump  must  be  placed  on  a  substantial  concrete  foundation  and  be 
properly  connected  to  steam,  exhaust,  and  water  lines  with  a  by-pass 
connection  to  cold-water  service  direct.  All  connections  to  be  run 
full  size  and  properly  valved. 

Pump  to  be  equipped  with  a  Copes,  or  equal,  pump  governor, 
with  a  controlling  valve  in  each  steam  line,  and  so  connected  as  to  be 
controlled  by  pressure  in  main  boiler  feed  line. 

Stack, — Furnish  and  install  approximately  100  feet  of  J-inch  steel 
stack  with  approved  breeching  connection,  base  plate,  and  top.  Stack 
must  conform  to  requirements  of  brick  flue  in  which  it  is  placed  and 
will  be  4  feet  in  diameter  unlined  and  secured  to  brick  walls  at  suitable 
intervals. 

Breeching. — ^The  boilers  must  be  connected  with  the  above  stack 
by  a  breeching  of  No.  8  United  States  standard  gauge  black  iron,  lined 
throughout  except  bottom,  with  2  inches  of  vitrified  air  cell  flue 
lining,  tightly  secured  to  the  metal  walls.  Bottom  of  breeching  to 
be  lined  with  2  inches  of  fire  brick  laid  in  fire  clay.  The  main  trunk 
of  breeching  must  be  25  per  cent  greater  in  area  than  the  combined 
breeching  openings  at  the  boilers,  and  must  be  properly  and  tightly 
connected  at  boilers  and  at  stack,  and  amply  braced  and  supported 
by  angle-iron  collars. 

The  lining  must  be  capable  of  withstanding  a  temperature  of 
1,500°  F.  without  injury. 

Each  smoke  opening  at  boiler  is  to  be  fitted  with  a  tight  damp^, 
evenly  balanced  and  arranged  with  pulleys  and  chains  so  that  it  can 
be  operated  from  front  of  boilers  when  nring. 

Painting, — Boilers,  boiler  fronts,  breeching,  and  all  exposed  iron 
or  steel  work  is  to  receive  two  coats  of  blacK  graphite  paint  before 
covering. 

Hydrostatic  test  and  inspection, — ^The  manufacturer  of  the  boikis 
must  furnish  a  certificate  of  inspection  issued  by  a  responsible  boiler 
inspection  and  insurance  company,  certifying  that  tne  boilers  are 
suitable  for  200  pounds  working  pressure  and  that  they  have  been 
tested  to  275  pounds  hydrostatic  pressure.  That  same  company 
must  certify  as  to  the  material  of  which  the  boilers  are  made  and  fur^ 
nish  an  insurance  policy  for  $1,000  for  one  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  boilers  shall  be  subjected  to  a  hydro- 
static pressure  of  250  pounds  after  being  installed  complete  and  ready 
for  operation. 

Bidder  must  submit  manufacturer's  name  for  each  of  the  above 
pieces  of  apparatus. 

Ash  hoist, — Furnish  and  install  in  location  shown  on  plans  one 
sidewalk  elevator  of  not  less  than  2,000  pounds  capacity  for  hand- 
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power  operation.    Elevator  to  be  constructed  entirely  of  iron  with 
the  exception  of  the  wooden  platform. 

Bidder  must  submit  name  and  capacity  of  elevator  he  intends  to 
furnish. 

PIPING  IN  ENGINE  AND  BOILER    BOOM  VALVES,  FEED-WATER  HEATER, 
TRAPS,  BLOW-OFF  AND  RETURN  TANKS,  AND  ALL  ACCESSORIES. 

Note. — General  conditions  govern  where  applicable. 

Description. — This  item  of  the  specifications  provides  for  furnish- 
ing all  labor  and  material  necessaiy  to  install  all  high  and  low  pres- 
sure main  steam  piping  and  drip  piping  except  heating  mains,  all 
exhaust,  steam,  and  hot  and  cold  water  piping  in  engine  and  boiler 
room,  and  all  risers  to  cooking  apparatus  and  sterilizers  requiring 
same.  The  approximate  location  of  apparatus  and  principal  main 
piping  and  sizes  of  same  are  shown  on  basement  plan.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  all  necessary  control  valves,  feed-water  heater,  traps, 
separators,  blow-off  and  return  tanks,  and  all  accessories  for  same 
are  to  be  furnished  and  installed. 

Piping. — ^Main  steam  header  between  boilers  and  engines  and  all 
high-pressure  steam  piping  shall  be  extra  strong  with  valves  and 
fittings  of  same  grade.  Branch  connections  to  engines  to  be  made 
with  long  quarter  bends  and  angle  valves  installed  where  connection 
is  made  to  header  in  boiler  room. 

From  this  high-pressure  (150-pound)  header,  connection  is  to  be 
made  through  suitable  reducing  valve  with  a  by-pass  to  a  6-inch 
medium-pressure  distributing  neader  for  supplying  steam  at  30 
pounds  to  the  laundry,  hot-water  tank,  and  coolang  and  sterilizing 
apparatus.  A  connection  must  also  be  made  from  this  medium- 
pressure  header  through  a  second  reducing  valve  to  the  heating 
main  for  supplying  live  steam  at  not  to  exceed  1  pound  pressure 
to  the  heating  system. 

All  connections  to  and  from  this  medium-pressure  header  must 
be  run  by  the  piping  contractor  as  part  of  this  item. 

Valves. — Valves  to  be  placed  on  all  piping  as  shown  on  plans  and 
where  called  for  in  specification  or  required  to  give  perfect  control 
of  the  apparatus  in  its  various  parts,  cross  connections  and  by- 
passes in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  drawings  and  specifications. 

All  valves  to  have  rising  spindles  where  space  permits  of  their 
installation  and  all  2-inch  in  diameter  and  smaller  to  be  constructed 
of  the  best  qualitv  steam  metal;  those  2^  inches  and  larger  to  have 
iron  bodies  and  bronze  mountings.  Valves  are  to  be  flanged  for 
sizes  4-inch  diameter  and  larger  and  all  valves  designed  to  be  packed 
imder  pressure.     Ail  iron  boay  valves  to  have  removable  seats. 

All  valves  on  strictly  low  pressure  piping,  steam  or  water  to  be 
of  the  *' standard*'  125-pound  grade  and  all  valves  on  the  boiler  side 
of  reducing  valves  or  on  boiler  feed  lines  to  be  of  the  '* medium"  or 
175-poimd  grade. 

Globe  or  angle  valves  are  to  be  used  on  all  steam  piping  on  boiler 
side  or  reducing  valves  and  on  water  piping  where  specified.  Same 
are  to  be  designed  for  regrinding  without  renaoval  from  piping. 

Gate  valves  are  to  be  used  on  all  steam  piping  except  where  other- 
wise specified,  and  on  all  low  pressure  steam  heating  tines. 
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Quality  of  pipe, — All  pipe  to  be  of  the  best  quality  lap-welded  for 
li-inch  diameter  and  larger;  all  smaller  to  be  butt  welded,  and  all 
to  be  standard  weights  for  the  two  grades  as  adopted  by  the  National 
Tube  Co. 

All  piping  6-inch  diameter  and  larger  to  be  flanged  and  all  smaller 
to  be  screwed  pipe.  On  small  piping  flanges  or  ground  joint  combi- 
nation iron  and  orass  unions  must  oe  used  where  required  so  that 
any  piece  of  the  apparatus  may  be  readily  disconnected  without 
injury. 

Fittings. — ^All  fitting  to  be  of  weight  and  style  to  correspond  with 
the  graae  pipe  used  m  the  several  parts  of  the  work.  Long  turn 
bends  must  be  used  on  water  piping  where  practicable.  All  fittings 
must  be  made  of  the  best  quality  gray  cast  iron  and  have  clean-cut 
taper  threads  on  sizes  smaller  than  6-inch  diameter. 

AJl  flange  xmions  to  be  made  with  McKim  or  equal  combination 
copper  and  asbestos  gaskets.  All  screw  joints  to  oe  made  with  a 
mixture  of  graphite  and  oil. 

Pipe  Tvangers'  and  supports. — ^All  pipes  shall  be  amply  supported  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  12  feet  by  approved  adjustable  expansion 
hangers  so  that  pipe  will  be  free  to  expand  and  contract  without 
injury  to  itself  or  any  part  of  the  apparatus. 

The  exhaust  line  in  trench  to  be  supported  on  |-inch  wrought  iron 
bars  set  in  side  walls  as  required  and  to  be  anchored  to  one  of  these 
supports  in  the  middle  of  its  length. 

I\onconducting  covering. — All  steam  piping  installed  imder  this 
division  of  the  specifications  to  be  covered  with  l^-inch  thick  best 
quality  85  per  cent  carbonate  of  magnesia  sectional  covering  put  on 
by  skilled  workmen.  Jacket  of  covering  to  be  at  least  6-ounce 
canvas  and  held  in  position  with  sheet  brass  straps  1  inch  wide  and 
not  more  than  18  inches  apart. 

All  hot  water  piping  is  to  be  covered  with  the  same  quality  ma- 
terial, etc.,  1  inch  thick. 

All  valves  and  fittings  and  feed  water  heater  to  be  covered  with 
plastic  material  of  same  composition  as  above  specified  for  pipes, 
finished  to  a  hard  smooth  surface. 

Reducing  valves. — Provide  and  install  as  above  specified  two 
Kieley,  or  equal,  pressure  reducing  valves  properly  by-passed,  and 
valved  on  each  side  of  reduc'mg  valve. 

BacTc  pressure  valve. — Fumisn  and  install  on  exhaust  main  from 
engines  and  pumps  an  atmospheric  relief  valve,  same  to  be  con- 
nected into  this  main  between  the  feed  water  heater  and  connection 
to  heating  system.     Valve  to  be  set  to  open  at  1  pound  back  pressure. 

OH  separator. — Furnish  and  install  on  exhaust  main  ahead  of  the 
connection  to  heating  system  a  horizontal  oil  separator  for  non- 
condensing  service  equal  to  the  Cochrane.  Same  to  be  properly 
trapped  to  discharge  oil  to  sewer. 

Feed  vxUer  Theater. — Furnish  and  install  complete  a  cast-iron,  open 
type  feed  water  heater,  equal  to  the  M.  S.  B.  W.,  manufactured  by  the 
Harrison  Safety  Boiler  Works.  The  heater  to  have  full-sized  inlet 
and  outlet  and  to  be  capable  of  heating  water  for  200  H.  P.  boilers, 
and  the  heater  to  be  installed  complete  ready  for  operation,  including 
water  connection  with  regulating  valve  and  crank  and  levers  for  con- 
necting same  to  copper  float,  thermometer  on  pump  suction,  blow-off 
cock  equal  to  the  Homestead  and  connections  to  waste  pipe  run  to 
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drain.    Heater  to  be  supported  on  suitable  foundation  high  enough 
to  secure  gravity  flow  to  teed  pipe. 

Trafs. — ^All  medium  pressure  drips  from  laundry,  water  heater, 
cookii^  and  sterilizing  Imes  are  to  be  returned  by  a  double  trap  sys- 
tem direct  to  boilers.  Two  Morehead,  or  equal,  tilting  traps  are  to  be 
furnished  and  installed  complete  ready  for  this  service. 

All  other  drips  free  from  oil,  will  be  returned  to  the  feed-water 
heater  by  Anderson  or  equal  improved  steam  traps.  All  lines  must 
be  properly  valved  and  the  traps  provided  with  full  sized  valved 
by-passes. 

Return  tanJc  for  JieatiTig  system. — Furnish  and  install  a  vented  return 
tank  with  removable  covers  into  which  heating  return  mains  shall  dis- 
charge. This  tank  to  be  of  not  less  than  300  gallons  capacity  and  so 
located  with  respect  to  the  water  line  of  the  heater  that  it  wiU  be 
about  two-thirds  full  when  in  operation  so  as  to  submerge  the  filtering 
material. 

Blow-off  tank. — Furnish  and  install  properly  connected  up  to  each 
boiler  blow-oflf  a  steel  blow-oflf  tank  properly  supported  just  above 
floor,  with  all  connections  and  by-passes.  Tank  to  oe  of  not  less  than 
3  feet  diameter  by  5  feet  in  length  of  i-inch  plate.  Vent  pipe  to  be 
run  independently,  in  stack  space  to  above  roof. 

Painting. — ^All  unfinished  exposed  ironwork  installed  imder  this 
section  of  the  specifications  to  be  painted  with  two  coats  of  the  best 
quality  black  galvanic  varnish. 

All  piping  before  covering  to  receive  two  coats  of  beet  quality 
black  graphite  paint  and  all  pipes  and  heater  covering  three  coats  of 
lead  and  oil  in  lead  tint.  Brass  bands  to  be  removed  while  paint  is 
being  applied. 

mnmnansMp. — ^All  work  shall  be  done  in  a  first-class  manner,  by 
skilled  workmen  in  the  respective  trades  involved. 

TesHna. — ^At  completion  the  boiler  plant  must  be  tested  as  follows: 
First,  all  steam  pipmg  installed  under  this  section  of  specifications 
must  be  tested  for  leaKs  to  150  pounds  steam  pressure  and  all  leaky 
joints,  valves,  etc.,  made  tight  at  same;  second,  the  plant  connected 
up  to  all  the  heating  and  power  mains,  must  be  run  for  two  days  under 
regular  operating  conditions  with  all  buildings  served  by  said  mains 
connected  in  at  me  heating  power  and  hot-water  supply  load  and  the 
plant  must  show  free  from  mechanical  defects  and  penect  in  operation 
as  regards  apparatus  installed  under  this  section  of  the  work.  All 
labor  and  material  other  than  coal  for  said  tests  must  be  furnished 
by  the  contractor,  the  coal  will  be  furnished  free. 

Tests  to  be  run  in  he  presence  of  the  architect  or  his  representa- 
tive. 

ENGINES  AND  OENEBATOBS. 

Data  to  be  submttted  with  pboposals — Engines. — ^Manufac- 
turer's name.  Revolutions  per  minute.  Diameter  of  cylinders.  Len£^ 
of  strokes.  Diameters  and  face  of  flywheels.  Over-all  len^,  wioth, 
and  height  of  complete  generating  sets.  Approximate  weight  of  en- 
gines. Approximate  weight  of  heaviest  part.  Complete  imormation 
as  to  the  construction  of  valves  and  governor. 

Generators. — Manufacturer's  name.  Rating  of  machines.  EflSr 
ciencies  at  one-hidf.  three-fourths,  full,  and  li  load.  Heating  guar< 
anties.    Weights  oi  generators. 
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Engines — 7)jpe. — ^The  engines  to  be  of  the  horizontal  or  angle 
cross-compound  type.  They  shall  be  designed  to  operate  noncon- 
densing  on  dry  saturated  steam  at  150  pounds  gauge  pressure  at  the 
throttle  and  1  pound  back  pressure.  The  following  speeds  shall  not 
be  exceeded: 

[In  reroluttons  per  minate.)

Capacities— There  shall  be  furnished  and  installed,  ready  for  steam, 
exhaust,  drain,  and  switchboard  connections,  two  engines  of  80  and 
120  indicated  horsepower,  direct  connected,  respectively,  to  50  and 
75  kilowatt  direct-current  ^nerators.  The  engines  to  be  designed  so 
as  to  operate  most  economically  when  generators  are  delivering  three- 
quarter  load  at  the  rated  voltage  and  speed,  and  shall  be  capable 
of  operating  the  generators  for  two  hours  when  delivering  25  per 
cent  overload  at  the  rated  voltage. 

Foundations, — The  foundations  will  be  built  by  this  contractor, 
being  constructed  of  concrete  1:2^:5  mixture,  using  an  approvea 
brand  of  Portland  cement,  clean,  sharp  sand^  and  clean  broken  stone 
or  gravel  of  sizes  from  i  inch  to  2  inches  and  m  accordance  with  plans 
furnished  by  the  engine  builder,  who  will  supply  all  necessary  oraw- 
ings,  templets,  bolte,  etc..  for  the  same,  foimdation  bolts  to  be 
provided  with  washers  ana  wrought-iron  sleeves. 

Subbases. — ^Each  engine  to  be  provided  with  heavy  and  substantial 
cast-iron  subbase,  upon  which  shall  be  moimted  the  engine,  generator, 
and  outboard  bearing. 

The  subbase  of  generators  must  be  secured  to  subbase  of  engine  in 
a  suitable  manner,  and  both  subbases  to  be  secured  to  the  founda- 
tions. 

Frames, — Each  en^e  to  be  provided  with  heavy  and  substantial 
cast-iron  frames  designed  for  strength,  rigidity,  and  compactness, 
and  to  be  provided  with  suitable  covers  to  prevent  throwing  of  oil 
and  allowing  dust  to  come  in  contact  with  the  moving  parts. 

Bearirigs, — Bearings  shall  be  long,  well  proportioned,  and  dust 
proof.  The  main  bearing  to  be  of  the  removable-shell  type  and  the 
outboard  bearing  to  be  of  the  oil-ring  type.  Bearings  to  be  lined 
with  genuine  babbitt  metal  carefully  peened  in  place,  accurately 
bored  to  gauge,  and  provided  with  oil  grooves.  The  outboard 
bearings  to  be  pro  video  with  la^  size  oil  wells,  visual  gauges,  and 
pet  cocks  for  drawing  the  oil.  parings  to  be  provided  with  means 
for  adjustment  while  engines  are  in  motion. 

Lubricaiing  system, — Each  engine  to  be  provided  with  an  automatic 
pimip-driven,  self-lubricating,  continuous  circulating  oiling  system, 
whicn  shall  supply  pure,  clean  oil  continuoushr  to  dl  beanngs,  etc., 
the  operation  of  sustem  to  be  positive  and  nee  from  throwing  or 
spilling  the  oil.  Oil  shall  pass  through  an  adequate  strainer  belore 
returning  to  pump  reservoir.  Cylinders  to  be  lubricated  by  a 
mechanical  signt  feed  lubricator  equal  to  the  Hart  oil  pump. 
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Oylinders. — ^Each  cylinder  to  be  made  of  the  best  grade  close- 
grained  cast-iron,  bored  true  and  smooth  and  of  sufficient  thickness 
to  allow  for  reboring.  The  cylinder  to  be  well  lagged  with  ma^esia 
or  other  material  having  equal  insulating  value  and  covered  with 
ornamental  cast-iron  jackets  or  with  Russia  iron,  properly  secured 
to  the  cylinder  casting. 

PisUma, — ^The  piston  heads  shall  be  hollow  cast  iron,  with  at  least 
two  snap  rings  with  lap  joints,  made  from  first  quality  of  hard  close- 
grain  cast  iron,  sprung  into  accurately  fitting  grooves.  Rings  shall 
override  the  bore  of  cylinder.  Piston  rods  to  be  best  quality  nickel 
steel.  Bods  to  be  turned  to  taper  at  the  piston  ends  and  each  driven 
up  to  a  shoulder,  and  be  securely  held  by  a  heavy  nut,  to  be  drilled 
and  provided  with  cotter  or  dowel  pin.  The  forward  ends  to  be 
screwed  into  crossheads  and  provided  with  a  jam  nut  and  suitable 
lock  to  prevent  turning. 

OrossKeads. — ^The  crossheads  to  be  made  of  cast  steel  or  cast  iron 
and  be  provided  with  adjustable  bronze  or  babbitt  shoes.  The 
crossheaa  pin  to  be  made  of  steel  hardened  and  groimd  and  held  in 
place  by  a  taper  fit  and  nut. 

Connecting  rods. — ^The  connecting  rods  to  be  forged  open-hearth 
steel  of  either  the  marine  or  locomotive  type.  The  crosshead  boxes 
to  be  made  of  phosphor  bronze  and  lined  with  genuine  babbitt  metal, 
peened  and  bored  to  fit  the  pins  and  be  adjustable. 

Crank  «Aa/fe.j— Crank  shafts  to  be  constructed  of  open-hearth  sted 
foiled  in  one  piece  or  with  coimterbalancing  crank  disks  of  annealed 
steel,  securely  fastened  thereon. 

Valves. — ^Engines  of  horizontal  cross  compoimd  type  to  be  fitted 
with  four  valves  of  the  semirotary,  poppet,  or  gridiron  type  designed 
to  be  slightly  unbalanced  and  securely  positive  steam-tight  seating 
over  the  admission  and  exhaust  ports.  Steam  Valves  to  be  of  the 
multiported  type,  giving  ample  port  openings  for  all  points  of  cut-off. 
Exhaust  valves  to  be  designed  to  give  ample  port  area  and  insure 
tightness.    All  valves  to  m  constructed  of  best  quality  hard  close- 

frain  cast  iron.    The  steam  valves  to  be  provided  with  removable 
ushings  or  cages;  gridiron  valves  to  be  provided  with  suitable  bal- 
ancing plate. 

Valve  mechanism. — ^The  valve  mechani3m  on  each  engine  to  be  de- 
signed to  give  quick  and  positive  motion  to  the  valves  in  opening  and 
closing.  All  pms  subject  to  wear  to  be  made  of  steel,  hardened  and 
ground.  All  poxes  for  pins  to  be  made  of  phosphor  bronze  and  to  be 
adjustable  without  filing-  boxes  constructed  of  steel  with  bronze 
bushings  will  be  acceptable.  Lubrication  of  pins  and  bearings  to  be 
accomplished  while  in  motion  by  compression  grease  cups  placed  at 
accessible  points  or  to  operate  in  oil  wells.  For  angle  cross  compound 
type  the  high-pressure  cylinder  valves  to  be  telescopic  designed  to 
follow  up  wear. 

Eccentrics. — ^The  eccentrics  to  be  strong  and  light  to  reduce  the 
strain  upon  the  governor  springs.  The  eccentric  straps  to  be  lined 
with  best  quality  of  antifriction  metal.  Ample  means  of  lubrication 
to  be  provided  and  designed  to  be  free  from  oil  throwing  when  in 
motion. 

Oovemors. — ^Each  engine  to  be  equipped  with  an  inertia  governor 
of  approved  type.    Governor  pins  to  be  made  of  steel,  hardened  and 
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ground  true.    The  lever-arm  bearing  to  be  made  with  hardened  steel 
Dushin^  and  rollers. 

ReguuUions. — ^After  engines  are  installed  in  position  they  must  be 
adjusted  to  run  smoothly  and  practically  noiselessly.  They  must  be 
tested  at  the  shops  for  regulation,  which  tests  must  show  that  slow 
change  of  speed  from  no  load  to  full  load  and  vice  versa  will  not  show 
more  than  IJ  per  cent  variation,  and  from  full  load  suddenly  thrown 
on  or  off  the  variation  shall  not  ^Lceed  2  per  cent. 

Fittinas. — ^Each  engine  to  be  furnished  with  the  following  fittings: 

One  tnrottle  valve. 

Automatic  cylinder  reUef  and  drain  valves. 

Auxiliary  hand  oil  pump. 

Attached  indicator  reducing  motion. 

Indicator  piping  with  three-way  cocks  and  angle  globe  valves. 

Set  of  adjusting  wrenches  on  hardwood  board. 

Mechanical  cylmder  lubricator,  pipiag,  etc. 

Generators — Type. — ^The  new  generators  are  to  be  direct- 
connected,  engine-driven,  compound  wound  type  of  50  and  75  kw. 
rated  capacitv,  respectively,  for  3-wire^  11 5-230- volt  direct  current, 
each  mounted  on  subbase  connected  to  its  engine  subbase. 

The  armature  and  commutator  to  be  buifi  upon  ventilated  sleere 
or  spider,  arranged  to  be  pressed  on  and  keyed  to  shaft. 

Tne  field  magnet  frame  to  be  provided  with  screws  and  lineis  for 
adjustment  in  place.  Generators  shall  be  designed  and  adjusted  for 
parallel  operation. 

Frames, — ^The  frame  of  the  generator  to  be  made  of  high-grade 
steel  or  iron  of  high  permeabihty,  soimdi  and  free  from  blowholes. 
The  seats  for  the  pole  pieces  to  be  accurately  finished,  seats  for  the 
bolt  heads  and  nuts  to  be  faced. 

Poles. — ^The  poles  to  be  made  of  laminated  steel  or  wrou^t  iron 
with  laminated  faces  and  to  be  bolted  to  frames. 

Field  coUs. — ^The  field  coils  to  be  form  woimd,  provided  with  venti- 
lating ducts,  and  be  so  secured  that  they  may  be  readily  remoyed 
without  unwinding.  The  series  field  to  be  so  divided  that  one-half 
will  be  connected  m  the  positive  line  and  one-half  wiU  be  connected 
in  the  negative  line  and  be  so  proportioned  to  automatically  give 
the  voltages  specified  under  ''Regulations''  ajid  be  properly  insulated 
in  a  substantial  manner  with  material  of  the  best  quality  and  thor- 
oughly tested. 

Armatures. — ^The  armature  to  have  slotted  core.  The  windincB 
to  be  thoroughly  insulated,  provided  with  ventilating  ducts  for  cool- 
ing the  windmgs,  and  coils  to  be  securely  held  in  place.  The  armature 
must  be  balanced  both  mechanically  and  electrically. 

Commutaiors. — Commutator  segments  to  be  of  drop-foreed  or 
hard-drawn  copper  of  the  highest  conductivity,  insulated  with  mica 
of  even  thickness  and  proper  hardness  to  insure  uniform  we^ur  and 
must  run  free  from  sparldng  or  flashing  at  the  brushes  at  any  load 
or  during  change  or  load.  They  must  have  ample  surface  and 
radial  depth  for  wear. 

Brushes. — Brushes  to  be  carbon,  of  such  size  and  number  as  will 
carry  all  the  loads  covered  by  this  specification  witiiout  injurious 
heating. 

With  the  fixed  position  of  the  brushes  there  is  to  be  practically  no 
sparking,  flashing,  or  burning  of  the  brushes  or  blackening  of  the 
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commutator  within  the  limits  of  the  time  loads  specified  or  to  be  any 
injurious  sparking  at  the  momentary  overloads  specified. 

Brush  Jiolders. — ^The  brush  holders  to  be  so  constructed  that  the 
tension  on  any  brush  may  be  adjusted  without  lifting  the  brush  from 
the  commutator  and  without  use  of  any  tools,  unless  construction  is 
such  that  brush  has  proper  permanent  tension  for  the  life  of  the 
brush.  Any  brush  must  be  removable  while  machine  is  in  operation 
without  disturbing  the  others.  Flexible  connections  to  the  brushes 
to  be  used  to  prevent  injurious  current  in  parts  of  brush-holder 
mechanism. 

The  brush  hblders  to  be  mounted  on  studs  extending  from  suitable 
yokes  or  rings,  which  must  be  supported  from  the  frames. 

Regulations. — ^The  voltage  regulation  to  be  240  volts  no  load  to 
240  volts  full  load  at  the  switchboard,  based  on  a  variation  of  speed 
in  the  engine  of  not  more  than  2  per  cent  from  no  load  to  full  load. 
With  an  unbalanced  load  of  25  per  cent  of  the  full  rated  load  of  machine, 
the  voltage  on  either  side  of  the  3-wire  system  at  the  generator  shall 
not  be  more  than  3  volts  above  or  below  the  normal  balanced  load 
voltage,  under  all  conditions  of  load  on  the  heavier  loaded  side,  up 
to  the  normal  rated  load  of  the  generator.  Air  or  oil  cooled  balancing 
coils,  suitable  for  mounting  on  wall  back  of  switchboard  shall  be 
furnished  and  installed  if  necessary  to  secure  the  above  result. 

Field  rheostat. — ^The  field  rheostat  must  be  of  the  design  adapted 
for  mounting  at  rear  of  switchboard  and  arranged  to  be  operatea  by 
a  hand  wheel  on  front  of  board. 

Rheostat  must  be  well  ventilated  and  the  resistance  units  must  be 
so  proportioned  that  the  rise  in  the  temperature  of  any  part  shall 
not  exceed  125°  C.  above  the  temperature  of  the  surrounding  air, 
except  that  the  rise  in  temperature  of  parts  made  of  combustible 
material  shall  not  exceed  40°  C. 

Rheostat  to  have  proper  resistance,  so  that  the  voltage  may  be 
raised  10  per  cent  above  or  lowered  15  per  cent  below  the  normal 
rating  of  generator  voltage. 

Inmlatton. — ^The  frame  of  machine  must  have  an  insulation  resist- 
ance from  the  field  coils,  armature,  windings,  and  brushes  of  not  less 
than  1  megohm.  Generator  to  be  capable  of  standing  a  breakdown 
test  of  1,500  volts  alternating  current  for  one  minute. 

Heating  effect, — Generator  i9  to  be  run  continuously  at  full-rated 
load  until  all  parts  have  reached  a  constant  temperature  and  for 
one  hour  thereafter,  at  which  time  the  temperature  rise  of  the  arma- 
ture, commutator,  and  field  coils  shall  not  exceed  35°  C.  above  the 
surrounding  air,  corrected  to  25°  C. 

Immediately  following  the  full-load  run  and  starting  with  the 
temperature  not  less  than  the  final  temperatures  of  full-load  run, 
the  machine  shall  be  operated  for  two  hours  at  25  per  cent  overload, 
at  expiration  of  which  time  the  temperature  rise  of  the  armature, 
commutator,  and  field  coils  shall  not  exceed  50°  C.  above  the  sur- 
rounding air,  corrected  to  26°  C. 
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BEFBIOBBATIN0  AFPABATUS  AND  BBINE  PIPINa. 

Note. — General  Conditions  govern  where  applicable. 

Description. — ^This  item  of  the  specifications  provides  for  funushing 
all  the  labor  and  material  necessary  to  install  in  location  shown  in 
plans  a  complete  refrigerating  apparatus,  using  ammonia  and  brine 
coUs,  for  cooling  refrigerators  ana  storerooms,  and  for  mRking  a  smaD 
amount  of  ice,  all  as  Hereinafter  specified. 

Capacity. — ^The  apparatus  shall  be  capable  of  maintaining  the 
following  refrigerated  spaces  at  a  temperature  of  30°  F.  A  room 
8  by  8  by  10  feet  in  basement,  a  room  6  by  9  by  10  feet  in  kitchen  on 
fourth  floor,  and  two  refrigerators  2  i  by  4  by  6  feet  in  two  pantries 
on  this  same  floor,  and  eight  milk  and  ice  l>oxes,  2  by  2  by  3  feet, 
placed  two  on  each  of  four  floors.  All  the  above  spaces  shall  be 
thoroughly  insulated  with  outside  walls  of  not  less  than  six  thicknesses 
of  l-indi  T.  &  G.  boards  inclosing  a  2-inch  dead-air  space,  and  a  4-inch 
space  filled  with  cork  or  mineral  wool,  with  doors  of  similar  construc- 
tion. Milk  boxes  will  have  walls  of  two-thirds  the  thickness  ot 
the  above.  The  apparatus  must  also  have  suflicient  capacity  to 
make  300  pounds  of  actual  ice  per  day  and  perform  the  above  servioft 
by  operatmg  for  not  to  exceed  16  of  each  24  hours. 

Compressor. — ^The  compressor  shall  be  of  the  vertical,  fuUv  inclosed, 
single-acting  tvpe,  motor  driven  bv  means  of  belt  or  silent  cnain  drive, 
a^  equal  to  the  apparatus  made  oy  the  York  Manufacturing  Co. 

Motor. — ^Motor  shall  be  of  proper  capacity  to  operate  me  above 
compressor,  and  shall  be  of  D.  C.  type,  220-volt,  with  all  necessary 
wiring  connections  between  starting  rneostat  and  motor. 

Accessories.— ^ AH  necessary  condensers,  oil  separators,  brine  tank, 
brine  pump,  ice  cans,  etc.,  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  • 
plant. 

Piping  and  fittings. — ^Furnish  and  install  ammonia  and  brine 
piping,  valves,  fittings,  etc.,  for  the  above  apparatus,  complete, 
readjr  for  operation. 

Brine-dJiitTibutirig  system. — ^Furnish  all  labor  and  material  neces- 
sary to  install  a  complete  brine-distributing  system  for  the  above 
refrigerated  spaces,  and  run  a  1-inch  brine  line  to  tank  of  air  washer 
on  fourth-floor  level  of  east  wing.  Connections  at  tank  to  be  left 
valved  ready  for  coil  connections. 

Covering. — ^All  ammonia  pipes  on  low-pressure  side,  and  all  brine 
pipes,  outside  of  cold  rooms  or  boxes,  must  be  covered  with  2J 
mches  of  cork  covering  equal  to  the  Nonpareil  cork  covering.  All 
valves  and  fittings  to  nave  molded  cork  covering  of  equal  thickness. 
The  pipe  before  covering  to  be  heavily  coated  and  all  joints  filled 
with  cement.  The  covering  to  be  secured  with  wire  and  to  be 
painted  with  a  heavy  coat  of  asphalt  paint.  Outside  of  covering 
to  have  a  canvas  jacket  secured  with  soud  sheet-brass  bands. 

Painting. — ^AU  parts  of  the  plant  not  galvanized  or  finished  will  be 
painted  in  an-  ornamental  manner  suitable  to  the  work.  All  parts 
of  the  ice  tank  and  drip  pans  and  structural  ironwork  will  be  painted 
two  heavy  coats  of  an  approved  graphite  or  carbon  paint.  All  pipes 
before  covering  to  be  pamted  two  heavy  coats  of  asphaltum,  and  all 
pipe  covering  to  have  three  coats  of  lead  and  oil  in  lead-color  tint 
Defore  puttii^  bands  in  place. 
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Note:  Bidder  must  state  size  and  make  of  compressor  and  motor, 
and  rated  capacity ;  in  refrigeration  per  12  hours,  of  the  apparatus  he 
intends  to  furnish. 

Test  of  operation, — ^The  entire  apparatus  must  be  operated  for  a 

1)eriod  of  at  least  48  hours  after  installation,  during  which  time  at 
east  600  pounds  of  ice  shall  be  made  and  all  refrigerated  spaces 
maintainea  at  a  temperature  of  approximately  30®.  During  tlie 
period  of  the  test  the  compressor  shall  be  in  operation  not  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  time. 

HOT-WATEB  TANK,  TANK  BEQULATOB,  AND  AUXILIABT  WATBE  SEBYIOB 

PUMP  AND  MOTOB.     . 

Note. — General  Conditions  govern  where  applicable. 

Description. — ^This  item  of  me  specifications  provides  for  furnish- 
ing all  labor  and  material  necessary  to  install  a  hot-water  tank  and 
regulator  on  suitable  supports,  and  an  emergency  water  service 
pump  and  motor. 

TanJc. — ^The  tank  is  to  be  5  feet  in  diameter  by  10  feet  long,  of 
black  iron,  with  shell  i  inch,  and  heads  f  inch  thick,  and  must  be 
furnished  with  steam-heating  coil,  manhole  in  shell,  and  handhole 
in  each  head,  with  all  openings  recaiforced. 

Coil  must  be  not  less  than  90  feet  in  length  of  No.  16  B.  &  S.  gau^e. 
copper  tubing  of  2  inches  outside  diameter.  Tank  to  be  fitted  witJi 
approved  sarety  valve  and  thermometer,  and  provided  with  all 
necessary  tappings,  ready  for  plumbing-service  connections. 

Reoulator. — ^Tank  must  be  furnished  with  a  thermostatic  regulator 
equal  to  the  Sylphon  with  all  connections  and  valve  to  control  the 
steam  supply  to  the  tank,  and  regulator  must  be  so  adjusted  as  to 
close  the  steam  valve  when  the  temperature  of  water  in  tank  reaches 
140®  F. 

TarJc  supports. — ^Tank  must  be  supported  and  secured  on  suitable 
framework  of  structural  steel  so  that  oottom  of  tank  will  be  at  least 
8  feet  from  floor. 

Covering. — ^Tank  must  be  covered  with  1^  inches  of  83  per  cent 
plastic  magnesia,  secured  on  2-inch  mesh  galvanized-iron  wire  net- 
ting, and  finishing  coat  trowelled  to  a  hard  smooth  finish.  Due 
attention  to  be  paid  to  finish  around  openings.  Finished  surface  of 
covering  to  be  given  two  coats  of  a  cement  paint  in  approved  color, 
tank  to  be  given  two  coats  of  graphite  paint  before  covering. 

Emergency  vxUer  service  pump  and  motor. — ^Furnish  and  install  on 
suitable  foundations,  Vith  single  bed  plate  for  pump  and  motor,  a 
BuflFalo,  or  equal  power  pump,  with  direct-connectea  motor,  geared 
to  crank  shaft  of  pump.  Outfit  to  be  properly  connected  to  water- 
service  main,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

Pump. — To  have  removable  bronze  sleneves,  packed  iron  pistons, 
bronze  seats,  plates,  bolts,  and  springs,  with  rubber  valves  and  steel 
piston  rods. 

The  pump  must  have  at  least  two  horizontal  double-acting  water 
pistons,  and  must  run  at  not  to  exceed  50  revolutions  per  minutei 
with  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  49  gallons  per  minute. 

Motor. — ^Must  be  of  suitable  size  to  operate  the  above  pump 
against  75  pounds  discharge  pressure,  and  must  be  of  the  D.  C.  type 
wound  for  220-volt  service. 
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Contractor  must  famish  and  install  suitable  starting  rheostat  and 
all  wiring  between  same  and  motor. 

GonnectionB. — ^To  be  made  to  low  pressure  4-inch  main  by  means 
of  necessary  gate  valves  and  tees,  so  that  pump  will  be  on  a  by-pass 
but  so  located  as  to  discharge  into  the  general  water  service  of  the 
entire  building.  An  automatic  spring-controlled  water  relief  valve 
must  be  so  connected  between  discharge  and  suction  side  of  pump 
tJiat  any  desired  discharge  pressure  from  40  pounds  to  75  pounds 
may  be  maintained  on  the  water-service  mains. 

Note:  Bidder  must  name  size  and  make  and  type  of  motor  and 
pump  he  intends  to  furnish. 

VACUUM  CLEANEB. 

Note. — ^All  work  included  under  this  heading  will  be  subject  to 
the  general  conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  tne  entire  work. 

Oenerdl. — ^These  specifications  are  intended  to  cover  all  labor  and 
material  to  completely  install  ready  for  use  a  vacuum-cleaner  sys- 
tem, including  piping,  tools,  etc. 

Machines, — ^The  machine  shall  be  a  low-vacuum  type  **SpencCT 
Turbine"  or  approved  equal,  with  direct  connection  to  electric  motor 
and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  operate  six  sweepers  at  one  time. 

Motor. — The  motor  shall  be  a  ^  *  General  Electric ']  or  other  approved 
equal  and  capable  of  developing  15  horsepower  without  undue  heat- 
ing or  sparking  and  designea  for  direct  current  220  volts. 

Starter, — ^The  necessary  starting  apparatus  shall  be  furnished  and 
mounted  on  the  instrument  panel  of  tne  switchboard. 

Oonnedions. — ^AU  elec triced  connections  will  be  made  by  the  elec- 
trical contractor. 

Piping. — This  contractor  shall  furnish  and  install  all  necessary 

{)iping.  There  will  be  two  horizontal  runs  of  approximately  110 
eet  and  three  risers  of  approximately  50  feet,  all  of  which  shaD  be 
3-inch  black  wrought-iron  pipe.  All  vacuum  piping  to  be  of  black 
wrought  iron,  standard  weight,  and  especially  selected  for  smooth 
interior  surface. 

The  ends  of  all  pipes  to  be  smoothly  reamed  after  cutting,  and 
fittings  to  be  of  the  recessed  type  and  aU  right-angle  bends  to  be 
made  by  means  of  T  Y's  and  the  unused  branch  fitted  witii  cleanout 
plugs.  Where  the  conditions  are  such  that  the  T  Y's  can  not  be 
used,  long  sweep  bends  are  to  be  substituted. 

All  horizontal  pipe  to  be  properly  and  securely  suspended  by 
means  of  standard  pipe  hangers,  and  risers  to  be  securely  braced 
and  supported  at  frequent  intervals. 

Outlets. — On  each  floor  and  connected  to  each  riser,  and  in  each 
place  as  may  be  necessary,  there  is  to  be  a  suitable  outlet  or  hoee 
connection.    The  total  number  of  said  outlets  to  be  17. 

Cleaning  tools,  etc. — ^The  contractor  shall  furnish  six  complete  sets 
of  tools  such  as  would  be  best  adapted  to  hospital  use  and  six  lengths 
of  hose  50  feet,  six  lengths  of  hose  25  feet.  All  hose  to  be  1^  inches 
in  diameter. 

Guarantee. — ^The  contractor  shall  give  a  bona  fide  ^arantee  that 
the  entire  installation  is  free  from  defective  workmanship  and  material 
and  that  the  machine  will  give  the  following  results  at  the  end  of  the 
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hose  with  a  f-inch  yacuum  at  the  machine,  |-inch  round  opening 
vacuum  at  opening  2  inches,  f-inch  roimd  opening  vacuum  at  opening 
3  inches. 

ELEOTBIOAL  WOBK. 

Note. — All  work  under  this  heading  will  be  subject  to  the  general 
conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  the  entire  work. 

All  work  done  and  all  materials  used  in  fulfilling  the  requirements 
of  tiiese  specifications  shall  be  in  accordance  with  me  latest  rules  and 
rec][uirements  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Colimibia,  which  will  take  precedence  over  the  rules  of  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  in  case  of  variation  in  requirements. 

The  contractor  shall  allow  a  reasonable  amount  of  elasticity  in  the 
ultimate  location  of  pull  boxes,  etc.,  to  conform  with  the  structural 
requirements  and  to  avoid  interference  with  the  furniture,  interior 
trim,  or  other  local  requirements,  as  may  be  determined  hj  the  archi- 
tect, and  no  extra  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  change  in  location 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  architect. 

Electrical  vxyrk. — T^  contractor  is  to  supply  and  install  all  work 
covered  in  the  following  specifications,  whicn  work  is  to  include  all 
conduit  and  wiring  for  lights,  base  plugs,  motors  shown  on  plans, 
and  all  special  apparatus  shown  on  plans;  making  connection  to  all 
motors  and  apparatus,  switchboard,  all  panel  boards,  intercommu- 
nicating telepnones;  conduits  for  Potomac  Telephone  Co.'s  system, 
annunciators '  and  all  bell  systems  complete,  messenger  cau,  and 
speaking  tubes. 

Contractor  shall  install  at  point  in  en^e  room  a  switchboard 
having  two  generator  panels,  one  distriouting  panel,  and  three 
instrument  panels. 

The  switchboard  shall  be  designed  for  three-wire,  direct-current, 
125-250  volts  service,  current  to  be  furnished  by  two  generators,  sup- 
pUed  under  the  generator  contract.  This  contractor  is  to  make  all 
necessary  provision  for  installing  the  Potomac  Electric  Power  Co.'s 
service,  which  is  to  be  used  in  case  of  shutdown  of  the  hospital  plant. 

The  panels  shall  be  of  Monson  slate. 

The  panels  for  generators  shall  have  the  following  instruments,  viz: 
Two  armeters  (Western  Electric),  ground  detector  lamp,  space  for 
field  rheostat,  pilot  lamp,  circuit  breaker,  potential  plug  or  rece][Stacle 
for  voltmeter,  recording  watt  meter,  one  voltmeter  for  both  panels 
and  switches,  and  accessories  corresponding  to  the  best  practice  of 
the  General  Electric  Co. 

The  light  panel  will  have  the  following  switches:  East-wing  lights, 
west-wing  lignts,  administration-building  Tights,  operating-room  lights, 
and  a  spare  switch,  pilot  lights. 

The  instrument  panel  will  have  the  following  switches:  One  for 
each  of  the  five  elevators,  laundry,  fans  west,  exhaust  fans  east, 
operating  room  fans  east,  vacuum  cleaner,  refrigerating  plant.  All 
switches  are  to  be  of  sufficient  size  for  both  electrical  and  mechanical 
reasons. 

The  space  below  and  between  the  ends  of  the  switchboard  and  the 
wall  shall  be  closed  with  a  substantial  wire  mesh  inclosure  with  gate, 
gate  to  have  ** Yale"  lock  and  wire  not  to  be  less  than  No.  8  Brown  & 
§hfa:pe  gauge. 
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Shop  drawmqs. — ^Before  commencement  of  work  upon  8wit42hboardy 
contractor  shall  submit  for  approval  a  complete  set  of  shop  plam 
and  working  drawings  to  scale,  showing  exact  arrangement  and 
spacing  of  afl  bus  bars  and  connections  on  oack  of  board  and  detailed 
arrangement  and  dimensions  of  switches  and  instruments  mounted 
on  the  front. 

Electric  wiring. — Contractor  shall  install  a  complete  system  of  elec- 
tric light  and  power  wiring  run  in  iron  conduit,  including  ouUet,  puU, 
switch,  and  receptacle  boxes  and  appliances,  etc.,  all  as  described 
herein.  Electric  lights  and  motor  outlets,  etc.,  to  be  installed  as 
shown  on  plans. 

GapdcUy  of  oiUlets, — ^The  motors  throu^out  the  building  will  be 
operated  on  a  two-wire  system  at  220  volts  (nominal).  The  capacity 
of  tJie  motor  outlets  is  indicated  on  the  plans  in  horsepower. 

The  capacity  of  each  lighting  outlet  is  indicated  on  the  plans  and 
is  to  be  figured  at  75  watts. 

Distribution  system, — ^The  two-wire,  three-wire  (110-220  volts)  sys- 
tem shall  be  installed  for  lighting  service,  and  to  this  end  the  dbtri- 
bution  tablets  shall  be  a  three-wire,  symmetrically  arranged  with 
two-wire  branches  with  circuit  connection  to  secure  proper  balance 
on  each  side.  Feeders  shall  be  threo-wire  from  main  switchboard  to 
distribution  tablets. 

Wiring  plans. — ^Before  beginning  work  the  contractor  shall  submit 
for  approval  a  complete  wiring  digram. 

In  preparing  this  wiring  dii^am  the  contractor  is  to  note  that  all 
pilot  lights  are  to  be  confioUed  from  basement  tablet.  ' 

Conduit  installation. — ^All  feeder  and  branch  conduits  shall  be  of 
high-standard  black-enamel  tubing.  All  conduits  shall  be  of  standard 
gas^pipe  dimensions  and  of  the  sizes  specified  herein  and  indicated 
m  schedule. 

No  conduit  smaller  than  i  inch,  nominal  diameter,  with  an  actual 
internal  diameter  of  f  inch  shall  be  used.  No  run  in  excess  of  50 
feet  in  length  shall  have  less  than  f  inch  nominal  inside  diameter. 

Except  as  otherwise  specified  or  shown,  all  tubing  shall  be  contin- 
uous from  the  junction  box  at  switchboara  to  the  distribution  tablets. 
Elbows  shall  be  of  the  same  quality  of  tubing  as  conduits  and  shall 
be  smooth  inside  and  out  and  machme  bent  with  long  turns  free  from 
kinks.  The  joints  of  aU  conduits  shall  be  smooth  faced,  carefully 
reamed  so  as  to  be  free  from  all  fins  and  burs,  made  up  butt  to  butt 
and  the  couplings  turned  up  tight  to  make  a  rigid  connection.  White 
lead  and  linseed  oil  shall  be  us^  in  making  all  joints.  Joints  betweeo 
conduits,  between  outlet  boxes  and  conduits,  and  between  pull 
boxes  and  conduits  shall  be  given  two  coats  of  asphaltum  paint  or 
compound. 

Ovdet  boxes  J  recevta/Hes,  etc. — ^Each  fixture  outlet  shall  terminate  in 
an  outlet  box.  All  outlets,  junction  and  pull  boxes  shall  be  standard 
black  enamel  and  so  installed  that  the  front  of  boxes  comes  flush 
with  finished  plastering.  Outlet  boxes  shall  have  studs  for  the 
attachment  of  fixtures  as  hereinafter  specified. 

All  outlet  boxes  shall  be  of  wrought  steel  not  less  than  No.  12 
B.  &  S.  gauge  in  thickness,  and  be  protected  with  an  enamel  or  japan 
paint  similar  to  that  si)ecified  for  conduit,  or  be  electrogalvanizea. 

All  boxes  must  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  easilj 
accessible.

Floor  and  wall  receptacles  are  to  be  installed  where  called  for  on 
the  plans  and  in  the  specifications.  Finish  to  match  hardware  in 
room  as  directed  by  the  architect. 

Cireuita. — ^Pilot-light  outlets  shown  on  plans  throughout  the 
buildings  shall  be  connected  on  separate  circuit  controUea  from  the 
basement  panel. 

Service-stairway  light  outlets  shall  be  connected  on  separate  cir- 
cuit controlled  from  the  basement  panel. 

Main-stairway  light  outlets  shall  be  connected  on  separate  circuit 
controlled  from  first-floor  panel. 

In  general,  the  contractor  shall  allow  a  margin  of  not  less  than 
approximately  20  per  cent  full  load  in  connecting  up  lighting  outlets 
on  tap  circuits. 

In  addition  to  the  outlets  shown  on  the  plans,  an  outlet  shall  be 
provided  in  each  elevator  shaft  at  proper  heignt  and  position  for 
connection  with  elevator-lighting  cables.  These  outlets  shall  be 
connected  to  the  same  circuit  controlled  by  a  branch-circuit  switch 
on  nearest  panel  board.  An  outlet  shall  be  provided  on  wall  of  the 
pent  houses. 

All  floor  outlets  are  to  be  of  the  water-tight  type,  substantial  in 
construction.  The  plug  for  the  outlet  to  be  held  securely  in  place 
and  provided  with  a  moroughly  water-tight  ^land  outlet  for  the 
wire.  The  plug  top  to  have  a  standard  1-inch  pipe  thread,  to  permit 
mounting  oi  an  extension  piece.  Flush  cap  must  screw  down  to  the 
floor  level  and  make  a  water-tight  joint. 

Conduit  termiTLoU, — ^The  terminals  of  all  feeder  and  branch  con- 
duits at  distribution  tablets,  pull  boxes  and  ceiling  and  brackets 
outlets,  shall  be  suppUed  with  steel  check  or  lock  nuts  and  rounded 
terminal  bushings  of  brass. 

Outlets  and  omer  boxes  shall  be  rigidly  clamped  in  position  between 
the  above-described  lock  nuts  and  termmal  bushings  in  such  manner 
as  to  form  a  rigid  connection. 

Wiring. — All  branch  circuits  from  the  distribution  tablets  to  the 
various  outlets  in  the  building  shall  be  two-vrire  with  conductors  of 
the  size  required  by  the  District  of  Columbia  regidations. 

All  wires  shall  be  double  braided,  rubber  insulated,  and  meet  in 
every  respect  the  requirements  of  tne  District  of  Columbia  regula- 
tions. 

Motor  feeders  shall  be  of  ample  length  at  motor  terminals  to  pro- 
vide for  proper  final  connections  to  controllers  or  starting  boxes, 
which  connections  shall  be  made  under  this  contract.  Motor  feeders 
shall  be  run  in  iron  conduit  up  to  a  point  of  connection  at  the  motor. 

Loops  not  less  than  6  inches  long  shall  be  left  at  all  intermediate 
outlet  boxes  on  branch  tap  circuits  and  ends  8  inches  long  at  terminal 
boxes  of  circuit,  for  the  subsequent  connection  of  fixtures  under 
another  contract. 

Distribuiian  tahleU  and  loxes. — Distribution  tablets  shall  be  fur- 
nished and  installed  at  the  location  given  on  the  drawings. 

The  tablets  shall  be  of  inclosed  mse  tvpe  designed  for  three-wire 
mains  (125-250  volts)  with  two-wire  double  branch  circuits  and 
cutouts  with  switches,  and  be  of  the  best  construction  and  finish. 

Not  less  than  four  spare  cutouts  and  switches  shall  be  provided  on 
each  tablet. 

All  tablets  shall  be  of  Monson  slate  1  inch  thick. 
H  D— 62-3— vol  138 10 
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Each  branch  circuit  shall  have  a  number  neatly  stenciled  in  black 
paint  on  tablet  with  even  numbers  on  one  side. 

Each  distribution  tablet  shall  have  a  neatly  printed  schedule  of 
the  circuits  controlled  by  that  tablet  and  showmg  number  of  lam{)S, 
size  of  wire  and  numbers  or  designations  of  rooms  for  each  tap  cir- 
cuit; also  designation  of  tablet  and  size  of  connecting  feeder.  Sched- 
ules ^all  be  mounted  on  inner  side  of  paneled  door. 

Tablets  shall  be  inclosed  in  boxes  constructed  with  angle-iron 
frames  and  with  iron  or  steel  plate  back  sides  and  ends  bent  from 
one  piece  of  sheet  metal  |  inch  thick.  The  boxes  shall  be  rein- 
forced at  comers  by  angle  iron,  all  securely  riveted  with  rirets  of 
proper  size,  spaced  not  more  than  2  inches  on  centers. 

ML  steel  and  iron  work  of  tablet  boxes  shall  be  painted  one  good 
shop  coat  before  placing  in  position  in  buildings.  After  erection  the 
inside  ^all  be  painted  a  second  coat  in  a  thorough  manner.  The 
best  pure  white  lead  and  the  best  linseed  oil  shall  be  used. 

The  top  of  each  box  shall  be  drilled  with  number  of  holes  to  cor- 
respond with  number  of  cutouts  in  each  cabinet  for  the  insertion  of 
branch  conduits  and  spare  holes  plugged.  Holes  shall  also  be  drilled 
for  the  entrance  of  feeder  conduits. 

Sufficient  clearance  between  the  edge  of  holes  and  back  and  front 
shall  be  left  to  permit  the  use  of  conduit  terminal  bushings  on  inside, 
and  steel  lock  nuts  on  outside  of  box. 

In  all  tablet  boxes  a  piece  of  l-inch  sheet  asbestos  the  full  size  of 
the  slate  or  marble  panel  shall  be  inserted  between  panel  and  steel 
back  to  prevent  possible  grounding  of  switch  supports,  studding,  etc 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  tablets  and  boxes  must 
conform  in  every  respect  to  the  requirement  of  the  rules  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  for  the  installation  of  electric  work. 

Trim  and  doors. — The  trims  are  to  be  furnished  with  tablet  boxes. 

Sample  lox  and  trim. — Contractor  shall  submit  for  approval  a  sam- 
ple of  tablet  and  tablet  box  before  commencement  of  work. 

Fuses. — All  tap  fuses  wherever  called  for  in  the  specifications  shaD 
be  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  standard  cartridge  inclosed  type. 

Di^trihyMonr-tahlet  feeders. — Distribution  tablets  and  boxes  snail  be 
installed  at  points  indicated  on  drawings  with  size  of  feeders  required. 

Switches. — The  location  of  flush  plate  push-button  switches  is  indi- 
cated on  the  plans,  but  in  general  all  ceiling  lights  will  be  switched, 
the  switch  bemg  located  near  the  door  of  the  room.  S¥7itch  plate 
must  match  hardware  and  trim.  The  center  of  flush  switches  shall 
be  4  feet  above  the  finished  floor  unless  otherwise  required  by  the 
trim  or  otherwise  ordered.  In  all  cases  switches  are  located  on  the 
knob  side  of  door  openings.  The  exact  location  of  these  switches  is 
to  be  determined  at  the  time  of  installation.  Plush  switches  shall  be 
of  the  ** Diamond  H"  type  or  approved  equal. 

Fixture  fastenings. — ^The  contractor  is  to  supply  and  install  for  each 
ceiling  and  wall  fixture  a  fastening  device  sufficiently  strong  to  give 
the  fixture  secure  support. 

For  ceilings  the  device  is  to  consist  of  an  iron  plate  on  the  floor 
above  with  an  iron  bolt  running  through  the  floor  and  outlet  box, 
the  end  of  the  bolt  to  be  properly  threaded  for  the  insulating  joints. 

For  walk  expansion  or  'counter*'  bolts  are  to  be  used  and  outlets 
properly  threaded  for  insulating  joints  for  fixtures. 
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The  contractor  shall  cut  an  opening  of  proper  size  through  the  wall 
of  the  building  in  a  suitable  place  to  be  desimated  by  the  architect 
to  permit  of  tne  introduction  of  the  electric  nght  and  power  service 
from  the  street  main. 

At  this  point  of  entrance  the  contractor  shall  provide  immediately 
inside  the  Tbuilding  a  suitable  service  box. 

Samples. — Samples  of  wires,  conduits,  outlet,  switch  and  pull 
boxes,  jBush-plug  receptacles,  and  other  fittings  shall  be  submitted 
for  approval  before  commencement  of  the  work  and  the  contractor 
will  be  held  responsible  for  any  delay  or  difiiculty  occasioned  by  the 
subsequent  rejection  of  any  materials  or  appliances  the  approval  of 
which  has  not  been  secured  in  advance  of  tneir  installation. 

Tests. — The  contractor  is  to  test  the  installation  floor  by  floor;  it 
must  be  absolutely  free  from  grounds,  open  or  short  circuits.  All 
circuits  shall  indicate  an  insulation  resistance  in  conformity  with 
rule  66  of  the  National  Electrical  Code. 

TELEPHONES. 

System. — The  contractor  shall  provide  and  install  a  complete  house 
telephone  system,  including  all  instruments,  central  switchboard, 
tubmg,  wiring,  and  all  necessary  equipment,  which  shall  be  of  Western 
Electric  or  Holtzer-Cabot  manufacture. 

The  contractor  shall  also  install  the  necessary  tubing  for  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Potomac  telephones  according  to  their  standard  specifications. 
The  public  telephone  shall  consist  of  a  receiving  station  and  branch 
stations  as  given  below. 

House  system. — The  house  system  shall  consist  of  the  following 
stations: 

Building  A,  rooms  Nos.  407,  411,  335,  212,  112. 

BuUding  B,  rooms  Nos.  522,  510,  406,  404,  409,  328,  306,  316,  hall 
of  224,  219  (switchboard),  206, 215, 130, 122, 112, 118,  2,  7, 12,  and  16. 

BuUding  C,  rooms  Nos.  409,  412,  301.  211,  118,  109,  107. 

Public  system. — The  Chesapeake  &  rotomac  system  shall  consist 
of  the  following  stations: 

Building  A,  room  No.  305. 

Building  B,  rooms  Nos.  328,  219  (receiving  station),  130,  122  (pay 
station)^  7. 

Buildmg  C,  room  No.  301. 

ANNUNCIATORS. 

Note. — All  work  included  under  this  heading  will  be  subject  to  the 
general  conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  the  entire  work. 

General. — The  contractor  is  to  install  complete  a  hospital  signal 
system  as  outlined  below,  including  wiring,  conduits,  pushes,  signal 
lamps,  annunciators,  buzzer  beUs,  motor  venerator  set,  switches, 
and  all  accessories  as  may  be  required  to  make  the  system  complete. 
In  the  apparatus  described  below  the  number  refers  to  a  Holtzer- 
Cabot  system,  circular  No.  15601. 

Wiring. — All  wiring  shall  be  run  in  tubing  as  called  for  under  elec- 
trical specifications. 

System. — This  system  consists  of  a  calling  and  reset  station,  No. 
116-160C,  at  each  bed;  a  lamp  station,  No.  130-150C,  in  nurses' 
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rooms  on  ward  floors  and  outside  the  door  of  each  private  room;  a 
lamp  annunciator,  No.  163-150C  in  each  nurse's  room;  a  monitor 
annunciator  lamp  signal,  No.  152-150C,  in  the  superintendent  of 
nurses'  office. 

Also  the  following  pushes,  annunciator  buzzers,  and  bells  are  to  be 
furnished  and  installed:  Annunciator  No.  153-150C  in  lobby  No.  122, 
building  B;  push  at  entrance  to  No.  10,  building  B,  to  annunciator; 
push  at  service  entrance  No.  8,  building  B,  to  buzzer  in  housekeeper's 
office  and  buzzer  in  kitchen;  pushes  at  front  entrance,  rear  entrance, 
mediced  superintendent's  office,  board  room  and  medical  board  room, 
building  B,  and  rear  entrance  building  C,  all  to  annunciator;  rear 
entrance  buildings  B  and  C  to  ring  bell  m  No.  116,  building  B ;  push  in 
No.  330  to  buzzer  in  No.  331;  push  in  No.  321  to  buzzer  in  No.  319; 

Eushes  in  Nos.  412,  411,  and  413  to  small  drop  annunciator  in 
itchen.  No.  406,  all  building  B. 

SpeaJdna  tubes. — From  each  dumb-waiter  entrance  on  the  fourth 
floor,  building  B,  run  }-inch  standard  black  enamel  tubing  for  speak- 
ing tubes.  Each  diunb-waiter  to  have  a  separate  tube  to  each  floor 
at  which  the  diunb-waiter  lands. 

ELEVATORS. 

The  elevator  equipment  is  to  be  furnished  and  installed  by  a  manu- 
facturer of  recognized  standing,  and  it  is  expressly  understood  that 
the  contractor  must  have  installed  similar  elevators,  which  have  been 
in  satisfactory  operation  for  at  least  five  years. 

The  elevators  will  be  designated  as  follows: 

A.  Electric  passenger  elevator. 

B.  Electric  mvalid  lift. 

C.  Electric  passenger  elevator. 

D.  Electric  service  elevator. 

E.  Electric  dumb-waiter.

The  lifts  ''F"  and  ''G"  are  to  be  of  the  hand-power  dumb-waiter 
type,  with  car  boxes  2  feet  by  2  feet  by  2  feet  6  inches*  made  of 
hardwood,  with  one  removable  shelf,  capacity  100  pounds,  and  to 
travel  from  the  basement  to  the  fifth  floor. 
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Foundations. — The  machines  located  in  the  boiler  rooms  aj:e  to  be 
placed  upon  substantial  concrete  foundations. 

The  machine  located  over  the  hatchways  are  to  be  placed  upon 
substantial  3-inch  tongued  and  grooved  yellow  pine  floor,  resting 
on  steel  beams  secured  to  the  supports,  furnished  by  another 
contractor. 

The  machines  overhead  shall  also  set  in  a  galvanized  pan  with  the 
edges  turned  up  3  inches  to  prevent  oil  from  dripping  below. 

Motors. — ^All  motors  are  to  be  of  a  type  especially  designed  for 
elevator  service,  and  are  to  be  wound  for  220  volts  direct  current. 

Operatina  device.— The  switch-control  machines  must  have  the 
hand  switcn  conveniently  placed  in  the  car  so  that  the  operator  can 
easily  open  and  close  tlie  inclosure  doors  without  having  to  leave 
the  car  switch.^ 

The  switch  is  to  be  so  designed  that  it  will  automatically  return 
to  the  center,  and  stop,  the  car  released  by  the  operator  when  the 
car  is  in  motion. 

Dumb-waiter  "E"  elevator  "A"  shall  be  controlled  by  what  is 
known  as  the  "car  control,"  having  a  series  of  buttons  m  the  car 
corresponding  to  the  various  landings,  so  arranged  that  the  pushing 
of  the  proper  button  will  send  the  car  to  the  floor  designated,  if  the 
inclosure  doors  have  been  closed.  A  button  shall  be  placed  outside 
of  each  door,  the  pushing  of  which  will  bring  the  car  to  that  level, 
provided  all  other  doors  are  closed.  AH  inclosure  doors  are  to  be 
provided  with  interlocking  fixtures,  which  will  prevent  the  mov- 
ing of  the  car  unless  all  doors  are  closed,  and  prevent  the  opening 
of  any  door  unless  the  car  is  opposite.  The  gate  on  the  car  of  "A" 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  contact  to.  prevent  the  moving  of  the  car 
unless  this  gate  is  closed. 

ControOers.— The  controllers  of  elevators  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  and 
'^D"  are  to  be  or  the  magnetic  type,  employing  electromagnets 
throughout,  and  the  use  of  meostats  or  sliding  contacts  will  not  be 
permitted. 

Mdchines. — ^The  machines  are  all  to  be  of  the  single  worm  and  gear 
type,  except  elevator  "B,"  which  is  to  be  of  the  tandem  worm  and 
gear  type. 

Safity  devices.— EleY&toTB  "A,"  "B,"  ''C,"  and  "D''  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  safety  device  placed  underneath  the  car  so  designed, 
in  connection  with  centrifugal  governor  placed  overhead,  that  the 
car  will  be  brought  to  a  stop  from  any  reason  causing  undue  speed. 

A  safetv  switch  is  to  be  placed  in  car  "B,"  ''C,"  and  ''D,"  which 
will  enable  the  operator  to  cut  off  the  current  from  the  motor  inde- 
pendent of  the  regular  hand  switch. 

Each  elevator  is  to  be  equipped  with  hatchway  electric  switches, 
which  must  cut  off  the  current  automatically  from  the  motor  ana 
apply  the  brake  in  case  the  car  runs  by  the  terminal  landings. 

An  electric  brake  must  be  furnished. 

An  electric  slack  cable  switch  shall  be  furnished,  which  will  bring 
the  car  to  a  stop  in  the  event  of  the  slacking  of  the  cables. 

A  circuit  breaker  must  be  furnished  on  or  near  the  control  board. 

Bumper  springs. — Coiled  steel  bumper  springs  shall  be  placed  under 
each  elevator,  securely  fastened  at  the  bottom  of  the  pit  on  steel 
channels. 
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Grating. — An  iron  grating  shall  be  placed  under  the  overhead  work 
capable  of  sustaining  a  load  of  75  pounds  per  square  foot. 

Wiring. — The  electric  contractor  will  bring  the  supply  wires  to 
the  controllers;  and  all  connections  from  the  point  will  be  made 
by  the  elevator  contractor. 

Painting. — ^All  exposed  parts  are  to  be  painted  one  coat  by  the 
elevator  contractor. 

Plans  and  measuremenia. — ^A  complete  set  of  plans  must  be  given 
to  the  architect  for  approval  before  proceeding  with  the  work,  and 
all  measiu*ement6  taken  from  the  general  plans  must  be  verified  at 
the  building. 

OUy  regulations. — All  work  must  conform  strictly  to  the  elevator 
regulations  of  the  city. 

rtrmiis. — ^The  necessary  permits,  and  final  certificates  of  approval 
must  be  obtained  from  the  inspector  of  elevators  by  the  elevator 
contractor. 

Spedjicatians. — ^Detailed  specifications  of  the  complete  equipment 
must  be  furnished  the  architect  for  approval  before  proceeding 
with  the  work. 

Owners'  waric. — ^The  gekieral  contractor  will  prepare  and  inclose 
the  hatchways;  furnish  proper  supports  for  guides  and  guide  posts 
at  each  floor;  main  supports  for  the  overhead  beams;  bring  service 
wires  to  the  controllers;  provide  outlet  at  center  of  shaft  for  light 
cables,  and  such  work  as  is  usually  taken  care  of  by  the  builder. 

Finale. — It  is  the  intent  and  purpose  of  these  specifications  to 
cover  the  complete  elevator  equipment  as  generally  described  above, 
and  all  of  the  necessary  apparatus  to  fuuy  eauip  the  plant,  which 
may  not  be  specifically  mentioned,  shall  be  iacluaed  in  the  devator 
contract. 

FLUMBINO  AND  GAS  FimNO. 

Note. — ^All  work  under  this  heading  shall  be  subject  to  the 
general  conditions  hereinbefore  written  for  the  entire  work. 

Generally. — ^The  work  covers  the  placing  of  all  down  spouts  and 
plumbing  lines,  all  horizontal  drains  in  basement,  all  drains  for 
refrigerators,  all  plumbing  fixtures  complete,  all  connections  required 
for  the  kitchen  equipment,  hot-water  heater  and  storage  tanks, 
boilers,  steriUzers,  all  special  hospital  equipment  reouiring  hot  and 
cold  water  or  drainage  that  is  shown  on  the  plans  or  called  for  in  these 
specifications  and  aU  piping  required  to  install  the  work  complete  in 
every  respect,  called  for  on  the  plans  and  in  these  specifications. 

Permits. — ^AU  permits  of  every  kind  referring  to  the  drainage  system 
shall  be  procured  by  the  contractor  at  his  own  expense,  and  he  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  variations  of  the  laws  and  compliance  with 
all  the  requirements  of  the  plumbing  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Kind  and  quality  of  material. — ^The  required  material  and  fixtures 
furnished  shall  in  each  case  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  specifica^ 
tions  and  of  the  best  quaUty  and  grade  found  in  the  niarket. 

Complete  list  of  fixtures  will  oe  appended  to  this  specification. 

AvfrovcH  of  fiocttires. — ^The  list  of  fixtures  heretofore  mentioned 
simply  is  aflSxed  to  indicate  the  class  and  not  to  be  understood  as 
requiring  that  particular  fixture  or  that  particular  make.  The 
reference  numbers  shall  be  Mott's  catalogue,  unless  otherwise  stated. 
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lif aterials  of  every  kind  shall  conform  strictly  with  the  requirements 
of  this  specification  as  to  important  dimensions,  weights,  quality  of 
xnaterial,  and  design. 

All  vitreous  earthenware  and  all  brass  work  of  every  description 
shall  be  free  from  defects  and  guaranteed  by  the  manufacturer  for  a 
}>eriod  of  one  year. 

AH  exposed  pipes  shall  be  polished  red  brass. 

Casi^ron  pipes. — ^AU  pipes  and  fittiags  of  drainage  system  below 
basement  floor  and  below  ground  shaU  be  cast  iron,  extra  heavy 
hub  and  spigot  pipe  with  an  average  weight  as  follows: 

Weight  per  foot:  4  inches,  13  pounds ;  5  niches,  17  pounds ;  6  inches, 
20  pounds;  7  inches,  27  pounds;  8  inches,  37.5  pounds;  10  inches, 
45  pounds. 

All  fittiQgs  shall  be  corresponding  thickness  as  extra  heavy  pipe. 

The  drainage  system  shall  be  divided  into  four  complete  systems, 
viz:  The  west  wiog^  the  administration  building,  the  isolation  wards, 
fifth  floor  of  administration  building,  and  the  east  win^.  Each 
system  to  have  an  independent  connection  to  the  pubhc  sewer. 
'The  drains  of  the  east  and  west  wines  to  be  exposed  below  the  first 
floor.  Drains  in  administration  building  to  be  carried  in  trenches 
on  soKd  groimd. 

Tests,  etc. — ^After  the  entire  drainage  system  has  been  complete,  and 
before  trenches  are  closed,  all  outlets  in  the  pipes  in  basement  and 
those  of  down  spouts  of  roof  shall  be  securely  plugged  up  and  the 
entire  system  filled  with  water  to  the  main  roof  line,  and  left  standing 
for  six  hours.  After  all  pipes  and  joints  are  proved  to  be  perfectly 
tight  after  said  period,  the  water  is  to  be  drawn  off  and  the  trenches 
rSUed  in  a  workmanlike  manner. 

The  cost  of  all  tests  and  making  good  of  all  defects  shall  be  borne 
by  the  contractor. 

Glean  outs, — Clean  outs  shall  be  placed  at  the  bottom  of  all  down 
spouts,  soil  and  waste  pipes,  and  at  such  places  in  the  horizontal 
drains  as  will  enable  all  parts  of  the  entire  system  to  be  readily 
cleaned. 

Clean  outs  on  straight  runs  shall  be  of  approved  pattern.  Crane 
A-5734,  and  those  at  the  end  of  runs  shall  consist  of  S  bends  with 
approved  heavy  brass  trap,  screwed  with  hexagonal  nut  on  top, 
TVnere  pipes  are  buried  in  the  ground,  these  clean  outs  shall  be  located 
in  manholes,  formed  in  concrete.  Top  of  manholes  shall  have  heavy 
cast-iron  frame,  anchored  to  brickworK. 

Cesspools. — ^Place  in  all  areas  shown  on  the  drawings  approved 
cesspool. 

WrougklAron  pipe. — ^The  downspouts  where  shown  on  the  plan  are 
to  run  inside  the  building,  shall  be  heavy  galvanized,  wrought-iron 
pipe  of  size  noted,  joined  with  heavy  cast-iron,  galvanized  recessed, 
threaded  drainage  fittings. 

Piping  shall  be  supported  at  each  floor  with  suitable  wrought-iron 
pipe  supports,  securely  fastened  to  ironwork  and  at  bottom  by 
suitable  foot  bends  resting  on  brickwork  of  chases. 

Cornice  gutter  shall  be  lined  with  copper  as  shown. 

Connection  between  gutter  and  galvanized  wrought-iron  down 
spouts  shall  be  made  with  lead  goosenecks,  constructed  of  drawn  lead 
pipe  weighing  8  pounds  per  foot. 
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All  galvanized  wrought-iron  pipe  shall  be  lap  welded.  All  pipee 
and  fittings  shall  be  properly  threaded  and  screwed  up  tight  with 
graphite  and  oil. 

Intakes  of  all  down  spouts  shall  have  inverted  No.  8  brass,  wire 
baskets. 

Where  the  down  spouts  are  run  on  the  outside  of  the  walls  the  same 
shall  be  supplied  by  another  contractor,  the  plumbing  contractor  shall 
run  a  C.  1.  pipe  to  receive  copper  down  spouts  3  feet  above  grade. 

Soil  and  waste  pipe, — ^AU  pipes  shall  be  heavy  galvanized  wrought 
iron  with  Jenkin  s  Bros,  or  Crane's  heavy  recessed  galvanized  cast- 
iron  drainage  fittings,  long  turns  90®  and  45®  elbows  and  Y  branches. 
All  lateral  connections  to  fixtures  shall  be  made  with  heavy  galvanized 
iron  pipe  and  recessed  fitting.  No  lead  pipes  of  any  description  will 
be  permitted.  Bath  traps  snail  be  brass  cast  traps.  The  bottom  of 
aU  vertical  soil  stacks  snail  be  supported  on  vertical  foot  bends  and 
throughout  their  height  anchored  m  approved  manner  to  iron  framing 
at  each  floor.  Where  lines  are  shown  on  ceiling  or  on  ceiling  of  base- 
ment they  shall  be  hung  with  approved  hangers.  Where  pipes 
pass  through  terra  cotta,  galvanizea-iron  pipe  sleeves  shall  be  pro- 
vided and  set.  Pipe  sleeves  shaU  be  supported  on  flanges  on  top  of 
terra-cotta  arches. 

The  size  of  all  waste  and  vent  pipe  is  to  be  the  size  required  by  the 
Plumbing  Regulation  of  the  Distnct  of  Columbia, 

All  vertical  stacks  of  soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  extend  as  vertical 
vents.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  gathered  together  and  extended  through 
roof  of  building  a  distance  of  4  feet  above  same. 

Rim  where  shown,  and  of  sizes  marked  on  plans,  galvanized-iron 
risers  for  refrigerator  drains.  These  risers  are  to  empty  into  sinks 
installed  in  ceUar,  as  shown,  and  to  terminate  at  the  upper  end  in 
heavy  cast-brass  trap  and  cesspool  with  hinged  strainers. 

Cold-water  supply. — ^A  4-inch  water-supplv  main  to  be  taken  from 
the  high-pressure  main  on  Twenty-fourth  Street.  This  supply  is  to 
be  connected  with  the  low-pressure  main  on  Twenty-fourth  Street, 
where  it  passes  over  same,  and  brought  into  engine  room,  provided 
with  cut-out  valve  carried  through  a  meter,  which  shall  be  supplied 
by  and  installed  by  the  contractor.  This  cold-water  supply  sniul  be 
carried  to  aU  fixtures  requiring  the  same. 

The  cold-water  supply  system  shall  consist  of  a  3-inch  horizontal 
inain  carried  just  below  the  level  of  the  first  floor,  from  which  2-indli 
risers  shall  be  run.  Branches  to  baths,  water-closets,  and  slop  sinks 
shall  be  1^  inches;  other  branches  of  sufficient  size  to  amply  supply 
the  fixture. 

Cold-water  mains,  risers,  and  branch  supply  shall  be  provided  with 
controlling  and  cut-off  valves. 

Cold-water  supply  for  hot -water  heater  shall  be  provided  with 
cut-off  valve  near  its  connection  to  main  supply  pipe. 

Hot-^uxUer  supply. — ^Hot-water  supply  from  not-water  tank,  located 
in  boiler  rooms,  3-mch  supply  pq>e  snaJl  be  run,  diminishing  propor- 
tionately as  different  risers  are  taken  off. 

Risers  shall  not  be  less  than  1^  inches;  a  separate  l^inch  supply 
pipe  shall  be  carried  to  kitchen.  A  l^inch  return  circulating  pipe 
shall  be  provided  from  each  riser,  which  will  be  gathered  t(^tner 
in  basement,  increasing  in  size  as  pipe  returns  are  adaed  and  connected 
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to  2i-inch  opening  provided  for  same  in  hot-water  tank.    Cut-oflf 
val'^e  shall  be  provioed  near  its  connection. 

^  Hot-water  mains,^  risers,  and  branches,  as  well  as  return  circulating 
pipe,  shall  be  provided  with  controlling  and  cut-oflf  valves.  Valve 
on  each  hot  and  cold  riser  shall  have  an  inscription  tag  designating 
the  circuit  controlled. 

All  hot  and  cold  water  supply  mains  and  branches  shall  be  graded 
to  empty  completely  at  the  lowest  point  and  drain  into  a  sump. 
After  not  and  cold  water  lines  have  been  completed  and  tested,  the 
hot-water  pipe  shall  be  covered  with  an  approved  non-conducting 
sectional  ana  removable  covering  1  inch  thick.  Covering  for  coif 
water  pipes  shall  be  of  felt  not  less  than  f  inch  thick  and  have  water- 
proof paper  core. 

Special  sectional  removable  covering  must  be  provided  for  valve 
and  fitting.  All  covering  shall  be  canvas  covered  with  lacquered 
bands  spaced  not  over  18  inches  apart. 

Before  banding,  all  coverings  shall  be  painted  with  two  coats  fire- 
proof cold-water  paint.  Where  pipe  passes  through  floors,  ceiling, 
walls,  marble,  tile,  etc.,  it  shall  be  provided  with  sleeves  fitted  with 
nickel-plated  cast-brass  floor  ceilinj;  and  wall  escutcheons.

Sm:  The  recent  fires  in  the  bxiildings  occupied  by  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  of  this  department  make  it  necessary  to  secure 
additional  funds  from  Congress  in  order  to  cover  the  additional 
expenditures  that  will  have  to  be  made  in  order  to  properly  safeguard 
the  property  of  the  department  and  permit  the  continuance  of  certain 
important  mvestigations  which  are  now  under  way  in  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry.  The  first  fire  occurred  in  the  basement  of  labora- 
tory B,  rooms  16,  17,  18,  and  19,  which  were  used  for  storing  expend- 
able supplies  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  resulted  in  a  loss  of 
practically  all  of  the  supplies  stored  therein  and  also  injured  the 
building  itself.  In  order  to  restore  the  rooms  which  wore  injured 
by  fire  to  a  condition  fit  for  occupancy  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
extensive  repairs.  Immediate  steps  wul  be  taken  to  have  such  repairs 
made  as  are  absolutely  necessary. 

The  second  fire  occurred  in  a  rented  structure  at  1358-1360  B 
Street,  which  is  occupied  by  the  Office  of  Cotton  Standardization  of 
the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  It  will  be  necessary  to  make  certain 
repairs  to  this  building  other  than  those  which  will  have  to  be  made 
by  the  owner,  to  make  it  possible  to  continue  the  cotton-standardiza- 
tion work  therein.  In  the  event  that  other  quarters  are  secured  for 
continuing  the  cotton-standardization  work  it  will  be  necessary 
to  expend  a  considerable  amount  in  order  to  make  certain  alterations 
in  the  way  of  skylights,  etc.,  necessary  owinff  to  the  peculiar  require- 
ments in  connection  with  the  making  of  tne  cotton  grades.  It  is 
estimated  that  it  will  require  at  least  $3,000  to  make  the  Repairs  to  the 
buildings  in  question,  $2,000  of  which  will  be  required  for  the  repairs 
to  the  west  wing  (laboratory  B). 

In  the  building  at  1358-1360  B  Street  was  stored  a  large  quantitv  of 
raw  cotton,  which  was  used  in  the  preparation  of  cotton  CTades.  as  well  as 
a  large  number  of  finished  ^ades.  All  of  this  materifd  vros  destroyed, 
as  well  as  considerable  furniture  and  some  expensive  scientific  appara- 
tus and  facilities  used  in  maktag  the  grades.  It  is  estimated  that  it 
will  require  $8,000  to  secure  the  necessary  materials  and  sxipplies  for 
continuing  the  work  in  the  preparation  of  cotton  grades.  The  funds 
which  are  now  available  under  the  existing  anpropriations  for  the  cotton 
standardization  work  are  exhausted,  and  unless  additional  fundscan  be 
secured  for  immediate  use  the  work  will  have  to  remain  at  a  standstill 
until  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  demand  for  sets  of  the 
cotton  grades  continues  to  be  ver>'  heavy,  but  until  funds  are  secured 
with  which  to  purchase  additional  cotton  for  making  the  grades  this 
demand  can  not  be  met.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
that  Congress  be  asked  for  the  following  deficiency  appropriations : 

Office  of  the  Secretary:  For  adclitional  labor  and  emei:gency  employmentfi,  $1,000. 

Contingent  expenses,  Department  of  Agriculture:  For  additional  necessary  suppliea 
and  repairs  to  buildings,  $2,000. 

General  expenses,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry:  For  additional  expenses  in  connection 
with  the  purchase  of  materials  and  supplies  needed  for  contmuing  inveatigatioDs 
into  ginning,  handling,  grading,  baling,  and  wrapping  of  cotton,  $8,000.

Sm:  In  the  sundry  civil  act  approved  March  4,  1911,  the  following 
appropriation  was  made: 

For  refrigerating  apparatua  for  the  Senate  and  House  wings  of  the  Capitol  and 
Senate  and  House  Office  Biiildings,  and  for  each  and  every  purpose  connec&d  there- 
with, including  the  cooling  of  the  air  supplied  to  the  Senate  Cnamber  and  the  Hidl 
of  the  House,  completion  of  the  ice-water  plants  in  the  Senate  and  House  Office 
Buildincs.  for  labor,  materials,  and  personal  services,  seventy-two  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  immediately  available. 

Out  of  this  sum  $32,200  (including  reservation  for  outstanding 
biUs)  has  been  expended  for  the  instdlation  of  refrigerating  appi^ 
ratus  in  the  kitchens  of  the  Senate  and  House  wings  of  the  Capitol 
and  ice-water  plants  in  the  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildmgs. 
This  leaves  a  balance  on  hand  of  $40,000.  During  Uie  past  year 
plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  up  for  the  proposed  installation 
of  that  section  of  the  work  designed  to  eflFect  the  cooling  of  the 
air  in  the  Senate  and  House  Chambers.  After  a  complete  study 
had  been  made  it  was  found  that,  to  carry  the  work  out  as  intended., 
it  would  be  necessary  to  completely  revise  the  systems  of  ventila- 
tion at  present  existing.  That  change  was  incorporated  with  the 
proposition  for  cooling  the  air  in  the  Senate  and  House  Chambers. 
In  August,  1912^  advertisement  was  made  on  the  basis  of  complete 
plans  and  specifications,  and  bids  were  received  on  September 
14,  1912. 

For  the  information  of  Congress  an  abstract  of  the  bids  received 
is  herewith  attached. 

A  revision  and  summary  of  the  proposals  showed  the  following: 

Re£n£[eration,  Senate  wing $59, 180 

Bevioon  of  ventilating  apparatus,  Senate  wing 15, 250 

Refrigeration,  House  wing 90, 710 

Bevision  of  ventilating  apparatus.  House  wing 21, 400 

Total  cost  for  Senate  wing 74, 430 

Total  cost  for  House  wing 112,110 
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After  the  receipt  of  bids,  and  finding  the  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion inadequate,  all  proposals  were  rejected  and  the  original  pro- 
posals returned  to  the  bidders,  with  a  letter  stating  that  the  balance 
on  hand  was  not  sufficient  to  allow  the  acceptance  of  any  proposal, 
and  that  the  matter  would  have  to  be  referred  to  Congress  for  further 
action. 

The  total  cost  of  the  work  y;et  to  be  done,  in  accordance  with  the 
reconunendation  of  the  consulting  engineer,  will  amount  to  $186,540. 
Deducting  from  this  the  balance  on  hand,  $40,000,  leaves  the  sum  of 
$146,540  necessary  to  complete  the  work.  However,  to  provide  for 
contingencies  which  may  arise,  due  to  the  delays  and  increases  in 
the  cost  of  materials,  the  sum  should  be  placed  at  $150,000. 

A  complete  record  of  all  proceedings,  other  than  the  bids  returned, 
are  on  file  in  this  office.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a 
provision  to  be  carried  in  the  general  deficiency  appropriation  bill  to 
correct  provisions  in  the  legidative  appropriation  bill  for  the  next 
fiscal  year,  which  has  passed  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

Unaer  legislative  instructions  carried  in  the  current  legislative 
appropriation  bill  the  department  estimated  in  detail  for  clerks  to 
tne  extent  of  $18,000  in  the  Office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  and  $49,300  in  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Post  Office 
Department,  heretofore  carried  on  a  lump  sum  paid  from  the  appro- 
priation '^  For  establishing  and  maintainmg  postal  savings  deposito- 
ries." Both  of  these  appropriations  are  carried,  as  stated,  in  the 
legislative  bill  for  the  next  nscal  year,  but  both  conclude  with  this 
language: 

To  be  pAid  from  the  appropriation  **  For  establishing  and  maintaining  postal  savings 
depositories." 

It  now  develops  that  the  Post  Office  Department  will  not  have  a 
lump-fium  appropriation  for  this  purpose  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  It 
will  therefore  be  necessary,  if  the  items  so  carried  in  the  legislative 
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bill  are  made  available,  for  the  following  language  to  be  inserted  in 
the  general  deficiency  biU: 

That  in  place  of  the  appropriatioDfl  earned  in  the  Imslative  appropriation  bill  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  Jmy  mat,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  which  provide  for  ihe 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Postal  Savings  System  in  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  for  the 
Post  Office  Department,  amounting  to  $49,300,  and  in  the  Office  of  the  Tr^isurer  €i 
the  United  States,  amounting  to  $18,000,  which  are  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation 
"For  establishing  and  maintaining  postal  savings  depositories,"  the  said  amounts  are 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

,  Sir:  Section  8  of  the  act  of  August  23^  1912.  proyides  that  all 
machines,  material^  and  equipment  used  m  adoressing,  wrapping, 
mailing,  or  otherwise  dispatching  pubUcations  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  rubUc  Printer  on  or  before  October  1, 1912,  and  that  a  detailed 
statement  thereof  be  submitted  to  Congress  in  the  annual  estimates 
of  appropriations. 

In  accordance  with  these  provisions  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  deUvered  to  the  PubUc  Printer  376,040  copies  of  various 
publications,  including  opinions,  annual  reports,  statistical  reports, 
tariff  circulars,  conference  rulings,  and  general  orders,  and  also  one 
EUiott  addressing  machine. 

The  duties  of  dispatching  publications  were  performed  by  a  sub- 
division of  the  Secretary's  office,  composed  of  six  employees,  in  con- 
jimction  with  other  work.  As  soon  as  practicable  tne  oiganization 
of  this  branch  was  rearranged,  and  the  services  of  one  messenger 
and  one  laborer  were  dispensed  with  on  November  15,  1912,  and 
February  7,  1913.  respectively. 

The  lateness  of  this  advice  is  due  to  the  inability  of  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  to  accommodate  our  supply,  and  it  is  requested 
that  the  information  be  forwarded  to  Congress  as  early  as  possible 
to  supplement  the  estimates  for  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  the  sum  of  $11,000  be 
included  in  the  general  deficiency  bill  now  under  consideration  in 
your  committee  for  the  item.  '  'Maintenance  of  marine  hospitals," 
appropriation  Public  Health  Service,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1913. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  this  item  in  the  sundry  civil  act 
approved  August  24,  1912,  was  $245,000.  Under  ordinary  circirai- 
stancee  and  as  estimated  for  this  sum  was  considered  to  be  sufficient, 
but  on  account  of  unexpected  demands  for  replacing  unserviceable 
articles  of  hospital  and  station  equipment  at  tne  larger  marine  hos- 
pitals of  ^e  service,  particularly  for  the  sanatorium  for  consumptives 
at  Fort  Stanton^  N.  Mex.,  and  the  increased  cost  of  subsistence,  the 
present  appropriation  is  insufficient  and  should  be  augmented  by  tlie 
amount  stated  to  prevent  embarrassment  in  the  acuninistration  of 
these  hospitals.

It  became  urgently  necessary  to  provide  kitchen  and  dining-room 
equipment  at  several  of  the  large  marine  hospitals  of  the  service,  to 
replace  articles  which  had  become  unserviceable  from  use,  and  to 
repair  or  renew  hospital  appliances  and  apparatus  and  laimdry 
equipment. 

An  additional  expense  was  also  necessary  for  repair  and  part 
renewal  of  equipment  for  the  farm  and  dairy  at  the  Service  Sana- 
toriimx  at  Fort  Stanton,  N.  Mex.^  at  a  total  cost  of  $11,250,  and  these 
expenditures  from  the  appropnation  of  $243,910  for  maintenance 
of  marine  hospitals  for  1913  seriously  afTect  the  administration  of 
the  22  marine  hospitals  by  restricting  the  Quantity  of  subsistence 
and  ^eatly  limiting  the  number  of  patients  tnat  can  be  cared  for  in 
hospital. 

An  additional  sum  of  $11,000  is  necessary  for  the  proper  admin- 
istration of  the  hospitals  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  without  great  embarrassmtot  to  the  service.

Sir:  Section  31  of  the  public-buildings  act  approved  June  26, 1910, 
authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy  to  prepare  designs  and  esti- 
mates for  a  separate  fireproof  building  for  each  of  the  Departments  of 
State,  Justice,  and  Commerce  and  Labor,  within  a  total  limit  of  cost 
of  $8,000,000,  but  without  authorizing  any  part  of  that  amount  to 
be  appropriated  for  construction  work. 

In  accordance  with  this  l^islation,  a  competition  was  held  and  an 
architect  selected  for  each  building.  The  architects  were  then  in- 
structed to  review  with  each  department  its  requirements  as  to 
space,  taking  into  consideration  a  reasonable  growth  in  the  work  of 
tne  departments.  It  was  foimd  that  as  a  result  of  this  latter  study 
it  was  desirable  to  increase  the  accommodations  for  each  department 
in  order  that  the  Government  might  not  be  in  the  position  of  erecting 
buildings  which  would  be  found  inadequate  after  only  a  very  few 
years'  service. 
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2  BUILDINGS  FOB  DEPABTMBNTS  OF  STATE,  JUSTICE,  ETO. 

Further  study  indicated  the  desirability  of  omitting  from  the  State 
Department  building  certain  contemplated  provisions  for  banqueting 
hall,  Wtchen,  suites  of  living  rooms,  etc.,  and  of  omitting  from  the 
building  for  tiie  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  any  provisions 
for  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  or  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries.  In 
the  case  of  the  former  building,  it  was  not  considered  that  the  provi- 
sions referred  to  were  essential  to  the  conduct  of  departmental  busi- 
ness, and  in  the  latter  case  it  was  believed  that  the  work  of  the  two 
bureaus  referred  to  was  of  such  character  as  to  make  provision  for 
them  inappropriate  ill  a  building  designed  for  the  conduct  of  admia- 
istrative  work.  In  this  connection  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  recent  rearrangement  of  the  Treasury  Building 
all  printing  presses  and  all  operations  of  a  similar  kuid  were  elimi- 
nated, in  order  that  the  biulding  might  be  devoted  entirely  to  clerical 
and  administrative  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  architects'  revised  studies,  it  is  estimated 
that  each  of  the  three  buildings,  so  planned  as  to  provide  for  a  rea- 
sonable future  growth,  could  oe  constructed  and  miished  in  an  ade- 
quate manner,  using  appropriate  materials,  for  the  following  sums: 

Department  of  State $2,750,000 

Department  of  JuBtice 2,100,000 

Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 5, 550,000 

Or  a  total  of 10,400,000 

It  has  been  found,  however,  that  while  the  above  indicates  the 
ultimate  cost  of  the  completed  buildings  it  will  be  possible  at  the 
present  time  to  omit  one  wing  from  each,  following  the  method 
adopted  in  the  construction  of  we  Senate  Office  Building,  the  omit- 
ted wing  to  be  constructed  at  such  later  time  or  times  as  the  devel- 
opment of  the  work  of  the  various  departments  may  render  neces- 
sary. Omitting  a  wing  in  each  case  for  the  present,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  buildi^s  may  be  constructed  for  the  following  sums: 

Department  of  State $2,050,000 

Department  of  Justice ^ 1, 850,000 

Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 4, 300, 000 

Or  a  total  of *. 8,200,000 

None  ot  the  above  figures  include  fe^  to  architects,  approaches, 
furniture,  or  isolated  heating  and  lightiQg  plants.  Tne  latter  has 
been  omitted  because  of  tne  contemplated  general  heating  and 
lighting  plant,  provision  for  which  is  carried  in  the  sundry  civil  bill 
for  the  year  1914,  as  reported  to  the  House. 

It  was  found,  upon  further  study,  that  the  five  sites  acquired  for 
these  three  building  are  inadequate  in  area,  not  only  to  provide  for 
reasonable  expansion,  but  to  permit  of  separatuog  the  buildings 
sufficiently  to  secure  ample  natural  light  and  air.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  ouilding  for  the  Department  of  State  be 

E laced  without  the  bounds  of  the  five  sites  referred  to,  and  that  it 
e  located,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Comnussion,  in  the  northeast  comer  of  the  Monument  grounds, 
and  in  such  a  position  that  its  southernmost  facade  will  be  on  a  line 
with  the  southernmost  facade  of  the  new  National  Museum  Building. 
Because  of  the  fact  that  each  of  these  three  departments  is  now 
overcrowded,  it  is  recommended  that  necessary  authority  be  now  given 
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the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  enter  into  contracts,  within  the  limits 
of  cost  stated  in  the  second  tabidation  above,  which  will  provide  suf- 
ficient accommodations  for  the  present  needs  of  each  department  • 
and  for  a  certain  amount  of  normal  ^owth.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  separate  limit  of  cost  be  authorized  for  each  department  instead 
of  merging  the  authorizations  in  a  lump  sum.  It  will  be  necossary, 
of  course,  to  award  separate  contracts  for  each  of  the  buildings,  and 
the  administrative  work  would  be  complicated  considerably  should 
they  all  be  chargeable  to  a  single  authorization.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  the  appropriation  known  as  ''Architectural  competi- 
tions'' be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  fees  to  architects.  It  is 
not  believed  necessary  at  this  time  to  submit  any  estimate  for  the 
approaches,  as  they  would  not  naturally  be  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion until  the  construction  work  upon  the  buildings  had  been  well 
advanced. 

I  b^  to  inclose  a  tentative  draft  of  legisjatidn  which  would  accom- 
plish all  of  the  recommendations  submitted  in  the  foregoing.

DRAFT  OP   BILL. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  asse^nbled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  erection  and  completion  of  a 
separate  fireproof  building  for  each  of  the  Departments  of  State,  Justice,  and  Commerce 
and  Labor,  upon  land  belonging  to  the  United  States  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  a 
total  limit  of  cost  for  said  builainge,  including  elevators  but  exclusive  of  approaches 
and  generating  and  boiler  plants,  as  hereby  fixed,  namely: 

Department  of  State $2, 050, 000 

Department  of  Justice 1, 850, 000 

Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor 4, 300, 000 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  further  authorized  and 
directed  to  locate  two  of  said  buildings  on  the  land  heretofore  acquired  therefor,  be- 
tween Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  northwest,  the 
remaining  building  to  be  located  at  the  corner  of  Fourteenth  and  B  Streets  northwest, 
on  the  reservation  known  as  Monument  Grounds,  and  that  part  of  B  Street  northwest 
Iving  between  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  is  hereby  closed  and  made  part  of 
the  site  for  the  three  department  buildings  hereinabove  authorized. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  herebv,  further  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  enter  into  supplemental  contracts  with  eacii  of  the  architects  whose  de- 
signs have  been  accepted  for  the  department  buildings  hereinabove  authorized,  for 
their  full  architectural  services  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said  buildings 
respectively,  and  to  pav  for  such  services  the  customary  prevailing  charges  from  the 
appropriation  for  "Architectural  competitions"  available  at  the  time  such  services 
are  rendered,  and  that  toward  this  purpose,  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appro- 

griations  contained  in  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  June  twenty-fifth,  nineteen 
undred  and  ten,  and  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  for  the  preparation 
of  designs  and  estimates  for  said  building,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  reappropriated 
and  nmde  available  as  a  part  of  and  m  addition  to  the  appropriation  for  '*  Archi- 
tectural competitions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen."
